Be9olved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Oburch  of  this  Dio- 
cese not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergymen  of  other  Dioceses, 
Cleigymen  of  England  or  of  her  Colonies,  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  and  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  and  Students  of  Divinity  of  the  Church  now  in  the 
city,  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention.

Reaolvedf  That  an  additional  Cycle  completing  the  present  century  be  insert- 
ed in  the  Table  for  finding  Easter ;  and  that  the  Cycle  from  1843  to  1861  in- 
clusive, which  has  already  expired,  be  hereafter  omitted. 
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This  Table  was  omitted  last  year  when  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
vention was  called  to  the  proposed  change  in  Art.  Y  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.

OF  VACANT  PARISHES. 

Sbc.  1.  The  Bishop,  in  concurrence  with  tbe  Deans  of  the  several  Convoca- 
tions, shall  tftke  order  for  supplying  vacant  Parishes  or  Congregations  with 
asional  services,  at  the  expense  of  the  Parish  or  Congregation  so  supplied. 
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Sec.  2.  When  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens 
thereof  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  forthwith. 

(3)  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment,  namely : 
Amend  Canon  VI,  Sec.  2,  by  striking  out  "  March,  June,  September  and 

December,"  and  inserting  '*  July,  October,  January  and  April.'' 

(4)  They  recommend  that  Canon  YI  be  amended  by  adding  Sec.  4  and 
Sec.  5,  as  proposed  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  their  Report,  namely : 

**Ssc.  4.  Any  Parish  which  shall  pay,  ct  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  capitalized  amount  of  tbe  assessment  thereuf  on  for  the  Bishop's 
salary  made  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  shall  by  virtue  of  such  payment 
be  thereby  and  therefrom  relieved  and  discharged  from  all  further  assessment 
for  tbe  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  excepting  such  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  good  any  loss  or  waste  to  the  Episcopal  Fund ;  and  also  excepting,  such 
sssessments  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  increase  of  the  Episcopate 
within  tbe  present  limits  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

<*Sxc  5.  Any  Parish  which  shall  deliver  to  the  Finance  Committee  its  ap- 
proved interest-bearing  bonds,  or  other  approved  bonds  or  securities,  or  any 
sum  of  money,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be 
relieved  from  the  payment  of  any  yearly  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  salary 
thereafter  made  upon  such  Parish,  to  the  extent  of  the  yearly  interest  paid 
upon  any  such  bonds  or  securities,  or  received  upon  such  money,  for  the  year 
for  which  such  assessment  may  be  made." 

(0)  Tour  Committee  also  favor  the  adoption  of  the  following  amend 'tients, 
offered  by  Mr.  Burgwin,  to  the  Form  of  Charter  recommended  for  use  in  the 
Diocese  by  the  Convention,  namely : 

(1)  To  amend  the  8d  Section,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words,  *^  to  one 
▼ote." 

(2)  To  amend  the  6th  Section,  by  inserting  tbe  word  <'  Communicants," 
sfter  the  word  *'  Lay  members,"  in  the  second  line. 

(3)  To  amend  the  9th  Section,  by  adding, 

Pnmded^  That  no  conveyance  shall  be  made  to  such  congregation  until  it  be 
sdmitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese.

At  oar  last  Convention  your  Committee  hoped  that  before  this  some  stepa 
woald  be  cuccessfally  taken  toward  providing  a  Diocesan  school  for  boys.  They 
are  compelled,  however,  to  report  that  nothing  definite  has  been  accomplished. 
In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  the  need  of  such  an  institution  is  every 
year  becoming  more  evident,  and  the  time  is  drawing  near  when  Churchmen 
will  be  ready  to  act  in  the  matter.  Meanwhile,  as  there  seems  to  be  nothing 
for  the  Committee,  as  such,  to  do,  they  respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged.

Ruolvetff  That  the  Deputies  of  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention  be 
requested  to  use  their  infiuence  to  secure  the  setting  forth  of  a  uniform  Hymnal 
for  the  use  of  the  Church,  by  the  General  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Vincent,  it  was  nnanimouslj 

Retolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  meet  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Erie,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June,  A.  D.  1872. 

Mr.  Hay  moved  to  amend  Art.  II  of  the  Constitution  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  *'  Tuesday,"  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof 
the  word  "  Wednesday."     Carried. 

The  Tellers  then  reported  the  ballot  for  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  as  follows :

Whole  number  of  Lay  votes  cast,         24;  necessary  to  a  choice,  18. 
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The  Chair  thereupon  announced  that  Rev.  J.  F.  Spaulding,

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Spaalding  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Report. of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  Di- 
ocesan Missions. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Scarborough,  the  Report  was  accepted.  (See 
Reports.) 

The  Tellers  then  reported  the  result  of  the  third  ballot  for  ofS- 
cers,  when  the  Uhair  announced  that  there  was  no  election  of  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  that  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Egar 
was  elected  a  Clerical,  and  Mr.  B.  B.  Vincent  a  Lay  Deputy  to 
the  General  Convention. 

The  Tellers  of  the  vote  for  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  reported  the  third  ballot,  and  it  was  announced  that 
there  was  no  election ;  whereupon,  by  unanimous  consent,  the  ballot 
was  dispensed  with  for  the  election  of  the  two  remaining  Trustees; 
and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spaulding,  the  Rev.  Dr.  White 
and  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Loring  were  unanimously  elected. 

It  was  then  moved  to  dispense  with  the  ballot  in  the  election  of 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  re- 
maining Clerical  Deputj  to  the  General  Convention.  There  being 
one  dissentient  voice,  the  motion,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  4,  Art. 
V  of  the  Constitution,  was  lo8t« 

A  ballot  was  then  cast  for  these  two  officers,  and  pending  the 
report  of  the  Tellers, 

Mr.  Spaalding  called  up  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to 
Diocesan  Missions.     The  resolutions  were  as  follows  : 
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1.  Jlesolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Missions  he  amended  hy 
the  insertion  in  Article  III,  after  the  word  "President,"  of  the  words  *<the 
Deans  of  the  Convocations." 

2.  ReBolwd,  That  it  he  recommended  to  the  Bector  or  Minister  of  every 
Parish  and  Missionary  Station,  in  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  collection  annually 
on  Ash- Wednesday,  or  some  other  day  in  Lent,  for  Church  Building,  to  be 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  as  a  special  fund  from  which  to  give  aid 
in  building  Churches  for  Missions  of  the  Board ;  to  be  drawn  from  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  officers  of  the  Board  within  the  Convocations  in  which 
the  Missions  desiring  such  aid  are  situated,  who  shall  also  have  a  controlling 
voice  in  the  selection  of  plans  and  sites  of  the  Churches  for  which  such  assist- 
ance is  granted. 

8.  Reaolmul,  That  it  is  expedient  to  employ  in  Missionary  Stations,  especially 
in  mKnufacturing  communities,  the  services  of  Christian  women  of  approved 
qualifications,  in  visiting  in  connection  with  Cottage  Lectures,  and  ingathering 
women  into  classes  for  week-day  prayer,  reading  and  instruction,  and  men 
into  Sunday  Bible  classes,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Minister. 

4.  Resolved^  That  this  Convention  pledge  to  the  BoarJ  of  Missions  for  the 
ensuing  year  a  sum  not  less  than  $6,000. 

6.  Reaolvedf  That  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies,  representing  each  Parish 
and  Mission  in  this  Convention,  do  pledge  themselves  to  devise  and  carry  out 
some  system  of  pledges  or  subscriptions  for  quarterly  offerings  to  Diocesan 
Missions,  whereby  every  member  of  each  Congregation  shall  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  be  personally  urged  to  the  duty  of  contributing  to  the  fiinds  of  the 
Board,  each  according  to  ability. 

6.  Besolvedf  That  this  Report  be  printed  for  distribution  together  with  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  with  the  earnest  request*  that  it  be  read  to 
all  the  Congregations  in  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  resolutions  were  adopted  in  succession. 

Those  who  voted  for  the  fourth  resolution,  did  so  by  standing 
up,  as  an  indication  that  they  pledged  themselves  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  secure  to  the  Board  of  Missions  the  amount  named. 

The  fourth  ballot  for  officers  was  then  reported,  and  the  Chair 
announced  that  there  was  no  election. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burgwin,  it  was  decided  to  confine  the  voting 
on  the  next  ballot  to  the  two  candidates  for  each  office  who  received 
the  highest  number  of  votes  on  the  last  ballot,  and  to  count  only 
the  votes  so  cast. 

A  fifth  ballot  was  then  cast,  and  the  Tellers  reported  no  elec- 
tion. 

Mr.  Burgwin  then  moved,  that  the  voting  by  ballot  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  write  the  names 
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of  the  two  candidates  for  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  names 
of  the  two  candidates  for  the  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Con- 
Tention,  on  separate  slips  of  paper,  throw  them  into  a  hat  and 
then  draw  out  one  of  each,  and  that  the  one  so  drawn  be  elected 
bj  the  Convention.     Carried. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  placed  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
White  and  the  Rev.  M.  A.  Tolman,  the  two  candidates  for  the 
remaining  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention,  in  a  hat, 
and  drew  out  the  name  of  Rev.  M.  A.  Tolman. 

The  Chair  then  put  the  question,  '^  Shall  Mr.  Tolman  be  elected 
a  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention  7"  and  it  was  unanimously 
decided  in  the  affirmative.  ^ 

The  Secretary  next  put  in  the  hat  the  names  of  Mr.  E.  P. 
Jones  and  Mr.  W.  W.  Smith,  the  two  candidates  for  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  drew  out  the  name  of  Mr.  Jones,  who  was  unani- 
mously elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee.

Rt9olxed^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  members  to  prepare,  and  report  to  the  next  Oonvention , 
practical  system  to  be  adopted  throughout  the  Diocese  for  increasing  the  amount 
of»  and  securing  certainty  in  our  Missionary  offerings. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Page  then  ofiered  the  following  Preamble  and 
Resolution : 

Whxrkas,  It  is  quite  probable  that  the  question  of  the  revision  of  the  Lit- 
urgy will  be  brought  to  the  notice,  and  urged  upon  the  action  of  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolred  by  this  Convention,  that  in  the  event  of  the  revision  of  the  Prayer 
Book  being  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  any  stage  in  the  proceedings  of  that 
Body,  our  Deputies  be  and  are  hereby  strongly  recommended  to  vote  for  the 
following  change  in  the  rubric  which  immediately  precedes  the  exhortation  in 
the  order  for  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  namely :  "  Then  the  Min- 
ister may  say,''  instead  of  shall  say,  '*or  else  proceed  immediately  from  the  open- 
ing sentences  to  the  Greneral  Confession." 

The  motion  was  lost  by  the  following  vote :  ayes,  13  ;  noes,  22.

lUsolvedf  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Bector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  this  Church  for  the  use  of  the  building  for 
the  Sessions  of  the  Convention,  and  also  to  the  Choir  for  their  services  at  the 
opening  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Setolvedy  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  and  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Purdon  for  the  able  and  instructive  Sermon  delivered  by  him 
before  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Bfolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to  pay  to  the 
Sexton  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  ten  dollars  for  his  services  during  the  Sessions 
of  this  Convention. 

And  also, 

Ruolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Presa  for  their  fall  reports  of  its  proceedings,  and  especially  to  the  proprie- 
tors of  ihe  Gazette  for  their  courtesy  in  publishing  the  Bishop's  Address  in 
full. 
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And  also, 

Resolved,  That  700  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  OonTentioii  be  printed  ondor 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  for  the  use  of  the  Convention.

Mt  Brethren  ov  the  Glergt  and  of  the  Laitt  :       , 

We  meet  now  again  to  consult  for  the  progress  of  the 
Gospel  and  Charch  of  Christ,  in  the  field  intrusted  to  our  joint 
care.  We  have  asked  for  the  gracious  Presence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  May  every  one  of  us  keep  that  prayer  fresh  in  our  hearts 
and  miDds  ;  then  it  will  be  answered :  and  we  shall  all  be  watch- 
ful to  use  the  grace  given* 

We  meet  not  merely  for  the  details  of  business,  necessai^  as 
those  are.  We  come  together  to  control  and  promote  interests 
temporal  and  immortal.  We  seek  to  know  more  of  the  work  which 
we  are  to  fulfil ;  and  to  acquire  a  deeper  insight  and  a  more  lov- 
ing engagement  in  it.  We  come  here  not  only  to  revise  and  ar- 
range work,  but  to  fit  ourselves  for  it.  Then  too,  we  meet  here 
to-day  in  quietness  and  hopefulness.  We  would  be  ungrateful  to 
God  and  untrue  to  facts  not  to  see  this.  There  is  much  undone 
that  we  might  and  ought  to  have  done;  and  doubtless  the  year 
may  have  known  some  things  that  ought  not  to  have  been  among 
08.  But — and  for  this  all  thanks  to  the  Giver  and  Worker  of  all 
good — the  Diocese  is  moving  forward  very  perceptibly  and  peace- 
fully. There  are,  more,  I  think,  than  ever  before,  signs  of  prepar- 
ation to  enlarge  our  work  somewhat  into  a  due  proportion  to  our 
need  and  duty.  Your  Bishop,  probably,  scans  such  signs  more 
anxiously  than  any  one  else.  The  heartache  that  comes  from  the 
good  things  possible,  but  not  accomplished,  he  often  knows.  The 
weary  disappointment  in  hopes  and  plans,  just  (as  was  thought) 
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Tfithin  the  grasp,  this  year,  too,  has  brought.  But  the  survey  of 
facts,  as  happy  visitations  bring  them  before  the  Bishop,  makes 
him  rejoice,  and  anticipate  our  future  as  a  Diooese  with  a  fulness 
of  knowledge  and  of  confidence  which  he  would  desire  his  brethren 
to  share,  as  a  great  help  in  forward  work. 

During  the  year  past  I  have  visited  every  point  in  our  work, 
excepting  only  one ;  many  points  twice  or  oftener.  My  promised 
visitation  to  one  place  was  necessarily  postponed.  It  shall  soon 
be  made. 

The  summary  of  my  year's  work,  so  far  as  statistics  can  repre- 
sent it,  is  this:  sermons,  153;  addresses,  84;  confirmed,  369  per- 
sons on  60  occasions;  baptized,  5  adults  and  57  children.  I  have 
admini<ttered  the  Holy  Communion  52  times  in  public,  and  7  times 
in  private.  I  have  read  the  service,  in  whole  or  in  part,  121  times, 
and  catechised  Sunday  Schools  80  times.  I  have  met  15  Vestries 
for  conference ;  have  laid  4  Corner- Stones,  (two  of  these  by 
Presbyters  commissioned  by  me).  I  have  consecrated  6  new 
churches,  and  had  special  services  at  the  reopening  of  an  old 
church  enlarged  and  improved,  and  provided  with  a  new  chancel. 
I  have  been  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Convocations,  ten  in  num- 
ber (several  of  these  joint  meetings),  save  one,  from  which  sickness 
kept  me.  I  have  met  with  our  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  foar 
times ;  once  with  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  once  with 
the  Trustees  of  the  General  Seminary  in  New  York.  I  have  or- 
dained one  Deacon  and  two  Priests,  and  instituted  one  Rector.  I 
have  sent  out  six  circular  letters  to  the  Diocese  about  various  parts 
of  our  work.  I  have  received  four  Clergymen  into  the  Diocese 
and  dismissed  five.  Of  those  dismissed,  two  had  not  been  locally  re- 
sident nor  at  work  in  the  Diocese. 

I  united  in  the  Consecration  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Mary«- 
land,  and  preached  the  sermon  on  that  occasion.  I  have  given 
my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Niles,  D.  D., 
as  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire;  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Pinkney,  D.  D., 
as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Maryland ;  and  to  the  election  of  Bishop 
Clarkson,  as  Diocesan  Bishop  of  Nebraska. 

Under  our  Diocesan  Canon  YIII,  I  appointed  in  August  last  a 
Commission  of  five  Presbyters  to  make  due  inquiry  into  certain 
rumors  touching  the  conduct  of  one  of  the  Clergymen  of  the 
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Diocese.  On  September  23d  the  Commission  reported  their  in- 
ability to  find  eridenoe  to  jastify  farther  proceedings. 

I  hare  performed  the  marriage  seryioe  three  times,  and  the 
burial  service  twice. 

The  Church  Oaild,  the  Episcopal  Classical  Academy  for  boys, 
and  the  Bishop  Bowman  Institute  for  girls,  in  Pittsburgh,  have 
had  my  heartiest  interest  and  co-operation.  Tbe  wiser  Chnrch- 
men  grow,  the  larger  and  more  efficient  will  become  their  appre- 
ciation and  support  of  these  Church  enterprises  for  education  and 
beneficence.  They  are  making  now  for  themselves  a  well  earned 
success. 

Our  one  other  most  true  and  meritorious  charity,  the  CnuROfl 
HoMB,  in  this  city,  must  never  be  left  out  of  Diocesan  remem- 
brance and  regard.  I  visit  it  as  often  as  I  can.  In  the  Rector 
of  Saint  John's  Church  it  finds  a  faithful  Chaplain  and  Pastor. 
The  health  of  its  sixty  (60)  children,  the  support  of  them,  and 
of  the  aged  and  needy  women  in  the  Home,  have  been  so  merci- 
fully maintained  as  to  call  for  special  thanks  to  G-od.  Just  now 
the  Home  is  much  perplexed  by  the  large  city  assessments 
(ten  thousand  dollars — $10,000,)  which  have  come  upon  its  prop* 
erty.  Will  not  some  new  friends  come  forward  to  meet  this  debt  ? 
We  may  thus  keep  unimpaired  the  present  land,  whose  fast  grow- 
ing value  will  in  a  few  years  endow  the  Home  amply,  when  its 
location  shall  be  changed  to  the  new  ground — the  recent  generous 
pift  of  a  large-minded  and  far-seeing  citizen.  In  the  meantime 
offerings  toward  the  current  support  ought  to  come  from  all  our 
Congregations.  Then  the  ability  will  exist,  as  the  will  now  does, 
to  comply  with  the  requests  in  behalf  of  orphans  from  the  various 
parts  of  the  Diocese. 

Some  details  of  my  official  acts  become  necessary  as  parts  of 
this  public  report.  An  appendix  to  the  Journal  will  contain  other 
particulars. 

The  Corner-Stones  laid  were— that  of  the  Church  of  the  Inter- 
cessor, Sugar  Hill,  Jefferson  county,  on  July  11th,  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  C.  Caswall ;  that  of  the  Cross  and  Crown  Church,  in  Erie, 
on  July  14th,  by  the  Bishop ;  that  of  St.  John's  Church,  Rouse- 
?ille,  Venango  county,  on  August  26th,  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev. 
M.  Byllesby ;  that  of  Ascension  Chapel,  Titusviile,  a  mission  of 
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St.  James's  Memorial  Church,  in  that  growing  city,  on  May  l6th, 
by  the  Bishop.  This  Mission  Chapel  is  to  be  the  gift  of  one  good 
layman.  How  wise  and  remunerative  to  any  true  Christian  man, 
as  well  as  how  godly,  is  every  such  investment  of  money !  May 
the  Lord  continue  to  give  us,  as  He  is  doing,  such  men  in  other 
like  places! 

The  churches  consecrated  were :  St.  Michael's,  Wayne  township, 
Armstrong  county,  on  the  Festival  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels. 
It  took  the  place  of  the  old  worn-out  church,  that  drew  from  me 
at  my  first  visitation  some  plain  words  about  the  evident  need  of 
more  parochial  enterprise  and  liberality.  The  new  church  is  proof 
of  the  energy  of  the  Rector,  and  of  the  piety  of  many  of  his  people- 
I  trust  that  this  sign  of  the  growth  of  that  people's  mind  to  see 
and  do  their  Parish  work  will  be  fulfilled. 

Christ  Church,  Oil  City,  was  consecrated  on  St.  Paul's  Day 
last ;  and  St.  John's  Church,  Rouseville,  on  April  21st :  both  of 
them  are  the  fruits  of  efficient  missionary  labor,  well  begun  by  the 
former  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nevius,  and  most  vigorously  prose- 
cuted by  the  Rev.  Marison  Byllesby.  Both  are  beautiful  and  well 
arranged  Houses  of  God  ;  and  they  secure  our  Church's  place  and 
influence  in  that  wonderful  Oil  Region,  now  becaming  the  perma- 
nent home  of  men  of  enterprise  and  character,  and  of  their  fami- 
lies. Each  of  these  churches  has  now  its  own  Rector,  whose  work 
must  be  a  radiating  missionary  one  into  the  country  and  towns 
about  each  centre. 

The  Church  of  "  the  Cross  and  Crown,"  in  Erie,  I  consecrated 
on  February  14th,  just  seven  months  from  the  day  on  which  I  laid 
the  corner-stone.  It  is  not  easy  to  tell  all  of  one's  appreciation  of 
such  Church  work  as  is  going  on  in  Erie.  This  new  Mission  Church 
is  one  of  its  signs  and  fruits.  The  land  and  House  are  worth 
fully  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000),  gathered  from  the  love  of  the 
poor  and  rich.  The  good  men  and  women  who  have  been  for  some 
time  past  building  up  the  real  Churdh,  the  congregation  of  men^ 
women  and  children — all  operatives — had  a  part  of  their  well-won 
reward  in  that  consecration-scene.  The  spiritual  work  doing 
more  than  equals  the  material  things  built  up.  The  classes  of 
men,  of  women  and  of  children ;  the  baptisms,  confirmations  and 
communions;  the  hearty  Churchmanship,  and  the  earnest,  active 
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devoQtnesB  of  the  flock ;  the  two  other  like  missions  of  St.  Paars 
Church,  now  growing  yigorouslj ;  the  like  great  growth  and  ac- 
tivity of  St.  John's  Parish  (begotten  only  three  years  ago  of  the 
same  parentage  as  these  missions),  with  its  beautiful  church,  now 
free  from  debt  and  to  be  consecrated  within  the  week  to  come,  and 
with  its  own  new  mission ;  and  old  St.  Paul's  in  the  centre — ^itself 
born  anew,  born  when  it  is  old,  make  an  instance  of  church-life, 
a  proof  of  her  power  to  reach  the  masses  of  men  and  women,  if  we 
only  wUl  to  do  it,  which  a  Bishop  and  Diocese  may  well  praise 
God  for,  and  ask  grace  to  repeat  in  many  places. 

Grace  Church,  Ridgway,  Elk  county,  was  consecrated  on  May 
23d.  It  was  built'three  years  ago,  but  some  debt  continued  tilt 
now.  The  generous  aid  of  the  Adrancement  Society  here  again 
helped  one  of  our  churches.  But  the  Parish  and  Diocese  owe  spe- 
cial acknowledgment  to  the  godly  layman,  who  has  been  at  once 
the  chief  giver  and  the  loving  Pastor  in  that  Parish.  May  his 
example  live  on  among  us  and  find  many  followers ! 

Two  days  after,  on  May  25th,  I  consecrated  the  ''  Church  of 
the  Intercessor,"  Sugar  Hill,  Jefferson  county.     The  five  Presby- 
ters with  me  at  Ridgway  shared  in  the  services  at  Sugar  Hill. 
That  was  a  day  of  very  rare  joy  to  us  all,  and  to  the  humble,  happy 
flock,  whose  long  desired  home  that  new  church  is  to  be.     After 
twenty- one  years  of  pious  services  and  lessons  in  cabin  and  little 
log  school-house,  the  Church  could  put  her  ark  into  that  meet  and 
beautiful  little  temple  on  its  hill.     That  Hill  of  Zion  is  a  fair  place, 
too,  in  natural  scenery  as  well  as  in  spiritual  prospect.     It  has, 
besides,  a  history  of  family  faith  and  integrity,  of  very  humble 
toil,  of  genuine  love  of  the  Church  and  her  Lord,  of  perseverance 
and  growth,  into  now  the  third  generation,  of  God's  fear  and  ser- 
vice.    The  Church's  religion  and  worship  were,  and  even  yet  are, 
something  strange  in  that  lumber-region  of  little  religion  and  many 
unbeliefs.     Our  work  there,  I  see  now,  is  to  be  made  more  than 
to  minister  to  the  sheep  that  we  found  in  the  wildei'ness.     That 
Sugar  Hill  Church  is  to  become  a  missionary  centre  in  a  region 
now  rapidly  developing  itself  as  the  home  of  large  population  and 
eaterprise.     How  it  was  managed  to  make  the  church  free  from 
debt,  and  so,  ready  for  consecration,  you  will  learn  in  other  ways, 
which  will  also  show  you  that  the  duty  of  some  in  this  matter  is 
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not  jet  done.  0 !  if  I  coald  tell  this  story,  and  half  a  dozen 
others  nearly,  or  quite,  like  it,  in  oar  own  Diocese,  as  they  ought 
to  be  told ;  if  the  stories  could  ^^come  as  from  a  far  country,'* 
*^with  their  garments  and  shoes  become  old  by  reason  of  the  yery 
long  journey,"  I  am  sure  that  thoy  would  make  hearts  thrill  and 
open,  and  move  nerves  of  sensation  and  of  motion,  to  unclasp  the 
hands  and  purses  of  not  a  few  good  people  who  cannot  now  quite 
realize  what  beautiful  and  glorious  things  wait  for  our  doing  in 
our  own  home*field,  around  its  hills,  in  its  woods,  and  along  its 
streams.  I  have  now  pressing  upon  me  the  claims  almost  equally 
strong,  of  five  or  six  little  churches  be^j||||^«  already,  or  sorely 
needed  for  little  congregations,  or  for  fre^h  mission  points,  full  of 
promise.  But  I  am  confident  that  such  needs  and  appeals  will 
win,  as  they  do  yearly,  more  and  more  of  the  due  response. 

This  record  of  the  consecration  of  six  churches  within  the  year 
(and  that  of  a  seventh  is  to  come  next  week),  makes  this  the  proper 
place  to  recall  to  your  mind  what  I  said  a  year  ago  of  this  duttf  of 
the  earliest  poisible  consecration  of  your  new  churches.  In  two  of 
these  six  cases  the  Consecration  Service  was  the  first  service  held  in 
the  House.  It  would  be  most  wholesome  could  this  always  be 
so.  But  it  is  often  right,  because  necessary,  to  use  a  church  before 
consecration.  Debt  unpaid  makes  such  a  necessity.  Moderate 
debt,  not  [beyondl  the  means  of  a  congregation  to  pay,  may  be 
honestly  carried  for  a  time.  But  all  economy  and  energy  ought 
to  be  used  to  pay  off  such  debt  as  soon  as  may  be. 

Then  the  house  ought  to  be  duly  given  to  God,  and  consecrated 
to  Him  in  the  Church's  solemn  Rite.  Till  then  the  house,  how- 
ever becomingly  arranged  and  used,  is  man's  house,  not  God's 
House;  man* s property y  carefully  kept  indeed  for  grave  uses  and 
interests  of  his ;  but  not  yet  Qod's  House  of  Prayer.  Natural 
and  revealed  religion  both  recognize  the  principle.  The  law,  the 
prophets  and  the  gospel  expressly  teach  it.  Our  Blessed  Lord 
Himself  enforced  it,  by  word  and  by  act. 

The  Church's  Consecration  Office  only  expresses  in  distinct  form 
the  pious  conviction  that  is  avowed  and  acted  on  all  around  us. 
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That  pioas  conviction  is,  bj  the  very  make  of  man's  nature,  a 
necessary  part  of  that  reverence  which  begets  true  worship.  The 
best  legal  opinion  is,  that  neither  the  Consecration  Office,  nor  any 
of  its  accessories  or  parts,  at  all  ailbct  the  civil  rights  of  property, 
as  given  and  defined  by  the  law  of  the  State*  However  this  may 
be,  the  religions  obligation  and  the  law  of  the  Church,  as  evinced 
by  her  Prayer  Book,  ought  to  overrule  all  hesitation.  And  it  may 
be  only  prudent  for  those  who  inherit  the  trusts  of  Ohurch  property 
given  formerly  by  others,  or  who  now  give  their  own  money  to 
erect  churches  for  the  maintainance  of  the  pure  faith  and  wor- 
ship of  the  God  Triune,  to  take  every  precaution,  that  the  men 
who  may  a  few  years  hence  enter  upon  these  trusts,  as  chance  may 
put  them  into  their  control,  shall  not  be  free  to  pervert  property, 
not  of  their  giving,  to  the  furtherance  of  the  unbelief  or  of  the  su- 
perstition, which  equally  shock  us  all  who  cleave  to  the  Saviour  and 
His  true  faith,  and  to  His  pure  worship  and  ordinances.  Real  rev* 
ereoee,  devout  piety  and  far-seeing  wisdom,  all  concur  in  approving 
the  Kite  which  gives  the  House  to  God,  makes  it  holy  now  before 
our  eyes,  and  leaves  solemn  warning  to  all  who  come  after  us, 
never  to  desecrate  or  pervert  what  God  has  accepted  from  our  hands 
and  made  to  be  His  own  ! 

The  meetings  of  the  Convocations— especially  those  held  in  the 
rural  parishes — ^have  been  so  useful,  that  I  must  repeat  here  again 
the  wish  and  request  that  Laymen  would  oftener  come  to  them. 
Most,  not  all,  of  the  Clergy  come  regularly.  The  absentees  are 
great  losers;  and  they  make  a  loss  to  the  Bishop  and  their  breth- 
ren of  thi  sympathy,  the  local  information  and  the  counsel  which 
we  need  in  our  various  Missionary  efforts.  I  see  how  much  the 
minister  of  the  parish  where  we  meet,  prizes  the  full  attendance  of 
his  brethren.  It  so  much  helps  to  quicken  and  encourage  his  own 
people.  I  have  sometimes,  remembered  this  the  more,  because  at 
ihe  next  Convocation  that  very  brother  is  sometimes  kept  away  by 
some  not  insuperable  difficulty.  The  most  efficient  parish  minis- 
ters, one  cannot  but  see,  are  those  who  come  moit  punctually  to 

Convocations,  eager  to  tell  and  to  hear  of  the  good  news,  the 
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needs  and  the  best  methods  of  work,  and  iiake  a  hand  in  some 
fresh  task  for  Christ.  The  progress  of  our  Diocesan  Missions  de- 
pends very  largely  on  the  Convocations.  The  Dean's  office,  too, 
is  becoming  in  many  places  iwgreat  reality.  Of  coarse  this  is  the 
real  meaning  of  the  thing;  it  means  workj  not  title. 

The  Ordinations  have  been : — One  to  the  Diaconate^  of  Perceval 
Beckett,  in  Christ  Church,  Allegheny,  on  presentation  by  the 
Rector  of  that  Church,  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Brooke,  on  the  Second 
Sunday  in  Lent,  March  5th;  and  two  to  the  Priesthood — the 
first,  of  the  Rev.  Oliver  S.  Taylor,  Deacon,  Rector  elect  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Kittanning,  in  that  church,  and  on  presentation 
by  its  retiring  Rector,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton.  The  day  was  St. 
Luke's  Day,  October  18th ;  and  the  Presbyters  uniting  in  the  im- 
position of  hands  were  the  presenter,  and  the  Reverend  Doctors 
Crumpton,Eillikelly  and  White,  and  Messrs.  Scarborough  and  Hart- 
man.  The  second,  of  (he  Rev.  John  H.  McCandless,  Deacon,  Mis- 
sionary in  Armstrong  and  Indiana  counties,  on  the  3d  of  March, 
in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  on  presentation  by  the  Rector 
of  that  church,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Egar,  who  with  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Crumpcon  and  Messrs.  Scarborough  and  Roberts,  united  in  the 
imposition  of  hands. 

I  expect  to  ordain  three  Deacons  very  soon ;  their  work  is  al- 
ready appointed.

On  the  day  after  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  to  the 
Priesthood,  I  instituted  him  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Kittanning.  This  is  the  only  occasion  of  the  use  of  this  Office  in 
this  Diocese  since  its  separate  existence.  I  much  desire  and  earn- 
estly counsel  you,  my  Brethren,  both  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to 
seek  the  use  of  the  Institution  Office  in  the  induction  of  a  new  min- 
ister into  a  parish.  Its  use  would  help  to  correct  and  elevate  the 
views  too  common  even  amorg  us,  of  the  relation,  of  the  mutual 
duties,  of  the  sacredness  and  of  the  endurance  of  the  tie  between 
pastor  and  people.  My  own  observation  prompts  just  the  words 
which  other  Bishops  have  to  use  about  this  whole  matter.     The  tie 
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of  pastor  and  people  is  not  a?  sacred  in  the  eyes  of  either  as  it 
oaght  to  be ;  nor  is  it  as  enduring  as  it  ought  to  be.  Some  min- 
isters are  restless,  ever  on  the  wing,  ready  to  think  that  change 
will  be  relief  or  advance.  Nine  times  in  ten  they  are  making 
great  mistakes,  as  they  discover  when  middle  life  comes.  So  also, 
some  parishes,  generally  the  ones  weaker  in  resources  and  attrac- 
tions, or  some  persons  in  a  parish,  those  often  who  help  the 
least,  are  prone  to  criticise  and  worry  the  minister.  The  support 
is  meagre,  uncertain  and  contingent  on  some  fancy.  Such  parish- 
es do  get  frequent  changes,  but  rarely  get  or  keep  a  choice  Rector. 
Let  the  pastoral  tie  be  prudently  made,  and  then  affectionately, 
conscientiously  kept;  and  let  the  mutual  duties  be  honorably 
done  ;  then  parish  and  parson  will  both  gain.  I  am  sure  that  the 
use  of  the  Institution  Office,  making  that  tie  more  express,  would 
greatly  promote  the  comfort,  the  piety  and  the  settledness  of  all 
concerned. 

The  Clergy  received  into  the  Diocese  have  been — the  Rev.  Oli- 
ver S.  Taylor,  Deacon,  from  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  on  Octo- 
ber Ist ;  the  Rev.  Edmund  Roberts,  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, November  22d ;  the  Rev.  DeWitt  Clinton  Byllesby,  from 
the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  on  March  31st;  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  G. 
W.  Lewis,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  on  April  22d. 

The  'Clergy  dismissed  to  other  Dioceses  have  been — the  Rev. 
Samuel  Earp,  to  Michigan  ;  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Brown,  to  Maryland ; 
the  Rev.  J.  K.  Karcher  and  the  Rev.  H.  J.  W.  Allen,  to  Pennsyl- 
vania; and  the  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  to  California. 

One  aged  and  venerable  clergyman,  the  Rev.  Richard  Smith, 
has  died  at  the  age  of  four  score  years  and  three,  the  only  one  of 
our  own  number  thus  taken  since  we  met  last.  After  many  years 
of  an  active  and  useful  ministry,  advanced  age  and  its  infirmities 
had  for  some  time  compelled  Mr.  Smith  to  give  up  his  work  almost 
wholly.  But  the  record  of  former  zeal  and  labor  was  not  forgotten 
among  us.  I  was  able  to  be  present  and  to  officiate  at  his  funeral, 
in  Meadville,  on  December  3d.  The  due  record  of  dates  will  ap- 
pear in  the  Journal. 
Id  this  same  month  a  venerable  brother  died  among  us,  whose 
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name  and  record  mast  have  a  place  among  oar  own,  though  he  was 
not  canonically  one  of  ua.  The  Rev.  Henry  Caswall,  D.  D.,  Rec- 
tor of  Figheldean,  England,  of  English  parentage  and  birth,  bat  of 
our  American  orders,  had  been  resident  in  Franklin  for  about  three 
years.  The  ill  health  that  disabled  him  from  his  own  work  made 
him  seek  rest  and  recruiting  change  here  with  his  children.  He 
came  back  to  renew  earlier  acquaintances  and  to  make  fresh  ones 
among  the  American  brethren,  whose  fast  friend  he  had  ever  been 
in  his  English  home  and  circle.  We  welcomed  him  once  here  in 
our  Convention,  and  again  in  one  or  more  of  our  Convocations.  It 
is  very  pleasant  to  think  that  each  of  these  venerable  Clergymen 
leaves  a  son  on  our  Diocesan  Clergy  roll.

The  changes  of  cure  have  been  as  follows  :  The  Rev.  Marison 
Byllesby,  retaining  St.  John's  Church,  Rouseville,  as  needing  all 
his  time,  nas  resigned  Christ' Church,  Oil  City.  This  latter  church 
has  becomo  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  John  T.  Protheroe,  who  has  re- 
signed Emmanuel  Church,  Corry. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton  has  consummated  his  purpose,  some  time 
since  made  known  to  the  Bishop  and  to  the  Yestry,  to  retire  from 
the  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Kittanning,  that  a  younger  man 
might  take  it  up.  He  is  now  its  Rector-Emeritus.  His  desert  has 
been  cordially  recognized,  as  it  ought  to  have  been,  by  the  action 
of  the  parish,  annexing  to  the  honorary  title  a  life  salary.  The 
whole  arrangement  was  highly  creditable  to  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned, and  to  the  Diocese.  I  hope  the  example  will  be  well  re- 
membered and  copied  in  all  like  cases.  Our  venerable  brother  is 
doing  occasional  work  efficiently  and  frequently  in  our  vacant 
points.  May  his  record  of  work  yet  long  be  kept  open  among  as  • 
The  Rev.  Oliver  S.  Taylor  became  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Kit- 
tanning. 

The  Rev.  George  Slattery  has  resigned  St.  James's  Church, 
Pittsburgh,  and  taken  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Greensburg.  The 
Rev.  Joseph  P.  Taylor,  ceasing  to  be  Rector  of  Kenwood  School, 
is  temporarily  absent  from  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  George  C. 
Rafter  has,  at  my  request,  taken  charge  of  the  important  new  mis- 
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sion  at  Johnstown,  resigning  Christ  Church,  at  Meadville,  in  which 
lie  b  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  O.  W.  Lewis.  The  Rer.  J.  H. 
McCandless  has  had  Christ  Church,  Indiana,  added  to  his  previous 
misaionary  cures.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bellam,  ceasing  to  act  as  Mis- 
sionary at  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Pittsburgh,  ministers  under  the 
Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  at  the  Hazelwood  Chapel  in  this  city. 
The  Rev.  B.  S.  Seymour,  Deacon,  a  year  ago  ministering  in  Trin- 
ity Church,  Rochester,  is  now  absent  from  the  Diocese.  The  Rev. 
Samuel  B.  Moore,  leaving  the  Mission  Church  which  he  had 
thoroughly  revived  at  Conneautville,  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Sewickley.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Dooris,  resigning 
his  care  at  Sharon,  has  had  missionary  charge  of  the  churches  in 
Waterford  and  Ridgway.  At  the  end  of  this  month  Mr.  Dooris  will 
take  Ridgway  and  Emporium,  Waterford  and  Tidioute  becoming 
the  work  of  one  of  the  Deacons  soon  to  be  ordained.  The  Rev.  Rob- 
ert C.  Gaswall  has  left  Emporium,  and  become  Rector  of  Emmanuel 
Church,  Allegheny,  vacated  by  the  removal  of  its  former  Rector 
from  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  William  Bollard,  Deacon,  is  Mission- 
ary in  Conneautville  and  Girard,  under  Dean  Spaulding's  direction. 
The  Rev.  Edmund  Roberts  is  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New 
Castle,  and  at  my  request,  visits  and  ministers  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Sharon,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  latter.  Rev.  Perceval 
Beckett,  Deacon,  serves  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
Roberts,  at  the  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Philip's  Missions  in  this  city. 

The  Rev.  D.  W.  C.  Byllesby  has  resumed  his  former  charge 
held  years  ago,  the  Rectorship  of  St.  James's  Church  in  Pitts- 
burgh. 

This  list  of  changes  is  long.  Every  change  may  have  been  ne- 
cessary or  wise.  But  it  will  be  a  token  of  good  to  us  all  when  the 
changes  of  cure  become  fewer.

P.  Norman,  M.  D.,  Wesley  Kearnes, 
Joel  G.  Clarke,  Frank  E.  Bullard,  Hugh  Q.  Miller,  for  Deacon's 
orders — seven  (7). 

The  number  of  Communicants  licensed  by  me  as  ^'  Lay  Readers*' 
18  fourteen  (14). 
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Canonical  notices  have  come  to  me  of  the  deposition  from  the 
sacred  ministry  of  eight  (8)  Presbyters,  viz.:  Edward  B.  Allen, 
Massachusetts ;  William  D.  Harlow,  Long  Island ;  Rowland  H. 
Bowne  and  John  Cromlish,  New  York ;  Faber  Bjllesby,  Penn- 
sylvania ;  Wm.  H.  Cooper,  Iowa ;  Oscar  B.  Thayer  and  Charles 
E.  Cheney,  Illinois ;  and  of  two  (2)  Deacons,  vis.:  Frank  R. 
Girard,  of  Wisconsin,  and  lias  F.  Roberts  in   Oregon. 

I  have  made  several  ineffectual  efforts  to  organize  the  "Trustees 
for  the  Diocese."  The  decease  of  two  of  the  Pittsburgh  members, 
and  the  distant  residences  of  several  of  the  other  Trustees,  pre- 
vented the  meeting  of  the  necessary  quorum.  The  Board  will  or- 
ganize during  this  Convention.  I  recommend  the  election  now  of 
members  resident,  most  of  them,  in  or  near  Pittsburgh.  Important 
work  waits  for  this  Board  s  action. 

The  Female  Prayer  Book  Society  has  been  thoroughly  re-or- 
ganized recently.  It  has  done  very  much  good  during  the  past, 
and  enters  now,  I  trust,  into  a  more  vigorous  and  better  sup- 
ported work  than  ever.  The  Clergy  will  recollect  that  the  Con- 
vention asks  for  this  Society  one  collection  each  year.  The  Journal 
will  give  the  necessary  information  about  its  officers.  The  re- 
quests of  Missionaries  and  Sunday  Schools  for  Prayer  Books  will 
be  met  to  the  full  extent  of  the  funds  received. 

This  is  Woman  8  Work ;  and  it  makes  easy  my  mention  and 
strong  commendation  of  other  sorts  of  women's  work^  as  we  see  it 
{e,  g.)  in  Erie.  There  women  having  weekly  classes  of  men  ia 
Biblical  and  other  lessons ;  and  meetings  of  women, — "  Mothers' 
Meetings"  as  they  are  called, — are  winning  into  the  Church  very 
large  numbers  of  the  operatives  and  their  families.  Any  lady  of 
zeal,  love  and  common  sense,  can  do  this  work.  Two  or  three 
such  working  women,  or  even  one,  in  each  of  our  Pittsburgh  con- 
gregations, would  do  a  vast  amount  of  good.  No  place  in  our  land 
more  strongly  invites  or  would  more  richly  repay  such  woman's 
work  than  this  city.     When  is  it  to  begin  here? 
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In  the  matter  of  Church  JSdtusation  for  the  young  of  both  sexes, 
there  is  no  progress  to  report.  Nor  do  I  see  yet  any  strong  signs 
of  this  great  work  advancing  soon  among  ns.  There  is  much  given 
and  done ;  but  not  in  this  way.  The  delay  in  this  thing  is  to  me 
the  chief,  almost  the  only  real,  disappointment  in  my  Episcopate. 
It  was  the  one  I  least  expected. 

Plans  and  hopes  existing  before  the  new  Diocese,  and  adopted 
among  its  earliest  schemes,  were  not  found  feasible.     The  resour- 
ces of  the  Diocese  came  to  be,  as  they  still  are,  greatly  required, 
and  wisely,  and  not  illiberally,  expended  in  Church  Building  and 
in  Missions.     These  demands  will  not  long,  so  much  as  now,  ex- 
haust the  means  of  men  who  love  the  Church  and  who  do  give  to 
her  work.     Her  greatest  need  now,  Brethren,  is  such  a  Church 
School,  of  high  grade  in  every  way,  for  her  sons.     During  the 
year  past,  as  many  of  you  know,  the  realization  of  such  hopes  and 
plaDS  seemed  to  come  almost  within  grasp.     I  can  even  yet  secure 
what  is  worth  more  than  money, — harder  to  find ;  yet  not  available 
when  alone, — ^such  men  for  this  work  as  would  at  once  put  our 
Diocesan  School  among  the  few  very  best  ones  in  our  whole  land. 
The  chance  must  pass  by  if  not  seized.   Nothing  would,  more  than 
such  a  School,  bless  your  homes  and  families,  and  those  of  your 
Clergy;  would  more,  or  so  mujh,  strengthen  the  Church   in  the 
Diocese,  and  give  central  life  and  vigor  to  our  Church  progress. 
I  know  not  how  to  utter  strongly  enough  my  own  convictions  on 
this  subject.     It  does  not  content  me  that  I  can  free  my  own  soul 
by  the  counsel  and  the  effort.     My  Diocese,  its  homes,  its  sons,  its 
Churches,  need  the  success.     May  it  please  God  to  give  us  this 


soon  ! 
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The  Parochial  Reports  indicate  that,  in  all,  450  or  500  Commu- 
nicants hare  been  *'  admitted  or  received  "  this  year.  Yet  the  total 
namber  of  Communicants  may  not  much,  if  at  all,  exceed  the  total 
of  last  year.  The  explanation  will  be,  that  by  the  operation  of 
our  Diocesan  Canon  YIII,  section  2,  passed  last  year,  the  lists  have 
been  more  carefully  pruned  than  before  of  names  that  ought  not, 
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for  one  reason  or  another,  to  continue  on  the  parish  list.  Every 
parish  Priest  ought  to  strive  to  keep  the  roll  of  his  Communicants 
real  and  accurate ;  to  make  his  pastoral  vigilance  keep  every  one 
of  them  in  loving  view ;  and  to  give  them  letters  commendatory 
whenever  any  remove  from  his  own  cure  to  some  other. 

The  number  of  Confirmations  this  year  is  less  than  our  annual 
average,  by  about  one-seventh. 

This  need  not  indicate  any  decrease  of  spiritual  life  among  us, 
but  it  ought  to  quicken  vigilance,  effort  and  prayer  in  parents  and 
pastors.  What  I  am  much  more  anxious  about  than  any  mere  ful- 
ness of  numbers,  is  the  thoroughness  of  preparation.  Diligent 
intellectual  teaching  in  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  and  of  the 
Church  ought  to  precede  confirmation,  as  the  rule.  The  obvious, 
necessary  exceptions  ought  to  be  few.  Then  there  needs  to  be  the 
distinct  and  hearty  acceptance  by  the  candidate  of  these  truths  as 
applied  to  his  or  her  own  separate  needs  and  duties.  Each  one 
should  know  and  recognize  clearly  the  vow  as  one  of  entire,  imme- 
diate and  life-long  confession  and  service  of  Christ.  Every  pastor 
ought  to  know  distinctly  from  each  one  whom  he  presents,  that  the 
desire  and  resolve  exists  to  come  to  the  Holy  Communion  promptly 
and  persistently.  I  learn  here  and  there  with  great  disappoint- 
ment, that  some  whom  I  have  confirmed  have  not  become  Commu- 
nicants.  Sometimes  the  pastor  takes  the  purpose  for  granted, 
when,  in  every  case,  he  ought  to  inquire  and  know  the  fact.  I  do 
not  think  that  this  deficiency  is  great  or  general  among  us ;  but  I 
am  anxious  to  have  it  measured,  corrected  and  supplied  with  most 
serious  diligence.  The  preventive  ought  to  be  found  in  accuracy  of 
preparation.  When  you  have  done  your  best,  my  Brethren,  you 
will  meet  need  and  failure  enough  afterwards  to  call  for  all  the 
remedy  your  pastoral  care  can  apply.  This  cure^  care  of  scmb,  must 
be  an  anxious  care  for  them,  one  by  one,  early  and  late ;  and  even 
then,  **who  is  sufficient  for  these  things?"  Who  keeps  this  re- 
sponsibility ready  for  the  great  scrutiny  7 
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In  this  report  of  my  year's  duties,  I  ought  to  include  some  men- 
tion of  the  answer  I  gave  in  January  last,  to  the  proposal  sent  to 
the  American  Bishops  concerning  the  new  version  of  the  English 
Scriptures.     My  response  was  as  follows :

To  the  Right  Reverend^  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Winchester^   Chairman  of 
the  Revision  Committee: 

RionT  BBYEaEND  AND  Deab  Bbotheb — Your  letter  (of  Dec.  27th) 
touch iDg  the  revision  of  the  authorized  version  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
has  reached  me  through  the  attention  of  the  Binhop  of  New  York ;  and 
I  respond  to  your  courteous  inquiry,  though  I  fear  that  my  reply  may 
Dot  reach  yoa  in  time  for  the  use  proposed. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  concur  in  any  measure  proposed  for  our 
common  approval,  by  the  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  or  by  any  other 
Sjiiod  of  our  communion,  whenever  I  can  do  so  rightly.  I  regret  that  I 
most  decline  thus  concurring  now. 

The  revision  of  that  version  of  the  Bible  which  we  all  read  in  private 
aod  in  our  families,  and — wbat  is  more  pertinent  here — in  the  public 
services  of  the  Church,  and  which  furnishes  our  Scripture  readings  in  our 
aacramental  aod  other  offices,  in  aa  enterprise,  it  seems  to  me,  which  rises 
above  the  due  scope  of  any  informal  action  of  the  Bishops  of  our  commu- 
nion, or  even  of  the  Synodal  action  of  any  one  Province. 

All  the  branches  of  our  Church  regard  with  much  affection  and  rever- 
ence the  Convocation  of  Canterbury,  and  its  recommendations  must 
alwaja  have  great  influence  among  us  everywhere.  But  this  proposal  to 
revise  the  English  version  of  our  Bible  has  caused  much  concern  among 
American  Churchmen  of  all  orders.  Many  think  that  the  Synodal  suf- 
frages and  co-operation  of  all  the  organized  parts  of  our  communion  ought 
first  to  have  been  sought.  Very  many  might  have  desired  that  in  making 
th'is  new  and  more  accurate  provision  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  our  own 
flocks,  only  members  in  the  full  communion  of  the  Church  should  have 
been  engaged.  All  of  us  would  have  asked  that  no  one  should  in  any 
event  share  in  the  work  who  did  not  heartily  accept  the  Nioene  Creed. 
The  rules  on  these  points  adopted  by  the  Convocation,  or  by  its  committee 
ha\e  largely  increased  the  concern  before  mentioned  among  our  American 
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Chnrohmen.  But  apart  from  any  of  these  reasons,  it  seems  to  me  that  in 
so  grave  a  matter  it  is  the  daty,  probably  the  canonical  obligation  of  an 
American  Bishop,  to  withhold  his  separate  individual  consent,  and  to 
await  the  regular  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  conjunction  with 
the  other  House  (of  clerical  and  lay  Deputies)  in  the  General  Convention 
This  body  is  to  meet  in  October  next;  and  then,  doubtless,  this  whole  mat- 
ter will  be  duly  considered,  and  the  proper  part  and  course  of  our  Church 
in  the  United  States  be  decided  by  our  united  and  canonical  action.

I  do  not  iDtroduce  this  matter  here  with  a  view  to  olicit  any 
actioD  of  this  Diocesan  Convention.  My  opinion  has  always  been 
that  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  should  have,  so 
far  as  American  Churchmen  are  concerned,  the  exclusive  responsi- 
bility in  a  matter  of  so  grave  and  so  general  an  interest.  Bat  my 
conviction  has  therefore  become  the  more  fixed,  that  the  Convoca- 
tion of  Canterbury  made  a  great  mistake  in  proceeding  in  such  a 
work  before  and  without  ample  conference  with  every  branch  of 
the  Church  in  communion  with  that  Province.  Probably  the  ex- 
pediency of  a  revision  of  our  English  version  may  become  the 
general  opinion  among  us.  The  true  position  and  duty  of  our 
whole  communion  would  then  be  to  take  measures  to  secure  for  her 
own  children  the  pure  text  and  an  accurate  revised  English  version 
of  God's  Written  Word,  of  which  she  is  to  tiSy  tis  things  now  are, 
the  only  '^ Witness  and  Keeper'*  we  can  recognize.  In  any  such 
work  she  ought  to  employ  agents  in  every  way  duly  responsible  to 
her,  and  heartily  loyal  to  her  full  Faith.  She  would  propose,  as 
she  would  be  obligated,  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  only 
her  own  people.  What  might  afterwards  become  the  more  extended 
use  of  such  a  version,  or  of  any  other,  would  be  a  question  not 
within  oar  Church's  control  or  responsibility.  Her  office  and  right 
would  be  to  provide  for  all  who  seek  her  guidance,  and  thus,  and 
only  thus,  can  she  escape  entanglements  inconsistent  with  her  duty 
to  her  Lord  and  to  His  people.  No  book  of  ancient,  or  even  of 
modern  foreign  philosophy  or  poetry,  will  yield  up  its  true  sense  to 
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a  mind  whose  only  qualification  as  an  interpreter  is  scholarship  in 
the  special  language  used,  without  intellectual  acquaintance  or 
sympathy  with  the  subject  matter.  The  true  sense  of  the  Bible, 
the  mind  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  is  a  Theology,  with  its  philosophy 
and  devotion,  which  only  the  mind  that  is  full  of  the  Faith  and 
Piety  of  the  Church  can  discern  and  put  into  true  words  for  our 
ose.  In  this  work  the  Church  cannot  vacate  or  transfer  her  office. 
The  result  of  the  effort,  and  its  acceptance  among  men,  would  be 
with  God.  But  I  have  ground  for  saying  that  many  able  men 
without  our  body,  would  desire  that  the  work  should  be  thus  done 
by  the  same  Church  which  gave  to  our  race  the  present  English 
version.  They  see  no  other  way  of  safely  accomplishing  the  thing 
sought.  Thej  hope  that  the  version  so  prepared  for  our  own  use 
in  oar  private  and  in  our  Church  services,  would  be  found  on  trial 
by  themselves  a  satisfactory  supply  for  their  wants.  But  this 
matter  may  be  wisely  relegated  to  the  discretion  of  our  General 
Convention. 

And  here  I  may  further  mention,  that  I  deemed  it  my  duty,  in 
December  last,  to  withhold  my  official  concurrence  in  another  mat- 
ter— ^the  protest  of  the  Synod  of  Canterbury  against  the  mad, 
ungodly  claim  of  Infallibility  made  at  Rome,  for  her  Bishop.  In 
the  terms  of  that  protest,  of  course,  we  would  all  concur.  But  I 
think  that  in  such  matters  the  Bishops  should  confer  and  act  as  a 
House  duly  convened,  and  generally  in  their  place,  and  in  joint  legis- 
lation with  the  House  of  Deputies ;  and  that  the  time  has  come  to 
guard  carefully  against  our  branch  (or  any  branch)  of  the  Church 
drifting  towards  decisions  or  proceedings  in  the  current  set  by  any 
other  one  Branch  and  its  Synod ;  or  in  any  other  way.  .  Our 
own  Synodical  conference  and  consent  ought  to  be  an  essential, 
precedent  part  in  any  action  covering  the  interests  or  the  respon- 
sibility of  us  all.  The  same  principle  must  reach  judicial  mat- 
ters. In  England,  questions  of  order  and  of  doctrine  must 
be  decided  in  courts  really  civil,  not  ecclesiastical ;  whose  duty 
it  is  —  not  to  maintain  the  Church's  doctrine  and  order,  but 
to  protect  and  enlarge,  as  far  as  can  be  done,  the  citizen's  freedom 
from  restraint  in  opinion  and  mode  of  action.  Our  freedom  from 
State  control  involves  the  power  and  duty  of  our  Church  courts  to 
decide  Church  questions  on  their  own  proper  principles.     It  is  to 
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be  hoped  that  at  some  early  day,  plans  and  laws  may  be  devised 
for  the  due  revision  of  the  sentences  of  our  present  Church  coarts 
before  ecclesiastical  tribunals  of  higher  and  wider  authority. 

Our  approaching  General  Convention  will  have  some  very  seri- 
ous matters  to  consider.  We  will  not  doubt  that  God  will  still 
guide  its  deliberations,  as  He  has  done  heretofore  so  mercifully,  into 
peaceful  and  wise  measures. 

What  I  said  a  year  ago  in  my  Charge,  about  '^Alterations  in  the 
Prayer  Book,"  still  seems  to  me  to  meet  my  duty  as  your  counsel- 
lor, in  the  prospect  of  the  coming  meeting  of  our  National  Synod. 
I  have  nothing  further  to  add  now  on  that  point. 

But  I  must  revert,  and  at  some  length,  to  a  subject  to  which 
room  was  given  in  my  address  a  year  ago — that  of 

Missions,  within  and  beyond  our  own  Diocesan  limits,  must 
never  sound  as  a  topic  too  trite  for  these  addresses.  It  was  never 
fresher  in  interest  to  those  of  us  who  are  brought  into  its  full 
presence,  than  it  now  is.  A  few  weeks  a^o  I  united  with  the  cler- 
ical and  lay-members  representing  this  Diocese  in  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  General  Convention,  in  a  circular  appeal  to  all  of 
our  congregations  in  behalf  of  the  three  departments  of  our  gene- 
ral work.  To  the  words  of  that  appeal,  drawn  up  at  my  request 
by  Dean  Spaulding,  I  can  and  need  add  nothing,  exce^.t  thus  to 
remind  my  Brethren  of  it,  to  add  now  my  special  sanction  to  it, 
and  to  admonish  the  forgetful,  or  the  timid,  or  the  short-sighted, 
(if  we  have  any  such  among  us),  on  the  points  therein  presented 
that  parish  life  and  growth,  and  pastoral  success  and  blessing,  can 
never  be  attained  in  a  congregation  where  such  missions  are 
eschewed  or  a  forgotten  thing. 

Our  own  Diocesan  Missions  make  one  chief  part  of  my  work — 
and  of  yours.  They  are  prospering  very  fruitfully.  They  were 
never  before  more  real  than  now,  nor  ever  before  so  full  of  encour- 
agement to  me. 

The  large  number  of  infant  baptisms  which  the  Bishop  reports 
as  among  his  own  acts,  means  this  ;  for  in  most  cases  those  bap- 
tisms became  his  duty  (and  one  he  loves  to  take),  in  places  where 
there  was  no  parochial  or   missionary  ministry  to  receive  these 
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lambs  into  the  Saviour's  Fold ;  while  adults  and  children  were 
neediQg  and  seeking  for  our  ministries.  These  statements  indi- 
cate a  demand  for  such  work  beyond  our  present  supply.  That  is 
a  necessary  sign  of  life  in  such  things.  But  the  work  now  is  fruit- 
ful. The  demand  is  mostly  for  places  where  growth  will  be  rapid 
and  sure. 

Diocesan  Missions  include,  of  course,  City  Missions ;  those 
which  the  Church,  already  strong  in  a  city  or  town,  plants  near 
by  at  her  own  local  cost.  Our  Diocesan  Board  gladly  hears  the 
reports  of  such  missions,  but  does  not  assume  their  expenses,  nor 
their  direct  control.  City  Missions,  however,  concern  this  Con- 
vention much.  Strong  centres  will  send  out  strong  helps.  Souls  in 
cities  are  worth  as  much  as  others.  Heathenism  and  religious 
destitution  live  near  the  doors  of  our  city  churches  and  of  their 
wealthy  members.  This  part  of  our  work  goes  on  ;  in  Erie  (as  I 
have  said),  very  welt;  in  Pittsburgh,  well,  much  better  now  than 
some  time  back,  thanks  to  6od*s  grace  moving  some  earnest  souls. 
In  Titasville  such  a  mission,  much  needed,  is  now  assured  of  suc- 
cess. There  is  no  stimulant  for  a  dull  parish,  nor  any  sedative 
for  a  contentious  one,  equal  to  a  mission  that  provokes  action  and 
life,  while  it  gives  the  restless  some  wholesome  engagement  for 
their  tongues  and  hands. 

Just  now  there  are  fourteen  (14)  Missionaries,  ministering  at 
more  than  forty  points ;  and  the  work  is  laid  out  for  two  or  three 
Mid'^ionariea  more.  Some  places  have  this  year  become  self-sup- 
porting. The  rest,  with  at  most  two  or  three  exceptions,  are  pla- 
ces where  the  local  strength  will  before  very  long  reach  the  same 
height.  The  points  of  Church  work  in  the  Diocese  have  never 
been  as  many,  or  so  well  and  so  generally  supplied  before.  But 
as  I  have  lately  been  reading  over  very  carefully  the  Convention 
a^ldresses  of  the  Bishops  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  years  preceding 
the  erection  of  this  Diocese,  I  see  that  then,  as  now,  this  topic 
presented  its] problems ;  anxious  ones  to  those:  whose  consciences 
them  try  to  solve  them.     How  to  revive  an  old  parish,  de- 
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pleted  by  emigration ;  how  to  group  missions  into  convenient  class- 
es ;  how  to  provide,  pay  for,  and  distribute  the  missionary  labors  ; 
how  and  whore  to  find  the  discreet,  efficient,  patient,  persevering 
men ;  how  to  get  parish  Clergymen  and  Laymen  to  inquire,  learn 
facts,  and  co-operate ;  how  to  induce  them  to  contribute  systemat^ 
icallyy  giving  up  individual  and  changeful  modes  for  any  general 
rule,  devised  to  secure  regular,  as  well  as  large  results  :  I  ponder 
the  same  problems ;  but  their  practical  solutions  are  becoming 
easier  and  more  cheering  every  year.  The  whole  aspect  of  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  work  is  brighter.  There  are  more  intelligence 
and  interest  on  the  subject.  The  effects  of  persevering  work  and 
supervision  in  some  important  points  are  appearing.  There  are 
some  eight  or  ten  of  the  Parish  Clergy  who  respond  at  once  and 
gladly  to  any  request  of  their  Bishop  to  take  a  week's  holiday  of 
vigorous  mission  work.  I  guarantee  them  good  pay ;  and  they 
get  it,  and  bring  it  home  to  their  parishes — a  heart  full  of  the 
fresh  joy  and  zeal  which  such  work,  and  its  needfulness  and  fruit- 
fulness  can  give,  as  {yirish  routine  often  does  not.  I  had  made  out 
a  list  of  such  Missionary  Parish  Priests  that  I  might  thank  them 
here  to-day ;  but  perhaps  they  might  not  like  it.  And,  next  year, 
God  helping  us,  the  list  will  be  longer.  Such  men  earn  a  double 
portion  of  the  Master's  blessing  ! 

The  report  of  our  Board  of  Missions  will  bring  details  and 
statistics  before  you.  We  owe  nothing  to-day ;  and  we  have 
no  payments  in  advance  to  our  credit.  We  need  just  one  thousand 
dollars  more  next  year  than  came  in  this  one  past.  Attention  and 
system  would  easily  secure  this.  Facts,  if  they  could  be  seen  as 
I  see  them  and  handle  them  in  my  visitations,  would  move  every 
one  of  you!  I  spoke  of  the  Sugar  Hill  Mission.  Let  me  tell  of 
another.  Stoneboro',  Mercer  county,  is  a  little  town  of  about 
five  hundred  people— coal  miners  and  their  families.  Two  months 
ago  I  went  there  for  the  second  time,  with  the  same  good  helper 
who  nearly  two  years  before  had  spent  a  day  and  a  half  with  me 
there,  visiting  almost  every  house.  We  did  the  same  now.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  humble  folk  are  ours,  our  old  country  Church  people. 
Every  door  was  opened  to  us  gladly.  We  found  sorrow  and  sick- 
ness and  ignorance  and  strange  errors  in  the  houses ;  of  course  we 
did.     We  ministered  to  them  all.     We  held  services  and  baptisms, 
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pablic  and  in  the  hoase,  as  need  and  occasion  came.  At  each  visit, 
oar  congregation  in  the  School-house  was  large  and  little  ones 
were  baptized  into  'Uhe  old  Church,"  of  whose  existenoe  in  this 
hnd,  till  wo  told  of  the  fact,  not  a  few  of  the  parents  were  wholly 
aninformed.  When  a  few  weeks  ago  we  held  that  thronged  ser- 
vice, and  I  baptized  fifteen  little  ones  into  Christ's  fold,and  preached 
on  the  dozen  or  more  topics  about  which  the  day's  round  had 
shown  the  Bishop  and  his  Chaplain  that  the  poor  people  needed 
such  lessons,  for  their  defence  against  false  teaching,  as  well  as 
for  their  instruction  in  truth  and  duty,  I  felt  that  I  had  had  the 
best  day  and  the  grandest  service  of  my  Episcopate.  I  want  to 
get  that  flock  a  little  chapel.  There  is  no  place  of  worship  there. 
They  must  have  a  Missionary.  My  good  brother  who  was  with  me 
—who  cares  and  works  much  for  that  point  (twenty  miles  from 
his  own  large  parish),  cannot  and  ought  not  to  have  that  mission 
left  on  his  hands  without  help.  What  say  you,  my  Brethren  7  And 
what  will  yoa  do  f 

A  week  ago  I  was  at  McEeesport.  It  is  very  near  here ;  has 
nothing  of  the  enchantment  of  distance ;  but  it  also  has  its  little 
growing  flock  of  our  Mother  Church's  children,  somewhat,  not 
very  much  in  advance  of  the  Stoneboro'  people,  in  intelligence  and 
means.  But  faithful,  regular  mission  work  there  has  told.  The 
love  of  the  Church  and  of  hor  Saviour  is  very  distinctly  and  im- 
pressively seen  among  that  people.  At  my  recent  visitation  I 
confirmed  eight  (8)  persons,  parents  and  their  growing  children. 
I  found  and  used  the  opportunity  for  such  inquiry  and  conver- 
sations with  tbem  as  convinced  me  that  these  humble  seekers  for 
Christ  in  His  Church,  were  truly  and  intelligently  in  earnest.  I 
have  nowhere  seen  in  a  flock  more  zeal  or  more  self-denial  to 
establish  their  church.  There  are  there  twenty-two  (22)  Commu- 
nicants^ — not  one  person  of  wealth  among  them.  They  have  made 
%  prudent  purchase  of  land,  eligible  in  situation,  and  giving  space 
for  all  wants,  present  and  future,  and  they  have  nearly  secured  there 
the  one-third  to  be  paid  down  now.  They  will  have  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  more  to  pay  after  a  while  for  the  land ;  and  they 
wish  then  to  build  a  thousand  dollar  chapel.  From  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific  there  will  be  no  more  promising,  no  better  claim. 
Will  it  not  be  heard  ? 
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The  19th  and  20th  of  May  I  spent  in  Smethport,  McKean 
county.  My  one  previous  visit  there  was  somewhat  less  than  two 
years  ago.  Twice  only  in  the  interval  had  I  been  able  to  secure 
the  visits  of  Clergymen.  I  had  done  something  by  letters  and  by 
sending  tracts  to  keep  alive  the  work  which  was  begun  many  years 
ago,  and  then  carried  on  for  only  a  brief  time.  Long  abandoned 
as  it  was,  the  life  begun  would  not  die  out.  I  found  there  some 
twelve  or  fifteen  earnest  Communicants.  There  were  baptisms,  and 
confirmations,  and  glad  communions  at  each  of  my  visitations. 
From  the  clear-headed,  zealous  old  Churchman,  now  ninety  years 
of  age,  confirmed  sixty  or  seventy  years  ago,  coming  eagerly  to  our 
services  and  communion,  down  through  every  age,  to  the  little  ones 
brought  to  me  for  catechetical  teaching,  and  for  baptism,  the  flock 
there  is  very  attentive  and  promising.  The  opportunity  is  great 
for  the  Church.  The  people's  hearts  turn  to  her,  little  as  she  has 
ministered  to  them.  Efficient  ^'  women's  help  "  awaits  her  call.  I 
had  thought  till  this  second  visit  that  I  had  done  all  I  could  for 
them.  But  a  few  hours  among  the  eager^  devout  Church  folk 
and  others  there,  only  waiting  for  our  regular  services,  made  me 
feel  literally  guilty  as  I  walked  about  that  town.  There  was  fault 
and  sin  somewhere,  in  some  measure.  The  Diocese  ought  to  have 
sent  help.  Its  sin,  if  it  had  any  aiich  sin,  is  somehow,  in  some 
measure,  the  Bishop's  sin.  How  much  his  personal  sin,  is  a  fear- 
ful question  for  him.  Anyhow,  let  us  all  now  meet  such  duty. 
That  County  Town  is  a  centre  of  influence.  Its  sure  growth  is 
now  foreseen.  If  we  had  a  little  church,  and  the  half  of  a  minis- 
ter's time  given  there  regularly,  the  point  would  cease  to  be  mis- 
sionary in  three  or  four  years.  The  people  can  and  will  help 
themselves.  They  promptly  meet  all  the  expenses  of  any  Clergy- 
man's visit  there.  I  have  pledged  them  six  such  visits  this  year^  and 
I  have  put  down  the  names  of  some  of  the  Parish  Clergy  who  will 
not  say  no  to  my  request,  and  whose  congregations  will  take  cheer- 
fully a  Lay-reader's  services,  if  need  be,  one  day  in  a  year  (or 
oftener)  for  the  sake  of  this  and  other  missions. 

Then  there  is  Townville  —  no  mission  indeed  of  your  Board, 
though  it  needs  and  merits  such  ministry  —  where  now  one 
Church  family,  one  daughter  of  that  family  chiefly,  is  building 
a  very  becoming  church,  and  gathering  its  flock  of  young  and 
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old  by  regular  Sunday  services  and  school,  though  only  now 
and  then  can  the  busy  Parish  Priests,  the  least  distant  from 
the  place,  give  them  a  week-day  service.  That  ought  to  be  one 
of  our  missions;  and  there  ought  to  go  now,  ought  to  have 
gone  long  since^  the  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  which  would 
now  complete  the  church,  and  relieve  the  daily  toil  of  head 
and  hands  whose  earnings  are  consecrated  to  pay  for  that  House 
of  God.  • 

So,  Brethren,  sketch  after  sketch  might  be  given.  Would  to 
God  that  I  had  some  men's  skill  in  making  them ;  and  yet  you 
must  remember  that  most  good  work  is  prosaic  and  common- 
place. But  perhaps  the  due  time  and  dignity  of  an  Episcopal 
addre&«  have  already  been  sufficiently  taxed  by  such  details. 
And  yet,  what  are  we  met  here  for,  but  for  this — to  rehearse  all 
that  God  has  done  with  us,  and  how  He  has  opened  the  door  of 
faith  to  many  in  our  own  proper  field. 

I  will  only  point  out  one  4uch  new  opening  more.  The  new  line 
of  the  OonnelhviUe  and  Baltimore  Rail  Road  takes  us  into  a  part 
of  the  Diocese  where  the  Church  is  not  known,  except  by  the  few 
serrices  which  the  Bishop  and  Dean  Smith  have  held  there.  But 
new  towns  spring  up,  old  ones  grow  anew.  Population  pours  in, 
and  in  the  stream  comes  some  Church  people ;  and  many  besides  are 
living  and  coming  there  who  know  no  Saviour.  In  one  of  these 
towns  valuable  church  lots  have  been  purchased,  where  they  could 
not  be  had  otherwise,  and  must  be  secured  now  in  some  way.  The 
risk  is  the  Bishop's ;  but  he  has  no  doubt  his  Laymen  will  justify 
such  prudent  risks  by  any  needed  help.  In  some  other  towns,  lots 
hare  been  or  will  be  given.  We  must  soon  build  there  two  or 
three  little  churches.  Dean  Smith  has  done  valuable  service  to 
the  Church  in  that  region  by  missionary  work  and  visits.  His 
personal  care  will  continue  to  be  given.  I  have  arranged  for  the 
work  of  a  special  Missionary  there  this  summer,  in  the  hope  of 
sach  developments  as  will  make  that  service  permanent.  This 
field  is  now  to  be  one  of  our  regular  mission  grounds.  May  the 
great  Husbandman  give  us  the  hearts  and  hands  needed  for  the 
work,  and  His  gracious  blessing  on  all  its  parts ! 


68  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh.  [1871. 

In  concluding  this  address  to  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  a  comparison  of  results  since  and  before  our  separate 
Diocesan  organization,  may,  for  various  reasons,  not  be  inexpe- 
dient. The  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  became  an  assured  fact  just  six 
years  ago.  Its  separate  canonical  life  began  Norember  1st,  1865. 
Its  first  Bishop  was  consecrated  January  25th,  1866.  The  fairest 
and  simplest  comparison  will  be  made  between  the  six  years  pre- 
ceding the  Pennsylvania  Convention  ot  1865,  and  the  six  years 
following,  up  to  tliis  present  Convention  in  1871. 

The  statistics  of  our  Church  in  all  these  twenty-four  (24)  coun- 
ties, now  making  this  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  gathered  carefully 
from  the  published  records  of  Bishops,  Conventions  and  Parishes, 
give  for  the 
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Confirmed  (total) 1,018  2,492 

Communicants  (1865)  2,156  (1871.)     3.600 
Offerings  for  Diocesan 

Missions  (total $3,864  61  $22,165  19 

Thus  in  these  three  test  points,  Confirmations,  Communicants, 
and  Offerings  for  intra-Diocesan  Missions,  the  six  years  succeed- 
ing June,  1865,  give,  in  comparison  with  the  six  years  preceding, 
of  Confirmations,  5  to  2 ;  Communicants,  5  to  3 ;  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  6  to  1.  Within  the  last  six  years  (taking  in 
the  present  church  building  in  this  city  as  completed),  fully  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  must  be  set  down  as  the  expenditure  in 
church  building.  The  like  period  preceding  had  not  been  a  fruit- 
ful one  in  this  respect.  Within  the  second  period,  twenty-one  new 
churches  have  been  built.  Of  these,  five  took  the  place  of  churches 
before  existing ;  sixteen  are  additions  to  our  churches. 

In  November,  1865,  as  in  May,  1866,  there  were  at  most,  thirty 
Clergymen  besides  the  Bishop,  actually  resident  and  at  work  in 
the  Diocese ;  taking  in  the  ordinations  about  to  be  held,  there  will 
be  now  forty-eight  (48),  besides  the  Bishop,  at  work.  There  are 
openings  and  moderate  support  for  two  or  three  more,  when  the 
right  men  can  be  found. 
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There  have  been  fair  growth  and  success.  There  was  great 
need  of  separate  Diocesan  provisions.  How  far  any  growth 
has  been  promoted  by  such  measures,  different  minds  will  decide 
and  measure  in  differing  ways.  But  two  things  we  all  will  unite 
in  saying  heartily.  We  owe  to  God  all  the  success.  It  is  our 
fault  that  it  has  not  been  far  greater. 

May  our  duties  be  much  better  done  in  the  future !  May  God's 
grace  abound  in  us  and  in  His  Church,  more  and  more,  for  His 
Son's  sake !     Amen  I

To  THE  COKYBNTION  OF  THE  DiOCKSE  OF  PiTTSBUEGH,    1871. 

In  proKeDting  this,  their  Sixth  AoQual  Report,  the  Board  of  Missions 
record  gratefully  the  fact,  that  in  the  year  just  closed,  a  more  than  ordin- 
ary measure  of  success  has  heen  granted  to  their  labors  and  prayers. 
Signs  of  growth  and  strengthening  appear  on  every  side,  the  fruit  of  pa- 
tient, faithful  and  persevering  toil  at  the  hands  of  our  Missionaries.  The 
circle  of  our  work  has  been  gradually  widening  and  extending  itself,  and 
at  the  present  rate  of  growth  and  Church  Extension,  but  a  few  years  would 
elapse  till  our  Church  services  would  be  held,  not  merely  in  every  county 
of  the  Diocese,  but  in  every  town  of  any  size  or  importance. 

The  Missionary  spirit,  we  think,  is  more  and  more  imbuing  the  minds 
of  our  people,  and  the  ventures  of  faith  made  in  the  past  have  been  so 
abundantly  blessed  of  God,  that  wo  are  very  sure  the  work  will  not  be 
allowed  to  lag  in  the  future.  The  labors  of  our  Missionaries — often  in  a 
soil  that  is  hard  and  uncongenial — ^are  only  equalled  by  their  uncomplain- 
ing self-denials.  They  are  doing  their  work  with  fidelity,  and  watching 
for  souls  "  as  men  that  must  give  an  account."  There  are  now  supported, 
in  part,  by  this  Board,  thirteen  Clergymen,  and  one  Lay  Reader,  a  can- 
didate for  Deacon's  Orders.  Two  or  three  others  have  been,  or  are 
soon  to  be,  called  to  work  under  our  direction,  thus  keeping  up  the 
average  of  our  usual  corps  of  Missionaries. 

The  appointments  of  the  Board  for  the  year,  are  as  follows  :

This  leaves  six  of  the  twenty-six  stations  under  the  care  of  the  Board 
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Qoproyided  with  other  than  occasional  services.     This  will,  in  part,  at 
least,  be  speedily  remedied. 

Only  in  a  single  instance  does  the  appropriation  to  any  of  these  Mis- 
siooaries  exceed  S300,  and  a  majority  of  them  have  a  less  sum  than  this. 
The  Board  wish  it  were  in  their  power  to  increase  the  appropriation  in  a 
few  instances,  hut  their  limited  resources  restrain  their  generosity.  Were 
it  possible  to  lay  all  the  minute  details  of  our  Mission  work  before  this 
Conyeotion,  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board,  we  feel  that  a  new  life  would 
be  imparted  to  it,  new  friends  raised  up,  and  new  interest  excited  for  it. 
Bat  the  most  we  can  attempt  is  a  general  and  hasty  survey ;  and  he  must 
hare  very  large  expectations  and  unreasonable  hopes,  who  will  not  be 
satisfied  with  the  results  thus  shown.  Not  that  far  more  might  not,  and 
ought  not  to,  have  been  done,  but  the  work  aooomplished  is  great^  when 
compared  with  the  means  employed  in  doing  it,  and  compared  with  what 
was  formierly  done. 

Among  the  grounds  for  congratulation  to  you,  and  thanks  to  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church,  is,  first  of  all,  the  fact  that  one  after  another  the 
older  stations  are  relinquishing,  or  gradually  diminishing,  the  aid  hereto- 
fore received,  and  are  taking  their  places  among  the  number  of  self-sup- 
porting Parishes.  Some  of  the  most  vigorous  Parishes,  especially  in  the 
northern  portion  of  the  Diocese,  were  but  a  few  years  since  the  recipients 
of  aid  from  us.  Now  they  are  among  the  most  constant  and  faithful 
contribntors  to  the  treasury — more  than  discharging  their  debt  by  their 
zeal  in  sending  the  blessings  of  the  gospel  to  others. 

Daring  the  past  year  St.  Peter's  Church,  Uniontown,  has  so  far  increa  :d 
its  cootributions  as  to  meet  all  necessary  expenses,  while  its  diligent  Rector 
still  continues  to  hold  service  at  Menallan  cverj'  Sunday,  besides  looking 
after  the  interests  of  the  Church  through  a  wide  range  of  country  adjacent. 
This  costs  the  Board  nothing. 

Greensburg,  after  long  and  patient  waiting,  has  secured  for  itself  the 
services  uf  an  efficient  Rector,  asking  nothing  toward  his  maintenance, 
and  will  speedily  become  an  important  centre  of  other  work  in  the  towns 
and  hamlets  lying  near  and  along  the  Rail  Road. 

New  Brighton,  Rochester  and  Beaver  Falls  are  able  and  willing,  in 
their  combined  strength,  to  stand  alone.  They  have  been  temporarily 
supplied  with  services,  but  are  shortly  expecting  a  Pastor  of  their  own 
choosing.  There  is  need  of  a  new  church  at  Beaver  Falls,  where  a  town 
is  rapidly  growing  up  with  all  the  elements  of  success  to  insure  continued 
prosperity. 

There  are  indeed  a  few  points  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  where  ser- 
vices have  loDg  been  held  without  any  marked   increase  of  growth  or 
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sfcrength,  or  any  great  promiHe  for  the  immediate  fatare.  It  would  be  a 
orvel  un  to  leave  these  little  struggling  flocks  to  extinction.  Some  of  them 
are  historic— older  than  oar  old  established  Parishes.  They  were  begun 
years  ago,  before  the  great  thoroughfares  of  travel  were  laid  out  or 
opened,  and  of  necessity  their  growth  can  be  only  slow  and  gradual.  As 
a  general  thing  they  have  comfortable  chureh  buildings,  and  a  few  earaeit 
souls  who  crave  and  appreciate  the  privilege  of  our  service.  When  the 
country  fills  up,  as  it  surely  will,  these  feeble  Missions  vrill  be  the  centres 
of  life  and  influence,  occupying  and  holding  the  ground  for  the  Church. 

These  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  are  very  few,  not  more  than  two 
Or  three  at  most,  and  the  amount  expended  on  them  is  not  large.  On  the 
whole  the  Mission  work  is  yielding  an  ample  return  for  the  ventures  of 
faith  which  have  been  made,  and  success  is  beckoning  us  on  to  still  greater 
ventures  for  the  love  of  Christ  and  the  perishing  souls  of  men. 

Another  sure  sign  of  progress  and  healthy  growth  in  our  Mission  work, 
is  the  number  of  churches  built,  or  In  course  of  erection  at  the  present 
time.  Passing  by  the  large  outlay  of  our  city  Parishes  in  church  build- 
ing, we  find  a  very  pretty  church  at  Conneautville,  built  through  the 
lealous  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moore  (now  Rector  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Sewickley).  A  small  debt  still  remains  to  cripple  the  effort 
somewhat,  but  it  marks  an  important  forward  step  for  the  Church,  in  a 
region  that  a  few  years  ago  would  have  been  thought  most  unpromising. 

Sugar  Hill — whose  history,  if  it  were  not  known  to  be  sober  truth 
would  read  very  much  like  a  romance — has  at  last  a  beautiful  new 
church,  built  at  a  small  cost  to  the  Diocese,  and  consecrated.  Under  its 
faithful  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  Barber,  it  will  be  truly  a  city  set  on  a  hill 
shedding  its  light  and  dispensing  its  blessings  to  the  whole  surrounding 
country.  We  are  sorry  to  learn  that  the  pledge  made  by  the  Bishop  on 
behalf  of  the  Diocese,  to  this  Church  in  the  wilderness,  has  been  only 
partially  made  good  to  him.  Will  not  the  members  of  this  Convention 
see  that  the  balance,  more  than  S400,  is  handed  in  7 

St.  Michael's,  Wayne  township,  has  also  a  new  church  consecrated,  a 
pledge,  we  trust,  of  spiritual  growth  and  a  larger  measure  of  giving  in  the 
future.  Townville  has  a  church  building  well  on  to  completion.  At 
Smicksburg  and  Rimersburg  they  are  looking  for  desirable  sites.  At 
Johnstown  results  are  fast  demonstrating  the  wisdom  of  putting  forth  a 
strong  effort ;  a  good  congregation  is  gathered,  a  lot  of  land  is  about  to  be 
obtained,  and  already  there  are  pledges  for  the  building  of  a  church.  A 
strong  and  self-supporting  Parbh  will  be  built  up  there,  and  that,  too, 
without  taxing  our  resources  very  long. 

Still  another  mark  of  hopeful  progress  is  the  fact,  that  new  points  are 
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(band,  pressing  their  claims  for  oar  seryioes  faster  than  we  can  supply 
them. 

The  opening  of  the  Connellsyille  Rail  Road  through  to  Baltimore  has 
throwD  apon  ns  a  new  and  pressing  responsibility.  A  rich  country,  hith- 
erto isolated  and  cut  off  from  markets,  is  thus  brought,  as  it  were,  to  ou^ 
jerj.  doors.  Towns  and  villages  are  springing  up,  as  rapidly  as  they  do 
in  the  far  West,  and  if  the  Church  does  not  heed  the  call  of  her  own 
members  scattered  here  and  there,  and  enter  heartily  into  the  work  of 
poBseesing  the  land  for  Christ,  she  will  lose  a  blessing  and  an  opportunity 
rarely  equalled. 

The  Dean  of  the  Brownsville  Convocation  has  made  several  visits  to 
that  promising  region,  both  in  company  with  the  Bishop  and  by  himself, 
and  he  urges  the  Board  to  take  timely  action  in  the  matter.  Lack  of 
means  is  the  sole  reason  why  the  Board  has  not  already  appointed  an 
itinerant  Missionary  for  this  newly  opened  and  important  line  of  travel. 
At  Myers'  Mills  two  lots  of  ground  have  been  secured,  and  at  once  a 
phun,  inexpensive  chapel  should  be  built  there,  thus  making  a  base  of 
operations  for  other  places  along  the  road — as  Confluence,  Ohio  Pyle 
Falls,  Grarrett,  &c. 

In  the  Oil  and  Mining  regions  north  of  us,  there  are  many  points 
deserving  and  demanding  speedy  attention.  The  Parochial  Clergy  there 
do  a  vast  amount  of  Mission  work  without  cost  to  this  Board,  but  it  needs 
a  much  larger  force  fully  to  meet  the  want. 

Stoneboro',  an  interesting  mining  town,  largely  made  up  of  Church-of- 
England  folk,  has  just  been  added  to  our  list  of  Missions,  and  will  be 
supplied  with  services  as  often  as  possible.  Other  like  points  will  be  taken 
up  as  our  means  will  warrant,  and  we  trust  our  plans  will  not  be,  as  they 
have  sometimes  been,  little  better  than  hope  deferred. 

This  report  wotdd  be  incomplete,  and  would  fail  to  give  an  adequate 
idea  of  the  Mission  work  going  on  in  this  Diocese,  if  it  failed  to  mention 
with  approbation  the  enterprise  of  cities,  and  individual  Parishes  in  the 
work  of  Church  Extension. 

£rie  has  set  before  us  a  noble  example  of  what  a  zealous  leader  and  a 
wiUing  people  can  do,  when  all  have  a  mind  to  work.  The  Chapels  and 
Hiasion  Schools  there  maintained,  are  as  much  the  work  of  this  Board  as 
though  we  were  employed  as  the  instruments  in  doing  it.  Soon  there 
will  be  four  congregations,  or  more,  where,  but  a  few  years  since,  a  single 
Parish  was  thought  enough. 

Titusville  has  just  planted  a  Mission  Chapel,  the  germ  of  a  Parish  in  the 

near  future. 
Oil  City  and  Eooseville,  but  recently  thought  as  truly  Mission  ground 
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as  any  in  the  Uiooese,  have  in  the  past  year  built  two  beautiful  churches , 
which  maintain  their  own  Rectors  handsomely.  The  success  here  is  as 
rare  as  it  is  gratifying-  Not  less  than  S  20,000  have  been  expended,  and 
that  too  without  seeking  outside  aid  to  any  extent. 

Pittsburgh,  too,  is  [Stirring  herself,  and  doing  more  Mission  work  than 
was  ever  before  attempted. 

Her  City  Mission,  directly  under  the  advisement  of  this  Board,  though, 

r  the  sake  of  convenience,  managed  by  a  separate  organization,  is  doing 
an  exceedingly  good  work.  The  services  of  the  City  Missionary  are  sup- 
plemented largely  by  the  Parish  Clergy,  who  are  willing  and  able  to  add 
anything  to  their  own  labors.  In  this  way  services  are  held  very  regularly 
at  Wilkinsburg,  where  a  lot  of  land  has  been  secured,  and  measures 
taken  for  the  speedy  building  of  a  church. 

At  Hazelwood  a  very  neat  chapel  has  been  erected,  and  the  nucleus 
of  a  good  congregation  gathered  in. 

At  Bloomfield,  also,  there  is  a  chapel,  and  the  prospects  most  encour- 
aging. 

At  Bellfield  services  are  held  every  Sunday  afternoon ;  and  there,  too, 
in  a  few  weeks,  we  shall  have  a  chapel  of  our  own. 

Land  has  been  given,  and  a  handsome  contribution  made  toward  the 
building  of  a  church  in  the  Chartiers  Valley,  where  there  have  been  for 
somo  time  past  occasional  services  held. 

Most  of  these  enterprises  are  largely  indebted  to  individvals  and  families 
connected  witn  our  city  Parishes,  but  living,  or  having  interests  in,  the 
suburbs.  Other  points  are  in  contemplp^^on,  and  will  '3  occupied  as 
speedily  as  possible. 

The  Board  cannot  conclude  their  summary  of  the  year's  work  without 
this  brief  acknowledgment,  of  the  obligation  they  arc  under  to  those  who 
are  doing  so  important  a  part  of  it,  without  taxing  them  with  any  of  the 
burden  or  expense.  The  ground  thus  far  gained  has  been  steadily  held, 
and  in  no  case  relinquished — nor,  by  God's  help,  will  it  be. 

There  is  still  another  ground  of  congratulation  for  the  past,  and  of 
hope  for  the  future,  of  our  Mission  work,  in  the  very  pleasing  fact  that 
the  number  of  re^w/ar/y  contributing  Parishes  has  increased  steadily  every 
year.

And  of  these  iwenly  gave  four  collections,  or  more. 

The  increase  in  tlie  n amber  contributing,  as  well  as  contributing  guar- 
terly,  is  most  gratifying  to  your  Board.  The  sum  total  of  receipts 
13,965.74,  though  not  as  large  as  it  should  have  been,  has  enabled  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  Missionary  stipends  in  full  to  this  date.  But  for 
several  vacancies,  this  would  not  have  been.  We  ought,  in  justice  and 
fiiirness,  to  state,  however,  that,  heretofore,  it  has  been  our  boast  that  our 
Missionaries  were  paid  in  advance.  This  we  have  not  now  the  means  of 
doing.  There  is  nothing  in  the  treasury,  and  we  owe  nothing.  God  will 
help  us  in  the  future  as  He  has  in  the  past.  We  neither  fear  nor  despair, 
nor  donbt  His  promise. 

The  Mission  Stations,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  instructing  the 
Treasurer  to  send  out  the  stipend  only  to  those  Missionaries  who  had  taken 
up  a  collection  daring  the  previous  quarter — are  constrained  to  heed  the 
law  of  the  Diocese — (most  of  them,  though,  we  are  happy  to  say,  needed 
not  thus  to  be  reminded  of  their  duty.)  But  there  is  no  law,  save  the 
law  of  honest  obligation,  and  the  love  of  Christ  and  His  Church,  that  can 
eompel  the  Clergy  and  Parishes  to  fulfil  their  duty  in  this  respect.  If 
ail  could  be  induced  to  bring  the  tithes,  which  they  justly  owe,  into  the 
storehouse,  there  would  be  abundant  means.  We  are  sadly  in  need  of 
some  system  of  collections,  or  pledges  from  Parishes  and  individuals,  that 
can  be  relied  on  with  some  certainty.  The  Treasurer  should  not  be  com- 
pelled to  borrow  what  the  Parishes,  through  carelessness,  or  some  vain 
plea,  hold  back,  or  fail  to  give  at  the  time  appointed.  The  Board  would 
earnestly  ask  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  this  matter.  It  should  not  be 
necessary,  every  quarter,  to  send  them  a  formal  notice.  With  them,  for 
the  most  part,  rests  the  responsibility.  Let  them,  at  the  regular  periods, 
four  times  a  year,  bring  the  matter  before  their  people — tell  them  the 
needs  and  encouragements  of  our  work,  and  if  they  refuse  to  give,  the 
responsibility  and  the  sin  be  theirs :  the  Clergy  will  have  done  their  duty 
and  delivered  their  own  souls. 

The  Board  have  no  desire  to  either  depreciate  or  undervalue  the 
importance  of  Parochial  claims  and  interests.  These  will,  of  course,  hold 
I  first  place — and  rightly  so — in  the  heart  of  the  true  Pastor ;  but  thia 
fict  should  not  interfere  with  other  and  hardly  less  important  claims  and 
interests  which  are  equally  binding  on  him,  though  they  lie  outside  the 
Parish.  ^ 
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The  general  work  of  the  Dioceae  is  youn  as  much  as  oorB.  The  Mis- 
sionaries are  your  servants  as  mach  as  they  are  ours.  We  are  bat  the 
stewards  of  a  trust  which  you  have  committed  to  our  hands.  We  crave 
the  closest  scrutiny  of  the  mode  in  which  the  trust  is  administered  by  as. 
We  ask — as  we  trust  we  deserve — your  confidence. 

For  the  coming  year  we  shall  need,  as  the  very  smallest  sum  practicable 
for  at  all  adequately  carrying  on  the  work,  even  on  its  present  reduced 
scale,  the  sum  of  $5,000.  If  we  could  command  a  much  larger  sum,  it 
might  be  both  profitably  and  wisely  invested  for  the  Church,  but  we  name 
only  the  exact  measure  of  our  needs  and  our  pledges. 

With  confidence  we  point  to  what  has  already,  by  the  blessing  of  G-od, 
been  done,  as  the  ground  of  our  appeal  to  the  Clergy  and  their  Parishes, 
for  an  increase  of  interest,  and  a  large  increase  of  effort  on  behalf  of  the 
holy  work  which  they  have  set  us  to  do  in  the  Church,  and  for  the  Church. 

It  is  but  simple  justice  to  the  Missionary — and  often  it  is  a  pressing 
necessity — that  his  stipend  be  sent  out  promptly  on  the  day.  Surely  the 
members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  will  not  compel  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, either  to  break  their  plighted  word,  or  curtail  in  any  part  their 
successful  operations.  We  do  not  think  it,  and  in  good  faith  have  made 
the  pledges  for  the  coming  year,  believing  that  they  will  be  fully, 
fairly  met. 

In  concluding,  the  Board  beg  leave  to  express  their  sense  of  obligation 
to  Qeo.  R.  White,  Esq.,  who  has,  from  the  inception  of  the  Diocese,  both 
ably  and  faithfully  managed  the  finances,  as  Treasurer ;  and  to  Mr.  John 
R.  Walkinshaw,  his  competent  and  laborious  assistant. 

The  following  Resolutions  are  proposed  for  the  action  of  this  Conven. 
tion : 

Eesolved^  1st.  That  this  Convention  pledge  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  year  1871-2,  a  sum  not  less  than  95,000. 

Besolved,  2d.  That  it  be  suggested  to  Clergymen  that  some  system  of 
pledges  or  collections  be  adopted,  which  will  insure  greater  certainty  and 
regularity  in  the  contributions  of  the  Parbhes. 

Resolved^  3d.  That  copies  of  this  Report  be  printed  for  circulation 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  Clergy  be  requested  to  read  it  to 
their  congregations.

Tonr  Committee  are  Dot  able  to  add  anything  to  the  admirable  and 
most  enooniaging  details  of  the  field  and  the  work  of  Missions  in  the 
Diocese  presented  in  the  Bishop's  Address,  and  in  the  Report  of  the 
Board.  They  believe  that  they  will  better  fulfil  the  purpose  of  their  ap- 
pointment by  making  some  praotical  suggestions  for  the  oonsideration  and 
action  of  the  Convention. 

There  are  two  branches  of  the  general  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions, 
which  call  for  our  most  serious  attention :  first,  the  organisation  of  the 
wurk  for  the  greatest  efficiency,  and  secondly,  the  systematising  of  the 
mode  of  making  collections  for  the  Board,  in  order  to  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  contributing,  and  in  the  amount  and  regularity  of 
the  ofierings. 

I.  The  wisdom  with  which  our  Board  of  Missions  was  constituted,  has 
been  justified  by  experience.  The  plan  of  territorial  Missionary  Convo. 
cations,  with  a  Dean  at  the  head  of  each,  and  stated  meetings  for  confer 
ence  concerning  the  work  and  action  for  extending  the  ministrations  of 
the  Church  wherever  they  are  needed,  cannot  be  essentially  improved. 
The  Constitution  of  the  Board,  however,  admits  of  growth,  in  accordance 
with  the  development  and  growth  of  our  work.  There  is  already  a  pro. 
vision  in  Section  1,  of  Article  YI,  for  what  might  be  termed  Diocesan 
Delegate  Missionary  meetings  of  the  Board,  which  it  might  be  well  to 
call  into  exercise.  But  your  attention  is  now  called  more  especially  to 
three  points  in  connection  with  the  practical  working  of  our  Missions, 
which  are  made  prominent  in  the  Bishop's  Address  and  two  of  which  are 
presented  with  great  distinctness  in  the  report  of  the  Board. 

1.  The  Bbhop  bears  testimony  to  the  fact,  that  the  office  of  Dean  is 
becoming  more  and  more  a  reality.  It  is  suggested,  that  to  enable  the 
Deans  to  become  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  progress  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  Diocese,  and  to  put  them  in  a  position  in  which  they 
could  best  further  the  Missionary  work  by  doing  all  that  their  office  con- 
templated, they  should  be  ex'offido  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  number  ooostituting  a  quorum  to  remain  the  same  as  at  present. 

2.  The  sobjeot  of  Church  BuUding  in  connection  with  Missions  is  one 
to  which  too  little  thought  has  been  given.    The  necessity  is  constantly 
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arising — and  in  a  Missionary  Diocese  like  this,  it  will  be  so,  more  and 
more,  with  God's  blessing — for  the  erection  of  inexpensive  charches,  fa^ 
which  some  aid  from  without  is  indispensable.  It  is  evident  to  your 
Committee,  that  a  Church  Building  Fund  should  be  created  by  annual 
collections  in  every  Parish  to  aid  in  this  work.  The  conditions  of  re- 
ceiving aid  from  this  Fund,  should  be  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  with- 
in the  several  Convocations  should  give  their  approval,  and  also  have  a 
controlling  voice  in  the  selection  of  both  sites  and  plans  for  the  Churches 
thus  aided.  Thus  a  consecrated  church  might  be  secured  to  many  a 
btruggling  Mission ;  and  a  much  needed  check  would  also  be  given  to  the 
selection  of  unsuitable  locations,  and  to  the  building  of  two  oostiy  churches 
involving  the  embarrassment  of  debts,  and  oonsequent  loss  of  spiritual 
efficiency  and  progress. 

3.  There  can  be  no  doubt  in  any  well  informed  and  thoughtful  Chris- 
tian mind,  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  restoration  in  this  Church  of 
the  order  of  Deaconesses,  both  in  Parishes  and  Missions ;  an  order  con- 
fessedly apostolic  and  primitive,  and  essential  to  the  highest  success  in 
the  real  and  systematic  efforts  which  are  now  demanded  of  the  Church  if 
she  would  reach  and  bless  with  her  ministries  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
men.  It  is  not  necessary  to  allude  to  this  subject — it  being  already  re* 
ferred  to  a  special  Committee  to  report  to  this  Convention — further  than 
to  express  the  conviction,  that  in  most  if  not  all  the  Missions  of  this 
Diocese,  the  best  results  would  be  secured  by  obtaining  in  each  the  assis- 
tance of  one,  two  or  more  earnest  Christian  women  of  intelligence,  sound 
discretion  and  good  social  position,  who  could  devote  a  certain  specific 
amount  of  time  each  week,  previously  pledged,  to  Parochial  visiting  and 
class  instruction  of  men  and  of  women  under  the  direction  of  the  Minis- 
ters' Cottage  Lectures,  will  be  found  to  be  an  instrumentality  of  the  great- 
est usefulness  everywhere,  in  the  neighborhoods  somewhat  remote  from 
the  Church.  Indeed  they  seem  almost  indispensable  as  a  means  of  awak- 
ening religious  interest  and  a  love  of  the  Church's  services.  Wherever  a 
Cottage  Lecture  is  held,  the  Minister  should  avail  himself  of  the  assist- 
ance  of  Christian  women  in  visiting  generally  throughout  the  district, 
inviting  to  the  service  the  people  whom  it  is  desired  to  reach,  and  meet- 
ing them,  extending  to  them  a  cordial  welcome,  and  helping  them  in  the 
worship. 

IL  The  second  part  of  the  general  subject  referred  to  your  Committee 
is  the  manner  in  which  we  may  best  systematize  and  thus  increase  and 
ensure  the  regularity  of  the  o£ferings  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  that  the  Resolution  of  this  Convention 
calling  for  Quarterly  Collections  on  the  third  Sundays  in  July,  October 
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January  and  April,  is  so  generally  acted  upon.  But  it  is  clear  that  some 
plan  slionld  be  devised  in  each  Parish  by  which  every  member  of  all  our 
Congregations,  though  not  able  to  be  present  at  ohnrch  on  the  day  of  the 
oolleetion,  might  have  an  opportunity  to  contribute  regularly,  and  all 
might  be  encouraged  to  expect  a  richer  blessing  upon  much  larger  and 
more  systematic  offerings.  Surely  it  must  be  possible  with  the  seal,  en- 
ergy and  courage,  which  the  Lord's  work  in  His  Church  requires,  to 
carry  out  Bom«  plan  from  which  results  would  follow,  such  as  we  have 
hitherto  scarcely  dared  to  hope  for !  The  plan  which  suggests  itself  as 
best,  because  everywhere  practicable,  as  admitting  of  modification  to  suit 
local  circumstances,  is,  to  take  from  every  member  of  the  congregation  a 
subscription  or  pledge  of  a  specific  sum  each  month  or  each  quarter, — these 
pledges  to  be  redeemed  in  envelopes  through  the  offertory  at  the  Quarter- 
ly Collection  in  Church,  or  at  any  other  collection,  if  more  convenient, 
and  duly  credited  by  the  Treasurer ;  or  paid  quarterly,  if  preferred,  to 
the  Minister  or  Treasurer  or  to  the  collectors  appointed  to  obtain  the 
subscriptions.  The  Quarterly  Collections  should  not  on  any  account  be 
omitted.  But  in  addition  to  these,  and  to  enable  all  to  give,  let  a  suffi- 
cveat  number  of  buff  envelopes  be  prepared,  two  by  three  inches  in  size 
with  object  of  offering,  date,  and  blank  spaces  for  name  of  contributor  and 
amount  of  offering  printed  on  the  face.  Let  the  full  list  of  the  Parish- 
ioners required  by  Canon  in  this  Diocese  to  be  kept  by  every  minister, 
be  divided  into  classes,  according  to  neighborhoods.  Secure  one  or  more 
persons  for  each  class,  to  call  upon  all  the  class  of  whatever  wordly  con- 
dition, to  receive  and  record  the  pledges,  to  distribute  the  envelopes,  and 
to  make  the  collections  quarterly,  in  case  they  are  not  made  in  the 
Church  in  the  envelopes  at  or  before  the  proper  time.  In  many  Parishes, 
the  Minister  might  do  this  work  personally.  In  others  it  would  be  better 
to  devolve  it  upon  the  Wardens  or  other  Laymeu.  In  otners  the  best 
agents  will  be  found  in  earnest,  godly  women  who  are  always  to  be  relied 
on  for  work  in  the  Church.  Bat  in  all  cases,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Minister  to  give  his  close  personal  attention  to  the  matter,  or  it  will  no** 
be  done  thoroughly  and  regularly. 

This  plan  would  no  doubt  be  most  effective — thoroughly  worked — if  it 
were  gradually  extended  to  embrace  all  the  Diocesan  and  general  objects 
for  which  collections  are  required  to  be  made  in  every  Parish  of  whatever 
iiie  and  condition.     There  might  be  a  collector  for  every  ten  or  fifteen 
persons,  employed  regularly  to  receive  and  to  collect  every  month,  sub- 
scriptions for  all  the  objects  to  which  stated  contributions  are  expected, 
a  list  of  these  objects  with  dates  of  collections  being  printed  on  a  card 
for  general  distribution. 
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Your  Committee  eaniestly  recommend  that  the  Convention,  through  the 
BectoTS  and  Lay  Deputies,  pledge  the  Diocese  to  raise  for  its  MiaaionB 
during  the  ensuing  year  the  sum  of  95,000,  called  for  hy  the  Board, 
which  is  about  91,000  more  than  was  raised  last  year,  but  which  is 
scarcely  sufficient  for  the  present  demands.  If  it  could  be  increased  to 
$8,000  or  910,000,  this  would  not  be  more  than  is  needed  and  could  be 
wisely  used. 

In  presenting  the  outline  of  a  plan  for  the  increase  of  the  offering  to 
the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions,  your  Committee  are  fully  conscious  that 
the  success  of  every  plan  will  depend  upon  the  diligence  and  thorough- 
ness with  which  it  is  worked.  There  is  no  virtue  in  mere  plans  and  or- 
ganisations. To  secure  the  largest  results  from  the  scheme  suggested, 
each  Rector  and  Missionary  must  carry  it  out  in  his  own  way. 

This  whole  subject  of  the  increase  of  our  Missionary  income  is  com- 
mended to  the  most  thoughtful  and  prayerful  consideration  of  Ministers 
and  people,  with  the  earnest  hope,  that  due  efforts  will  be  made  at  once, 
to  give  to  all  in  every  congregation  the  opportunity  to  contribute  ireely 
of  their  means,  whether  small  or  large,  in  the  conscientious  exercise  of  a 
stewardship ;  for  Gk)d  and  in  conclusion  they  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved f  That  the  Gonfititution  of  the  Board  of  Missioiis  be  amended  by 
the  inaertion  in  Article  III,  after  the  word  *' President,"  of  the  words  <'the 
DeanB  of  the  Convocations.'' 

2.  Resolved^  That  it  be  reoommended  to  the  Sector  or  MinlBter  of  every 
Parish  and  Missionary  Station  in  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  collection  annually 
on  Ash- Wednesday,  or  some  other  day  in  Lent,  for  Church  building,  to  be 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  as  a  special  fund  from  which  to  give  aid 
in  buildine  Churches  for  Missions  of  the  Board  ;  to  he  drawn  from  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  officers  of  the  Board  within  the  Convocations  in  which 
the  Missions  desiring  such  aid  are  situated,  who  shall  also  have  a  controlling 
voice  in  the  selection  of  plans  and  sites  of  the  Churches  for  which  such  assist- 
ance is  granted. 

8.  Reaolvedf  That  it  is  expedient  to  employ  in  Missionary  Stations,  especially 
in  manufacturing  communities,  the  services  ot  Christian  women  of  approveid 
qualifications,  in  visiting  in  connection  with  Cottage  Lectures,  and  in  gathering 
women  into  classes  for  week-day  prayer,  reading  and  instruction,  and  men  into 
Sunday  bible  classes,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Minister. 

4.  JResolvedf  That  this  Convention  pledge  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
ensuing  year  a  sum  not  less  than  $5,0()0. 

6.  Resolvedf  That  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies,  representing  each  Parish 
and  Mission  in  this  Convention,  do  pledge  themselves  to  devise  and  carry  out 
some  system  of  pledges  or  subscriptions  for  quarterly  offerings  to  Diocesan 
Missions,  whereby  every  member  or  each  Congregation  shall  have  the  oppor^ 
tunity  and  be  personally  urged  to  the  duty  of  contributing  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  each  according  to  ability. 

6.  Resolved,  That  this  Report  be  printed  for  distribution  together  with  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  with  the  earnest  request  that  it  be  read  to  all 
the  Congregations  in  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  BiBhop's  Addreae 
relating  to  the  work  of  Ohristiaii  women  would  respectfolly  report :  that 
they  have  giren  the  sahject  saoh  attention  as  they  oould  in  the  limited 
time  at  their  oommand.  They  feel  that  it  is  superflttooa  in  them  to  offer 
iiiggestiona  or  adrice,  when  they  rememher  the  seal,  the  efficiency,  the 
self-devotion  and  the  snooess  with  which  from  the  beginning  of  Christian- 
ity, Christian  women  have  labored  in  the  oaoseof  Chrbtand  His  Chnrch. 
From  the  days  when  they  ministered  unto  our  blessed  Lord  Himself  of 
their  substanoe,  the  testimony  to  woman's  work  and  devotion  is  borne  in 
every  chapter  of  the  Church's  history.  <<  Last  at  the  cross,  first  at  the 
grave,  and  longest  there  " — ^waiting  with  the  other  disciples  for  the  prom- 
ised oomforter — Deaconesses  of  the  Church  in  the  Apostolic  age,  having 
a  recognised  place  and  office  in  her  organisation  as  Primitive  and  Undi** 
vided — in  the  Church  of  the  Fathers  and  the  General  Councils — ^in  many 
an  instance,  the  providential  instruments  of  carrying  the  light  of  the 
Gospel  among  the  tribes  of  barbarians  who  were  the  ancestors  of  Modern 
Europe — as  wives  and  mothers,  and  even  as  captive  slaves,  working  a  re* 
ligioos  revolution  in  Kingdoms,  and  opening  a  door  for  the  Church  with 
its  ordered  array  and  compact  organisation  to  enter  in — ^giving  them- 
selves with  noble,  if  sometimes  mistaken,  enthusiasm  to  holy  works  and 
the  self  denying  life  according  to  the  ideas  current  in  the  dark  ages  and 
the  medieval  period — in  the  Church  of  England  since  the  Beformation, 
follilling  the  duties  towards  dependent  villagers  and  the  sick  and  poor, 
which  it  is  ea^  for  rank  and  wealth  to  forget^*in  our  own  Church,  in 
haadreds  of  instances,  the  means  of  founding  Parishes  and  of  preserving 
Parochial  life  in  the  days  of  feebleness  and  discouragement,  and  masculine 
apathy — all  this  is  a  part  of  the  record  of  woman's  work  in  the  Church, 
outside  of  her  domestic  sphere.  It  needs  not  for  us  to  stir  up  the  seal  of 
Christian  women  by  any  exhortations,  but  rather  to  confess  that  they  set 
the  other  sex  an  example  worthy  of  earnest  emulation — and  not  only  to 
eooeede  but  so  assert,  among  the  uncontested  rights  of  women,  the  right 
of  Christian  women  to  the  brightest  crowns  with  which  seal  and  devotion, 
aod  8dt  denial  and  charity,  and  love  and  efficiency,  and  success,  are  re- 
firded. 
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The  question  regarding  women's  work  for  Christ  is  not  one  of  to-day— 
not  at  all  a  new  question — it  is  not  a  question  at  all.     The  question  befor 
us   is  only  concerning  its   development  in  new  directions,  to  meet  tht 
changing  circumstances  of  our  relation  to  the  world,  and  its  organizatior 
to  meet  the  Church's  duties  and  responsibilities  to  the  Society,  of  whicl 
it  is   the   leaven.     The  Spirit  is  there,  the  living  creatures  are  there, — 
what  is  wanted  is  that  the  wheels  of  the  machinery  should  be  there,  and 
that  "the  Spirit  of  the  living  creatures  should  be  in  the  wheels  also." 
But  this  is  but  another  form  of  the  old  question  which  has  been  always 
the  problem  of  the  Church — how  best  to  adapt  itself  to  the  wants  and 
the   circumstances   of  the   age.     Sanctified   institutions   for    corporate 
activity  are  the  necessary  correlatives  of  the  individuals  sanctifioation  in 
heart  and  life;  and,  in  every  age,  the  changes  of  a  transitory  world  have 
rendered  necessary  a  re-adjustment  of  the  Church's  machinery  to  meet 
exigencies  sa  they  arise.     But  whatever  have  been   the  needs,  woman's 
heart  and  woman's  work  have  been  foremost  in  supplying  them.     In  at- 
tention to  schemes  and  plans  which  allure  us  with  the  interest  of  untried 
novelty,  it  does  not  become  us  to  forget  the  past,  nor  should  our  interest 
in  the  pioneers  who  are  opening  out  new  lines,  lead  us  to  disparage  the 
zealous  workers  in  the  beaten  path.     The  labors  of  the  Sunday  School, 
and  the  feminine  activities  of  the  Sewing  Society,  those  attachments  by 
which  woman's  work  is  utilized  already  in  every  Parish,  may  seem  to  us 
trite  and  already  antiquated,  as  we  look  forward  to  more  enlarged  spheres 
of  influence ;  but  how  many  a  coigregation  would  be  the  worse  if  wo- 
man's interest  were  taken  from  the  Sunday  School,  and  how  many  a 
Church  would  be  still  burdened  with  debt,  were  it  not  for  this  busy  ply- 
ing of  needles,  where  women  give  their  time  and  their  industry  to  supple- 
ment their  husbands'  and  fathers'  gifts  of  money  for  the  building  or  the 
furnishing  of  the  sacred  edifice !    And  how  much  the  record  of  the 
Church'p  charity  would  be  curtailed,  were  it  not  for  woman's  sympathy 
in  clothing  the  destitute,  and  ministering  to  the  needy,  the  sick  and  the 
afflicted,  all  of  us  know  full  well.     All  honor  to  the  workers  in  all  the 
Parishes,  who  in  Sunday  Schools,  in  Sewing  Societies,  in  charitable  visi' 
tations  and  as  members  of  choirs  and  volunteer  organists,  and  in  other  ways 
without  number,  have  done  such  work  as  they  found  wsiting  to  be  done, 
without  other  organization  than  such  as  bound  them  to  the  Parish  and 
the  Diocese,  and  to  our  common  humanity,  in  loyal  fidelity. 

It  is  no  reproach,  however,  to  familiar  instrumentalities,  to  feel  that 
expanding  powers  are  able  to  add  to  them  other  means  ef  influence,  and 
so  to  give  the  work  a  wider  reach.  Your  Committee  receive  with  the 
greatest  satisfaction  the  information  contained  in  the  Bishop's  Address  of 
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the  raeeeasfiil  labors  of  Christian  women  in  Mothers'  Meetings  and  Men's 
Bible  Classes,  in  the  Parishes  at  Erie.  To  those  Parishes,  under  the 
lead  of  their  devoted  Rectors,  is  due  the  honor  of  demonstrating  in  this 
Diocese,  Uie  effectiveness  of  woman's  work  in  these  directions.  The  Com- 
mittee cordially  concur  in  the  eulogies  which  have  been  pronounced  upon 
this  work,  both  in  the  Bbhop's  Address  and  in  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Missions ;  and  earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of  such  instrumen- 
talities in  all  the  Parishes  where  there  is  a  working  population  amenable 
to  their  influence. 

Tour  Committee  would  also  lay  great  stress  upon  the  value  of  woman's 
work  in  vystematic  district  visiting.  This  is  a  means  of  influence  effective 
in  itself,  and  necessary  ss  preparatory  to  the  meetings  and  the  classes 
spoken  of,  and  also  as  supplementary  to  them.  If  the  blessing  was  prom- 
ised to  the  man  who,  when  he  made  a  feast,  invited  not  his  friends  and 
neighbors,  but  called  the  poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame  and  the  blind;  so, 
by  parity  of  reasoning,  the  same  blessing  is  earned  by  the  Christian 
woman,  who,  instead  of  confining  herself  to  fashionable  calls,  makes  it  a 
duty  to  visit,  and  know,  and  so  to  influence  those  who  may  be  outside  her* 
own  particular  social  circle.  A  corps  of  visitors,  devoting  a  fixed  portion 
of  their  time  systematically  to  this  work,  enables  the  Rector,  by  dividing 
his  Parish  into  districts  of  manageable  siie,  and  placing  each  in  the  care 
of  two  hidies,  who  visit  together  or  separately,  as  occasion  allows,  to  obtain 
an  accurate  spiritual  census  of  it,  and  to  keep  it,  so  to  speak,  always 
written  up.  And  so  far  as  the  workers  themselves  are  concerned,  constant 
visiting,  within  a  definite  district,  continually  increases  in  interest,  is 
highly  appreciated  by  those  who  are  thus  approached,  and  in  time  is  pro- 
ductive of  marked  results.  Nor  is  such  work  at  all  difficult  to  take  up 
by  persons  possessed  of  ordinary  tact,  a  cordial  manner,  and  genuine 
sympathies.  After  a  single  round,  those  whose  religious  affiliations  else- 
where preclude  further  advances,  are  known,  and  anything  like  intrusion 
iToided ;  but  numbers  are  found  who  may  be  drawn  towards  the  Church, 
or  who,  though  belonging  to  it,  feel  the  want  of  acquaintance  and  sym- 
pathy, especially  in  the  seclusion  of  the  large  city.  These  generally 
welcome  the  visitor ;  and  the  ladies  entrusted  with  the  district,  as  they 
find  the  way  to  the  hearta  of  these  chisses,  become  more  and  more  interested 
in  their  work,  and  find  their  interest  reciprocated.  Constancy  in  the 
work,  however,  is  the  requisite  for  success  in  this  as  in  other  directions. 
It  would  be  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  a  single  round  of  visita  exhausta 
ihediBtriot; — on  the  contrary,  influence  as  well  as  interest  increase  by 
eoDtioaed  interoonrse,  and  growing  satisfaction  in  the  work  rewards  those 
who  are  not  **  weary  in  well  doing.'' 
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It  may  be  thought  by  Bome,  that  it  is  not  every  one  who  is  qualified  to 
be  a  district  visitor,  or  to  take  the  oversight  of  a  Mothers'  Meeting,  or  of 
a  Bible  class  for  men.  But  a  sincere  attempt  and  a  little  experience  will 
show  that  the  qualifications  exist  in  many  whose  diffidence  or  humility 
conceal  them  until  they  are  brought  out  by  a  sense  of  duty.  Stability  of 
character,  some  experience  of  life,  joined  with  an  earnest  devotion  and 
love  to  Christ,  and  zeal  for  souls,  are  spiritual  requisites,  and  social  position 
and  refined  manners  increase  the  means  of  usefulness,  when  thus  conse- 
crated. It  is  great  matter  for  congratulation,  that  the  thoughts  of  many 
are  turned  at  the  present  time  to  the  need  of  mere  direct  spiritual  work 
on  the  part  of  the  Laity.  It  is  a  mark  of  increasinii;  spirituality  in  the 
souls  of  those  who  are  anxious  to  be  of  use  in  this  way.  It  is  a  realisa- 
tion of  the  position  of  every  faithful  Ohristian,  as  one  of  a  **  royal 
presthood/'  as  well  as  of  a  "  peculiar  people,"  of  the  priestly  char- 
acter of  the  whole  Church,  diffused  through  the  Laity  as  well  as  con- 
centrated in  the  Clergy.  It  requires  little  real  religion  to  be  active  in  a 
fair  or  festival;  great  seal  in  this  direction  may  originate  in  the  mere 
love  of  excitement,  or  the  unhealthy  appetite  for  pleasure.  Mere  physical 
industry  may  be  the  motive-power  of  activity  in  the  Sewing  Socie^, 
And  even  the  teaching  of  secular  learning  in  nigJU-9chooU  does  not  neces- 
sarily rest  upon  religion,  though  these  schools  may  be  made  the  means  of 
promoting  the  religious  interest,  and  are  most  useful  in  this  respect  when 
rightly  conducted.  But  to  stand  face  to  face  with  a  soul,  even  of  the 
very  ignorant,  to  instruct  it  in  its  duty  towards  Qod  and  man,  to  awaken 
\  the  spiritual  sensibilities — this  implies  the  work  of  Divine  grace  in  the 

teacher  as  well  as  the  taught ;  and  the  seal  towards  systematic  efforts  in 
this  direction,  awakening  in  the  hearts  of  Christian  women,  tells  well  fer 
the  reality  of  their  religious  life.  The  full  development  of  this  kind  of 
Church  work  will  bring  the  richest  blessings  upon  the  Church,  as  well  as 
as  upon  the  workers.  ^^  Then  they  that  feared  the  Lord  spake  often  one 
to  another ;  and  the  Lord  hearkened  and  heard  it,  and  a  book  of  remem- 
brance was  written  before  Him  for  them  that  feared  the  Lord,  and  thought 
upon  His  name.  And  they  shall  be  mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  in  that 
day,  when  I  make  up  my  jeweb ;  and  I  will  spare  them  as  a  man  spareth 
his  own  son  that  saveth  him.''     Malachi  iii.,  16-17. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  comes  in  the  consideration  of  the  great 
good  to  be  done  in  the  Church  by  the  still  more  complete  organisation  of 
woman's  work  in  Sisterhoods — ^respecting  which  your  Committee  have  not 
the  time  to  make  any  extended  observations.  They  feel  justified,  how- 
ever, in  throwing  out  the  suggestion  that  the  Managers  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Church  Home  might  find  it  well  to  consider  the  expediency  of  placing 
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that  inadtution  under  the  care  of  a  Sisterhood,  which  might  be  the 

beginging  and  training-school  of  Sisterhood  work  in  other  Societies,  and 

of  wbich  the  ladies,  whose  devotion  to  its  interests  is  now  so  effective  and 

pTaiseworthy,  might  become  '^  associates,"  according  to  a  plan  of  which 

examples  may  be  foimd  among  the  Sisterhoods  of  the  Church  of  England. 

Tonr  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  report  any  resolutions  for 
speeial  aetion  by  this  Convention.  They  refer  for  matters  of  practical 
detail  upon  which  information  may  be  sought,  to  the  following  pamphlets, 
which  they  have  had  before  them  in  making  this  report :  "  Pastoral  Letter 
of  the  flonse  of  Bishops,  A.  D.  1868."  "  Report  on  the  beet  mode  of 
working  a  Parish,  made  to  the  Convention  of  Pennsylvania,  A.  D.  1865.'' 
'^  The  Church  Mission  to  Working  Men — Report  made  to  the  Board  of 
Minions,  October,  1868."  ''Lay  Co-operation  in  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Frankford."  ''Extracts  from  Women's  Service  on  the  Lord's  Day,"  Ac. 
Besides  these,  there  are  other  publications  of  great  interest  on  this 
subject

(Journal  of  FrooMdiagB,  page  22.) 

•  The  Finanoe  Committee  respectfully  reports,  that  on  the  9th  day  of 
December,  1870,  it  met  and  organiied  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joeiah  King 
as  President,  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Hay  as  Secretary. 

The  same  day,  it  having  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
that  the  printing  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Conyention  had  not  yet  been 
fully  paid  for  in  consequence  of  the  assessments  due  August  1st  not  having 
been  promptly  paid  in,  *^  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  was  requested 
to  borrow  such  amount  of  money  as  was  necessary  to  pay  the  current  ob- 
ligations of  the  Convention,  until  such  time  as  he  would  be  in  funds  from 
the  receipt  of  assessments." 

On  the  3d  day  of  April,  1871,  issued  a  circular  notice  calling  attention 
to  Canon  Y,  adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  a 
large  proportion  of  the  assessments  made  by  the  last  Convention  were  then 
unpaid,  and  were  urgently  needed. 

The  Committee  held  frequent  meetings  throughout  the  year  for  the 
transaction  of  necessary  business;  and  on  the  10th  day  of  June,  18T1, 
audited  and  found  correct,  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Episoopal 
Fund,  the  Christmas  Fund,  and  of  the  Convention. 

Unsxttlxd  Subscriptions. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  to  collect  the  balance  of  the  subscriptions  to  that 
Fund,  without  incurring  any  special  expense  and  without  the  use  of  legal 
means  to  accomplish  that  object;  and  but  a  little  over  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
original  subscriptions  reported  to  be  made  to  that  Fund  yet  remain  unset- 
tled, and  of  thb  amount  a  considerable  proportion  may  yet  be  paid  and 
can  be  collected. 

The  last  Convention  having  referred  the  subject  of  the  collection  of 
these  subscriptions  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  empowered  it  to  act  in 
the  matter  as  should  seem  to  it  best,  the  Committee  respectfully  brings 
the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Convention,  that  it  may  be  decided  wheth- 
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er  Mtions  at  law  shall  be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  each  of  the  sabsorip- 
tiona  made  to  the  Diocesan  Funds  as  it  is  found  impracticable  otherwise 
to  collect )  or  that  such  other  action  may  be  had  upon  the  subject  as  to 
the  ConTention  may  seem  advisable. 

ASSXSSMBKT  FOB  1871-72. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Art.  YIII,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Oon« 
stitntion  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  has  prepared,  and  herewith  re- 
ports to  the  Convention,  '^  a  schedule  of  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  " 
of  the  sums  necessary  to  be  raised  by  assessment  for  the  year  ending  May 
31,  1872,  being  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the  Bishop's  salary  and 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  Convention  and  other  Diocesan  expenses. 
This  assessment  is  the  same  in  amount  as  that  made  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion, and  if  promptly  paid,  as  it  ought  to  be,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  current  Diocesan  obligations.  The  Diocese  has  this  year  to 
meet  its  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention.  As  will  be 
Been  by  the  lists  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  by  the 
Treasurers  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  some  of  the 
Parishes  have  faOed  to  pay  the  assessments  upon  them,  or  considerable 
portions  thereof,  and  in  consequence  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
meeting  the  payments  required  to  be  made  to  Diocesan  creditors ;  but  if 
these  amounts  are  paid  within  a  short  period  of  time,  and  the  assessment 
reported  for  the  ensuing  year  be  also  adopted  and  paid,  the  Diocese  may 
then  still  be  preserved  from  the  embarrassments  and  shame  of  debt,  and 
enaUed  to  carry  on  its  work  with  less  trouble  and  expense  than  heretofore.

The  Committee  has  had  under  very  careful  consideration  the  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Qeo.  W.  Cass,  and 
found  on  page  41  of  its  Journal,  and  in  compliance  with  that  Resolution 
has  agreed  to  report  the  foregoing  Schedule  of  Capitalization,  together 
with  an  additional  Section  to  Canon  — ,  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

"  Section  — .  Any  Parish  which  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the 
Finance  Committee  the  capitalised  amount  of  the  assessment  thereupon  for 
the  Bishop's  sakry  made  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  shall  by  virtue 
of  such  payment  be  thereby  and  therefrom  relieved  and  discharged  from  all 
further  assesement  for  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  excepting  such 
as  may  be  necessary  to  make  good  any  loss  or  waste  to  the  Episcopal  Fund ; 
and  also  excepting,  such  asse^ments  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the 
increase  of  the  Episcopate  within  the  present  limits  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pittoburgh/' 

The  Committee  has  also  agreed  to  report  another,  and  a  supplemental 
plan  to  the  above,  by  which  voluntary  action  on  the  part  of  Parishes  and 
their  individual  members,  may  be  called  forth  and  encouraged,  and  by 
the  operation  of  which  Parishes  may  substitute,  if  they  please  to  do  so,  a 
certain  for  an  uncertain  yearly  payment  towards  the  Bishop's  salary ;  and 
by  which  also,  the  gifls  of  liberal  Churchmen  may  be  made  to  relieve  their 
own  Parishes,  when  desired,  from  the  operation  of  yearly  assessments  to 
the  extent  of  the  interest  upon  these  gifts,  as  well  as  to  increase  the  perma- 
nent Funds  of  the  Diocese.  There  is  now  no  provision  by  which  these 
objects,  so  desirable  in  every  way,  can  be  readily  effected. 

The  Committee  therefore  presents  to  the  consideration  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  for  adoption,  if  approved,  as  Section  —  of  Canon  — ,  the  fol- 
lowing : 

'^  Any  Parish  which  shall  deliver  to  the  Finance  Committee  its  ap- 
proved interest-bearing  bonds,  or  other  approved  bonds  or  securities,  or 
any  sum  of  money,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  this  Dio- 
cese, shall  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  any  yearly  assessment  for  the 
Bishop's  salary  thereafter  made  upon  such  Parish,  to  the  extent  of  the 
yearly  interest  paid  upon  any  such  bonds  or  securities,  or  received  upon 
such  money,  for  the  year  for  which  such  assesments  may  be  made."

Also  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Page  to  represent  the 
Standing  Committee  at  the  celebration  of  the  Centenary  of  Bishop 
White's  ordination  to  the  Diaconate — in  Christ  Church,  Philadelphia, 
December  23,  1870.     Dr.  Page  accepted  and  fulfilled  this  appointment. 

Feb.  24,  1871.  Signed  testimonials  of  Percival  Beckett  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate. 

May  24.  Recommended  James  Lewis  Parks  as  candidate  for  Priest's 
Orders  Also,  signed  the  testimonials  of  Samuel  McConnell,  and  of 
James  Lewis  Parks  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

Jnne  14.     Recommended  Hugh  Quail  Miller  as  candidate  for  Deacon's 

Orders.     Also,  signed  the  testimonial  of  Boyd  Vincent  for  ordination  to 

the  Diaconate.

Id  compliance  with  the  Rale  of  Order  No.  XIX,  your  Committee  have 
examined  the  Parochial  Reports,  so  far  as  they  have  been  received,  bat 
find  it  impossible  to  gather  from  them  the  statistics  necessary  to  give  an 
accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church. 

The  most  of  these  reports  are  but  partly  filled  out,  and  seven  Parishes 
1  ave  sent  in  none  at  .all.  One  Parish,  which  during  the  past  year  has 
built  and  paid  for  a  new  church,  costing  at  least  $5,000,  and  whose  offer- 
ings must  have  been  nearly  87^000,  reports  no  contributions.  In  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  these  Parochial  statistics  are  very  important, 
as  until  they  are  more  fully  presented,  our  Diocesan  strength  and  work 
must  be  very  much  underrated. 

Under  Canon  III,  sec.  2,  many  Parishes  have  made  such  a  revbion  of 
the  list  of  communicants,  as  must  now  show  actual  number.  This 
revision  may  cause  the  net  increase  for  the  year  to  appear  small,  while  in 
reality  it  is  greater  than  during  any  previous  year. 

With  the  utmost  care,  the  list  of  communicants  in  our  larger  Parishes 
must  be  imperfect.  The  number  is  usually  greater  than  recorded.  Accu- 
racy in  reports  would  be  secured,  and  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  people 
advanced,  by  a  more  general  compliance  with  the  Canon  providing  for  the 
removal  of  communicants. 

Although  your  Committee  regard  statistical  information  as  very  im- 
portant, they  are  aware  that  the  true  state  of  the  Church  can  not  be  aet 
forth  by  mere  figures,  however  accurate. 

The  Bishop's  Address,  and  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  give  a 
better  view  of  the  subject  than  can  be  given  by  any  tabular  statement. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  that  said  Address  and  Report 
should  be  widely  circulated,  and  read  from  the  chancel  in  every  Parish 
and  Mission  Station  in  the  Diocese.  They  show  a  degree  of  activity  in 
every  department  of  Church-work  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  a  deep 
under-current  of  spiritual  life,  which  call  for  present  gratitude,  and 
inspire  our  hopes  for  still  greater  prosperity  in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  ask  to  be  continued,  that  they  may  have  more  time  to 
prepare  the  tables  for  the  Journal.

Daring 
the  past  three  months  the  mission- work  at  Hazel  wood  has  occupied  a  portion 
of  my  time. 


Report  of  Rev.  J.  P.  Taylor. 

June  14th,  1871. 

I  would  respectfully  report,  that  on  the  first  of  July,  1870,  my  official  con- 
nection with  Kenwood  School  was  terminated,  and  that  in  September  last  I 
ceased  officiating  at  Christ  Church,  New  Brighton.  In  October,  at  a  meeting 
of  ** sundry  "devout  Layn^en,  *< citizens  of  Beaver  Falls,''  Pa.,  I  assisted  at  the 
organization  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  according  to  directions 
adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1870.  My  other  official  acts  should  appear  in 
the  Report  of  Christ  Church,  New  Brighton. 

I  may  add,  that  during  my  residence  at  Montreal  I  have  assisted  at  several 
services  of  the  English  Church,  and  quite  recently  have  been  ministering  to 
the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Brunswick,  Maine. 


Report  of  tbe  Bishop  Bowman  Institute. 

Session  1870-71. 

The  Rector,  in  making  this  Report,  desires  to  acknowledge  the  blessing  of 
Divine  Providence  upon  his  work,  under  which  the  Institute  has  nearly  com- 
pleted another  successful  year.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  him  to  state,  as  the  fact 
gives  evidence  of  the  stability  and  growth  of  the  School,  that  the  average 
attendance  of  pupils  has  been  larger  this  Session  than  ever  before.  Wo  have 
en  our  roll  eighty-eight  pupils,  while  the  largest  number  in  attendance  at  any 
one  time  has  been  eighty. 

The  work  of  the  School  has  gone  steadily  on,  without  interruptions  or  special 
hindrances  from  any  cause,  and  is  now  about  to  close  for  the  summer  with  fair 
prospects  for  the  future. 

Three  young  ladies  have  finished  our  Course  creditably,  and  will  be  gradu- 
ated at  the  Annual  Commencement  on  the  28th  of  June. 
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The  Institute  has  done  what  it  could  in  the  way  of  free  tuition,  three  pupiU 
haviog  attended  its  classes  during  the  Session  without  charge.  The  Rector 
earnratlj  wishes  that  it  was  in  his  power  to  extend  the  same  privilege  to  a  larger 
number  of  worthy  recipients ;  but  this  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  do,  so  long  as  the 
School  is  entirely  without  endowment,  and  even  without  a  building  of  its  own. 
Wealthy  Churchmen  might  do  a  noble  charity  by  endowing  Scholarships  in 
the  Institute,  the  beneficiaries  of  which  they  might  nominate  tbemsolves,  or 
else  give  that  right  to  their  Rectors,  who  would  always  be  able  to  find  worthy 
giris  to  whom  it  would  bo  a  lile-lonq;  blossins^  to  themselves  and  to  the  Church 
to  have  such  an  opportunity  of  rccoivinj;  a  liberal  education. 

The  Rector  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the  hope,  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  need  and  value  of  such  work,  as  the  Institute  is  now  doing, 
will  bo  so  felt  and  recognized,  that  liberal  men  in  the  Church  will  provide  tor 
the  School  not  only  the  endowment  of  a  number  of  Scholnrsbip,  but  also  a  per- 
manent and  appropriate  homo,

Born  in  Devonport,  England,  Oct.  29th,  1787. 

Came  to  New  Tork,  1838.

He  labored  at  Hector,  Elmira,  Johnson'i  Settlement,  and  the  surround- 
isg  Tillages. 

Came  to  Western  Pennsylvania  July  16th^  1847.  Here  he  was  desired 
by  Bishop  A.  Potter  to  act  as  an  itinerant  Missionary.  The  chief  points 
at  which  he  ministered  were  Greenville,  New  Castle,  Mercer  and  Wil- 
mington. 

In  1849  he  visited  England,  and  on  his  return  became  Bector  of  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Waterford,  Erie  Co.,  where  he  remained  until  he  was 
called  to  Pittsburgh  as  City  Missionary,  July  1868.  In  addition  to  his 
duties  in  Pittsburgh  he  ministered  to  Cougregations  at  Chartlers  and  Mt. 
Washington,  until  April,  1866.  His  last  charge  was  St.  Paul's,  Lacey- 
ville,  which  he  held  till  impaired  health  caused  him  to  resign  all  regular 
duties. 

He  retired  to  Meadville,  where  he  died  Nov.  80th,  1870.

I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be,  '*  The  Board  of  Missions  in 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh/' 

II. 

The  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  work  of  the  Chnroh  within  the 
limits  of  said  Diocese,  by  aiding  existing  Missions  and  planting  new 
ones. 

III. 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Presi- 
dent, the  Deans  of  the  Convocations,  together  with  five  Clergymen  and 
five  Laymen,  to  be  chosen  annually,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  chosen  by  the  Board,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  same. 

IV. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  Board,  the  Dio- 
ceae  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts,  as  follows : 

1.  The  Clergy  mad  Churches  of  Allegheny  county  to  form  the  First  District, 
to  be  called  the  Pittsburgh  Convocation. 

2.  The  Clergy  and  Churches  of  Armstrong,  Beaver,  Butler,  Clarion,  Clear- 
field and  Jeffenon  counties  to  form  the  Second  District,  to  be  called  the  Kit- 
taoning  Convocation. 

3.  The  Clergy  and  Churches  of  Cameron,  Crawford,  Elk,  Erie,  Forest,  Mc- 
Kean,  Mercer.  Venango  and  Warren  counties  to  form  the  Third  District,  to  be 
called  the  Erie  Convocation. 

1  The  Clergy  and  Churches  of  Cambria,  Fayette,  Greene,  Indiana,  Somerset, 
Washington  and  Westmoreland  counties  to  form  tbe  Fourth  Dbtrict,  to  be 
called  the  Brownsville  Convocation.

The  Bishop  may  nominate  a  Dean  for  each  Convocation,  the  nomina- 
tion to  be  confirmed  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present  at  a  regalar  meet- 
ing ;  the  Dean  to  hold  and  exercise  snch  powers  as  may  be  delegated  by 
the  Bishop  and  the  Clergy  of  the  District. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Churches  in  each  District  shall  be  charged 
with  the  care  of  the  Missions  within  its  borders,  and  when  any  station  is 
vacant,  shall  see  that  a  stated  service,  not  less  frequently  than  once  in  a 
month,  be  held  in  snch  stations,  until  a  misaionary  is  appointed.  Each 
district  shall  likewise  report  the  state  of  its  Missions  quarterly  to  the 
Bishop,  the  amount  raised  for  their  support,  and  what  favorable  openings 
for  the  Church  exist  within  its  bounds. 

Sxc.  3.  Every  district  shall  hold  a  meeting  in  some  of  its  Parishes  or 
Missionary  Stations,  at  least  once  in  three  months :  Provided,  That  two 
or  more  districts  may  unite  in  such  meeting,  if  they  so  desire.  In  such 
meetings  each  Parish  shall  be  represented  by  its  Clergyman  and  one  or 
more  Laymen  chosen  by  him  from  among  its  communicants ;  and  at  the 
meeting  next  before  the  assembling  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they 
shall  each  select  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman,  to  be  nominated  to  the 
Convention,  who,  when  confirmed  by  that  body,  shall  constitute  the  Board 
of  Missions :  Provided,  That  the  First  District  shall  be  entitled  to  elect 
two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen.  The  members  of  any  district  shall  also 
assemble  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  for  the  performance  of  any  Missionary 
duty  which  he  may  designate ;  at  which  meetings  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Clergy  to  appear,  unless  excused  by  the  Bishop. 

V. 

Seotion  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
who  shall  always  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Seo.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  Missionaries  for  new  and  vacant 
stations ;  such  nominations  to  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  present  at  the  meeting. 

Seo.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board ;  shall  notify  the  members  of  meetings  ten  days  in  advance  of  the 
time,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  or  any  three  members,  may  give 
notice  of  special  meetings. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  collected  far 
the  Board  of  Missions;  he  shall  deposit  them  at  such  places  as  it  may 
direct,  and  disburse  them  under  the  order  of  the  Board. 
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Ssc.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  stipend  of  its  Missions 
and  Missionaries ;  but  a  redaction  of  not  less  than  10  per  cent,  in  the 
sum  appropriated  shall  be  made  annually  after  the  second  year,  unless 
safficient  reason  be  given  for  the  continuance  of  the  full  amount;  in 
which  case  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  Board 
Special  appropriations  may  be  received  for  particular  points ;  but  such 
sums  shall  always  go  to  make  up  the  regular  appropriations  of  the  Board. 

VI. 

Section  1.  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  from  time  to  time, 
at  the  call  of  the  Bishop,  in  all  the  principal  towns  and  cities  of  the  Dio- 
cese, with  the  design  of  awakening  greater  interest  in  its  work. 

Sic.  2.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  during  the 
seaion  of  the  Dioce3an  Convention. 

VII. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  six  of  its  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  busiuess.

ARTIOLB    I. 
Acceding  to  the  General  OonsHiution. 


The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  being  a  constituent  part  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
accedes  to,  recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that 
Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE    II. 
Annual  CcnveniUm, 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Dioceae,  to 
be  held  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,  of 
each  year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  by  a  preceding 
Convention. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Members  of  Convention. 

m 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Laymen. 

Seo.  2.  Every  Clergyman  who  shall  have  been  canonioally  connected 
with  this  Diocese  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  any  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  such  Convention,  in  all  cases 
except  that  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  in  which  case  the  qualifications 
necessary  to  vote  shall  be  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Article  XII  of  this 
Constitution. 

Seo.  3.  The  Lay  members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  three  Depu- 
ties from  each  Parish  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention , 
chosen  from  the  communicants  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  No  Parish  shall  be'  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Conven- 
tion which  shall  have  failed  to  pay  all  dues  and  assessments  levied  upon 
it  by  authority  of  the  Convention,  unless  it  shall  have  so  failed  for 
reasons  which  shall  be  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  Convention  itself;  and 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  yarions  Fands  established 
by  the  Conventioo,  at  the  opening  of  each  session,  to  present  to  the 
Secretary  a  list  of  snch  Parishes  as  are  delinquent  in  this  regard,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  of 
Lay  Deputies  to  deats. 

ARTICLE    IV- 

President  of  Ckmventi<m, 

The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  ex-officio,  preside 
in  Convention,  and  be  entitled  to  a  vote.  The  Assistant  Bishop,  when 
there  is  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and  vote,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  shall  preside.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  their  inability 
to  act,  then  the  members  shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters  a  President  pro 
tempore. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Traneaeiion  of  Bueinese, 

Section  1.  Such  Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies  as  shall  at  any  time  be 
duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Sbg.  2  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  deliberate  as  one  body, 
and  shall  vote  as  such  :  Provided j  That  on  a  call  of  any  five  members,  the 
Convention  shall  vote  by  Orders.  In  which  case,  the  concurrence  of  both 
Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure,  and  each  Parish 
shall  be  entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Ssc  3.  On  every  question,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or 
when  voting  by  Orders,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present  of  the 
two  Orders  respectively,  shall  decide. 

Sbc.  4.  All  elections,  except  as  provided  in  Article  XII,  shall  be  by 
ballot,  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent ;  and  no 
person  shall  be  considered  as  elected  to  any  office,  to  be  filled  by  the 
Convention,  unless  he  obtain  the  concurrent  vote  of  both  Orders,  and  in 
sich  election  the  Lay  Deputies  shall  vote  per  capita, 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Secretary  and  Treasurers  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention,  a  Secretary  shall  be  chosen, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  till   a  successor  be  appointed.     His  duty 
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shall  be  to  take  miDutes  of  the  proceedings,  and  when  approved  to  eater 
them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  the  Journal  and  Kecords;  to  at- 
test the  public  acts  of  the  body;  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands 
of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Convention,  in  his 
possession. 

Sec.  2.  A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  as  also  Treasurer  of  the  dif- 
ferent Funds  held  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  elected 
annually,  to  remain  in  office  till  their  successors  be  chosen.  They  shall 
close  their  respective  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  and  present 
the  same  to  the  Finance  Committee,  to  be  audited  and  laid  before  the 
Coiivention. 

ARTICLK    VII. 

Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  elect  annually  a  standing  Committee, 
to  consist  of  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  who,  when  there  is  no 
Bishop,  or  he  is  incapable  of  acting,  shall  be  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committtee  must  be  of 
those  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese . 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  members  of  the  Committee  must  be  communicants 
of  some  Parish  of  the  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
dent from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary  either  Clerical 
or  Lay.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee;  and  all  books  and  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the 
Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  5.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  b&vc  authority  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  in  their  own 
body,  or  in  any  Committee  appointed  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  also  in  such  offices  as  are  held  by  annual  election. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

Finance  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  elect  aLnually  by  ballot  a  Finance 
Committee,  consisting  of  five  Laymen,  who  shall  have  the  supervision 
and  investment  of  the  difierent  Funds  which  are  subject  to  the  control 
of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.   This  Committee  shall  also  audit  and  report  to  the  Convention 
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the  aceoants  of  all  officers  charged  by  the  Convention  with  the  receipt 
and  disbnrsement  of  funds. 

Sec.  3.  It  ehall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  prepare  and  re- 
port to  each  Convention,  a  Schedule  of  Assessment  upon  the  Parishes  of 
all  sach  earns  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  raise  hj  assessment  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  such  report,  as  is  finally  adopted  in  Convention,  shall  be 
binding  on  the  Parishes. 

Skc.  4.  The  financial  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first  day 
of  June. 

ARTICLE    IX. 
Deputies  to  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  as  Deputies 
to  the  Genen&l  Convention  of  the  Protestant  p]pi.scopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Convention  to  elect 
Deputies,  those  already  in  office  shall  continue  until  successors  are 
chosen. 

Sec.  4.  The  Convention  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  number 
of  Sapplementary  deputies  of  each  Order,  to  serve,  as  Deputies  con- 
tingently. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop 
in  writing,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
TCDtion,  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment  and  intention  to  perform  its 
duties;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  so  many  of  the 
Sapplementary  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  to  insure  a  full  representa- 
tion of  the  Diocese;  and  the  persons  so  designated  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE    X. 

Special  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  he  be  incapable 
of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  previous  to  the 
day  appointed,  given  to  the  Clergy  and  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese, by  a  circular  letter. 
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Sso.  3.  Such  special  ConTention  shall  be  held  at  the  place  designated 
bj  the  ecclesiastical  authority  oalliDg  it;  and  at  such  special  C!onTeDtiou 
no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  thaA  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Convention. 

ABTIOLE   XI. 

AdmissUm  of  Pariahea, 

Any  Parish  formed  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  may  be  admitted 
into  union  with  the  Convention,  on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes;  pro- 
vided it  shall  have  laid  before  the  Convention  its  original  Constitution,  or 
a  duly  certified  copy  thereof,  wherein  it  expressly  accedes  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  is 
duly  incorporated,  and  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  at  least  five 
Vestrymen,  including  the  two  Church  Wardens. 

ARTICLE    XII. 
Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  for  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  Convention, 
in  the  following  manner :  The  Order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate 
and  appoint,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office, 
and  if  this  appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  Order,  he  shall  be  de- 
clared duly  elected.  If  two-thirds  of  either  Order  be  represented  at  Con- 
vention, a  majority  vote  shall  determine  the  choice  of  such  Order ;  other- 
wise, a  vote  of  two-thirds  shall  be  necessary  for  that  purpose :  Provided, 
That  in  all  cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  no  Clergyman  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  a  vote  unless  he  shall  have  been,  for  at  least  six  months  imme- 
diately preceding  the  election,  personally  and  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE    XIII. 

Alteration  of  ConatiiuOon. 

This  Constitution,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  altered  in  the  following 
manner,  only :  The  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  to  the  Annual  Convention,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority  of 
each  Order,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  again 
approved  by  a  majority  of  each  Order,  the  Constitution  shall  then  stand 
Altered  or  amended  as  proposed. 
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Adoptjed  in  Comtentiok,  June  15th,  1870. 


CANON  I. 

Of  a  List  of  Clergy  in  the  JHoceae. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convontlon  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  clergy- 
men  entitled  to  seats  or  votes  in  the  Conventioii  of  this  Diocese,  in  the 
following  manner :  The  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall,  on  the  day  of  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, deliver  to  the  Secretary  a  certified  list  of  the  clergymen  ca- 
nonically  connected  with  the  Diocese,  specifying  their  cures  or  their  resi- 
dence and  employments  respectively ;  and  also  the  dates  of  the  ordina- 
tion or  reception  of  those  who  have  been  ordained  or  received  into  the 
Diocese  within  the  year  immediately  preceding.  From  this  list  the  Sec- 
retary shall  prepare,  in  conformity  with  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  2,  and  Art.  XII, 
of  the  Constitution,  a  roll  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  or  votes  in  the 
Convention ;  and  the  list  thus  prepared  shall  bo  prima  facie  evidence  as 
to  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats  or  votes  in  the  Convention. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Testimoniala  of  Lay  Deputies, 

The  appointment  of  Lay  Deputies  to  the  Convention  shall  be  certified 
in  writing  by  a  warden  or  two  vestrymen  of  the  proper  parish  ;  and  the 
eertificate  shall  state  that  each  deputy  named  in  said  certificate  was 
chosen  from  the  communicants  of  said  parish  :  and  also,  that  the  parish 
is  not  debarred  from  representation  in  tlfe  Convention  under  the  provis- 
ion of  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese.  The  certificate 
shall  be  in  duplicate,  and  one  copy  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  other  given  to  the  Lay  Deputies. 

CANON  III. 

Of  Parochial  Registere  and  Reports, 

Skc.  1.  The  vestry  of  each  parish  shall  provide  a  suitable  book,  to  be 
ealled  ihe  Church  Re$:ifiter,  which  shall  belong  to  and  remain  with  the 
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vestry,  as  part  of  the  Church  records.  In  this  Kegister  the  Minister,  or 
if  there  he  none,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  bap- 
tisms, confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  in  the  parish ; 
specifying  the  name  and  date  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptized,  with  the 
names  of  its  parents  and  sponsors,  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed, 
the  names  of  the  adults  baptized  and  of  his  or  her  witnesses,  the  names 
of  the  persons  married,  the  name,  and  where  practicable  the  age  of  the 
person  buried ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 

Sec.  2.  The  Minister  of  each  parish  shall  also  keep,  in  the  Church 
Register,  a  list  of  all  the  members  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  a  list  of 
the  communicants  of  the  same :  Provided^  That  the  name  of  no  person 
shall  be  continued  on  the  list  of  communicants,  who  has  not  communed 
during  twelve  consecutive  morths,  unless  such  failure  to  commune  has 
been  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Minister ;  aud  provided  also,  that 
the  name  of  no  person  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  communicants  for 
a  failure  to  commune  during  a  period  of  less  than  a  year. 

Seo.  3.  Every  Minister  of  a  parish  or  parishes  in  t  he  Diocese  shall 
present,  at  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  Report,  up  to  the  first  day 
of  June,  of  the  condition  and  statistics  of  his  parish  or  parishes  during 
the  year,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  Convention  may,  from  time  to 
time,  prescribe. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Registrar, 

There  shall  be  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
vention, and  to  hold  o0ice  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  be 
elected. 

He  shall  act  as  Clerk  at  all  ecclesiastical  trials  and  inquiries  had  in  the 
Diocese,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  records  thereof.  He  shall  also 
have  charge  of  all  documents  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  which  relate  to 
its  history  or  that  of  any  parish  therein;  of  the  Journals  of  all  Conven- 
tions of  this  Diocese,  and  those  of  other  Dioceses  presented  to  this,  and  of 
all  books  and  papers  committed  to  him  by  the  Convention. 

He  shall  enter  in  a  proper  book,  kept  for  the  purpose,  a  classification, 
according  to  counties  and  parishes,  of  the  various  amounts  subscribed 
and  paid  in,  on  account  of  such  permanent  funds  as  may  be  raised  by 
authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  be  placed  under  its  control. 

He  shall  also  act  as  Historiographer  of  the  Diocese,  noting  from  time 
to  time,  any  facts  which  illustrate  its  history,  or  that  of  any  portion  there- 
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of,  u)d  shall  report  to  ConyentioD,  each  year,  an  abstract  of  his  pro- 
ceediogs 

He  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  proper  certificates  of  aoy  facts  upon 
the  records  of  his  charge. 

All  books,  papers  and  documents  in  his  charge  shall  be  subject  to  the 
call^of  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  any  Committee  of  the  Convention  or 
Diocese. 

CANON  V. 

Of  the  Increase  of  the  Epiecopal  Fund, 

It  ehall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having  a  cure  within  this  Dio* 
oese,  to  cause  a  collection  to  be  made  in  his  parish  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  for  the  increase  of  the  permanent  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Bishop^B  Salary^  and  of  AaaesBmenta. 

Sec.  1.  The .  salary  of  the  Bishop,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Conveotion,  shall  be  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sbc.  2.  Assessments  for  the  Bishop's  salary  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  quarterly,  on  the  first  days  of  July, 
October,  January  and  April.  Assessments  for  the  expenses  of  Conven- 
tioD  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  August. 

Sec.  3.  The  "  list  of  such  parishes  as  are  delinquent/'  furnished  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  under  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  Convention. 

Seo.  4.  Any  Parish  which  shall  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  the  capitalized  amount  of  the  assessment  thereupon  for 
the  Bishop's  salary  made  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  shall  by  vir- 
tue of  such  payment  be  thereby  and  therefrom  relieved  and  discharged 
from  all  further  assessment  for  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  ex- 
cepting such  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  good  any  loss  or  waste  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund ;  and  also  excepting,  such  assessments  as  may  be  render- 
ed necessary  by  the  increase  of  the  Episcopate  within  the  present  limits 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Parish  which  shall  deliver  to  the  Finance  Committee  its 
approved  interest- bearing  bonds,  or  other  approved  bonds  or  securities, 
or  any  sum  of  money,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
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ceae,  shall  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  any  yearly  assessment  for  the 
Bishop's  salary  thereafter  made  upon  suoh  Parish,  to  the  extent  of  the 
yearly  interest  paid  upon  any  saoh  bonds  or  securities,  or  receired  upon 
such  money,  for  the  year  for  which  such  assessment  may  be  made. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  the  Attendance  of  Clergy  at  Conventions, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  having  a  seat  in  Convention, 
to  attend  every  meeting  thereof,  or  to  send  to  the  Bishop  a  sufficient  ex- 
cuse for  absence. 

CANON  VIII.    - 

Of  Proceedings  in  the  Case  of  a  Minister  accused  by  Public  RumoTf  or  otherwise, 

of  Offences  for  which  he  may  be   Tried, 

Section  1.  When  a  Minister  is  accused  by  public  rumor,  or  otherwise, 
of  an  offence  or  offences  for  which  he  may  be  tried  and  punished,  accord- 
ing to  Sec.  2,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom, 
shall  make  such  inquiries  as  may  satisfy  them  of  the  innocency  of  the  ac- 
cused, or  of  the  sufficiency  of  ground  for  presentment  and  trial.  If  sat- 
isfied of  his  innocency,  they  shall  make  report  accordingly ;  if  of  the 
sufficiency  of  ground  for  presentment  and  trial,  three  of  them  shall  pre- 
sent the  accused  for  trial,  according  to  the  Canon  in  such  case  made  and 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of  the 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  inquiry 
herein  provided  for,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  instituted  and  shall  proceed 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Presentment  and  Tried  of  Clergymen, 

Whenever  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  become  liable  to  *'  pre- 
sentment and  trial,"  the  Mode  of  Proceedings  shall  be  as. follows : 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  only  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addres- 
sed to  the  Bishop,  specifying,  with  reasonable  clearness  and  certainty,  the 
offence  or  offences  charged ;  such  presentment  to  be  made  by  a  majority 
of  the  Vestry  of  any  Parish  of  which  the  accused  is  or  has  been  a  Minu- 
ter, or  by  any  three  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  this 
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Dioeeae,  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Antbority  of  another  Diocese  or  Mission- 
ary District,  ia  case  of  an  offence  alleged  to  haye  been  committed  in  snch 
other  Diocese  or  Missionary  District.  If  presentment  be  made  by  ma- 
jority of  Vestry,  or  by  three  Presbyters,  they  shall  therein  pledge  them- 
fieWes  to  make  good  the  accusation. 

Sxc.  2.  No  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case,  for  any  offence 
alleged  to  haye  been  committed  more  than  two  years  before  the  date  of 
presentment. 

Sko.  3.  Such  presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charg- 
ed do  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  shall  dismuis 
it ;  otherwise,  he  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused, 
and  a  copy  to  be  filed  with  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  shall  also  ap- 
point some  Presbyter  as  Church  Advocate,  Vho  shall  conduct  the  trial 
and  prepare  the  necessary  papers  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  be  allowed  Proctors,  not  exceeding  two  in  number,  who 
shall  be  members  of  this  Church. 

Sic.  4.  Within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  copy  of  a  presentment,  the 
Slauding  Committee  shall  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  having  seats  in  the 
CoD7ention  of  this  Diocese,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
00  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select 
fi?e  of  them,  and  notify  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  of  such  se- 
leetion ;  and  if  he  shall  not  make  such  notification,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  select  five  of  them ;  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  or  any 
Dumber  of  them  not  less  than  three,  shall  form  a  Court  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused.  They  shall  convene  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn' from  time  to  time  and  from 
plaee  to  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  see  fit. 

Sec.  5.  Written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
meeting ;  and  in  such  notice  he  shall  be  cited  to  appear  and  plead  to  said 
presentment,  at  the  time  and  place  therein  mentioned. 

Sio.  6.  The  Presbyters  eonstituting  the  Court  shall  be  unconnected 
with  the  accused  by  consanguinity  or  affinity ;  and  after  the  organization 
of  the  Court,  before  any  further  proceedings,  they  shall  file  with  the  clerk 
s  declaration  in  writing,  that  they  have  not  prejudged  the  case  they  are 
aboat  to  try,  or  formed  or  expressed  any  such  opinion  as  to  the  facts  as 
may  influence  their  decision  :  Provided,  That  a  failure  to  file  such  de- 
claration within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  convening  of  the  Court  shall 
thereby  dissolve  said  Court,  and  proceedings  shall  be  forthwith  taken  to 
constitute  a  Court  in  accordance  with  the  Canon. 
Seo.  7.  The  Court,  after  its  organization  by  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
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dent,  may  appoint  one  or  more  members  of  the  legal  profession,  oonnruni- 
cants  of  this  Church,  to  be  its  Assessors,  who  may  be  present  at  all  of  its 
proceedings,  and  shall,  if  requested,  advise  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  upon  any  question  connected  with  the  trial,  on  which  au  opinion 
is  desired. 

Sbo.  8.  The  accused,  on  his  first  appearance  before  the  Court,  shall 
be  called  upon  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offenoc  or 
offences  charged  in  the  presentment ;  and  in  case  of  his  refusal  to  answer, 
plea  of  not  guilty  shall  be  entered  for  him. 

Seo.  9.  If  the  accused,  having  had  due  notice,  fail  to  appear  before 
the  Courts  it  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  it 
shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  to  another  day.  And  the  Court  may  report  the 
fact  of  his  failure  to  appear  to  the  Bishop,  who  may  thereupon  suspend 
him  from  the  ministry  for  contumacy ;  but  such  sentence  shall  be  reversed 
by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendir  months  from  the  date  thereof, 
the  accused  shall  apply  to  the  Bishop  for  trial ;  and  in  such  case  a  Court 
shall  be  selected  and  convened,  and  the  trial  proceed  as  provided  in  this 
Canon.  If  he  shall  not  apply  for  trial  within  three  months,  the  Bbhop 
may  pronounce  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry  for  contumacy. 

Seo.  10.  On  the  trial  the  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  of 
force  and  authority  in  all  Ecclesiastical  Courts  of  this  Diocese.  Either 
the  Church  Advocate  or  the  accused  may  take  depositions  of  witnesses 
whose  testimony  may  be  requisite,  and  whose  attendance  at  the  trial  can- 
not be  procured,  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  opposite 
party,  of  the  time  and  place  for  taking  such  testimony,  with  the  names  of 
the  witnesses  and  the  name  of  the  person  before  whom  the  testimony  is 
to  be  taken ;  which  notice  shall  contain  an  affidavit  that  the  attendance 
of  the  said  witnei<ses  cannot  be  procured  at  the  trial,  and  that  their  testi- 
mony is  requisite.  Both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  such  witnesses; 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  carefully  taken  down  in  writing 
and  signed  by  the  witnesses,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Examiner,  and 
enclosed  under  his  seal,  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  if  competent,  shall 
be  received  in  evidence. 

Sec.  11.  No  charge  shall  be  considered  as  established,  but  by  the  tes- 
timony of  two  witnesses,  or  one  witness  and  corroborating  circumstances. 

Sec.  12.  If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  himself 
guilty  on  the  presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  or  re- 
ceiving further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  to  the  Bishop 
its  opinion  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 
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Sec.  13.  The  Court  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  and 
the  defence  of  the  accused,  shal]  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the 
trial, declare  in  a  written  judgment  to  be  signed  by  the  members  thereof 
or  a  majority  of  them,  that  the  accused  is  guilty,  or  that  he  is  not  guilty, 
of  the  charges  laid  in  the  presentment  in  the  order  therein  set  forth ;  and 
if  gailtj,  what  punishment  should  be  inflicted  ;  which  judgment,  together 
with  the  evidence,  and  any  written  explanation  or  defence  made  by  the 
Accused,  shall  without  delay  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop ;  and  a  copy  of 
the  judgment,  and  of  the  evidence  if  desired,  shall  be  given  to  the  ac- 
eased. 

Sbc.  1-1.  If  the  Bishop  approve  the  punishment  so  declared,  he  shall 
give  sentence  accordingly ;  if  he  do  not  approve  it,  he  may  impose  such 
other  lesser  Canonical  punishment  £U)  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  15.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon 
the  accused,  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such 
time  and  in  such  convenient  church  as  he  may  designate,  which  church 
aball  for  that  occasion  be  open  to  such  as  choose  •  to  attend,  and  the  sen- 
tence shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop. 

Sic.  Id.  The  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it, 
may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be 
selected,  and  the  proceedings  conducted  in  accordance  with  this  Canon. 

Sec.  17.  In  the  case  of  any  presentment  for  the  offence  set  forth  in 
Clause,  2,  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest,  a  disavowal  or 
reDUQciation  thereof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  shall  operate  as  a 
stay  of  all  further  proceedings  on  such  presentment. 

Sec.  18.  The  service  of  all  notices  required  to  be  made  in  this  Canon, 
may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person  making  such  service. 

Sec.  19.  This  Canon  shall  apply  to  all  offences  committed  within  t<vo 
years  prior  to  its  enactment. 

CANON    X. 

Of  Persona  Repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion, 

When  a  person  who  has  been  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  ap- 
peal to  the  Bishop,  and  is  not  restored  by  him,  the  Bishop  may,  and  if  the 
person  repelled  demands  it,  shall  appoint  one  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese, 
aad  two  Laymen,  communicants  in  some  other  Parish  than  that  of  the 
person  repelled,  who  shall  make  inquiry  into  the  facts  of  the  case,  and 
shall  make  report  thereof  with  their  opinion  thereon,  to  the  Bishop,  who 
may  restore  the  person,  or  otherwise,  as  he  may  deem  proper. 
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CANON    XI. 

Of  Amendmenta, 

The  Canons  may  be  amended  in  the  following  manner  only  :  Amend- 
ments must  be  proposed  in  writing  to  the  Annual  Convention  at  least 
one  day  before  action  thereon,  and  be  referred  to,  and  reported  upon  by, 
a  standing  Committee  on  Canons ;  which  Committee  shall  be  constitnted 
and  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  Boles  of  Order  which  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

CANON    XII. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Diocese  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON    XIII. 

Of  Vacant  Parithet, 

Section  1.  The  Bishop,  in  concurrence  with  the  Deans  of  the  several 
Convocations,  shall  take  order  for  supplying  vacant  Parishes  or  Congre- 
gregations  with  occasional  services,  at  the  expense  of  the  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation so  supplied. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Wardens  thereof  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  forthwith.

FOR  CONDUCTING  THK  BU8INSSS  OF  THE  CONTENTION 

Of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 


I.  At  tbe  opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord's  Sapper  shall  be  ad* 
mioistered,  and  unless  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge,  a  ser- 
mon shall  be  preached  by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  him ;  and  on  every 
daj  of  the  session,  Morning  Prayer  shall  be  said. 

II.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended,  the 
Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  his  inabil- 
ity to  act,  by  the  President  or  senior  Presbyter  present  of  the  Standing 
Comaiittee. 

III.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or  in  his  absence,  some 
other  person  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the  officer  presiding,  shall 
then  call  the  names  of  the  Clergymen  who  are  declared  by  the  Bishop 
entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.  He  shall  also,  having  previously 
made  a  list  thereof,  call  the  names  of  all  the  Lay  Deputies  claiming  to 
represent  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  at  the  last  Convention,  who 
shall  have  furnished  him  with  Certificates  in  due  form  of  their  election 
to  this  Convention.  And  the  list  of  names  thus  made  by  him  shall  be 
prima  foKte  evidence  of  a  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  then,  if  necessary,  proceed  to  elect  a  President  jtto 
tempore  from  the  Presbyters  present. 

lY.  The  Convention  having  been  thus  organized,  the  first  business 
thereafter  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary.  The  Secretary  may  ap- 
point an  Assistant  Secretary. 

v.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  the  following  Eegular  Com- 
mittees: 

1.  On  the  Claims  of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of  three 
Clergymen. 

2.  On  the  Claims  of  Lay  Deputies  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
three  Laymen. 

3.  On  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  Union  with  the  Convention,  to  consist 
of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  three   Clergymen    and   two 
Laymen. 

5.  On  Canons,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen.  * 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 
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YI.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  these  Committees,  matter 
properly  referable  to  them  may  then  be  presented  for  reference ;  and  a 
report  from  either  of  the  first  two  Committees  shall  be  in  order  at  any 
time. 

YII.  Reports  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  to  be  presented  and  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table 
without  debate. 

YIIl.  Motions,  Notices,  and  Resolutions,  not  giving  rise  to  debate, 
shall  then  be  in  order. 

IX.  The  election  of  the  various  officers  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  shall 
be  as  follows  :  Nominations  shall  be  made  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first 
day  of  the  Session  of  the  Convention ;  tickets  shall  be  printed  with  all 
the  names  proposed,  and  the  election  shall  take  place  on  the  following 
day — the  voting  to  be  by  erasing  the  names  of  those  for  whom  the  m<)m- 
bers  do  not  wish  to  vote ;  but  the  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention  (Constit.,  Art.  IX,  Sec.  4)  shall  not  be  nominated,  nor  voted 
for  till  the  election  of  the  Deputies  shall  have  been  completed. 

X.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the 
Convention,  after  Daily  Morning  Prayer,  the  order  of  business,  which 
shall  not  be  departed  from  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  reading,  correcting  and  approving  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  absent  members,  and  entering  in  the  Journal  those 
who  appear. 

8.  Unfinished  Elections. 

4.  Reports  from  the  Regular  Committees  of  the  Convention. 

6.  Reports  from  Special  Committees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed 

0.  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  Notices.  Resolutions,  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

* 

XI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seoouded;  and 
when  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  it  is  voted  on  ] 
and  every  motion,  when  required,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

XIII.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

XIY.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  commit,  or  to  amend ;  and  the  sesevera  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  here  stated.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be 
in  order,  and  decided  without  debate. 

XY.   A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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XVT.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may 
require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair ;  or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count, 
require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the 
names  of  the  Clerical  members  and  the  Parishes  represented,  and  all 
votes  by  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Minutes. 

XVII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the 
game  session  without  an  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds,  nor  without  the 
motion  for  that  purpose  being  made. by  one  of  a  majority  on  the  prior 
decision ;  nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XYIII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  Convention  shall  meet  for 
Morning  prayer  at  9  o'clock,  immediately  after  which  it  shall  pro- 
ceed to  business;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon; 
and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  B  o'clock,  P.  M.:  Provided^  That  the  House 
shall  not  at  any  time  be  considered  as  adjourned,  without  a  vote  to  that 
effect. 

XIX.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  prepare  and 
present  to  the  Convention,  before  its  final  adjournment,  a  condensed 
report  and  tabular  statement  of  the  State  of  the  Church  within  the 
Diocese,  to  be  published  with  the  Journal.  And  for  this  purpose,  the 
Bishop's  Annual  Address,  and  all  Parochial  Reports,  shall  be  referred 
to  this  Committee :  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  such  reference  shall 
net  prevent  the  referring  of  any  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  to  a  special 
Committee. 

XX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention 
the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and 
approved,  after  which  the  Convention  shall  close  with  such  religious  ser- 
vices as  the  President  may  direct. 

XXI.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or 
rescinded,  without  one  day's  previous  notice  to  that  effect,  unless  by  au 
affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds. 

XXII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer, 
suhject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

XXIII.  On  all  elections  by  ballot  where  there  shall  be  a  failure  upon 
the  first  trial  to  elect,  the  balloting  shall  upon  the  second  trial  be 
confined  to  the  three  candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of 
votes ;  and  upon  a  failure  to  elect  upon  the  second  trial,  the  balloting 
shall  upon  the  third  trial  be  confined  to  the  two  candidates  who  received 
the  largest  number  of  votes  upon  the  second  trial.

St.  Paul's  Church,  Erie,  Pa., 

Wednesday,  June  12,  1872 — 10  a.m. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  a  number  of  Clergymen  and 
Lay  Deputies  attended  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Erie,  at  10  o'clock 
A.M.  Moniing  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Henry  S.  Getz,  and 
the  Rev.  W.  G.  W.  Lewis. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Brooke,  D.D., 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Allegheny,  after  which  the  Bishop 
admitted  to  the  Order  of  Priests  the  Rev.  Boyd  Vincent  and  the 
Rev.  Samuel  D.  McConnell,  a  number  of  the  clergy  assisting  in 
the  laying  on  of  hands.  The  Bishop  then  proceeded  with  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  John  F.  Spaulding,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Dr.

Reidved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  this  Dio- 
cese not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergymen  of  other  Dioceses, 
Gergymen  of  England  or  of  her  Colonies,  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  and  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  and  Students  of  Divinity  of  the  Church 
Dov  in  the  city,  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

Thereupon  the  Rev.  G.  M.  Skinner,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Lewistown,  N.  Y.,  was  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Burgwin  presented  the  charter  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Pittsburgh. 

Mr.  Spaulding  presented  the  charter  of  Cross  and  Crown  Par- 
ish, Erie,  and  the  charter  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Pittsburgh,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Mendenhall,  the  charter  of  St.  John's  Church,  West 
Brownsville,  all  of  which  charters  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Admission  of  Parishes.

That  the  list  of  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  as  given  by  the  Bishop,  is  correct. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  oftered  by  the  Rev.  W. 
G.  W.  Lewis,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  B.  B.  Vincent,  were  adopted 
unanimously : 

'  Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove  from  the  Church  Mili- 
tant, General  John  Dick,  deputy-elect  to  this  Convention,  from  Christ  Church, 
Meadville  ;  be  it  therefore 

Besolved,  That  we  bear  willing  testimony  to  his  character  as  a  devoted  and 
consistent  communicant  of  this  Church,  and  a  faithful  servant  of  Christ.  In 
him,  always  ready  to  assist  actively  in  the  furtherance  of  its  enterprises,  and 
liberal  in  his  aid,  the  Church  has  lost  a  true  friend,  and  the  community  of  bis 
parish  the  example  of  a  true  and  high-minded  Christian.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Preston  rose  to  explain  why  St.  Andrew's  Parish, 
Pittsburgh,  was  not  represented  in  the  Convention,  and  stated  that 
no  deputies  were  present  because  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether 
or  not  they  would  be  admitted,  in  consequence  of  the  unpaid 
assessment  of  1867. 

Mr.  E.  P.  Jones  thereupon  moved  that  all  unpaid  assessments 
upon  parishes  reported  on  pages*  123  and  124  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Convention  of  1871,  be  stricken  from  the  Treasurer's  books. 

Mr.  Burgwin  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  empowered  to  hear  all  complaints  of  parishes  in  reference 
to  unpaid  assessments  made  upon  them  previous  to  1868,  and 
report  to  this  Convention  ias  promptly  as  may  be,  upon  application 
by  the  parishes  in  question. 

Mr.  Golden  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  referring  the 
matter  to  a  special  committee  of  three,  to  report  to  this  Convention, 
with  leave  to  sit  until  next  Convention. 

Mr.  Burgwin  accepted  the  amendment  to  his  amendment,  and 
also  a  suggestion  by  Mr.  Hay  to  change  the  year  from  1868  to 
1869.    The  amendment,  as  thus  amended,  was  adopted.

We  eiuimined  the  charters  of  the  Church  of  the  Cross  and  Crown,  Erie ;  of  the 
Clmrch  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Pittsburgh  ;  of  All  Saints*  Church,  Pittsburgh, 
and  of  St  John's  Church,  West  Brownsville ;  and  find  that  the  said  charters  are 
inBubstantial  agreement  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  Diocese,  and  therefore  they  recommend  the  admission  of  the  said  parishes 
into  union  with  this  Convention.

The  report  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaulding,  the

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Brownsville ;  and  All  Saints'  Church,  Pittsburgh,  were  admitted  into* 
union  with  the  Convention. 

Mr.  Golden  having  dissented  from  the  report  in  reference  to  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Pittsburgh,  the  admission  of  that 
parish  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Burgwin,  made  the  order  of  the  day  * 
for  12  M.  to-morrow. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Address,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to 
read  the  following  letter  of  Dr.  G.  E.  Hare,  which  had  been  referred 
to  in  the  Bishop's  Address :

Dear  Sir  :  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  at  its  session 
last  week,  passed  a  preamble  and  resolutions  reciting  the  substance  of  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention  with  relation  to  Federate  Councils  or  Con- 
ventions, stating  the  fact  that  there  are  now,  within  the  limits  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  three  dioceses,  and  proceeding  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  that  steps  be  taken  by  this  Convention  to 
inaugurate  action  under  said  Canon  looking  to  the  formation  of  a  Federate 
Council  of  the  dioceses  above  named. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Dioceses  of  Pittsburgh  and  Central  Pennsylvania,  proposing  the 
formation  of  such  Federate  Council,  and  uniting  with  them  (agreeing  to 
such  a  measure)  in  arranging  the  preliminaries  which  shall  be  necessary  to  its 
consummation. 

Resoloed,  That  said  committee  report  its  proceedings  and  final  acts  to  the  next 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Under  these  resolutions  the  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Committee,

I  am  Instructed  by  this  committee  to  Invite  the  diocese  over  which  you 
preside,  to  unite  with  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  In  the  spirit  and  manner 
Indicated  in  the  above  resolutions.  I  need  scarcely  add  that  I  perform  this 
fraternal  duty  with  especial  pleasure.

The  Bishop  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  and  the  report  of  the  Ladies'  Prayer 
Book  Society.  By  request,  the  Secretary  read  the  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  reports  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burgwin,  the  letter  of  Dr.  Hare,  in  reference 
to  the  formation  of  a  Federate  Council  of  the  dioceses  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  same  subject,  were  referred  to  a  coraraittee  of  three,  to  report 
to  the  Convention  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  to-morrow.

Section  1.  A  Fund,  to  be  called  the  Christmas  Fund,  is  hereby  established, 
for  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  in  aid  of  which  a 
ooUection  is  hereby  directed  to  be  taken  in  each  Parish  on  Christmas  Day. 
This  Fund,  and  the  income  thereof,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  A  Fund,  to  be  called  the  Episcopal  Fund,  is  hereby  established  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  the  pres- 
ent Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  additions  and  contributions  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  made  thereto ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
clergyman  having  a  cure  within  this  Diocese  to  cause  a  collection  to  be  made 
in  his  parish  at  least  once  in  every  year,  for  the  increase  of  the  permanent 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese.

They  are  in 
dae  form,  except  that  the  last-named  does  not  certify  that  the  Deputies  have 
been  chosen  from  the  communicants  of  the  Parish ;  but,  as  your  Committee 
have  satisfied  themselves  that,  in  fact,  they  were  so  chosen,  we  report  in  favor 
of  admitting  the  Deputies  from  all  of  said  Parishes. 

There  being  in  attendance  at  the  Convention  none  of  the  Lay  Deputies 
chosen  by  the  Vestries  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Eittanning,  and  St.  John's  Church, 
Pittsburg^h,  motions  have  been  made  to  admit,  as  Deputies  from  these  Parishes, 
a  lay  member  of  each  who  is  here  present.

We  have,  however,  come  reluctantly  to  the  conclusion  that  such  action  by 
us  would  be  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  Art.  III.,  Sec.  8,  and  also  of  Canon 
2 ;  not  only  so,  but  would  be  a  palpable  invasion  of  the  rights  of  Vestries,  and 
the  establishment  of  a  very  dangerous  precedent.

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  hy  the  Convention  to  take  into 
consideration  the  suhject  of  the  delinquent  assessments  of  several  of  the 
Parishes  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  hear  and  consider  such  cases  and  causes  of 
complaint  as  might  he  hrought  to  their  notice  hy  the  Parishes  interested,  heg 
leave  to  report : 

That  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's,  Pittsburgh,  through  its  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Preston,  claims  that  the  earlier  assessments  upon  that  Parish  are  esteemed 
by  its  members  to  have  been  excessive,  and  that,  while  the  Parish  has  annually 
contributed  an  amount  fully  equal  to  their  assessments  for  the  year  1871-72, 
the  Parish  appears,  nevertheless,  delinquent  in  the  aggregate  amount  of 
$409  jV^,  from  which  they  ask  to  be  relieved. 

The  Committee  have  not  before  them  the  proper  financial  statistics  to 
enable  them  to  report  the  precise  amount  annually  paid  by  said  Parish ;  but, 
assuming  and  believing  the  facts  to  be  as  stated  by  the  Rector,  the  Committee 
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adyise  that  the  balance  appearing  to  be  dae  from  St.  Andrew's  Church;  Pitts- 
huigb,  anterior  to  the  year  1871-72,  be  cancelled. 

The  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Meadville,  asks  to  be  relieved  from  delin- 
qaent  aasessments  aggregating  $98 1^,  for  reasons  which  are  satisfactory  to 
the  Committee,  and  they  recommend  that  the  amount  be  cancelled. 

Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  also,  for  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Commit- 
tee, asks  to  be  relieved  of  assessments  amounting  to  $74,  and  the  Committee 
tdvise  that  this  amount  be  cancelled.

KEPORT : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  considered 
the  proposed  repeal  of  the  present  Canon  V.,  and  the  substitution  therefor  of 
a  Canon  establishing  the  Christmas  and  Episcopal  Funds,  and  recommend  the 
sftid  repeal,  and  the  adoption  of  the  following  as  Canon  V. : 

CANON  T. 

Of  the  Christmas  and  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Sectign  1.  A  fund,  to  be  called  the  Christmas  Fund,  is  hereby  established, 
(or  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  in  aid  of  which 
fund  a  collection  is  hereby  directed  to  be  taken  in  each  parish  on  Christmas 
Day.  This  fund,  and  the  income  thereof,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  A  fund,  to  be  called  the  Episcopal  Fund,  is  hereby  established  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  the  present 
Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  and  such  additions  or  contributions  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  made  thereto ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergy- 
min  having  a  cure  within  the  Diocese  to  cause  a  collection  to  be  made  in  bis 
parish  at  least  once  in  every  year,  for  the  increase  of  the  permanent  Episcopal 
Fund  of  the  Diocese.

2.  The  President  and  Secretary,  or  either  of  them,  are  authorized  to 
receive  any  money  for  the  Committee,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  any  requisite 
acknowledgment  or  acquittance  therefor ;  and  to  enter  satisfaction  upon  any 
proper  record,  of  any  mortgage  or  judgment  securing  the  same. 

8.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  at 
the  office  of  the  Secretary,  at  8  o'clock  p.m. 

4.  Special  meetings,  of  which  all  the  members  shall  be  notified,  may  be 
held  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  Secretary,  or  when  required  by  any  two 
members.    At  such  meetings  anyj)usinest  may  be  transacted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  the  Schedule  of  Assessments  for  the 
year  ending  May  31,  1873,  appended  to  the  report,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hay,  the  assessment  on  St.  John's  Church, 
Rouseville,  for  the  ensuing  year,  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, with  power  to  act. 

The  President  then  read  an  invitation  from  the  managers  of  the 
Burdett  Organ  Company  to  the  members  of  the  Convention  to 
visit  their  manufactory  this  day. 

Mr.  Burgwin  moved  that  the  invitation  be  cordially  received, 
and  that  the  Convention  avail  itself  of  the  same  at  such  hour  as 
may  be  convenient.     Adopted. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Hay  offered  the  following :

the  Convention,  with  the  directions  for  the  formation  of  a  Parish,  etc.,  and 
that  the  printing  of  such  matter  in  the  Journal  be  henceforth  dispensed  with  ; 
the  publication  to  inclu4e  ftlso  the  names  of  the  officers  of  the  different  Church 
institutions  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  Missionary  Map  of  the  Diocese. 

Pending  action  on  this  resolution,  the  hour  of  twelve  arrived, 
and  the  order  of  the  day  was  called  for. 

A  motion  to  postpone  the  order  of  the  day  was  made  and  lost. 

The  order  of  the  day,  namely,  the  consideration  of  the  admis- 
sion of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Pittsburgh,  into  union 
with  the  Convention,  was  then  taken  up,  when  Mr.  Burgwin  moved.

Mr.  Hay  called  up  the  resolution  offered  by  him  in  the  morning, 
directing  that  a  Special  Committee,  with  the  Secretary  as  Chairman, 
be  appointed  to  superintend  the  printing  of  a  book  containing  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  the  Constitution  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  a  Missionary  Map  of  the  Diocese,  and  other 
matter. 

The  resolution  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed,  as  the  Committee,  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Coster, 
the  Rev.  R.  C.  Caswall,  and  Mr.  Malcolm  Hay. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  R.  White,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion was  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  the  actual  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clergy  to  and  from  the  Convention. 

On  motion  Of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spaulding,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  to  consider  and  report 
to  the  next  Convention,  whether  it  is  expedient  to  insert  a  clause  or  section  in 
the  form  of  Charter  of  Parishes,  forbidding  vestries  to  charge  or  encumber 
any  Church  property  held  by  them,  or  to  alienate  the  same  from  the  uses  for 
which  it  is  held,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee. 

The  Chair  appointed,  as  the  Committee,  the  Rev.  John  Scar- 
borough, and  Messrs.  Malcolm  Hay  and  Elijah  Babbitt. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  tendered  to  the  Secretary 
and  the  Assistant  Secretary,  for  their  valuable  and  efficient  services. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  also  tendered  to  Mr.  Hay,  to 
Mr.  Van  Doren,  and  to  Mr.  Hill,  for  their  valuable  and  efficient  ser- 
vices as  Treasurers  of  the  respective  funds  under  their  charge  ;  and 
also  to  Mr.  T.  J.  Bigham,  for  his  exertions  in  effecting  arrangements 
with  the  railroads  for  the  transfer  of  members  to  and  from  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session,  which 
were  approved. 

The  Bishop  delivered  a  short  address,  then,  after  prayers  and 
the  Benediction,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

Brethren  Beloved^  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity : 

We  give  our  anited  thanks  to  God  that  this,  our  Seventh  Annual 
Convention,  meets  under  circumstances  and  conditions,  in  almost  every 
way,  so  full  of  comfort  and  encouragement. 

No  one  of  our  clergy  has  been  removed  during  the  year  by  death.  But 
one  is  disabled  by  physical  infirmity  from  doing  ministerial  work.  The 
several  aged  Presbyters,  whose  gray  hairs  we  heartily  honor,  are,  all  of 
them,  doing  much  active  service.  One  name  has  been  removed  from  the 
list  by  deposition,  after  resignation.  One  name  canonically  on  the  list  is 
that  of  a  Deacon  without  clerical  work,  the  Bishop  withholding  the 
consent  indicated  in  the  Canon  [6,  §  II.  Title  I.  ].  Four  clergymen  have  been 
disnussed  to  other  Dioceses;  nine  have  been  added,  five  of  these  by 
ordination,  and  four  by  admission  from  other  Dioceses.  Our  list  thus 
contains  now  fifty-three  names;  a  year  ago  the  number  was  forty-eight. 
Three  yet  on  the  list  have  actually  gone  elsewhere  to  work;  but  this 
number  will  be,  in  a  few  weeks,  more  than  made  up  by  ordinations,  and 
bj  admission  of  others  who  have  accepted  duty  in  the  Diocese.  Our  vacant 
points  are  becoming  few,  while  other  new  ones  are  opening  with  much 
promise.  The  statistics  of  work  done,  and  the  sure  indications  of  life  and 
zeal,  will  show  that  words  of  thanksgiving  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  of  mutual 
encouragement,  and  of  humble  joy,  may  this  year  be  peculiarly  opportune 
and  truthful. 

Most  of  the  points  of  our  work  have  been  carefully,  and  some  of  them 
repeatedly  visited  by  the  Bishop.  Visits  to  a  few  of  them,  postponed  from* 
reasons  of  my  private  duties,  or  of  their  profit,  will  be  made  soon  after 
this  Convention  adjourns. 

BUMMABT  OF   THfl  BISHOP's   ACTS. 

During  the  year  now  closed,  I  have  delivered  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  sermons,  and  one  hundred  and  eight  addresses,  and  read  the  service, 
wholly  or  in  part,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  times.  I  have  baptized 
fifty-one  infants  and  four  adults.     I  have  confirmed  four  hundred  and 
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seventeen  persons,  on  fifty-nine  occasions ;  have  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion seventy-one  times  in  public,  and  fifteen  times  in  private  to  the 
sick;  have  visited  and  catechised  Sunday  Schools  forty-four  times,  and 
met  Vestries  for  conference  eleven  times.  I  have  consecrated  five  churches, 
and  laid  three  comer-stones,  one  of  these  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  and 
another  of  them  by  the  kind  offices  of  the  Dean  of  the  Pittsburgh  Con- 
vocation. I  have  ordained  five  deacons  and  four  priests,  two  of  the  latter 
in  your  presence  here  to-day.  I  have  assented  to  the  consecration  of  two 
Bishops,  and  at  the  consecration  of  one  of  these — ^the  Bishop  of  Central 
Pennsylvania — I  was  one  of  the  Presenters  and  Consecrators.  I  have  met 
nine  times  with  the  Convocations  of  the  Diocese.  There  have  been,  in  all, 
ten  such  meetings  of  Convocations,  some  of  these,  joint  meetings  from  two 
or  more  districts.  I  have  attended  at  the  three  meetings  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  and  at  the  quite  frequent  meetings  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese.  I  have  given,  as  usual,  not  a  little  of  my  time  and  work  to 
the  Church  Schools  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  have  made  visits  and 
held  brief  services  in  the  Church  Home  there,  as  often  as  I  could  do  so. 
I  have  married  one  couple,  and  have  officiated  once  at  the  Churching  of  a 
devout  woman,  who  did,  as  all  devout  Churchwomen  ought  to  do  in  like 
case,  **give  hearty  thanks  unto  God  in  His  Church  for  safe  deliverance 
and  preservation  in  the  great  danger  of  childbirth."  I  have  officiated  at 
eleven  funerals.  There  are  fifteen  Lay  Readers  in  the  Diocese.  One  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders  has  been  tran§ferred  from  this  Diocese  to  Nebraska, 
and  one  new  one  admitted  here.  Five  have  been  ordained,  and  two  names 
have  been  withdrawn  by  my  advice.  One  new  name  added,  and  two 
others  now  applying,  hardly  equal  the  duty  of  this  Diocese.  When  we 
get  to  doing  more  for  the  education  of  our  sons  in  a  Diocesan  school  of 
high  grade,  we  will  see,  among  many  other  important  benefits,  the  increase 
of  Postulants  for  the  sacred  ministry,  from  our  own  homes.  Our  list  of 
candidates  has  now  three  for  Deacon^s,  and  five  for  Priest's  Orders ;  in  all, 
eight. 

I  have  received  and  recorded  the  notices  of  the  depositions  of  ten  (10) 
clergymen,  seven  (7)  Presbyters,  and  three  (3)  Deacons,  in  other  dioceses ; 
these,  with  the  one  deposed  in  this  Diocese,  make  the  sad,  though  probably 
not  unduly  large  number  of  eleven  (11),  out  of  our  whole  clergy-roll  of 
3,000  names.  Far  better  is  it  that  those  ministers  who  secularize  them- 
selves, or  who  are  disloyal  to  the  order  or  doctrine  of  the  Church,  or  who 
violate  the  pure  morals  of  the  Gospel,  should,  by  their  prompt  and  open 
removal,  cease  to  injure  or  dishonor  the  Church,  than  that,  from  any 
mistaken  hopes  or  indulgence  for  the  erring  individuals,  the  souls  whom 
we  are  set  to  guard  should  be  misled  or  offended. 

The  last  General  Convention  passed  a  Canon  of  Remission  of  Sentences 
of  Deposition.  The  safeguards  seemed  to  me  sufficient,  till  I  had  recently 
some  experience  of  the  very  possible  working  of  the  law,  in  a  case  in  which 
I  did  not  consent  to  the  remission,  but  in  which  it  was  easy  to  see  the  ways 
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in  which  the  remission,  which  the  new  canon  meant  to  make  difficult,  and 
indeed  possible  only  under  rare  circumstances,  is  expected  to  be  made 
easy  under  circumstances  which  may  readily  gather  around  any  such  case 
in  the  lapse  of  a  few  years.  The  ministry  is  too  great  a  trust  to  be  trifled 
with  by  the  man  ordained.  The  Churches  purity  and  honor,  and  her  duty 
to  her  people,  demand  a  hearty  consistency  and  fidelity  in  doctrine, 
worship  and  godliness  of  life,  in  all  who  are  to  bear  her  holy  offices. 

The  details  of  these  official  acts,  and  of  my  rarely  intermitted  round  of 
dnty,  I  will  print  in  the  Journal,  as  part  and  appendix  of  this  Address. 


THE   BEFOBTS  OF  THE  DIOCESAN   BOABD  OF  MISSIONS, 

of  the  Trustees  for  the  Diocese,  of  the  Female  Prayer  Book  Society,  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  merit  your  attention,  as 
read  here  and  as  printed  in  the  Journal.  These  agencies  of  the  Diocese  are 
efficiently  at  work. 

In  October  last,  I  sent  from  my  place  in  the  House  of  Bishops  a  request 
to  the  congregations  of  this  diocese  to  make  offerings  for  the  relief  of  the 
Bufferers  by  the  great  fire  in  Chicago ;  and  I  asked  Messrs.  Hay  and  Hill,  in 
Pittsburgh,  to  receive  and  transmit  any  such  offerings  that  might  be  sent 
to  them.  Their  report  of  such  offerings,  giving  $976.92  as  the  sum  total 
received  and  transmitted  by  them,  will  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  It  will, 
of  course,  not  include  the  many  other  contributions  of  Churchmen  then 
sent  to  Chicago  through  other  channels.

.*  Since  we  last  met,  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  has  been  a  second  time 

(liTided;and  the  diocese  newly  set  off  has  been  named  **  Central  Penn- 
sykania,'^  and  has,  as  its  Bishop,  one  who  has  long  been  well  known  and 
honored  among  Churchmen  in  and  out  of  this  State.  There  are,  thus,  now 
three  of  our  Dioceses  in  this  one  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  this  fact  led 
the  recent  Convention  of  that  one  of  the  three  Dioceses  which  retains  the 
original  name  of  the  whole — ^the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania — to  appoint  a 
Committee  of  Conference  to  meet  like  Committees,  if  appointed,  from  this 
iiocese  and  that  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  to  consider  the  subject  of  a 
''Federate  Council"  of  the  three  Dioceses.  It  will  be  only  courteous, 
I  presume,  to  meet  this  advance  promptly.  The  report  of  such  a  Com- 
mittee to  our  next  Convention  will  bring  the  whole  question  before  us 
then. 

ADVANCE3£ENT   SOCIETY. 

I  take  pleasure  in  announcing  that  *  *  The  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania  "  has  so  altered  its  constitution  as  to  make 
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all  the  Bishops  in  this  State  its  presidents,  and  to  provide  that  the  senior 
Bishop  present  at  any  meeting  is  to  preside.  I  have  learned  to  regard  that 
Society  with  much  affection  and  gratitude,  and  am  glad  to  have  this  official 
tie  to  it. 

I  also  lay  on  the  Secretary's  table,  for  distribution  among  the  clergy, 
the  By-laws,  etc.,  of  the  Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  the  Clergy  of  our  Church  in  this  State;  and  I  advise  the 
clergy  to  listen  heedfully  to  the  offers  thus  made.  The  benefit  pledged  by 
the  Corporation  is  measured  by  the  fixed  rates  of  insurance;  but  the 
performance  of  the  engagement  in  favor  of  the  bereaved  family  is  always  in 
a  very  generous  excess  beyond  the  obligation  defined  in  the  contract. 


THE  PROGRESS   OP  THE  CHURCH  IN.  THIS   DIOCESE. 

My  review  of  our  year  of  home  Diocesan  work  confirms  the  feeling  that 
has  grown  during  all  that  year,  as  I  have  gone  on  one  visitation  after 
another.  God  is  blessing  our  labors  mercifully  and  largely.  The  growth 
in  numbers  and  strength,  in  peace  and  unity,  in  earnest  religion  and  in 
fruitful  activity,  has  been  very  distinct.  Most  of  our  rectors  and  congre- 
gations love  and  promote  our  Diocesan  work ;  and  they  receive  their  reward 
in  the  increase  of  parish  zeal  and  love.  Gk>d  bless  them!  and  stir  the 
hearts  and  consciences  of  the  rest !  * 


MISSIONS. 

Our  Diocesan  Missions  have,  in  almost  all  cases,  been  very  fruitful. 
Witness  the  very  marked  success  of  the  year  just  past  at  Red  Bank,  Arm- 
strong County,  where  the  venerable  Dean  Hilton  has  gathered  a  flock  out 
of  a  community  chiefly  of  miners,  and  built  a  nice  little  clmrch,  now 
awaiting  consecration.  And  at  Conneautville,  Crawford  County,  where 
an  energetic  young  Missionary  has  swept  off  a  heavy  debt  from  the  church, 
and  won  its  consecration  and  his  own  ordination  as  a  Priest  on  the  same 
day,  by  a  ministry  which  is  building  up  the  congregations  there,  and  in 
Evansburg,  Stoneboro^  Mercer,  and  Albion.  And  at  Meyers'  Mills, 
Somerset  County,  where  the  faithful  beginning  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hartman  has  been  most  wisely  and  efliiciently  carried  on  by  his  successor ; 
till  now,  a  goodly  flock,  gathered  out  of  a  community  where  but  recently 
our  Church  was  quite  unknown,  and  a  very  becoming  church,  nearly 
finished,  and  soon,  I  trust,  to  be  free  from  a  small  debt  and  ready  for 
consecration,  tell  of  our  success  in  an  important  town,  where  our  regular 
work  began  since  our  last  Convention ;  and  where,  now,  we  have  a  vigorous 
young  church  as  the  centre  of  hopeful  missions  opening  to  us  all  through 
that  wealthy,    populous    and    fast    developing    Somerset    County,  —  till 

*  See  the  tabular  statement  for  this  year,  1872,  hi  comparison  with  the  like  table  a  year 
ago.    There  is  a  marked  increase  in  every  colomn. 
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recently  a  terra  incognita  to  this  Church.  And  at  Johnstown,  Cambria 
County,  the  second  in  size  of  the  centres  of  population  and  manufactures  in 
our  Diocese,  where  the  work  is  not  three  years  old,  and  where  the  failures 
of  eflforts  years  ago  had  left  hindrances  for  us,  we  •have  now  a  strong, 
growing,  though  yet  a  missionary  flock,  with  a  very  choice  church-site 
paid  for,  and  the  means  nearly  all  secured  for  the  church,  which  is  to  be 
built  at  once ;  need  enough,  however,  yet  remaining  to  be  met,  just  giving 
the  fair  chance  to  the  city  and  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  to  do  their  becoming 
share  in  supplementing  the  very  generous  help  given  by  friends  of  the  work 
in  Philadelphia,  and  the  offerings  (in  several  cases  very  remarkable  ones) 
of  the  people  for  and  among  whom  that  mission  was  planted.  The  result 
,  fully  justifies  the  wisdom  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Board  in  its  unusual 
outlay  in  starting  this  mission ;  and  the  Diocese  will  now,  I  trust,  cheer- 
fully complete  the  sum  required  for  building  the  church. 

In  Tidioute,  Warren  County,  we  have  now  a  congregation,  with  a 
church  nearly  built  and  paid  for,  and  a  settled  Rector,  where,  till  less  than 
a  year  ago,  the  Bishop^s  visits.  Lay  Reading,  and  the  occasional,  but  most 
helpful  ministries  of  the  Rector  at  Warren,  had  been  our  only  work.  At 
Stoneboro'  and  Mercer  (Mercer  County)  we  have  now  regular  services,  one 
Sunday  in  the  month.  We  have  secured  the  land  for  a  church  in  Stone- 
boro', and  we  ought,  this  summer,  to  put  the  mission-church  on  it. 
Mercer  has  long  had  in  it  some  very  earnest  Church-folk,  but  till  now  only 
infrequent  and  uncertain  services.  The  church  at  Sharon,  though  too 
long -vacant,  has  shown  much  life  and  zeal;  has  recently  paid  off  an 
oppressive  debt,  and  has  now  unencumbered  a  valuable  and  very  ample 
site  and  a  neat  chapel,  in  which  a  zealous  layman  keeps  up  a  good  Sunday 
School.  My  Sunday  there,  in  February,  was  a  very  busy  and  a  most  encour- 
aging day  to  me;  and  I  hope  soon  to  see  the  permanent  settlement  of 
a  minister  in  that  rapidly-growing  town. 

At  Smethport,  McKean  County,  my  recent  visit  (my  third  annual  one 
there)  was  so  full  of  joyful  reaping,  where  only  once  since  my  previous 
annual  visit  I  had  been  able  to  get  any  Sower  of  ours  to  go,  that  I  felt  as 
though  the  great,  loving  Husbandman  were  taking  us  into  a  field  white 
unto  the  harvest,  to  see  if  so  He  could  stir  this  Diocese  up  yet  far  more 
fully  to  her  blessed  task  for  Him.  Each  year  we  have  had  there  Baptisms 
of  infants  and  adults.  Confirmations,  and  Holy  Communion.  This  year, 
besides  such  Baptisms,  the  Confirmation  of  seven,  the  presence  of  nearly 
thirty  persons  at  the  Communion,  two  thirds  of  these  new  communicants 
of  our  own,  in  a  country  town  likely  soon  to  be  opened  to  new  population, 
seemed  to  make  a  case  for  prompt  effort.  I  therefore  asked  the  Rector  at 
Cony,  who  had,  in  this  visit  to  Smethport,  accompanied  inyself,  and  the 
Missionary  at  Johnstown  (my  faithful  and  very  acceptable  companion  and 
helper  in  not  a  few  of  my  missionary  journeys),  to  take  this  Smethport 
Mission  into  his-  special  charge ;  and  I  ask  now  that  Mr.  BelPs  calls  upon 
his  brethren,  for  work  and   other  aid  for  Smethport,  may  be  heard  as 
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rriim  myaelf,  and  surpaas  mj  calls  in  success.     I  am  rejoiced  to  see  jnst 
now  a  prospect  of  regular  mission  work  in  Smethport. 

I  could  go  on  and  tell  of  other  points  where  the  need  and  promise  are 
<;reat,  as  Northeast  and  Union  Citj,  in  Erie  County,  where  our  serricee  are 
iiciw  held  regularly ;  the  recent  rer;  rapid  and  inspiriting  growth  of  oar 
^'tiurches  in  Oil  Citj  and  Ronscville,  making  only  the  more  clear  tlie  call  to 
lii'ipn  work  in  other  and  yet  unoccupied  places  along  the  Allegheny  river 
:ind  south  of  Franklin ;  the  mission  at  Smicksburg,  Indiana  County,  where 
I  recently  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  little  church;  and  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  our  Bonthem  counties,  bidding  us  press  on  our  work  in  time  to 
iiiBet  the  calls  of  new  or  rerived  centres  of  population,  in  some  of  which 
]iromising  efforts  have  been  begun.  If  our  Diocesan  Misaionary  Treasury, 
could  at  once  receive  larger  resources,  if  it  go  on  increasing  in  the  ratio 
of  the  year  just  past,  I  could  hope,  with  the  young  clergy  whose  services  I 
;iiii  now  more  than  ever  before  obtaining,  to  occupy  places  which  invite 
w(irk,  with  an  earnestness  which  no  one  but  the  Bishop  has  any  chance  of 
estimating  fully.  I  must  atill  urge  on  the  Parish  Clergy  theb  duty  and 
privilege,  now  and  then,  to  go  off  from  their  special  cures  and  do  such 
more  distant  missionary  work  as  our  Convocation  services  bring  home  to 
their  hearts  and  consciences,  or  as  the  occasional  journeys  that  some  of 
those  good  pastors  make  with  their  Bishop,  commend  to  their  loving 
personal  interest.

On  Fcbtuory  1st,  1  had  the  great  joy  to  consecrate  in  Titnsville, 
''A.scension  Chapel,"  a  very  becoming  and  commodious  mission  church, 
tlie  gift  of  one  good  man  there,  who  thus,  out  of  his  gains,  did  a  good 
Krrvice  for  God  and  for  that  growing  city,  which  I  wish  that  others,  aa 
nlile,  would  do  for  other  towns  and  cities. 

A  free  mission  chapel,— how  great  a  blessing  to  many,  at  how  amall  a 
I'ost  to  the  giver!  In  the  suburbs  of  any  large  town,  or  in  some  little 
town — where,  as  in  several  places  in  which  your  Bishop  and  clergy 
minister,  our  people  are  laborers  for  their  daily  bread — how  often  might  a 
^.'(lod  rich  man's  Christian  heart  buy  a  priceless  joy  by  anch  a  decided  and 
complete  venture  of  noble  charity! 


The  forward  work  of  our  Church  in  this  now  rapidly-growing  city  of 
ICrie  ia  among  our  surest  instances  of  life  and  progress.  Three  flourishing 
luid  self-sustaining  churches,  and  four  or  five  missions,  in  a  city  where,  not 
long  ago,  there  was  but  one,  and  that  then  a  very  feeble  church ;  (his 
increase  l>eing  made  out  of  people  of  all  clas.'^cs  and  employments,  and  the 
direct  fniit,  not  only  of  a  faithful  pastorship,  but  also  of  the  zealous  labors 
of  devout  men  and  women,  and  of  earnest  young  folks,  who  find  snch 
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Church- work  anything  but  a  toil;  mm^  as  well  as  women  and  children, 
brought  by  loving,  patient  intercourse  into  the  Church's  care  and  com- 
munion;— ^these  are  facts,  here  in  our  sight,  and  for  our  joyful  recognition.

There  are  other  facts  of  like  significance  in  Pittsburgh. 

The  consecration  of  the  noble  new  Trinity  Church,  on  St.  Paul's  Day, 
was  an  event  in  which  the  whole  Diocese  very  heartily  and  justly  evinced  a 
i^reat  interest.  In  that  large  enterprise  a  wise  and  godly  munificence  had 
been  shown ;  and  the  magnificent,  homelike,  inspiriting  House  of  God  and 
of  His  people,  that  day  consecrated,  will  long  be,  as  it  is  and  has  been, 
•the  centre  and  source  of  generous  love  and  aid  to  the  Church  in  that  city, 
and  in  the  whole  Diocese.  The  presence  and  aid  in  that  solemn  service  of 
my  Right  Rev.  Brethren,  the  Venerable  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  the  then  just 
consecrated  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania;  the  assistance  of  a  former 
Rector  of  the  parish  as  the  Preacher ;  the  attendance  and  participation  of 
many  honored  and  beloved  brethren  from  a  distance,  and  the  very  earnest 
missionary  meetings  and  addresses  in  the  church  that  evening  and  the 
next  day,  made  those  consecration  services  full  to  overflowing  with 
comfort  and  edification  to  us  all. 

The  Pittsburgh  City  Missions,  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Philip's,  have  had 
this  year  very  encouraging  prosperity ;  but  the  Church  in  that  city  must 
yet  do  much  more  to  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  her  opportunities 
there.  Perhaps  it  is  only  wise  and  fair  to  say  that  the  fifteen  churches 
now  sustained  there  (four  of  these  begun  since  our  Diocese  was  formed, 
and  five  or  six  others  lifted,  since  then,  out  of  narrow  means  and  work, 
and  even  out  of  heavy  debt)  show,  many  of  them,  large  zeal,  and  give  sure 
signs  of  great  missionary  work  there  in  the  near  future.  ^Ido  believe ; 
and  in  that  confidence  I .  long  for  the  day  when  many  a  mission  chapel  or 
parish  church  will  occupy  spots  that  it  seems  sad  to  leave  vacant  now. 
It  is  most  true,  too,  that  most  of  the  churches  there,  large  and  small,  are 
now  doing  much  missionary  work  among  all  classes.  It  is  also  true  that 
not  more  than  one  third  of  those  churches  are  really  self-supporting ;  for 
the  rest  receive  aid,  in  one  form  or  another,  from  the  members  of  the 
stronger  parishes.  But  each  year  now  is  witnessing  marked  increase  in 
their  resources  and  energy.  May  God  speedily  enlarge  their  graces  of 
every  sort! 

THE  MI88IONABY  FUNDS. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  will  show 
a  very  fair  gain  upon  the  receipts  of  preceding  years ;  not  yet,  though, 
bcrease  enough  for  the  duty  to  be  done,  but  quite  enough  to  make  hope 
for  the  future  very  strong.  The  |5,000  pledged  at  our  last  convention  has 
been  received.* 


Tbe  ConTention  pledged  $10,000  for  the  comiog  year  187S-79. 
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Two  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollara  and  seTentj-five  cents  is,  to-dsj, 
the  balance  in  favor  of  the  good  cause ;  all  our  minBionariea  being  paid  np 
|3  July  iBt.  The  plana  for  the  next  year  give  token  that  such  balance  will 
not  remain  long  unnsed.  All  that  is  needed,  is  more  infonnation,  genenUy 
diffuaed  among  our  people,  on  thia  aabject. 


SIOCESAtJ  mTELUOKnCB. 

I  often  meet  earnest  Church  people  among  us,  who  know  little  more  of 
this  Diocese  than  if  they  lired  a  thousand  miles  out  of  it.  Their  own 
[lariah  concerns  engage  their  interest ;  they  meet  the  Bishop  most  cordially, 
liut  they  know  almost  nothing,  and  so  can  care  but  little  for  their  own 
Diocese.  Are  their  ministers  without  fault  in  this  !  To  make  this  Diocese 
really  known  and  cared  for  among  its  own  people,  I  asked  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Tolman  to  edit,  and  publish  four  timss  a  year,  the  little  Munonary  Paper 
that  has  now  sent  out  two  of  its  numbers  among  you.  Its  name,  "Our 
Diocese,"  tells  its  mind. 

It  is  already  a  success  every  way,  amply  paying  for  itself  at  twentj- 
live  cents  a  year.  The  only  criticism  I  have  beard  is,  that  such  a  paper, 
with  such  an  object,  ought  to  come  out  erery  month.  I  ask  the  clergy  to 
promote  its  circulation  and  reading,  to  write  news  articles  for  it  from  their 
own  parishes,  and  to  speak  of  it  often  among  their  people  as  a  means  of 
awakening  a  more  intelligent  snd  active  interest  in  our  work  as  a  Diocese. 

PBKPAKATIOK    FOB   CONFIRMATION. 

The  number  confirmed  this  past  year — four  hundred  and  seventeen — 
tliough  quite  equni  to  the  average  of  dioceses  generally — i.  «.,  one  tenth  of 
the  number  of  communicants — and  though  exceeding  last  year's  report, 
falls  short  of  the  returns  of  several  preceding  years.  There  may  be 
many  good  reasons.  My  constant  visitations  have  prevented  the  accumu- 
lations of  the  unconfirmed,  which  met  me  in  my  earlier  journeys.  And  I 
trust  and  think,  tim,  that  another  reason  is  the  greater  care  taken  by  the 
I'astors  of  souls,  not  to  offer  for  confirmation  any  but  those  truly  and 
thoroughly  resolved  to  be  Clirist's.  I  have  brought  (his  matter  up  in 
several  of  this  year's  Convocation  meetings,  and  I  am  glad  to  find  so  nearly 
vmiversal  a  regard  to  the  rule,  to  ntcerlain  from  each  per*im  atking  for 
raiytrmntivii  tlie  purpose  diKtinrtlij  formed,  to  come  to  the  Lm-Xt  Tail*,  at  tome 
early  day,  and  tt>  amtiiiue  ettai/fiutlg  in  that  dutp.  I  earnestly  counsel  the 
clergy,  not  only,  as  all  do,  to  instruct  the  candidates  that  it  is  part  of 
their  duty  and  vow  to  commune,  but  also  to  ascertain  the  distinct  recog- 
nition of  the  fact  from  each  person ;  and  then  let  every  pastor  keep  fresh 
ia  his  memory  and  very  near  his  heart  the  names  of  those  last  confirmed ; 
and  by  frequent,  intimate  counsel,  cherish  the  holy  principles  begun  or 
ijuickened  in  the  confirmation  and  the  first  commtmion. 
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DIOCE8AK  EDUCATION. 

While  recognizmg  with  much  thankfulness  the  proofs  of  life  among  us, 
mj  hope  revives  that,  out  of  this  general  missionary  growth,  there  will 
soon  come  the  creation  of  general  Diocesan  Institutions  of  education  and 
mercy.  I  must  repeat  my  earnest  reminder  to  men  of  means  and  of  far- 
seeing  generosity,  that  the  first,  greatest  need  of  this  Diocese  is  a  Church- 
school  of  high  character  for  our  boys,  and  a  like  school  for  our  girls. 
Oar  excellent  day-schools  in  Pittsburgh  supply,  in  part,  the  local  want 
there:  and  I  can  warmly  commend  Mrs.  Smythe^s  boarding-school  for 
girls,  at  New  Brighton.'"  It  is  not  the  whole  of  the  loss  or  risk,  that 
zum  our  sons  and  daughters  must  go,  as  only  a  few  can  afford  to  do,  far 
from  home  to  find  special  advantages;  and  that  thus  fewer  than  there 
ought  to  be  of  our  children  grow  up  well-educated,  and  that  many  of 
them,  going  elsewhere,  seek  education  under  estranging  religious  in- 
fluences; and  that  we  are  not,  as  we  might  be,  winning  the  way  for 
our  Church  in  among  others.  There  is  a  worse  evil  which  I  see  daily 
when  I  am  at  home, — ^the  daughters  and  sisters  of  our  Pittsburgh  Church- 
men (who  would  take  fright  at  a  new  musical  tone,  color,  or  gesture 
in  ehurch)  going  to  receive  lessons  in  languages  and  accomplishments 
from  teachers  who,  of  course,  do  as  they  (yught  to  do,  as  it  is  their 
aim  and  reward  to  be  enabled  to  do,  convey  Romanism,  lovingly  and 
elegantly,  into  unsuspecting  minds  and  hearts.  The  only  remedy  is,  that 
yon  supply  out  of  your  wealth  such  lessons  as  you  desire  or  accept  for 
your  families,  from  teachers  of  your  own  faith.  To  say  that  we  estimate 
reverently  our  pure  Church  worship  and  teachings,  and  dread  any  corrup- 
tion of  them,  and  yet  to  permit  those  we  love  and  are  responsible  for,  to 
pass  daily  under  strong  misleading  influences,  is  worse  than  inconsistency ; 
it  is  unfaithfulness  to  high  trust. 


PABISH  RBOISTEK8. 

Cases  are  not  uncommon  amongst  us  of  omission  or  deficiency  in  the 
records  of  parishes  and  missions.  The  careful  attention  of  Ministers  and 
Wardens  is  therefore  asked  to  the  requirements  of  our  Canons,  General  and 
Diocesan,  on  this  matter.  (See  Gen.  Dig.  Can.  Tit.  I.,  Canon  12,  Sec.  V., 
and  Dioc.  Can.  3.)  The  Rector  or  Minister  is  to  hold  the  Parish  Register 
and  make  full  records  in  it.  In  a  vacant  parish  this  duty  devolves  upon 
the  Senior  Warden.  Several  of  the  parochial  reports  this  year  show  that 
the  Parish  Register  must  be  deficient  in  its  facts.  Such  a  deficiency,  be- 
ades  being  a  disregard  of  law,  makes  real  hindrances  in  the  work  and  plans 
of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.

I  have  already  spoken  of  the  order  and  peace  of  our  Diocese.  For  Qiis, 
thanks  be  to  Qod  !  The  loving  coJUperation  I  meet  with  in  my  hearty 
efforts  to  maintain  both  order  and  peace  is  an  unspeakable  comfort  aori 
help  to  me.  I  exhort  the  clergy,  one  and  all,  to  cultivate  a  fall  and  cheer- 
ful conformity  to  the  Prayer  Book  ;  to  avoid  additions  as  well  as  omissions. 
The  insertion  of  other  sentences,  sung  or  said,  than  those  provided  in  the 
Offertory,  the  additions  of  anthems  or  worship  detainiTtg  the  eongrtgatim 
after  the  blessing  with  which  the  Prayer  Book  says  the  Priest  or  Bisho)) 
tAtUl  let  the  eimgregatiun  dfpnrt,  are  in  my  opinion  instances  of  disregard  for 
prescribed  order,  neither  needful  nor  wise.  They  are,  besides,  in  some  parts 
of  the  Church,  mode  the  precedent  and  escuse  for  some  very  objectionable 
additions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  separate  ose  of  the  distinct  services,  as 
the  Litauy  and  Holy  Communion,  as  well  aa  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer, 
each  by  itself  :  or  of  selections  of  prayers,  lessons  or  psalter  in  cottage  lec- 
tures, seem  tn  me  justifiable  and  advisable,  when  minister  and  people  alike 
see  and  feel  that  the  spirit  and  purpose  are  the  earnest  use  of  the  Prey«r 
Book,  not  any  escape  from  it.  In  this  way  I  do  myself  now,  as  for  man; 
years  past,  love  to  gather  together  such  of  my  brethren,  clergy  and  laity,  u 
wish  to  come  to  a  solemn  Communion  Service  on  the  evening  of  Hanndy- 
Thuraday  each  year.  It  is  quite  indisputable  that  such  a  service  at  that 
hour  of  that  memorable  day,  has  very  early  and  express  sanction  by  law  and 
by  use,  in  its  favor.  It  in,  too,  a  very  sober,  reasonable  and  comforting 
service  to  many  among  us  ;  only  such  as  find  it  to  be  so,  will  seek  it.  I 
may  add  that  now  and  then  in  my  journeys  I  come  to  a  vacant  mission,  or  to 
some  earnest  sonls  out  of  the  track  of  usual  supply,  where  only  an  evening 
service  can  be  held,  or  an  evening  congregation  be  had  on  a  week-day.  In 
such  rare  cases  I  do  not  hesitate  to  "  break  bread  "  to  a  destitute  little 
company,  as  St.  Paul  did  at  Troaa  (Acts,  xx.  7).  Of  couree,  wherever  the 
morning  congregation  and  service  can  be  held,  as  they  can  always  be  on 
theLord's  Day,  the  morning  Communion  is  the  mie.  There  are  some  other 
questions  connected  with  this  one  which  need  not  delay  us  here.  I  will 
only  suggest  that  the  American  Church,  i.e.,  Christ's  Church  planted  in 
America,  must  be — what  Christ's  Church  has  everywhere  and  always  made 
herself  to  be — a  Church  National  as  well  as  Catliolic  ;  nay,  she  so  shows 
herself  to  be  Catholic,  In  this  land,  in  these  days,  among  the  millions  of 
all  races  and  habits  that  meet  here,  the  Church  of  Christ,  bringing  her  true 
old  life  and  roots,  strikes  those  roots  deep  into  a  soil  she  never  met  before, 
and  spreads  out  her  branches  and  leaves  into  an  atmosphere  and  under  a 
sky  Just  the  like  of  whicli  she  has  not  often,  if  ever,  before  known.  8he 
will  find  this  land  a  rich  soil,  and  she  will  send  out  her  boughs  and  bear  am- 
ple fruits  ;  but  she  is  not  going  to  be  in  this  new  land  and  people  the  exact 
counterpart  of  herself  in  England  to-day,  or  in  mediieval  times  anywhere  ; 
nor  of  her  earlier,  or  even  her  earliest  days  anywhere.     She  will  make  her- 
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self,  unchanged  ever  in  life  and  principle,  an  American  Church,  and  her 
wise  members  American  Churchmen, 


THE  OE19EBAL  COTSmSSTTlGS. 

The  Oeneral  Convention  in  October  last  claims  special  notice  in  the 
Bishop's  Annual  Address.  The  fears  of  some  of  thfe  friends  of  the  Church, 
the  expectations  of  the  indifferent  or  hostile,  were,  as  usual,  disappointed. 
Peace,  harmony,  and  in  most  matters  effective  action,  marked  that  import- 
ant cooncil.  Our  American  Church  was  never  more  entirely  and  heartily 
imited  than  at  the  close  of  those  frank  and  full  conferences.  Others  may 
speak  of  the  House  of  Deputies  ;  my  testimony  to  you,  my  Brethren,  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  its  proceedings  and  spirit,  can  be  most  confident.  The 
oldest  Bishops  there  said  that  they  remembered  no  such  sessions,  as  full  as 
those  in  October  were,  of  thorough,  frank  discussion,  of  hearty  mutual  con- 
fidence, and  of  satisfactory,  effective  action.  There  were  hours  and  scenes 
in  that  House  of  Bishops  which  stirred  all  our  hearts  to  their  very  depths, 
and  which  left  memories  to  be  lovingly  and  gratefully  revived  in  that  world 
of  peace  and  truth  for  which  the  Church  on  earth  is  meant  to  prepare  us  all. 

Here  comes  in  meetly  the  due  record  among  us  of  the  decease  of  Bishop 
Davis,  of  South  Carolina,  on  December  2,  1871.  He  sat  with  us  in  the 
House  of  Bishops  in  October  last  so  often,  and  watched,  and  now  and  then 
shared  in  our  proceedings  with  such  interest  and  intelligence,  that  it  was 
hsfd  to  realize  that  he  was  quite  blind,  and  very  feeble.  It  was  to  us  all  a 
sight  of  rare  tenderness  and  meaning — the  preacher,  the  Bishop  of  Lich- 
field, then  noted  this — at  the  consecration  of  his  assistant  and  successor  in 
the  Episcopate,  when  the  aged  blind  man  rose  to  present,  and  then  to  lay 
hands  on  the  one  who  was,  sooner  than  any  one  could  then  expect,  to  take 
np  the  whole  work.  So  was  it  in  our  sessions  when  now  and  then,  though 
too  feeble  to  stand  up,  he  would  yet  speak  to  us  in  great  love  and  wisdom, 
and  with  unequalled  accuracy  and  logic,  on  some  deep  question  ;  and  his 
last  words  among  us,  on  the  day  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
gate  a  most  hopeful  view  of  the  results  reached,  and  a  confident  and  even 
ardent  prophecy  of  the  benefits  yet  to  come  from  what  he  more  than  once 
called  *'  this  great  Convention."  We  could  scarcely  have  more  enjoyed  his 
presence  and  counsel,  or  reverenced  the  aged  apostle  more,  if  we  had  fore- 
men that  five  weeks  from  that  day  when  we  parted  from  him,  he  was  to  be 
in  the  rest  and  light  of  Paradise. 

In  this  reference  to  the  General  Convention,  I  must  express  here  my 
own  regretful  conviction,  strengthened  by  observation  of  facts  since,  that 
the  failure  of  the  Convention  to  enact  some  laws  governing  the  Ritual  of 
the  Church,  was  a  serious  deficiency,  and  one  which  future  Conventions 
will  recognize  and  supply.  This  may  be  said,  while  the  fact  is  recognized 
that  the  result  in  October  last  came  about  in  ways  that  seemed  to  suggest 
that  men's  wisdom  and  purposes  were  not  meant  to  reach  the  conclusion 
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wliich  most  of  the  members  really  deaired.  The  fact  that  in  the  two  most 
significant  votes  in  the  House  of  Dejiutiea,  there  were  in  both  cases  Terr 
decided  numerical  majorities  of  each  order  in  favor  of  action,  but  that  the 
voting  bj  dioceses,  or  ercn  the  division  of  a  dioceae  by  the  brief  absence  of 
a  representative,  prevented  the  affirmative  conclusion,  made  ns  recognize 
the  intervention  of  Him  to  whom  we  cheerfully  commit  all  results.  Tet 
the  same  fact  shows  tliat  the  minda  of  the  large  majority,  in  both  Houses 
and  of  all  orders,  recognized  the  evil  of  lawleasness  and  the  need  of  legis- 
lation. I  say  all  this  the  more  freely  since  I  had  my  share  in  the  mistake 
made  in  not  preparing  auch  canons,  few  in  number  and  diatinct  in  principle 
and  in  their  requirements,  aa  would  have  made  it  easier  for  the  convictions 
of  men,  in  all  the  orders,  to  express  themaelves  in  legialation.  Had  such 
canons  been  digested  and  offered,  either  liy  the  preparatory  Committee  of 
the  Bishops,  or  by  the  Joint  Committee  during  the  session,  they  would  have 
been  passed  beyond  any  doubt.  But  the  discussion  was  wholesome.  It 
brought  out  the  sound  minds  of  the  Church,  and  so  gave  rebuke  and  check 
to  recognized  evils.  It  suggested  more  study  of  the  sources  and  principles 
of  Church  law,  as  a  proper  ijualiltcation  for  Church  legislators,  and  it  made 
it  very  evident  that  the  truth  and  order  of  the  Church  would  be  upheld 
against  innovation  from  any  side.  But  I  speak  now,  in  advance,  of  our  need 
of  such  legislation  touching  the  services  of  the  Church.  Our  American 
Church  left  out  some  of  these  laws,  still  in  force  in  the  Uother  Church,  and 
has  not  supplied  their  place.  No  Church  planted,  aa  ours  is,  in  a  land  full 
of  development,  can  continue  to  be  orderly  without  more  laws  than  we  yet 
have  on  our  Ritual.  We  do  not  need,  and  ought  not  to  have,  manj/  auch 
laws.  Freedom  and  diversity  are  desirable  and  wholesome.  But  our  ei- 
perience  shows  that  we  may  have  too  much  of  these  ;  that  lawlessness  and 
error  assert  their  right  to  a  place  among  us.  There  is  need  by  some  such 
action  that  our  Church  vindicate,  what  on  both  extremes  has  been  denied, 
her  right  and  power  to  control  her  own  services. 

H  the  responsibility  be,  once  and  again,  quite  devolved  on  the  Biahopii. 
then,  doubtless,  the  Bishops  will  meet  the  obligation  in  whatever  way  may 
he  lawful  and   right  ;  but  then  some  questions  may,  just  here,   he  fairly 

Do  the  Clergy  and  Luty  really  mean  that  the  full  responsibility 
and  right  in  auch  matters  l>elong  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  anil 
that  they  will  not  only  rejoice  in  the  wholesome  fffectt  of  his  action, 
but  that,  in  advance  and  along  the  way,  they  will  openly  share  and 
sustain  that  action  !  Is  it  quite  equitahle  to  leave  the  whole  of  such 
anxious  efiorts  to  an  officer  whose  right  and  power  in  the  premises 
are  apt,  in  ..the  actual  emergency,  to  evaporate  into  his  personal  in- 
fluence— as  they  are  sure,  whenever  put  into  actual  use,  to  elicit  the 
anxieties  that  men  always  feel  at  the  exercise  of  an  undefined  power, 
especially  if  this  be  in  such  directions  as  they  ma;  not  like  ?  Besides  thi.t 
point — of  the  fair  share  of  all  in  such  grave  perpleiities — may  there  not

be  danger  of  the  undue  increase  of  the  Episcopal  prerogative  ?  It  may 
grow  by  exercise,  and  by  successful  precedent,  perhaps  beyond  its  original 
measure,  probably  beyond  what  may  consist  with  the  good  of  a  Church  in 
which  all  orders  concur  in  making  and  obeying  wholesome  laws.  Or,  that 
office  may,  to  the  Church's  sore  damage,  lose  its  due  control  by  unsuccess- 
ful efforts  to  restrain  disorder.  Then,  too,  may  not  some  wise  laws  on 
Ritual  be  needed  to  protect  and  sanction  some  innocent  and  even  whole- 
some and  edifying  things,  nay,  some  that  our  services  imply  and  need, 
which,  yet,  uninformed  or  local  prejudice  may  now  condemn  and  prevent  ? 
Would  not  such  laws  enlarge  and  protect  the  freedom  of  our  services,  as 
well  as  guard  their  purity  ?  More  years  and  observation  will  doubtless  better 
prepare  us  for  such  legislation,  but  I  believe  they  will  also  convince  the 
Church  of  her  need  of  it ;  and  I  express  such  views  now  the  more  freely, 
because  our  history  as  a  Diocese,  and  our  present  exemption  from  any 
trouble  on  this  score,  make  the  question  to  us,  just  now,  one  of  general, 
not  of  any  narrow  interest. 


THE    **  DECLARATION  "   OF  THE  BISHOPS. 

Some  words  are  due  to  you  from  me  about  the  **  Declaration  "  of  the 
*^ opinion"  of  forty-eight  Bishops,  made  after  careful  deliberations  **in 
council,"  that  in  the  **  Offices  for  the  ministration  of  Baptism  of  Infants" 
^*The  word  ^Regenerate'  is  not  there  so  used  as  to  determine  that  a  moral 
change  in  the  subject  of  baptism  is  wrought  in  the  Sacrament." 

That  Declaration,  adopted  in  the  first  week  of  the  Convention,  accom- 
plished its  design,  in  reassuring  loyal  Churchmen  of  our  sympathy  with 
them  in  any  honest  anxieties,  and  in  making  quite  vain  any  effort  to  organ- 
ize elements  of .  dissent.  It  was  in  the  deliberations  with  regard  to  this 
action  of  the  Bishops  that  most  especially  we  believed  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  love  and  truth  moved  in  all  our  hearts.  The  best  proof  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  measure  is  to  be  seen  in  its  effect,  felt  at  once  and  ever  since.  There 
was  a  sore  iieed  to  be  relieved,  a  real  peril  to  be  averted.  No  charitable  or 
wise  man  among  us  could  ignore  either  that  need  or  that  peril.  Both 
were  fairly  met  by  that  Declaration.  With  great  care  it  was  made  to 
say  only  what  the  emergency  indicated  as  necessary.  No  full  defi- 
nition of  the  word  **  regenerate "  was  attempted,  nor  for  any  moment 
thought  of  by  any  one.  But,  one  mistake  in  its  use,  or  abuse,  spread- 
ding  widely  and  making  uneasiness  in  honest  minds,  and  affording  to  other 
minds  the  means  of  doing  mischief, — this  mistake  was  corrected,  as  in 
all  common  charity  and  in  all  common  sense  the  Bishops  were  in  duty 
bound  to  correct  it,  if  they  could.  The  mistake  was  that  tlie  Prayer  Book 
Uiughl  that  in  this  Sacrament  the  Infant,  in  fact, 'received  all  tJutt  and  just 
thai  change  which  the  Holy  Spirit  can  and  does  make  in  the  repenting  and 
believing  adult  ;  and  the  inference  from  this  mistake  was  actively  drawn 
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and  diligently  disseminated,  that  this  Church  does  not  hold  to  any  change 
save  that  which  the  baptized  Infant  may  and  does  undergo. 

Now  the  Bishops  were  quite  ready  to  speak  even  more  explicitly  than 
this  Declaration  does,  if  this  had  been  needed,  to  ^^  quiet  the  consciences 
of  sundry  members  of  the  Church.  '^    May  the  day  be  far  off,  when  the 
Fathers  of  this  Church  shall  have  hearts  hardened  against  any  of  the  fears 
or  distresses  of  their  spiritual  children  !     None  could  feel  more  than  we 
did,  that  such  a  Declaration  aught  not  to  be  needed  ;  that  no  mind  ought 
to  have  in  it  any  such  a  mistake  to  correct  ;  that  the  Declaration  was  to  us 
only  the  utterance  of  a  truism  in  theology,  which  no  man  ought  to  need  to 
hear  from  us.     Still,  if  any  brother  has  such  a  need,  has  any  fear  that  I  can 
allay,  I  will  and  I  do — as  who  fit  for  Christ's  loving  ministry  for  souls  does 
not  f — often  quiet  the  fear  by  reciting  again  and  again  the  very  alphabet  of 
our  teachings.     Brethren  who  themselves  had  no  such  need,  asked,  or 
rather — ^to  speak  more  accurately — ^welcomed    the  offer  of  our  help  in 
meeting  the  fears  of  some  dear  to  them,  and  as  dear  to  us,  for  we  are  all  one 
in  Christ  Jesus.     We  were  assured  that  the  carefully  limited  utterance  of 
the  Declaration  would,  a^  it  did^  suffice, — that  this  Church  does  not  deter- 
mine, by  using  the  debated  word  as  she  does,   that  a  moral  change  is 
wrought  in  an  infant  in  its  baptism.      Strange,  indeed,  that  anybody  could 
think  that  any  moral  change  is,  or  can  be,  wrought  in  an  infant !    But  if 
any  wiU  so  think  (or  will  imagine  that  others  think  it),  he  may  ;  only  the 
Prayer  Book  by  so  using  the  word   '* regenerate"  does  not  detebmi^e 
that  that  thowght  is  correct.     Another  man  may  think  otherwise,  and  he 
may  use  the  Church's  words  with  a  free  conscience  ;  she  has  not  determined 
against  him.     The  Opinion  does  not  even  allude  to  the  ^^  spiritual"  work 
done  by  the  Holy  Ghost  for  and  in  the  infant  in  Baptism. 

I  believe  that  every  one  of  our  Bishops  holds  and  teaches  the  work  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  in  every  ordinance  of  Christ.  To  confound  the  words  and 
the  ideas,  **  moral  "  and  **  spiritual,"  is  the  mistake  either  of  ignorance  as 
to  the  thoughts  and  terms  of  ethical  philosophy — the  science  of  man's 
nature  and  duty  as  a  son  of  God  made  in  his  Father's  image ; — or  else  it  i& 
the  worse  error  of  a  wilful  misconception  or  perversion  of  terms  clearly  and 
always  distinguished  in  that  sound  philosophy  which  must  always  underlie 
a  sound  theology.  Our  own  two  great  Moral  Philosophers,  Bishops  Sander- 
son and  Butler,*  may  fix  for  us  Anglican  Churchmen  the  meaning  of  the 
term  ^^moraV^  In  such  a  connection  as  that  in  which  the  Declaration  puts 
the  term,  it  can  refer  only  to  the  free  and  conscious  operations  of  the  con- 
science, will,  affections  and  reason  of  man.  It  declares  responsibility. 
The  term  *'  spiritual  "  has  another  and  very  different  reference.  It  points, to 
the  character  and  relations  of  the  human  spirit,  which  do  exist  and  which  may 
be  changed  by  God's  Spirit,  before  and  apart  from  any  responsible  moral 
change  or  action  ;  and  which  spiritual  character  and  relations  may,  surely,

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be  still  further  and  otherwise  enlarged  or  changed  when  the  conscience, 
will,  heart  and  reason  of  the  repenting^  believing,  loving  and  obeying  man 
seek  and  use  the  Holy  Spirit^s  grace.     If  men  will  not  take  well-known 
terms  in  their  fixed  sense  and  ase,  then  they  cannot  but  confuse  themselves 
and  others  ;  but  these  words  ^^  moral"  and  ^^  spiritual"  have  their  suffi- 
ciently clear  and  distinct  ideas.     The  ^^  moral  change  "  can  be  made  only 
in  and  by  the  man's  conscious  and  intelligent  submission  to  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  ''  spiritual  change  "  in  an  infant  (who  has  in  its  very  nature  and  at  its 
birth  a  spiritual  character  and  condition)  is  a  thing  possible  and  credible 
in  the  eyes  of  those  who  believe  in  an  All-holy,  All-loving,  Almighty  Spirit 
of  God.    That  mobal  change  in  the  adult  is  absolutely  indispensable  to  his 
salvation.     It  is  impossible  in  the  mere  infant,  and,  therefore,  of  course,  it 
\s  not,  in  his  case,  needed.    Neither  change  makes  the  other  needless.    The 
baptized  infant  is  God's  son,   and  shall  surely  be  saved  if  he  die  in  his 
infancy.     The  impenitent,  unbelieving,   unrenewed  adult,  if  he  die  in  his 
sin,  shall  be  lost,  whether  baptized  as  a  son  or  not.      The  adult  being  bap- 
tized, and  repenting  and  believing,  shall  be  saved.     He  that  believeth  and 
U  baptized,  shall  be  saved ;  he  that  disbelieveth,  shall  be  condemned.    His 
disbelief  shuts  out  even  the  mention  of  his  baptism,   since  that  disbeliever 
only  rejects  or  abuses  the  sacrament  to  his  increased  guilt.     To  the  infant 
incapable  of  moral  ctetion  (and,  as  I  would  add,  of  moral  change\  the  Holy 
Ghost  gives  such  graces  of  character  and  relations  as  in  His  infinite  wisdom 
and  power  He  wills  and  makes  to  be  possible.     This  is  a  spiritual  change, 
full  of  a  mercy  and  grace  which  none  of  us  can  define  or  limit.     But  it  is 
not  a  MOBAL  change,  which  can    come — still  only  and  always  from  the 
Holy  Spirit — but,  also,  only  in  the  conscious  choice  and  action  of  the  adult ; 
and  without  this  moral  change  in  the  adult,  this  renewal  and  conversion  to 
God,  he  cannot  reach  the  salvation  pledged  to  God's  true  sons. 

I  must  add  here  that  a  need  for  this  Declaration  has  been  exhibited 
since  it  was  issued,  which  I  had  not  quite  foreseen,  which  I  certainly  had 
not  realized  as  I  have  done  of  late  ;  the  need  of  some,  it  is  to  be  hoped  not 
very  many,  to  learn  that  the  spiritual  regeneration  held  by  this  Church  is  a 
grace  not  contradictory  to  the  very  principles  of  our  nature,  that  it  does  not 
dispense  with,  but  pledges  and  demands  the  moral  change  ;  that  it  is  not 
an  cpu$  operatum  in  a  way  so  nearly  physical,  or  even  mechanical,  as  to 
suggest,  not  scientific  Komish  theory,  but  practical  Romish  error.  Men 
ought  to  remember  that  the  Holy  Spirit  works  upon  and  in  the  human 
spirits,  whom  He  made  in  His  own  likeness,  according  to  the  nature  and 
laws  of  His  own  Being  and  of  their  being.  May  the  charity  abound  among 
us  which  will  teach  patiently  and  explicitly,  and  with  a  tenderness  quick- 
ened by  reverence  and  intelligence  I  And  may  that  faith  abound  which 
will  believe  what  the  Spirit  says,  and  leave  the  mysteries  of  grace  safe  in 
His  own  wisdom  and  power  I 
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THE  PAHTOHAL  LBTTBB. 

The  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  BishopH  has  begun  its  work  well.  No  such 
rminscl  and  monition  was  ever  more  carefully  prepared  or  more  thoroaghl; 
nnd  generally  discussed  in  the  House  of  Bishops  ;  no  other,  probably,  so 
thorouglily  or  generally.  It  was  meant  to  meet  the  necessities  of  onr 
Ctiurch  tihday ;  and  every  Bishop  scanned  every  sentence  and  secured  the 
expression  of  hia  own  convictions  \  and  then  the  Letter  was  adopted  by  a 
hrarty,  uiuminunu  role.  Such  unanimity  was  itself  answer  and  rebuke  to 
to  the  expectations  of  conflict  among  us,  or  in  the  Church;  and  it  also 
ought  to  give  the  greater  weight  to  a  teaching  thus  sent  to  you  all,  Breth- 
ren, Clerical  and  Lay.  The  Canon  makes  it  the  duty  of  every  clergyman 
having  a  pastoral  charge  to  read  the  Pastoral  Letter  to  his  congregation  on 
some  occasion  of  public  worship,  I  trust  that  you  all,  my  Beverend  Breth- 
ren, have  so  read  that  Letter,  and  that  you  all,  my  Lay  Brethren,  have  so 
heard  it, — the  whole  Letter  read  in  a  full  Sunday  congregation.  And  if  the 
lessons  of  that  Pastoral  were  made  the  topics  of  some  sermons,  and  the 
Htudy  in  private  of  our  reading  Church-folk,  intelligence  and  soundness  in 
iiur  doctrines,  and  warm  confidence  and  loyalty  toward  the  Church  and 
her  Prayer  Book,  would  grow  among  us. 


E  AND  ZEAL  OP  THE  CHORCH 

were,  we  may  believe,  greatly  quickened  in  the  General  Convention  and 
the  cdncurring  meetings  and  services  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  It  was  the 
Jubilee  year  of  our  Church's  organized  missionary  work.  The  Bishop  of 
Lichfield  was  among  us,  with  a  voice  of  manly  vigor  and  love  that  braced 
and  warmed  us  all.  There  were  in  him  and  Jn  his  godly  words  the  fresh- 
ness of  the  isles  of  the  sea,  where  he  had  so  long  and  earnestly  labored  ; 
and,  too,  the  gravity  and  authority  of  the  old  Churcli,  from  one  of  whose 
Cathedrals  he  bad  just  come.  His  presence  and  counsel,  and  those  of  the 
Bishop  of  Nassau,  and  of  a  goodly  number  of  English  Presbyters,  were  a 
profit  and  joy  to  us  all.  May  the  hope  then  cherished  of  a  greatly  quick- 
ened life  and  growth  of  missionary  zeal  among  us,  be  fully  accomplished  I 
May  this  Diocese  be  among  the  foremost  in  love  and  action  for  the  trhol* 
Church  and  her  whole  work,  at  lu/me  and  abroad  !  And,  O  Brethren  Be- 
loved, do  you  thus  love  and  trust  your  Church  and  her  lessons  and  agencies. 
Bu  will  you  the  most  surely  and  abundantly  do  great  good  and  have  great 
peace  and  joy  in  your  day  and  generation.  80  will  you  the  best  please  Him 
who  gives  you  of  His  work  to  do.  And  so  will  you  the  most  surely  get  near 
to  Him,  and  know  and  love  Him  who  is  the  Head  over  all  things  to  the 
Churcli,  which  is  Hb  Body,  the  fulness  of  Him  that  Slleth  all  in  all.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Pittsburgh,  June  1, 1872. 

It  affords  pleasure  to  the  Board  of  Missions  in  presenting  this  their  seventh 
Annual  Report,  to  bear  testimony  to  the  continued  zeal,  diligence,  and  self- 
denying  labors  of  its  Missionaries,  and  to  the  earnest  cooperation  of  the 
CTiurch'8  members  at  many  of  the  stations  occupied  by  the  agents  of  the  Board 
in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese.  The  proofs  of  this  are  seen  in  the  augmented 
nambera,  in  the  increased  interest  and  heartiness  manifested  in  the  services, 
and  in  the  pecuniary  sacrifices  made  in  so  many  instances  to  build  or  beautify 
charch  edifices. 

Such  instances  are  met  with  throughout  the  Diocese,  as  a  few  extracts  from 
the  reports  of  Missionaries  will  testify.  The  materials  for  such  extracts  are 
tbondant,  and  the  difficulty  is  to  avoid  injustice  in  making  selections  where  all 
the  reports  are  interesting  and  valuable. 

To  begin  with  the  Erie  Convocation,  a  Missionary  writes : 

"  My  stations  at  present  number  five.  One  of  these  is  ten  miles  north  of  my 
borne,  and  one  thirteen  miles  south ;  another  is  thirty-six  miles,  and  yet  an- 
other forty-one  miles  south.  All  these  have  to  be  reached  by  turnpike  roads, 
DO  railroads  being  available.  At  my  principal  station  last  year  there  was  a 
debt  on  the  church  edifice  of  $1,700,  and  we  had  neither  melodeon  nor  font. 
The  melodeon  cost  $150,  and  the  font  $45.  These,  added  to  the  debt,  made  the 
amount  |1,900,  all  of  which  has  been  raised  and  paid  over,  and  the  church  has 
been  consecrated.  During  the  year  twelve  have  been  confirmed,  and  our  list  of 
communicants  now  numbers  thirty-four. 

"  My  salary,  for  half  my  time,  has  been  $400.  I  needed  and  asked  an  increase. 
My  application  was  carefully  and  kindly  considered,  but  could  not  at  present 
be  granted,  because  so  much  had  been  raised  for  other  purposes.  I  was,  there- 
fore, content  to  waive  my  claim.  On  the  whole,  the  Church  is  doing  well,  and 
its  influence  is  being  felt  in  the  community. 

"  Ten  miles  north  of  this,  I  hold  an  afternoon  service  once  in  two  weeks, 
jk  tnd  visit  the  place  every  fortnight  to  practise  music  with  the  choir.    We  have 

a  good  melodeon.    During  twenty-five  years  no  religious  services  had  been  held 
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in  this  place,  where  there  is  one  place  of  worship.  The  people  are  poor,  and 
most  of  them  in  deht,  so  that  I  have  received  from  them  no  pecuniary  recom- 
pense. I  hope,  however,  in  the  course  of  time,  to  build  a  house  of  worship 
here.    So  far,  the  work  is  going  on  well,  and  I  mean  to  continue  it. 

"  Thirteen  miles  south  I  hold  service  every  two  weeks,  and  consider  the 
place  well  worth  looking  after.  I  have  but  thirteen  small  Prayer  Books,  and 
need  thirty  more. 

"  At  a  town  thirty-six  miles  south  we  have  a  lot  314x100  feet,  on  which  we 
must  soon  build  a  church.  $375  have  been  promised  toward  it,  and  ere  this  I 
should  have  been  out  soliciting  help  from  abroad,  but  liod  no  capitai  ;  i.  e,,  no 
means  to  meet  the  necessary  travelling  expenses.  $41.20  is  all  I  have  received 
for  my  services  here  thus  far. 

"  At  another  point,  forty -one  miles  from  home,  twice  a  month,  we  meet  for 
worship  in  the  Congregational  Cliurch,  where  we  usually  have  a  large  and 
attentive  audience.  We  possess  a  melodeon,  a  communion  set,  a  surplice,  and 
a  parish  register.  I  consider  the  prospect  for  the  Cliurch  here  a  good  one,  but 
a  lot  ought  to  be  secured  before  the  value  of  the  land  increases  too  much." 

The  writer  adds,  that  he  respectfully  suggests  to  the  Board  a  consideration 
of  the  large  expense  incurred  by  him  in  prosecuting  his  mission  over  so  large  a 
space. 

Another  Missionary  of  the  same  Convocation  writes : 

"  I  hold  services  at  the  place  where  I  reside  three  Sundays  out  of  four,  on 
one  week  day,  and  on  the  holy  days.  Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  church 
building,  costing  about  $1,000,  and  the  people  have  pledged  themselves  to 
raise  $650  a  year  toward  the  salary  of  the  Missionary.  The  interest  in  the 
services  is  steadily  increasing." 

Now,  all  this  refers  to  a  parish  which  for  some  years  was  considered  abso- 
lutely dead,  and  for  which  there  would  have  been  no  hope,  but  for  the  helping 
hand  held  out  by  your  Board.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Missionary  minis- 
ters, every  fourth  Sunday  and  every  alternate  Sunday  afternoon,  at  a  distant  point, 
where  there  is  an  average  attendance  of  fifty  persons,  mostly  men,  who  mani- 
fest considerable  interest  in  the  services.  The  place  contains  a  population  of 
2,500,  which  is  fast  increasing.    The  work  is  interesting  and  important. 

In  an  adjoining  county  a  church  has  been  built,  and  nearly  paid  for,  by  the 
self-denying  labors  of  a  young  lady,  who  has  devoted  the  proceeds  of  her  work 
as  a  teacher  to  this  praiseworthy  object. 

In  the  same  county,  a  gentleman  opened  a  Sunday  school,  and  becoming 
increasingly  interested  in  the  work,  at  his  own  cost  built  a  chapel,  which  has 
been  consecrated,  and  a  Missionary  apix>inted,  who  is  ministering  usefully  and 
acceptably  among  a  population  where  such  efforts  were  mudi  needed. 

From  the  Eittanning  Convocation,  a  missionary  writes : 

"  The  reason  why  so  few  public  services  were  held  in  this  Mission,  was 
owing  to  the  discomforts  of  the  old  school-house  in  which  we  worshipped. 
These  were  so  great  in  the  winter,  that  we  were  obliged  to  suspend  our  services 
altogether.  But  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  our  circumstances  have  now 
much  improved.  Since  Easter-day  we  have  occupied  our  neat  and  com- 
fortable chapel,  where  we  hold  service  every  other  Sunday.  Our  prospects 
are  very  flattering  indeed,  for  at  every  service  the  chapel  has  been  filled. 
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—often  crowded.  Oar  little  chapel,  complete  in  its  arrangements,  seats 
comfortably  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons.  Including  its  furniture,  it  has 
cost  a  little  over  $1,200,  which  is  all  paid !  The  friends  who  have  aided  us  in 
this  enterprise  have  our  warmest  gratitude." 

A  similar  work  is  going  forward  in  the  Brownsville  Convocation.  One  of 
the  oldest  parish  churches  in  the  Diocese  has,  through  the  untiring  and  self- 
denying  efforts  of  the  young  clergyman  in  charge,  been  thoroughly  repaired, 
renoTated,  and  beautified,  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,000.    Its  Rector  writes : 

"  The  Church  here  has  brighter  prospects  than  ever  before ;  the  population  is 
increasing,  the  resources  of  the  neighborhood  are  being  developed,  and  a  spirit 
of  improvement  is  springing  up  among  the  people  generally." 

He  further  states  that  he  has  found  Church-people  scattered  through  the 
Qoontiy  for  miles  around,  to  whom  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  services  of 
the  Chnrdi  for  a  time.  To  these  he  has  ministered  in  school-houses  and  else- 
where, and  baptized  the  children. 

In  a  laige  manufacturing  town  in  the  same  Convocation,  eligible  building 
lots  have  been  secured  at  a  cost  of  $2,400,  and  about  $5,000  raised  toward  the 
erection  of  a  church,  which  will  cost  at  least  $8,000.  There  is  already  a  flour- 
ishing Sunday  school  of  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  children,  and  between 
twenty  and  thirty  communicants.  The  congregation  worship,  at  present,  in  a 
hall  fitted  up  for  the  purpose,  but  they  joyfully  anticipate  the  time  when  the 
Lord's  house  shall  be  finished,  and  they  shall  celebrate  His  praise  in  a  building 
wholly  consecrated  to  His  service. 

And  in  yet  another  growing  town  within  the  same  ecclesiastical  district,  a 
neat  and  commodious  church  is  nearly  completed,  and  Will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pation daring  the  coming  month.  There  is  now  a  Sunday  school  and  fifteen 
oommanicants,  where  but  three  years  ago  the  Church  was  totally  unknown. 

The  Missionary  who  ministers  here  and  at  two  other  stations,  writes  respect- 
ing this  one : 

"  We  worship  at  present  in  a  hall.  The  morning  congregation  averages 
about  fifty,  the  evening  congregation  seventy  or  seventy-five.  We  use  the 
entire  service,  and,  with  the  aid  of  suitable  directions,  secure  a  pretty  full 
response.  Prejudice  against  the  Church's  Prayer  Book  is  giving  way,  and 
wmething  like  interest  and  liking  taking  its  place.  $700  have  been  raised  by 
the  congregation,  and  $200  more  by  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Society.  The  progress 
of  the  Church  here  has  been  most  gratifying  and  encouraging." 

The  Allegheny  Convocation  contains  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny, 
where,  in  addition  to  the  unwonted  outlays  in  the  building  or  enlarging  of 
costly  churches,  the  work  of  City  Missions  has  been  steadily  prosecuted,  while 
most  of  the  congregations  are  also  in  full  sympathy  with  the  operations  of  the 
Board  in  the  general  mission  work  of  the  Diocese. 

In  the  suburban  districts,  several  chapels  have  already  been  erected  and 
occapied  ;  and  lots  have  been  secured  on  which  others  will  be  built  ere  long. 
In  each  of  these  may  be  seen  the  nucleus  of  a  self-supporting  parish  in  the 
not  dittarU  fiUure.  These  enterprises  are  the  more  noteworthy,  inasmuch  as 
that  those  who  take  the  greatest  share  in  them  are  also  Interested  in  the  main- 
tenance and  prosperity  of  the  older  and  larger  churches  in  the  cities. 
.    In  an  'interesting  town,  a  few  miles Vromj^Pittsburgh,  where  a  Missionary 
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has  been  laboring  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  the  corner-stone  of  a  new 
church  has  recently  been  laid  under  favorable  auspices,  and  it  is  confidently 
expected  that  very  soon  a  neat  and  inexpensive  edifice  will  be  reared  for  the 
accommodation  of  a  plain  but  earnest  congregation. 

A  careful  and  candid  review  of  the  condition  of  the  whole  field  committed 
to  their  care,  enables  the  Board  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  While  with 
ampler  means  more  ground  might  have  been  occupied,  it  yet  feels  honored  in 
the  consciousness  that  it  has  been,  in  the  hands  of  God,  the  instrument  of 
planting  and  nourishing  many  a  feeble  parish,  where,  but  for  its  fostering  care, 
the  Church's  teaching  and  ordinances  could  not  have  been  enjoyed. 

The  machinery  of  the  Board  is  simple  and  inexpensive.  None  of  its  officers 
are  paid.  All  of  the  funds  that  are  entrusted  to  its  care  are  carefully  and  con- 
scientiously expended  for  the  sole  purpose  for  which  they  were  contributed. 
The  Board  desires  the  fullest  investigation  of  its  affairs.  It  has  nothing  to 
conceal.  And  while  this  is  the  case,  it  confidently  asks  that  its  means  of  use- 
fulness be  continued  and  augmented.  During  the  paet  year,  including  $83.75 
for  Building  Fund,  $5,000  were  collectcjd,  of  which  $4,717.25  were  expended. 
But  this  sum  would  have  been  inadequate  had  all  the  stations  been  supplied 
with  missionaries,  as  the  Board  hoped  they  would  be.  Only  by  a  stem  neces- 
sity have  any  stations  been  left  vacant  for  any  length  of  time. 

After  a  very  careful  review  of  the  past,  and  a  very  deliberate  survey  of  the 
present  needs  of  the  Diocese,  the  Board  has  appropriated  $6,000  for  the  Missions 
of  the  present  year.  Every  dollar  of  this  will  be  needed  if  the  work  of  the 
Board  is  not  to  be  curtailed.    Shall  it  not  be  forthcoming  ? 

The  Missionaries  are  faithful,  earnest,  self-denying  men,  and  give  freely  of 
their  best  to  advance  the  cause  which  lies  nearest  their  hearts.  Shall  they  be 
sustained  ? 

Fifteen  are  already  in  the  field,  occupying  more  than  twice  as  many 
stations.  Several  most  promising  openings,  where  the  Church's  ministrations 
are  earnestly  desired,  are  pressing  their  claims  upon  the  attention  of  your 
Board.    Shall  their  desire  be  granted  ? 

The  Bishop  hopes  to  appoint  several  additional  Missionaries  during  the 
coming  year,  and  looks  to  you  for  your  countenance  and  help  in  so  doing. 
Shall  they  not  be  generously  and  heartily  given  ? 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  oldest  Missionaries  of  the  Board  has  been 
obliged,  through  failing  health,  to  discontinue  his  labors  and  resign  his  position. 
His  place  must  be  supplied,  and  the  work  must  go  on. 

But  his  case  should  remind  us  all  of  the  words  of  our  dear  Master  and 
Lord,  "  Work  while  it  is  called  to-day,  for  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can 
work."  It  is  a  cheering  fact  that,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  the  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese  have  contributed,  during  the  past  year,  toward  the  carrying  forward 
of  the  work  entrusted  to  the  Board ;  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  Par- 
ishes which  have  already  contributed  will  increase  their  contributions,  and  that 
those  which  have  not  yet  contributed  will  no  longer  deny  themselves  the  privi- 
lege of  becoming  co-workers  with  God  in  diffusing  the  blessing  of  the  Gos- 
pel of  peace  throughout  our  Diocese. 
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REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

DIOCESE.

PrenderU  of  the  Board  of  Tnulees  for  the  Dioceee  of  PUUburgh : 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  operations  of  the  Trus- 
tees for  the  past  year : 

The  Trustees  have  received  in  trust  from  the  Rector,  Churchwardens, 
and  Vestiy  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Monongahela  City,  their  church  lot,  with  the 
charch  edifice  thereon,  having  a  frontage  of  fifty -eight  (58)  feet,  with  a  depth 
of  two  hundred  (200)  feet ;  also  the  Parsonage  lot,  and  the  dwelling-house 
thereon,  with  a  frontage  of  twenty-seven  feet,  and  a  depth  of  two  hundred  feet. 
The  Trustees  have  since  sold  the  Parsonage  lot,  with  the  dwelling  thereon,  for 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  have  used  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
in  paying  the  debts  of  that  parish.  The  Trustees  have  secured  subscriptions 
amounting  to  about  $2,000  toward  the  same  object.  They  hope  thus  to  rescue 
this  mission  from  its  ruinous  embarrassments. 

The  Trustees  have  also  received  a  donation  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
from  Cambria  Iron  Company,  at  Johnstown,  Penn.,  on  conditions  that  they 
purchase  certain  lots  of  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  church  edifice  for  the  use 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  worshippers  of  that  place.  Two  lots  have  been 
purchased,  with  the  title  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese ;  one  lot  costing 
eleven  hundred  ($1,100)  dollars,  and  the  other  thirteen  hundred  dollars, — in  all 
twenty-four  hundred  dollars.  Against  this  property  there  is  dower  amounting 
to  three  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents,  the  money  to  pay 
which  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  and  has  been  invested  in 
the  guaranteed  stock  of  the  Cleveland  and  Pittsburgh  Railroad  Company, 
paying  seven  per  cent,  dividends,  in  quarterly  payments,  the  first  dividend  on 
which  has  been  received. 

This  is  all  the  property  that  has  passed  into  the  control  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese  up  to  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE   COMMITTEE   OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  PITTSBURGH, 

Made  to  the  Seventh  Annual  Convention. 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  reports,  that  on  the  7th  day  of  August, 
1871,  it  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Josiah  King  as  President,  and  Malcolm 
Hay.  Esq.,  as  Secretary. 

The  same  day  considered  a  communication  from  the  Rev.  J.  H.  McC^ndless, 
of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Blairsville,  asking  a  reduction  of  the  assessment  upon 
that  parish  for  the  current  year,  and  directed  a  reply  to  be  made  to  the  effect 
that  the  Committee  had  no  authority  to  make  the  reduction  as  requested, — the 
Convention  alone  having  power  to  change  assessments  when  once  made. 

The  same  day  was  also  adopted  the  following  resolutions,  which  are  self- 
explanatory  : 

"  Whereas,  The  vacant  lot  of  ground,  fronting  63  feet  on  the  north  side  of 
Cliff  street,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  extending  back  to  Arch  street,  and 
situate  immediately  in  front  of  the  Bishop's  house,  is  about  to  be  sold  by  its 
owner,  Mr.  W.  Milnor  Roberts ;  and  whereas,  the  erection  of  buildings  on  said 
lot  would  be  of  great  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  the  Bishop  and  his  family, 
and  to  any  occupants  of  said  house,  as  well  as  detrimental  to  the  value  of  the 
same ;  and  whereas,  in  case  of  the  purchase  of  the  said  lot  of  ground  by  the 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  offers  and  is  willing  to  pay  to  the  Diocese,  as  annual  rental 
for  the  same,  all  taxes  that  may  be  levied  or  assessed  thereon,  as  well  as  six 
per  cent,  interest  on  the  amount  of  money  that  may  be  expended  for  tlie  pur- 
chase of  said  lot  out  of  the  Diocesan  Funds  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  understood  that 
'certain  sums  of  money  have  been  offered  toward  its  purchase  by  the  Diocese  ; 
Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved, 

1.  That  the  Finance  Committee  will  purchase  the  said  lot  of  ground  for 
the  use  of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  best  terms  on  which  the  same  can  be  obtained, 
at  a  price  not  exceeding  eleven  hundred  dollars,  and  that  the  Secretary  notify 
Mr.  W.  M.  Roberts  to  this  effect. 

"  2.  That,  when  purchased,  the  said  lot  of  ground  be  attached  to  the  Bish- 
op's house  property,  the  Bishop  to  have  the  use  of  the  same,  and  to  be  charged 
as  annual  rent  therefor,  all  taxes  that  may  be  levied  or  assessed  thereon,  and 
also  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  on  the  amount  expended  from  the 
Episcopal  Fund  toward  the.  said  purchase. 

"  3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  is  hereby  instructed  and  author- 
ized to  pay  out  of  the  principal  of  said  Fund,  whatever  sum  of  money  may  be 
required  as  aforesaid  to  pay  for  said  lot  of  ground,  beyond  whatever  simui  may 
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be  reoeived  by  him  as  contributions  toward  the  purchase  thereof ;  and  for  that 
parpose  to  dispose  of,  or  change,  the  securities  held  for  said  fund,  or  to  effect 
any  necessary  loan. 

"  4.  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Kerfoot  is  hereby  requested  to  undertake  the  collection 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  said  lot  of  ground  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese." 

This  lot  of  ground  was  purchased  under  these  resolutions,  at  the  price  of 
one  thousanfl  dollars,  cash,  which  has  been  paid,  and  a  deed  for  the  same 
obtained ;  of  this  sum,  two  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  was  contributed  by 
seven  Churchmen,  as  appears  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  the  balance  paid 
oat  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

On  the  l^h  of  January,  1872,  the  Committee  adopted  the  following  By- 
Laws,  which  ai^  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention  : 

"  1.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
nesB. 

"2.  The  President  and  Secretary,  or  either  of  them,  are  authorized  to 
receive  any  money  for  the  Committee,  and  to  execute  and  deliver  any  requisite 
'acknowledgment  or  acquittance  therefor ;  and  to  enter  satisfaction  upon  any 
proper  records,  of  any  mortgage  or  judgment  securing  the  same. 

"3.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  at 
the  oifice  of  the  Secretary,  at  3  o'clock  p.  M. 

"  4.  Special  meetings,  of  which  all  the  members  shall  be  notified,  may  be 
held  apon  the  call  of  the  President  or  Secretary,  or  when  required  by  any  two 
members.    At  such  meetings  any  business  may  be  transacted." 

April  13, 1872,  considered  a  communication  from  the  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Easter, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  respecting  the  unpaid  assessments 
upon  that  parish  for  Bishop's  salary,  and  directed  a  reply  to  be  made  thereto, 
which  reply  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  Committee  held  frequent  meetings  throughout  the  year,  in  order  to 
give  f uU  and  proper  attention  to  the  different  matters  entrusted  to  its  care,  and 
upon  which  its  action  was  required ;  and  on  the  6th  of  June,  1872,  audited  and 
found  correct  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  of  the 
Episcopal  and  Christmas  Funds.    They  are  herewith  reported. 

The  Christmas  Fund  now  amounts  to  $1,059.22,  in  the  hands  of  Joseph  H. 
Hill,  the  Treasurer,  bearing  interest. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund, 
herewith  submitted,  there  has  been  received  during  the  year,  for  the  increase 
of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  under  Canon  V.,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eight 
dollars  and  eight  cents.  Interest  on  this  sum  will  be  allowed  to  Ihe  different 
parishes  which  contributed  the  same,  according  to  the  respective  amounts 
given,  as  a  credit  upon  the  assessments  upon  them  for  the  Bishop's  salary  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  thereafter,  under  the  operation  of  Canon  VI.  Sec.  5. 

The  Episcopal  Fund,  including  $1,984.43  notes  given  in  settlement  of  sub- 
Bcriptions,  and  $2,610  (which  produces  no  income),  contributed  toward  the 
purchase  of  the  Bishop's  house  and  lot,  now  amounts  to  $47,106.13.  It  is  safely 
and  prudently  invested  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  mainly 
in  real  estate  (the  Bishop's  house  and  lot),  and  real  es^tate  securities  ;  and  has 
produced  during  the  past  year,  $2,326.31  of  income,  besides  about  two  hundred 
and  seventy-five  dollars  due,  but  not  yet  paid.    If  the  assessments  were  more 
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promptlj  paid  than  they  have  been  heretofore,  the  Fund  could  be  more  cloeely 
invested,  and  somewhat  more  productive. 

"  A  Schedule  of  Assessment  upon  the  Parishes/'  of  the  sums  necessary  to 
be  raised  bj  assessment  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1873,  has  been  prepared, 
and  is  herewith  reported  to  the  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese.  In  the  hope  that  the  portion  of  the 
assessments  for  the  past  year  which  yet  remain  unpaid  will  soon  be  paid, 
and  that  the  assessment  now  reported  will,  if  adopted,  be  promptly  and  regu- 
larly paid  during  the  current  year,  the  Committee  has  made  an  assessment  of 
but  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  seven  hundred  dollars  for 
Convention  and  other  diocesan  expenses.  The  Diocese  last  year  paid  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  dollars  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  its 
proportion  of  the  expenses  of  that  body,  and  is  also  somewhat  indebted  on 
account  of  extra  printing  done  within  the  past  year  or  two.  It  will  there^ 
fore  be  necessary  to  have  the  full  amount  of  the  present  proposed  assess- 
ment paid  within  the  year,  if   the  Convention  is  to  be  freed,  and  kept  free 

from  debt.  *

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COPT  OF  A  LETTER  SENT  BT  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEB  TO  THE  BEY.  OEOBOB 
W.  EA8TBB,  RECTOR  OF  TRINITY  CHURCH,  CONNELLSVILLE,  IN  REFERENCE 
TO  UNPAID  ASSESSMENTS  ON  THAT  PARISH. 

Pittsburgh,  April  30, 1872. 
The  Rev.  Geo.  W^Easter, 

Sector  of  Trinity  Church,  CanneUwille : 

Db.\r  Sir, — Your  favor  of  the  8th  instant  is  received,  stating  that  you 
''find  in  the  list  of  parishes  delinquent  on  account  of  assessments  for  the 
Biahop's  salary,  June  14,  1871,  Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  charged  with 
|?2,  and  that  your  senior  warden  informs  you  that  five  years  ago,  or  there- 
abouts, that  parish  paid  fifty  dollars  toward  the  Permanent  Fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate,  for  which  it  has  received  no  credit,  and  which,  with 
interest,  woald  suffice  to  pay  all  claims  against  the  parish,  or  nearly  so,  to 
date ;  and  also  that  you  suppose  there  must  be  some  mistake  or  misunder- 
Btanding  about  the  matter,  and  requesting  an  explanation." 

I  have  referred  that  letter  to  the  Finance  Committee,  and  am  instructed  to 
make  the  following  reply : 

Before  the  formation  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  it  was  made  a  condition 
to  the  consent  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  to  division,  that  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  should  be  raised  and  invested  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate  of  the  new  Diocese  (Journal  Primary  Convention  Diocese 
of  Pittsburgh,  page  3),  and  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1865  (same  Journal,  page 
4),  Bishop  Stevens  appointed  a  committee,  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  E.  Swope, 
then  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  in  this  city,  was  chairman, "  to  secure  and  invest 
contributions  toward  meeting  the  conditions  of  endowment  as  required  by  the 
resolutions  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  (of  Pennsylvania),  of  May  26, 1865." 
This  committee  appointed  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Swope  and  Mt. 
Thomas  J.  Brereton,  to  raise  this  Endowment  Fund.  In  October  of  1865,  this 
committee  reported  to  Bishop  Stevens  that  "  the  capital  sum  of  not  less  than 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars  is  now  secured  toward  the  commencement  of  an 
Episcopal  Fund  for  the  new  Diocese,"  etc. 

To  this  fund  members  of  Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  subscribed  and 
paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  as  stated,  which  is  duly  credited  to  that  parish 
in  'schedule  of  the  subscriptions  to  the  Episcopal  Fund,  furnished  by  the 
Treasurer  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  page  104. 

The  procurement  of  this  Endowment  Fund  was  a  requisite  condition  prec- 
edent to  the  formation  of  this  Diocese.  It  was  the  inducement  to  obtain  the 
consent  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  to  division.  Unless  the  Churchmen  in 
Western  Pennsylvania  had  raised  the  required  amount,  no  division  could  at 
that  time  have  taken  place.  But  it  could  hardly  be  supposed  that  the  sub- 
scription to  this  Endowment  Fund,  raised  under  the  resolution,  etc.,  before 
named,  was  so  to  operate  as  to  deprive  the  new  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  of  the 
right  to  raise,  by  assessment  upon  all  its  parishes,  such  sums  as  might  from 
time  to  time  be  needed  to  meet  its  current  expenses,  including  the  salary  of 
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its  Bishop.  If  the  subscription  could  have  this  effect  g^ven  to  it,  then  the  new 
Diocese  would  have  been  created  without  the  means  of  fulfilling  its  own  delib- 
erate obligation  to  pay  the  Bishop  his  pledged  salary.  Then  the  old  Diocese 
would  have  possessed  the  power  of  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  new 
Diocese,  by  fixing  the  amount  of  the  required  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  original  Endowment  Fund  was  invested,  and  it  pays  the  Bishop's  sal- 
ary as  far  as  it  goes,  but  that  salary  is  larger  than  the  mere  income  of  this 
fund,  and  to  make  up  the  difference,  yearly  assessments  4iave  been  necessary 
ever  since  the  organization  of  the  Diocese.  Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  like 
all  the  other  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  has  been  assessed  by  the  Convention, 
from  year  to  year,  its  proportion  of  the  amount  needed ;  and  its  arrearages  on 
this  account  are,  as  you  have  stated,  seventy-two  dollars  to  June  1, 1871,  and  for 
the  current  year  ten  dollars,  or  in  all,  eighty-two  dollars. 

That  you  may  know  the  entire  unanimity  of  construction  g^ven  throughout 
the  Diocese  to  this  matter,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  Trinity  Church,  Connells- 
ville, is  the  only  parish  which  has  ever  refused  to  pay  the  assessments  upon  it, 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  relieved  from  liability  to  assessment  by  subscription 
to  the  original  Endowment  Fund  raised  to  secure  the  division  of  the  Diocese  of 
Pennsylvania.  And  the  parish  which  has  paid,  and  paid  most  promptly,  the 
largest  yearly  assessments,  subscribed  and  paid  through  its  members  more 
than  half  of  the  original  Endowment  Fund. 

In  order,  however,  to  afford  a  means  by  which  parishes  might  be  relieved 
from  yearly  assessments,  the  last  Convention,  by  the  adoption  of  section  4  to 
Canon  VI.  provided  "  that  any  parish  which  should  thereafter  pay  the  capital- 
ized amount  of  the  assessment  thereupon  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  made  by  that 
Convention,  should  be  thereby  and  therefrom  relieved  and  discharged  from  all 
further  assessments  for  this  purpose,  excepting  such  as  might  be  rendered 
necessary  by  increase  in  the  Episcopate  or  loss  to  the  Fund."  This  capitalized 
sum  is  in  your  case  $166.67,  by  the  payment  of  which  you  will  be  relieved  of 
all  further  assessments  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  excepting  in  the  contingencies 
mentioned  in  this  Canon. 

And  Section  5  of  this  Canon  provides  that  all  contributions  thereafter  made 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund  should  relieve  the  parish  making  them  from  yearly 
assessments,  to  the  extent  of  the  yearly  interest  on  such  contributions  for  the 
year  for  which  any  assessment  should  be  made.  So  that  future  gifts  or  contri- 
butions to  this  fund  will  operate  to  the  sole  relief  of  the  parish  in  which  they 
are  made,  and  not  merely  to  the  lessening  of  the  geneitkl  amount. 

These  sections  are  quoted  substantially,  but  not  literally,  and  you  will 
please  refer  to  them  directly  for  your  own  information.  (See  Journal  Sixth 
Annual  Convention,  page  137.) 

If  this  explanation  is  not  sufficient,  or  is  not  entirely  satisfactory,  please 
communicate  with  me  again.  The  Finance  Committee  acts  for  the  whole 
Diocese,  within  the  scope  of  its  duties,  and  desires  to  give  every  information 
needed,  and  all  satisfaction  possible,  to  every  parish.

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leare  to  report  the  following  aa  their  offidal 
acta  for  the  year : 

September  21, 1871. — ^They  met,  and  organized  by  electing  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Crumpton,  D.D.,  President,  and  the  Rev.  John  H.  Egar,  Secretary.  Recom- 
mended Mr.  Emelios  W.  Smith  as  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders. 

November  29,  1871. — Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  M.  A. 
De Wolfe  Howe,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania.      , 

January  17, 1872. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Egar  having  removed  from  the  Diocese,  the 
Rev.  John  Scarborongh  was  made  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Brooke,  D.D., 
chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Standing  Committee.  Signed  the  Canonical 
Certificate  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Kerfoot,  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

Febmary  15. — Signed  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  William  Bollard,  to  be 
ordained  Priest.  Also,  signed  testimonials  of  Mr.  John  P.  Norman,  M.D.,  for 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

May  21. — Signed  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Boyd  Vincent,  and  the  Rev. 
Samuel  D.  McConnell,  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.  Also,  signed  testimo- 
nials of  Mr.  Joseph  Barl>er,  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

June  1. — Signed  testimonials  of  Thomas  Ainslie  Stevenson,  for  ordination  to 
the  Diaconate.  Also,  signed  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  James  Lewis  Parks,  for 
ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

June  12. — ^At  Erie,  signed  testimonials  of  Mr.  Thomas  White,  for  ordina- 
tion to  the  Diaconate.  Also,  recommended  Mr.  John  Graham  as  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders. 

By  consent  of  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  the  Standing  Committee  have 
deposited  their  records  and  archives  in  their  fire-proof  safe,  and  will  hereafter 
hold  their  meetings  in  the  vestry-room  of  Trinity  Church. 

So  many  papers,  submitted  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  action,  are  defec- 
tive, that  they  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  strict  accuracy  in 
following  the  forms  provided  by  Canon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report  that,  owing 

to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Parochial  Reports  are  defective  in  their  statistics, 

and  some  have  not  yet  been  handed  in,  they  find  it  impossible  to  comply  with 

•^  Bole  of  Order  No.  XIX.,  which  requires  them  to  place  before  the  Convention  a 

tabular  statement  before  the  final  adjournment. 

From  the  forty-9ix  reports  which  your  Committee  have  received,  they  learn 
that  there  has  been  quite  an  increase  over  last  year  in  the  number  of  Baptisms, 
Confirmations,  Communicants  added,  and  in  the  offerings, — ^thefour  items  which 
Teally  show  our  Diocesan  growth.  For  the  ratio  of  increase,  see  tabular  state- 
ment  appended  to  this  report. 

Yoor  Committee  find  that  but  very  few  of  the  Parochial  Reports  are  made 
out  according  to  the  blank  form  furnished  by  the  Secretary,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  some  changes  be  made  in  this  form.  They  think  that  the  number 
of  communicants  stricken  from  the  ^roll  under  Canon  III.  §  2,  should  he  given 
in  a  separate  item ;  some  of  the  clergy  now  report  these  under  the  head  of 
"  removed,"  and  some  do  not  report  them  at  all.  The  minor  items  under  the 
heaas  "  Finances "  and  "  Offerings  "  tend  to  confuse,  rather  than  to  secure 
aocaracy. 

The  limits  of  the  Conventional  year,  as  fixed  by  Article  VIII.  §  4  of  the 
Constitution,  should  be  more  carefully  observed,  and  all  reports  and  accounts 
fihoold  be  closed  at  the  given  date, — May  31st.  Several  of  the  parochial  reports 
have  been  withdrawn  from  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of 
adding  items,  since  the  close  of  the  Conventional  year.  There  can  be  no 
aocaracy  in  our  statistics  while  this  irregularity  is  allowed  to  continue. 

The  Bishop's  Address,  referred,  by  a  rule  of  order,  to  this  Committee,  con- 
tains much  which  should  be  urged  upon  the  attention,  not  only  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body,  but  of  Churchmen  generally  throughout  the  Diocese. 

That  part  which  refers  to  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Education  is  specially 
i  important.    While,  as  a  Diocese,  we  may  not  yet  be  in  a  condition  to  under- 

I*  take  this  work,  still  the  need  and  the  duty  of  soon  establishing  a  first-class 

Diocesan  school  for  boys,  and  another  for  girls,  cannot  be  urged  too  frequently 
nor  too  earnestly, 
i  Year  Committee   also  heartily  endorse   the   Bishop's  commendation    of 

!  ^}i<)_^lAyman  at    Titusville,  who,  during  the  year  past,   built  a   chapel  at 
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his  own  expense  in  a  destitute  part  of  the  city.  The  work  of  our  missionaries 
in  new  stations  is  always  greatly  hindered  by  the  want  of  a  suitable  plax:e  of 
worship.  To  secure  a  building  in  the  ordinary  way  is  always  a  slow,  and  often 
a  hopeless  task.  Such  timely  aid  as  that  referred  to  above,  places  the  ^'ork 
at  once  upon  a  sure  foundation,  and  fulfils  more  than  a  double  office  in  the 
saving  of  time  and  of  missionary  zeal,  which  should  be  otherwise  expended. 
The  example  should  be  followed  by  many  others. 

Your  Committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  a  continued  missionary 
activity  all  through  the  biocese.  In  order  to  carry  on  the  work  so  succeasf  ally 
begun,  it  is  necessary  that  our  people  be  more  fully  informed  in  reference  to 
both  our  missionary  ijoork  and  its  toants,  and  to  aid  in  supplying  this  need,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  a  Diocesan  map  be  published,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Convention,  and  attached  to  the  printed  Journal. 

As  an  item  of  interest,  bearing  upon  the  "  State  of  the  Church,"  and  which 
will  be  useful  for  reference  in  the  future,  your  Committee  have  prepared  the 
following  table,  showing  the  population  at  the  census  of  1870,  the  number  of 
square  miles,  and  the  number  of  churches  and  mission  stations  in  the  several 
counties  of  the  Diocese :

We  have  lost  during  the 
j(4r  one  pupil  by  death,  the  first  instance  of  the  kind  on  our  records. 

Eleven  young  ladies  have  completed  our  course,  and  will  bo  graduated  at 
tlie  Annual  Commencement  on  the  26th  of  June. 

This  is  the  largest  graduating  class  that  has  as  yet  gone  out  from  the  In- 
stitute.

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION  OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  PITTSBURGH. 


I.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  adminis- 
tered, and  unless  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge,  a  sermon  shall 
be  preached  hy  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  him  ;  and  on  every  day  of  the  session 
Morning  Prayer  shall  be  said. 

II.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  his  inability  to  act,  by  the 
President  or  senior  Presbyter  present  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

III.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or,  in  his  absence,  some  other 
person  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  by  the  officer  presiding,  shall  then  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergymen  who  are  declared  by  the  Bishop  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention.  He  shall  also,  having  previously  made  a  list  thereof,  call  the 
names  of  all  the  Lay  Deputies  claiming  to  represent  Parishes  entitled  to  repre- 
sention  at  the  last  Convention,  who  shall  have  furnished  him  with  Certificates, 
in  due  form,  of  their  election  to  this  Convention.  And  the  list  of  names  thus 
made  by  him  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Convention  shall  then,  if  necessary,  proceed  to  elect  a  President  ftro 
tempore  from  the  Presbyters  present. 

IV.  The  Convention  having  been  thus  organized,  the  first  business  there- 
after shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary.  The  Secretary  may  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

V.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  the  following  Regular  Committees : 

1.  On  the  Claims  of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
three  Clergymen. 

2.  On  the  Claims  of  Lay  Deputies  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
three  Laymen. 

8.  On  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  Union  with  the  Convention,  to  consist 
of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen. 

5.  On  Canons,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 
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VI.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  these  Committees,  matter  prop- 
erly referable  to  them  maj  then  be  presented  for  reference  ;  and  a  report  from 
either  of  the  first  two  Ck)mmittee8  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

TIL  Reports  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  to  be  presented  and  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table  without  debate. 

VIII.  Motions,  Notices,  and  Resolations,  not  giving  rise  to  debate,  shall  then 
be  in  order. 

EX.  The  election  of  the  varions  officers  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  shall  be  as 
follows :  Nominations  shall  be  made  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the 
Session  of  the  Convention  ;  tickets  shall  be  printed  with  all  the  names  proposed, 
and  the  election  shall  take  place  on  the  following  day, — ^the  voting  to  be  by 
erasing  the  names  of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote ;  but 
the  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  (Constit.,  Art.  IX.,  Sec. 
4)  shall  not  be  nominated,  nor  voted  for  till  the  election  of  the  Deputies  shall 
have  been  completed. 

X  On  the  second  and  evMy  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the  Con- 
vention, after  Daily  Morning  Prayer,  the  order  of  business,  which  shall  not  be 
departed  from  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall 
be  as  follows : 

1.  The  reading,  correcting,  and  approving  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  absent  members,  and  entering  in  the  Journal  those 
who  appear. 

3.  tfnfinished  Elections. 

4.  Reports  from  the  Regular  Committees  of  the  Convention. 

5.  Reports  from  Special  Committees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
appointed. 

6.  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  Notices,  Resolutions,  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

XI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and  when 
seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  it  is  voted  on ;  and  every 
motion,  when  required,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

^III.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

XIV.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
time,  to  commit,  or  to  amend ;  and  the  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  here  stated.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
decided  without  debate. 

XV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XVI.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
the  sound  of  voices  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count 
of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair ;  or 
any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes 
to  be  taken,  which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  nan[ies  of  the  Clerical  mem- 
l>erB,  and  the  Parishes  represented,  and  all  votes  by  ayes  and  noes  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Minutes. 

XVII.  A  (question  once  decided  sliall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same 
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session  without  an  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds,  nor  without  the  motion  for 
that  purpose  heing  made  bj  one  of  a  majority  on  the  prior  decision ;  nor  shall 
any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVIII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  Convention  shall  meet  for  Morning- 
Prayer  at  9  o'clock,  immediately  after  which  it  shall  proceed  to  business ;  take 
a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  6 
o'clock  P.M. :  Provided,  That  the  House  shall  not  at  any  time  be  considered  as 
adjourned,  without  a  vote  to  that  effect. 

XIX.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  prepare  and  present 
to  the  Convention,  before  Hs  final  adjournment,  a  condensed  report  and  tabular 
statement  of  the  State  of  the  Church  within  the  Diocese,  to  be  published  with 
the  Journal.  And  for  this  purpose,  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address,  and  all 
Parochial  Reports,  shall  be  referred  to  this  Committee :  Provided^  nevertheless. 
That  such  reference  shall  not  prevent  the  referring  of  any  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  to  a  Special  Committee. 

XX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  Session  of  the  Convention,  the 
Minutes  of  the  last  da3r's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  and  approved , 
after  which  the  Convention  shall  close  with  such  religious  services  as  the  Pres- 
ident may  direct. 

XXI.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed,  or  rescinded, 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  to  that  effect,  unless  by  an  affirmative  vote 
of  two  thirds. 

XXII.  All  questions  of  Order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presiding  Officer,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

XXIII.  On  all  elections  by  ballot,  where  there  shall  be  a  failure  upon  tlie 
first  trial  to  elect,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  second  trial,  be  confined  to  the 
three  candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  ;  and  upon  a  failure 
to  elect  upon  the  second  trial,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  third  trial,  be  con- 
fined to  the  two  candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  upon  the 
second  trial.

FIRST  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 


Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 

Wednesday,  June  11th,  1873 — 10  o'clock,  a.  m. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  a  number  of  Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies 
attends!  at  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.  Morning 
prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Parker,  Mendenhall  and  Getz. 
The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  was  present,  and  read  the  ante- 
Communion  Service,  and  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Smith,  the  Dean  of  the 
Brownsville  Convocation,  preached  the  Sermon.  * 

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  with  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, in  which  he  was  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Indi- 
ana, and  several  of  the  Clergy. 

Divine  Service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention  assembled  in 
the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese.* 


*The  BiBhop,  when  calling  the  Convention  to  order,  said,  that  he  was  then  using 
a  Gttcd  sent  to  him  on  Easter-Eve,  during  hia  illness,  by  the  Men's  Bible  Class 
of  the  Church  of  the  Cross  and  Crown,  Erie.  He  desired  to  use  the  occasion  to 
acknowledge  the  gift  publicly,  and  to  thank  anew  the  givers  for  the  beautiful 
Gavel.  It  was  the  workmanship  of  some  of  the  men  of  that  Class,  and  the  token  of 
loving  remembrance  from  those  working-men,  his  brethren,  and  from  their  hon- 
«^r«i  Teacher.  The  gift  was  a  personal  one  to  the  Bishop,  and  he  valued  it  highly ; 
but  he  would  direct  that  the  Gavel  pass  on  to  his  successor,  when  other  hands 
than  his  own  should  take  up  the  work  of  the  Diocese  of  Pitt^sburgh.  Nor  could  he 
omit  adding,  as  so  directly  suggested  by  the  occasion,  the  renewed  expression 
f^f  his  high  estimate  of  Women^s  work  in  the  Church.  By  such  work  this  Men* a  Bible 
Uasi  had  been  formed,  and  was  still  nourished.  The  Church  has  no  nobler 
ageney.  Would  to  God  that  Pittsburgh  and  its  churches  might  soon  have  the 
?^ly  help  which  so  blesses  our  churches  in  Erie.

The  undersigned,  a  Ck)mmittee  appointed  to  prepare  a  resolution  which  should 
embody  the  sense  of  the  (Convention  touching  the  partial  recovery  of  the  Bif^hop  of 
(he  Diocese  from  his  recent  severe  illness,  and  expressing  the  Jiope  that  he  will 
soon  he  entirely  restored  to  health  and  strength,  beg  leave  to  report  the  followiiig 
resolutions: 

Beadved,  That  we  desire  to  put  on  record  our  deep  and  abiding  sense  of  gratitude 
to  Almighty  God  for  that  He  has  mercifully  spared  the  life  of  our  beloved  Bishop, 
and  brought  him  safely  through  a  most  trying  and  anxious  sickness. 

We  rejoice  that  he  is  able  once  more  to  be  present  among  us,  though  still  en- 
feebled, and  we  now  confidently  anticipate  his  final  and  complete  restoration. 
We  beg  leave  to  assure  him  of  our  increasing  confidence  and  love,  and,  while  hi^ 
ministration  and  presence  in  the  Diocese  are  sadly  missed,  we  beg  him  not  to  re- 
tard the  work  of  restoration  by  over  anxiety,  or  a  too  speedy  resum  ption  of  offi- 
cial duties.

To  the  Seereiary  of  the  Qmvention  of  the  Diocese  of  PiUaburgh: 

Sir — ^In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to  the  Diocesan 
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Convention  of  Pittsburgh,  the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  recommmended 
by  the  General  Convention  of  1871,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1874,  to  wit : 

I.  It  was  by  concurrent  action  (vide  Jour,  of  Conv.  1871,  pp.  160,  161,  340,  3o7) 
of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of  1871, 

liesolvedj  That  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  omitting  the  last 
seven  words,  viz.:  *'  by  any  church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,''  and  substituting  the 
words,  "  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof,"  so  that  the 
article  shall  read  as  follows : 

Article  FV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules 
as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and  every  Bishop  of  thL; 
Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episcopal  Oflice  to  his  proper  Diocese,  un- 
less requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  liis  Eplscojial 
Oflice  in  another  Diocese  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof. 

II.  The  following  resolution  man  adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies  of  8ai<l 
General  Convention  (vide  Journal,  p.  201),  and  information  of  the  adoption  thereof 
was  duly  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops  (vide  Journal,  pp.  360,  381),  and 
the  said  House  of  Bishops  having  failed  to  signify  to  the  Convention  their  appro- 
liation  or  disapprobation  within  three  days  after  said  resolution  had  been  reported 
to  them  for  concurrence — agreeably  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitution — the  said 
proposed  act  has  "  the  operation  of  a  law,"  to  wit : 

Reaolved^  That  it  be  recommended  and  proposed  that  the  following  alteration  be 
made  in  Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  to  wit :  Insert  at  the  end  of  the  Article 
the  words: 

''The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Bishop  and  Conven- 
tion of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting  forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too 
large  for  due  Episcopal  supervision  by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  por- 
tion of  such  Diocesan  territory,  which  shall  thereupon  be  placed  within,  or  con- 
stitute, a  Missionary  jurisdiction,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  determine."

"Besolvedy  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  three  to  consider  and  report  to 
the  next  Convention  whether  it  be  expedient  to  insert  a  clause  or  section  in  the 
form  of  Charter  of  Parishes,  forbidding  vestries  to  charge  or  encumber  any  Church 
property  held  by  them,  or  to  alienate  the  same  from  the  uses  for  which  it  is  held, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,"  respectfully  report, 
that  in  their  opinion  it  would  be  inexpedient,  as  it  seems  to  be  unnecessary  to  in- 
sert in  the  Form  of  Charter  recommended  by  the  Convention,  such  a  section  as  that 
mentioned  in  this  resolution.

The  Committee  on  a  Federate  Council  beg  leave  to  report,  that  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Committees  of  the  three  Dioceses  of  Pennsylvania  was  held  in  Philadelphia* 
January  8th,  1873,  and  there  were  present  from  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  by  request, 
and  of  the  Clergy,  Wm.  White,  D.  D.,  and  R.  S.  Smith,  and  of  the  Laity,  Messrs. 
Hay  and  Burgwin,  when  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Committee  the  formation  of  a  Federate 
Council  is  desirable. 

Beaolred,  That  for  the  present  the  action  of  the  Federate  Council  be  for  deliber- 
ation and  advice,  and  for  the  consideration  of  any « interest  common  to  all  the 
Dioceses  and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  third  clause  of  the  Canon  author- 
izing sach  Councils. 

Bemlved,  That  eight  Clerical  and  eight  Lay  members  be  elected  by  each  Diocese, 
and  that  they  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

Bot  as  your  Committee  were  not  of  one  mind  on  the  resolutions,  and  as  the  Dio- 
cesje  of  Pennsylvania  at  its  last  session  took  no  steps  to  carry  them  into  effect,  they 
would  recommend  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any  action  on  the  resolutions,  and 
that  your  Committee  be  discharged.

Your  Committee  b^  leave  to  report,  that  in  their  judgment,  as  this  Diocese  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  Commmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  which  the  Indepen- 
dence of  the  United  States  was  declared,  there  is  a  peculiar  propriety  in  taking  some 
conventional  action  upon  the  approaching  Centennial  Celebration,  and  they  there- 
fore a^k  that  they  may  be  continued  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  upon  the  subject,  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  Convention.

The  Rev.  H.  S.  Getz  also  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  on  systematic  plan  for  increasing  the  amount  of  mis- 
sionary offerings : 
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The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Misgions,  in  con- 
formity with  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1871,  to  report  a  practical  8y^tt■m  of 
increasing  the  amount  of  our  missionary  offerings,  and  which  was  continued  to  the 
present  Convention,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  while  there  is  great  cause  for  rejoicing 
at  the  annual  sums  raised  for  the  work  of  missions  in  the  Diocese,  it  is  very  evident 
that  the  amount  does  not  reach  the  necessities  of  the  field,  nor  is  it  an  adequate 
representation  of  our  financial  ability. 

The  new  openings  for  Church  work  that  are  crowding  upon  us,  and  which,  from  lack 
of  funds,  the  Board  is  unable  to  undertake,  make  it  imperatively  necessary  that  a 
much  larger  annual  sum  should  be  realized,  if  we  would  enter  in  and  possess  the 
land. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  ability  to  meet  these  demands  is  not  lacking, 
and  they  attribute  the  fact  of  the  existing  deficiency  to  no  other  cause  than  the 
want  of  some  systematic  plan  of  parochial  contributions. 

In  the  few  Parishes  where  the  Rector  has  instituted  some  simple  machinery,  and 
&ithfully  kept  it  in  motion,  your  Committee  have  observed  that  their  annual 
contributions  have  been  largely  increased,  in  one  instance  more  than  threefold 
the  highest  sum  ever  given  before. 

While  your  Committee  realize  the  difficulty  of  suggesting  any  one  plan  for  gen- 
eral adoption,  which  from  local  parochial  causes  might  in  some  cases  require  care 
to  put  into  successful  operation,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Clergy  would 
waive  their  personal  preferences,  and  give  it  a  thorough  test,  in  the  long  run  it 
would  accomplish  the  desired  result 

Your  Committee  have  observed  the  fact,  that  the  general  practice  by  conventional 
authority  in  a  neighboring  Diocese,  of  a  stated  monthly  contribution,  has  largely 
augmented  the  missionary  fund ;  and  though  they  are  not  prepared  to  recommend 
any  canonical  action,  requiring  either  a  monthly  or  a  quarterly  contribution,  ther 
do  most  heartily  approve  of  and  recommend  some  systematic  plan  as  near  uniform- 
ity as  it  can  practically  be  brought  about. 

They,  therefore,  propose  for  Conventional  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolvedj  That  this  Convention  recognizes  the  importance  of  a  systematic  plan 
for  parochial  contributions  to  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

Besolvedf  That  it  is  hereby  recommended  to  each  Clergyman  having  a  cure 
witliin  the  Diocese,  to  adopt  the  system  of  personal  pledges  to  the  fmid  of  the  Board 
of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  that  collections,  in  envelopes  prepared  for  that  purpose, 
be  made  not  less  frequently  than  once  in  three  months,  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer 
during  the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year. 

Jtesolvedj  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  prepare  blank  forma  of 
pledges  and  envelopes  for  this  purpose,  to  be  paid  *for  out  of  the  general  mission- 
ary fund,  and  to  furnish  each  Clergyman  with  a  sufficient  supply  for  his  parochial 
uses.

R^vedj  That  so  much  of  the  assessments  for  Bishop's  salary  upon  Grace  Church, 
Mena!!en,  for  the  years  1869-70,  1871-72  and  1872-73,  as  now  remain  unpaid,  be 
<iw'harged  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Finch  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee

The  Committee  on  Canons  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  report  back  the  communication  received  from  the 
S#retary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  Genei|il  Convention,  in 
rvff  rence  to  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  also  that  its  reception  by  this 
Convention  be  duly  certified  by  our  Secretary  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  o^ 
(.lericHl  and  Lay  Deputies.

The  Hon.  Henry  Souther,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was 
referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  his  present  phys- 
ical inability  to  perform  official  duties,  presented  the  following  report: 
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Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  given  the  subject  carefiil 
consideration  and  attention,  and  regret  that  the  Bishop  has  not  had  an  opportunity 
sooner  to  communicate  with  the  representatives  of  the  Diocese  in  Convention  as- 
sembled, and  to  make  known  to  them,  if  he  conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  to  do  so,  his 
wants  and  wishes  with  regard  to  himself,  and  the  requirements  demanded  for  hi.< 
entire  restoration  to  health  and  strength. 

We  know  full  well  that  his  present  condition  has  been  induced  by  constant  labor 
and  exertion  in  Diocesan  work,  without  intermission  ever  since  he  commenced  hk 
present  official  labors,  and  that  great  anxiety  and  care  for  the  success  of  the  Church 
which  he  has  served  in  his  high  calling,  more  than  faithfully,  have  weighed  heav- 
ily upon  his  mind,  and  without  rest  sooner  or  later  nature  must  yield  to  its  over- 
taxed condition.  We  have  reason  to  thank  Almighty  God  that  the  affliction  which 
we  have  received  at  His  hands  has  not  been  greater.  The  life  of  our  beloveij 
Bishop  has  been  for  the  present  spared  to  the  Dipcese,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
hope  and  trust  that  by  an  entire  cessation  from  his  labors,  by  rest  from  all  official 
duties,  direct  and  indirect,  submitting  himself  entirely  to  the  directions  of  his  med- 
ical advisers,  and  in  the  society  and  care  of  his  family,  he  may  gain  his  former 
health  and  strength,  and  that  the  Diocese  may  thereby  again  receive  at  his  hand<i 
the  needful  ministrations,  and  that  many  years  of  labor  from  him  may  be  added  to 
those  which  have  already  been  so  ably  and  faithfully  rendered  by  him  since  he  has 
been  called  to  his  present  duties. 

We  wish  to  impress  upon  the  Bishop  our  conviction  that  the  good  of  the  Church 
within  this  Diocese,  and  beyond  it,  requires  that  he  should  submit  entirely  to  the 
injunctions  of  his  physicians,  and  that  in  no  way  else  can  he  now  so  well  sen'e  the 
cause  of  Christ  and  His  kingdom  among  us.  We  feel  certain  that  nothing  further 
need  be  said  to  assure  our  Bishop  of  our  love  and  sympathy  with  him  in  his  afflic- 
tion. Ungrateful  indeed  would  be  that  people  who,  when  so  faithful  a  servant  to 
the  Church  as  he  has  been,  is  visited  with  sickness  at  the  hand  of  God,  and  when 
time  and  rest  only  are  required  to  restore  him  to  health,  would  not  wish  him  to 
seek  the  rest  which  is  necessary  to  make  his  restoration  to  health  complete. 
We  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  resolutioiLs : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  the  Right  Reverend,  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  ought  to  abstain  entirely  from  all  official  labors  and  carei^ 
until  such  time  as  his  medical  advisers  shall  indicate  to  him  that  he  can  with  safely 
to  himself  resume  his  duties. 

Besdvedj  That  the  Standing  Committee,  under  the  power  vested  in  them  by 
Article  VII,  Sec.  1  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  be  requested,  at  the  suggestion 
of  any  Dean,  to  procure  Episcopal  visitations  in  the  Convocation  under  the  juris- 
diction of  said  Dean.

My  Very  Dear  Brethren 

OP  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  : 

You  are  not  expecting  your  Bishop,  at  this  Convention,  to  make 
to  Tou  the  usual  Annual  Address.  The  sudden  and  perilous  ill- 
ness which  came  upon  me  on  the  last  day  of  February,  and  which, 
for  many  weeks,  prostrated  me  utterly,  has  made  the  preparation 
of  any  such  address  impossible,  and  yet  there  are  thoughts  and  les- 
sons, thus  learned,  I  hope,  by  myself,  more  truly  than  ever  before,  to 
which  I  would  now  desire  to  give  utterance,  if  it  were  prudent  or 
possible  for  me  to  make  the  attempt.  May  it  soon  again  be  given 
me  to  teach  and  labor  among  you  mcTre  wisely,  devotedly  and 
efficiently  than  I  yet  have  done ! 

I  wish,  through  this  letter,  read  to  the  Convention  for  me,  to 
convey  to  you  the  few  thoughts  and  facts  which  I  deem  it  necessary 
for  me  now  to  communicate  to  you  and  to  put  on  record  in  the 
Journal. 

One  record,  that  of  the  decease  of  the  Rev.  George  Slattery, 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Greensburg,  in  September  last,  I  make 
with  a  deep  personal  as  well  as  official  sorrow,  which  many  of  you 
share  with  me;  and  with  a  solemnity  which  recent  experience 
deepens  in  me.  The  work  and  responsibility  of  the  ministry,  not 
easily  measured  by  any  of  us  in  the  fulness  of  health  and  life,  we 
know  were  carefiilly  and  fiiithfully  regarded  by  the  brother  who 
has  been  called  from  our  midst  during  the  year  past.  He  had 
preached  and  toiled  earnestly  and  self-denyingly  through  all  of  his 
ministry.  His  last  cure,  held  but  a  brief  time,  brought  to  him 
and  to  his  flock  great  comjfort  and  profit.  Hls  end  was  full  of  the 
&ith  and  peace  which  such  a  ministry  receives  from  the  mercy  and 
grace  of  the  Comfijrter. 

Three  of  our  Bishops  have  gone  to  their  rest  since  our  last  Con- 
vention— Bishops  Upfold,  Eastburn  and  Mcllvaine.  All  of  these 
venerable  men  merit  affectionate  remembrance  any  where  in  the 
Church,  but  the  first  name  calls  up  among  us  in  this  Parish,  Citj- 
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and  Diocese^  the  record  of  many  years  of  fitithful  and  eflScient 
service  in  the  Church. 

The  statistics  and  documents  due  now  from  the  Bishop,  have 
been  very  carefully  and  most  kindly  prepared  for  me  by  my  friend 
and  presbyter,  Mr.  Caswall.     These  will  appear  in  the  Journal. 

But  two-thirds  of  the  year  had  gone  by  when  sickness  cut  my 
work  short.  Much  of  the  year's  work  had  been  then  done,  but  it 
was  not  of  that  kind  which  statistics  can  represent.  The  confirma- 
tions and  other  special  Episcopal  services  were  nearly  all  yet  to  be 
reached,  as  proposed  in  the  programme  of  visitations  just  pub- 
lished, when  the  ability  to  work  was  taken  from  me.  Hence  our 
annual  reports,  diocesan  and  parochial,  must  seem  scant  in  some  of 
the  signs  of  progress.  I  am,  however,  very  sure  that  in  real 
growth  the  year  has  been  a  good  one ;  and  that  had  the  proposed 
visitations  been  accomplished,  the  summaries  of  the  year  would 
have  been  very  encouraging. 

And  here  I  must  express  and  record  my  hearty  thanks  to  my 
Right  Rev.  Brother,  the  Bishop  of  Indiana,  for  his  present  visit  to 
several  of  my  parishes,  and  for  his  kind  and  valuable  aid  to  my- 
self in  the  ordinations  of  yesterday  and  the  services  of  to-niay. 

So,  too,  I  owe  it  to  my  own  feelings  to  thank  very  affectionately 
and  warmly,  my  dear  brother  and  friend.  Dean  Scarborough,  for 
his  constant  and  most  helpful  aid  to  me  in  many  recent  official 
cares.  Near  at  hand  and  ever  ready  and  thoughtful  in  planning 
and  corresponding  for  me,  he  has  done  much  during  the  recent 
months  of  my  disability,  to  relieve  my  own  anxieties  and  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  our  Diocesan  work.  If  I  were  to  go  on  say- 
ing all  that  I  would  like  to  say  in  this  way,  I  would  name  grate- 
fully, several  others  of  my  brethren,  clerical  and  lay,  who  have 
done  much  to  supply  my  lack  of  service  to  my  Diocese.  May 
Grod  bless  them  all ! 

There  must  be  here  mention  made  of  my  reception  of  a  number 
of  valuable  historical  papers  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Doddridge,  M.D., 
one  of  the  most  active  pioneer  missionaries  of  the  Church  in  this 
region.  They  were  given  to  me  in  answer  to  my  request,  by  his 
daughter,  now  resident  in  West  Virginia ;  and  these  papers  shall 
be  given  into  the  care  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  parishes  in  behalj 
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of  their  ministerSy  to  the  corporation  for  the  relief  of  widows 
and  orphans  of  Pennsylvania  Clergy.  Every  one  of  our  Clergy 
ought  to  have  an  interest  secured  in  this  Church  Life  Insurance 
Company.  Their  recent  reports  have  been  sent  here  for  distribu- 
tion. 

The  Convention  ought  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of 
expenses  of  the  Examining  Chaplains,  who  may  have  to  travel  to 
and  from  the  examinations  of  candidates  for  holy  orders.  These 
expenses  are  not  very  large,  but  they  ought  to  come  out  of  the 
general  Ainds  of  the  Diocese. 

Our  Diocesan  Missions  have  been  generally  prosperous  and 
ihiitinl ;  and  the  offerings  made,  while  not  reaching  the  large  sum 
proposed  a  year  ago,  have  exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year.  It 
15  very  evident  that  we  do  not  need  now  any  new  or  other  l^isla- 
tion  on  this  matter  of  our  Diocasan  missionary  work  or  organ- 
ization. We  need  only  the  continuance  and  increase  of  our  faith, 
zeal  and  liberal  giving.  The  quarterly  offerings  are  now  so  gen- 
erally made,  that  I  hope  that  very  soon  we  shell  have  every  Rec- 
tor and  Congregation  gladly  and  punctually  supporting  a  cause  so 
dearly  that  of  our  dear  Saviour,  and  so  marked  by  His  blessing, 
that  I  know  not  how  any  one  that  lov3S  Him,  can  forget  such  a 
cause  or  overlook  its  claims.  In  this  most  immediate  and  direct 
part  of  our  work,  it  has  been  my  joy  to  see  that  loving  appeal 
has  won,  as  no  law  could  win,  the  steadily  increasing  support  of  our 
parishes. 

The  representatives  of  this  Diocese  had  a  very  pleasant  confer- 
ence in  Philadelphia  in  Januaiy  last  with  the  like  representatives 
of  the  other  two  Dioceses  of  this  State,  on  the  matter  of  a  Feder- 
ate Council.  The  earnest  request  for  such  a  Conference  came  to  us 
a  year  ago  from  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  was  then  courteously  responded  to  by  us.  The  action  of  the 
recent  Convention  of  that  Diocese  in  this  matter,  indicates  to  as 
the  indefinite  postponement  of  any  further  consideration  of  the 
"K^heme  on  our  part.  The  idea  may  properly  come  up  again  in  the 
future,  when  further  subdivision  of  the  Dioceses  in  this  State  shall 
be  made. 

Young  as  our  Diocese  yet  is,  reasons  quite  apart  from  the  pres- 
ent temp^rary  inability  of  the  Bishop,  occur  to  some  very  prudent 
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men  among  us,  pointing  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Pitts- 
burgh beforem  any  years.  Whenever  the  minds  of  my  Clergy  and 
laity  move  strongly  in  that  direction,  the  Bishop  will  not  restrain 
the  movement.  Perhaps  he  may  be  the  one  to  suggest  and  lead  it, 
as  he  certainly  would,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  needs  and 
ability  of  the  Diocese  indicate  that  the  time  for  such  division  had 
come.  And  though  this  is  not  the  Bishop's  judgment  nowy  he  fore- 
sees the  probability  of  such  a  movement  becoming  w^ise  and  need- 
ful soon  after  the  Diocese  shall  complete  it8  first  decade.  This? 
will  surely  be  the  fact,  if  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
continues  to  be  what  it  has  been  during  the  seven  years  now  com- 
pleted. In  none  of  these  years  has  the  promise  been  greater  than 
in  the  one  just  past. 

I  ought  here  to  speak  more  cautiously,  or  even  anxiously,  of  our 
City  Mission  Work  in  Pittsburgh.  Not  that  the  work  has  been 
checked,  or  tha^^  it  has  proved  unfruitful.  Its  marked  success  this 
very  year  places  its  spiritual  gain  alongside  those  of  the  best  of  our 
parishas,  and  the  generous  gift  of  one  large-hearted  layman,  who 
has  before  given  himself  to  this  blessed  work,  has  added  this  year  a 
third  church  to  the  list  of  the  results  of  our  City  Mission  work. 
The  growth  and  the  fruits  have  been  ample.  They  cheer  my  heart; 
but  the  older  congregations,  with  one  noble  exception,  have  left  the 
anxiety  of  the  current  support  of  the  work  too  much  to  the  Bishop. 
That  has  been,  during  the  year  past,  one  of  my  heaviest  cares. 
But  for  the  timely  and  generous  aid  offered  me  for  this  year  by  the 
old  Advancemen'  Society ,  I  fear  that  so  good  and  productive  a  work 
must  have  been  greatly  perilled.  If  my  brethren,  clerical  and  lay, 
would  desire  to  relieve  me  of  one  great  anxiety,  they  might  do 
this  by  regular  and  larger  help  in  this  City  Mission  work. 

There  is  one  other  great  need  of  the  Diocese,  one  that  gives  me 
many  days  of  anxious  longing,  and,  sometimes  of  fear,  lest  I  do 
not  press  the  thing  as  effectively  as  I  might  and  ought  to  do.  I 
mean  a  Diocesan  school  for  our  sons,  I  now  name  the  enterprise 
again,  as  I  have  often  done  before,  as  of  gravest  moment  to  tins 
Diocese.  Many  sec  and  feel  the  need  ;  no  one  denies  it.  The 
delay  of  the  enterprise  through  all  these  years  has  been  my  chief, 
perhaps,  I  may  say,  my  only  disappointment.  As  ray  years  run 
on,  and  as  admonitions  come  to  me  of  the  uncertainty  of  life,  and 
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of  the  urgency  of  the  works  I  ought  to  strive  to  do,  this  one  weighs 
most  heavily  on  my  heart.  Whenever  it  is  done,  it  will  be  by  the 
generous  action  of  a  few  of  our  laymen.  Such,  as  experience 
shows,  is  the  origin  of  like  good  enterprises  elsewhere.  God  speed 
the  day  when  we  shall  have  the  beneficent  scheme  aocomplished  in 
this  Diocese. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  must  close  this  paper,  by  stating, 
what  many  of  you  already  know,  that  the  prohibition  of  any  work, 
care  or  correspondence,  for  some  months,  has  come  to  me  from  my 
own  excellent  physician  in  this  city  and  from  like  eminent  counsel 
in  the   East.     Whether  or   not  I  have  erred  in  the  past,  by  not 
taking  rest  enough,  it  is  certain  that  such  rest  now,  the  entire  cessa- 
tion of  work  and  care,  and  absence  from  the  usual  see  les  and  cir- 
cumstances of  official  duty,  are  pronounced  indispensable  to  any 
hope  of  restored  strength  and  usefulness,  perhaps  necessary  to  life 
it-^^lf.     I  yield  to  the  necessity,  I  hopa,  in  faith  and  patience.     The 
trial  19  real  to  me  for  the  sake  of  my  Diocese.     You  have  in  many 
ways  done  your  part,  beloved  brethren,  in  assuring  me  of  your  be- 
lief that  your  Bishop  has  not  shrunk  from  work ;  and  that  now 
any  such  withdrawal  is  a  grief  to  him.     This  is  true  ;  but  I  can 
and  do  tnistfully  commend  you  all,  and  our  common  work,  to  the 
grace  and  love  of  our  Heavenly  Father.    With  His  blessing  on  the 
prescribed  rest  and  absence,  I  am  assured  that  I  may  again  resume 
my  work  among  you,  safely  and  efficiently.     In  this  confidence,  I 
most  ask  the  Convention  and  Standing  Committee,  the  Deans,  the 
Clergy  and  Lay  people,  to  relieve  the  Bishop  entirely  for  a  time, 
and  to  make  provision  for  services,  especially  Episcopal,  if  any  euch 
he  deemed  necessary  before  the  autumn  or  early  winter.     The  iull 
organization  of  the  Diocese  in  the  system   of  Convocations  and 
Deans,  may  now  do  much  towards  lessening  the  inconvenienc^es 
resulting  from  the  interruption  of  the  Bishop's  supervision  and 
guidance. 

For  the  many  assurances  of  affection,  sympathy,  and  intercession 
that  have  come  to  me  from  so  many  sources  during  my  sickness,  I 
wish  now  to  give  you,  each  and  all,  my  hearty,  loving  thanks. 
Pray  for  me  still,  dear  brethren,  in  your  homes  and  closets,  as  well 
as  in  your  congregations.     God  bless  my  Diocese  and  people.

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SUMMARY  OP  THE  BISHOP'S  ACTS  AND  SERVICES. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Bishop's  acts  and  services  from 
June  12th,  1872^  to  June  11th,  1873,  inclusive.  It  is  to  be  observed, 
however,  that  these  acts  only  cover  a  period  eight  and  a  half  months 
in  point  of  faxit,  as  from  the  1st  of  March  to  the  end  of  the  Convention 
year  the  Bishop  was  incapacitated  by  serious  illness  from  undertaking 
any  public  Episcopal  duties. 

The  Bishop  has  read  Service  (wholly  or  in  part)  ninety-two  times ; 
preached  eighty-five  time^*,  and  delivered  forty  addresses  to  Confirma- 
tion candidates,  Sunday  Schools,  and  on  various  occasions ;  has  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  in  public  on  forty-one  occasions,  in  pri- 
vate eleven  times.  The  number  of  persons  confirmed  has  been  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve,  on  twenty-two  occasions,  and  seventy-three  at  three 
Confirmations  by  the  Bishop  of  Indiana.  Infants  baptized,  eighteen  ; 
marriages  solemnized,  five ;  funeral  services,  conducted  wholly  or  in  part, 
seven  times.  The  Bishop  has  visited  and  catechized  Sunday  Schools 
twenty-four  times ;  consecrated  two  churches,  and  laid  three  corner- 
stones for  new  church  edifices,  one  of  these  by  deputy,  by  the  Dean  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Convocation.  He  has  ordained  five  Deacons  and  four 
Priests,  and  one  Priest  was  ordained  for  him  by  the  kind  ofiices  of  the 
Bishop  of  Albany.  The  assent  of  the  Bishop  has  been  given  to  the 
consecration  of  three  Bishops,  and  he  has  taken  part  in  the  consecra- 
tion services  of  one  of  them.  He  has  met  Convocations  six  times ;  held 
conferences  with  Vestries  on  eight  oocasions ;  attended  one  meeting  of 
the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  and  one  meeting  of  the  General  Board 
in  New  York.  On  two  occasions  he  has  met  the  Trustees  of  the  Dio- 
cese ;  visited  the  Church  Schools  twelve  times,  and  the  Church  Home 
three  times ;  ofiiciated  at  the  institution  of  one  Rector.  Licenses  to 
ofSciate  have  been  issued  by  him  to  eighteen  Lay  Readers.  The  Bish- 
op has  also  attended  the  meeting  in  Philadelphia  of  the  Committees  of 
Conference  appointed  by  the  three  Dioceses  of  this  State,  to  discuss  the 
subject  proposed  to  them  of  the  constitution  of  a  Federate  Council 
of  these  Dioceses.

REPORT  OF  THE. BOARD  OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  presents  this  their  eighth  Annual  Beport,  with  gratitode 
to  Almighty  GKxl  that,  amid  the  many  discouragements  incident  to  the  peculiar 
field  under  their  care,  so  rich  a  result  has  been  experienced. 

Steady  progress  is  made,  parish  organisation  and  church  building  are  rapidly 
extending,  waste  places  are  being  occupied,  seal  is  increasing,  gifts  are  beoooiing 
more  liberal,  and  the  general  outlook  is  so  full  of  glorious  promise,  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  perfect  astonishment  to  all  who  had  a  knowledge  of  the  field  previous  to 
its  independent  existence  as  a  Diocese. 

In  the  amount  of  Missionary  contributions  and  Missionary  work — in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  its  communicants — it  is  far  in  advance  of  many  of  the  older  Dio- 
ceses of  the  land,  and  to-day  ranks  as  the  equal  of  the  parent  Diocese  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Less  than  eight  years  ago,  but  six  Missionaries  were  employed  within  the  terri- 
tory, and  a  sum  of  $1,892.50  expended,  of  which  only  $845.98  came  from  the 
people  themselves.  Now  there  are,  or  have  been  during  the  pa.st  year,  some  fifteen 
Misionaries  employed,  and  $5,948.02  contributed  from  our  own  resources. 

Though  the  extent  of  territory  is  very  great,  the  amount  of  work  done  eight  years 
ago  was  exceedingly  limited.  Now,  a  glance  at  the  map  will  show  established 
Miasons  from  North-east  in  the  extreme  north-west,  to  Meyers^s  Mills  in  the  south- 
east, and  from  Smethport,  in  the  extreme  north-east,  to  West  Brownsville,  in  the 
south-west  The  whole  land  is  being  rapidly  occupied,  and  the  Church  is  growing 
apace. 

All  the  Missionaries  have  been  paid  in  full  to  the  1st  of  June,  and  there  is  a 
balance  in  the  treasury  of  $791.82. 

The  pledge  made  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Board  is  sorry  to  say,  has 
not  been  redeemed,  and  had  it  not  been  for  a  watchfulness  with  r^ard  to  appro- 
priations, and  the  fact  that  some  points  to  which  appropriations  had  been  made 
have  not  been  supplied,  the  treasury  would  not  be  in  its  present  healthy  condition. 
Twenty-four  Parishes  have  increased  their  offerings  considerably.  Nineteen  have 
fallen  behind  the  previous  year.  Eleven  have  not  given  anything.  Trinity, 
Pittsburgh,  Christ  Church,  Allegheny,  St.  Mark's,  East  Birmingham,  Emmanuel, 
Allegheny,  St.  John's,  Pittsburgh,  St.  Paul's,  Erie,  Christ  Church,  Brownsville,  St. 
Peter's,  Uniontown,  and  Trinity,  Warren,  deserve  to  be  specially  noticed  for  their 
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increase  of  contributioiu.  St.  PauPs,  Erie,  haa  doubled  its  amount^  and  Christ, 
Allegheny,  and  St.  John's,  Pittsburgh,  have  given  three-fold  their  previous  contri- 
butions. 

Local  causes  undoubtedly  have  interfered  in  some  instances  to  reduce  the  con- 
tributions of  some  Parishes  hitherto  among  the  most  liberal,  but  the  Board  feels 
that  the  deficiency  is  mainly  due  to  a  lack  of  some  systematic  plan.  As  there  is  a 
special  Committee  to  report  upon  this  subject,  no  further  reference  need  be  made 
to  it  here. 

A  general  survey  of  the  field  shows  the  present  condition  of  the  work  to  be  as 
follows : 

Erie  Cbnvocatitm, — Smethport,  McKean  county,  Ridgway,  Elk  county,  and 
an  occasional  service  at  Sheffield,  Warren  county,  are  to  be  soon  supplied  by  a 
Cleigyman  from  the  Diocese  of  Long  Island  At  North-east,  in  Erie  county,  a 
hall  has  been  fitted  up,  an  organ  purchased,  and  a  salary  of  $700  pledged.  A 
Clergyman  is  expected  shortly.  In  the  city  of  Erie  a  fourth  church  building  has 
been  erected,  and  will  soon  be  consecrated.  Sharon,  Mercer  county,  is  now  sup- 
plied, and  expects  to  be  independent  of  the  Board.  At  Mercer,  the  work  for  the 
present  is  suspended.  Conneautville,  Crawford  county,  Miles's  Grove,  Erie  county, 
and  Stoneboro,  Mercer  county,  are  to  be  united  as  soon  as  a  Clergyman  can  be 
secured.  New  Castle,  Lawrence  county,  is  at  present  without  services.  Tidioute, 
Warren  county,  has  become  vacant,  and  the  work  in  the  Oil  region  generally  is 
temporarily  much  depressed ;  it  will  doubtless  soon  revive.  Sugar  Hill,  Jefferson 
county,  continues  to  be  much  blessed,  through  the  godly  ministrations  of  the  Lay 
Reader  who  has  served  it  .so  faithfully  for  some  years  past.  It  is  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  the  Dean  of  Erie.  An  extract  from  the  Lay  Reader's  Report  may 
prove  interesting : 

''The  Sunday  services,  morning  and  aflernoon,  during  the  winter,  have  been  un- 
interrnpted.  The  attendance  at  Sunday  School  is  good.  There  has  been  a  Union 
Sunday  School  organized  in  the  school  house,  consisting  of  Presbyterians,  United 
Presbyterians,  Methodists,  Baptists  and  Universalists,  which  has  drawn  away  some 
of  the  children  whose  parents  are  not  Episcopalians.  The  older  persons  of  the 
above  denominations  are  persuaded  that  they  are  right  in  their  belief  and  form  of 
worship ;  as  such  we  have  little  hope  of  their  joining  with  us.  To  the  rising  gen- 
eration, with  God's  blessing,  we  must  look  for  the  growth  of  our  Church.  You  can 
judge  of  the  state  of  this  locality  when,  in  an  area  of  three  miles,  the  Church  being 
the  centre,  in  a  population  of  157  souls  there  are  no  less  than  eight  denominations. 
Episcopalian,  five  &milie8 ;  Second  Advent,  one ;  Presbyterian,  five ;  U.  Presbyte- 
rian, three ;  Methodist,  four ;  Baptist,  two ;  Covenanter,  two ;  Universalist,  one ; 
— ,  one — twenty-four  families  in  all.  Since  our  Bishop's  visit,  in  May  last,  our 
Rector,  Dean  Spaulding,  has  visited  us  twice,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gretz  once,  at  which 
lime  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered.  To-day,  May  27,  the  Holy  Com- 
munion was  administered  by  Dean  Spaulding  to  an  old  lady  seventy  years  of 
age,  confirmed  in  the  Church  of  England,  who  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  a 
member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but  who,  to  quote  her  own  words,  wished  *  to 
come  back  at  the  eleventh  hour.'  Her  son  and  daughter-in-law  are  now  among 
the  candidates  for  confirmation.  They  have  an  interesting  family  of  eleven  chil- 
dren." 

About   $200   per  annum    have    been   subscribed    for    the   expenses   of  the 
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Church  and  the  rapport  of  the  services.  BrookviUe,  in  the  same  county,  is  des- 
tined to  be  an  important  Church  centre.  Dean  Spaulding  recently  yisited  the  place 
and  held  services,  with  an  attendance  of  about  200  persons ;  found  some  communi- 
cants there ;  population  about  3,000.  The  Bennett's  Branch  of  the  Allegheny 
Valley  Railroad  runs  throngh  the  town,  which  is  the  county-seat.  An  eligible  lot 
has  been  offered,  provided  a  church  edifice  be  erected  within  two  years,  at  Rej- 
noldsville,  on  the  same  railroad,  some  eleven  miles  distant  from  Brookville.  This 
town  is  the  centre  of  a  coal  and  iron  region,wherc  there  are  now  some  1,100  people, 
and  where  it  is  thought  a  large  population  will  speedily  be  congregated.  There 
should  be  a  Missionary  in  this  locality  at  once. 

KiUanning  Cbnvoeation, — ^The  prospect  at  Redbank,  Armstrong  county,  is  very 
encouraging.  At  New  Brighton  and  Beaver  Falls,  Beaver  county,  the  work  i? 
progressing  finely  under  the  active  labors  of  the  new  Rector,  Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding. 
At  the  latter  place,  where  a  considerable  manufacturing  population  is  settling,  tvo 
eligible  lots  have  been  offered  for  church  purposes,  and  accepted.  The  Econo- 
mites  have  offered  $500  towards  a  church  building.  Smicksburg  and  Pine  Creek, 
Armstrong,  continue  to  be  well  served  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  James.  Rev.  H.  Mac- 
kay,  in  connection  with  Brady's  Bend,  Armstrong  county,  ofiiciates  also  at  Parker'^ 
Landing,  in  the  same  county,  the  centre  of  a  new  oil  territory,  which  must  soon  be- 
come an  important  point. 

Brownsville  OmvocaHon, — The  Parishes  formerly  vacant  are  all  now  occupied  by 
effective  Clergy.  At  Meyers's  Mills  the  Rev.  Thomas  White  is  succedinj^  admira- 
bly. The  deed  for  the  church  lots  has  been  secured  and  paid  for.  The  remaining 
debt  is  in  process  of  liquidation.  At  Connellsville  the  people  are  wide  awake ; 
they  have  built  a  parsonage  and  furnished  it,  and  raised  $800  towards 'the  support 
of  a  Clergyman.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Easter,  the  Missionary,  hopes  to  operate  at  Foun- 
tain Mills  Iron  Works,  in  connection  with  Connellsville.  The  new  Parish  of  St, 
John's,  West  Brownsville,  has  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Horace  -E  Harden, 
late  of  Virginia ;  and,  finding  itself  strong*  enough  to  support  its  Rector,  has  de- 
clined the  appropriation  made  by  the  Board  a  year  ago.  At  Jacobs's  Ferry,  abont 
neven  miles  above  Brownsville,  Capt.  Jacobs  has  built  a  chai)el  at  his  own  expense^ 
and  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Brownsville,  intends  to  give  a  Sunday  afternoon 
service  in  it  during  the  summer  season.  Dean  Smith  thinks  it  highly  desirable 
that  there  should  be  an  itinerant  Missionary  in  the  Monongahela  Valley,  to  do 
work  between  Brownsville  and  New  Geneva.  At  Monongahela  City  the  work 
hius  been  much  hindered  by  the  discovery  of  new  debts  against  the  church.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Norman's  personal  influence  in  the  community  is  happily  tending  to 
settle  difi[iculties  and  restore  confidence.  He  is  doing  nobly.  The  Mission  at  Johns- 
town, Cambria  county,  is  progressing  finely  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rafter.  The 
church  building  is  going  on,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Parish  will  soon  be  able 
to  relinquish  the  aid  it  receives  from  the  Board.  Greensburg,  in  Westmoreland 
county,  vacated  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  George  Slattery,  is  now  served  very  ac- 
ceptably by  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Parker,  late  of  Erie. 

PiUsburgh  Cbnvoeation. — At  TemperanceviUe,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Caswall  has  been 
much  encouraged.  A  building  is  rented  at  $100  per  annum,  but  the  stone  and  car- 
penter work  are  offered  free,  if  a  church  edifice  can  be  erected.  The  village  ha*i 
recently  been  incorporated  with  the  city  of  Pittsburgh.  At  Crafton  the  new 
church  building,  to  seat  250  persons,  is  progressing,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  in 
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the  fidl.  Mr.  Charles  C.  Craft  has  given  the  land,  and  contributes  largely  towards 
it;  erection.  He  promises  $500  a  year  towards  a  Clergyman's  support.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  have  it  served  in  connection  with  the  old  Parish  of  St.  Luke'R,  Chartiers. 
At  Verona,  on  the  Allegheny  Valley  Railroad,  six  lots,  worth  $4,000,  have  been 
{Huchased  and  given  for  Church  purposes.  At  this  place  a  large  tool  factory  is 
about  to  be  established,  chiefly  by  churchmen.  It  will  be  a  most  eligible  place  for 
Church  work.  McKeesport  is  considered  a  very  important  and  interesting  point. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Norman  is  serving  it,  in  connection  with  Monongahela  City.  As  an 
instance  of  the  strong  Church  feeling  existing  there,  it  b  well  to  state  that  a  young 
man,  after  paying  his  board  and  necessary  personal  expenses,  devotes  the  balance 
of  his  income  to  the  Church,  and  has  also  the  Ministry  in  view.  In  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh  the  Missionary  work  is  advancing  very  creditably.  Special  mention 
>hoald  be  made  that  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention  only  a  year  ago,  has  asked  no  Missionary  aid,  and  has  sent  $32.20 
to  the  Board  during  the  year. 

The  Board,  at  its  meeting  held  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  on  the  30th  ult.,  passed 
the  following  resolution  for  its  future  guidance : 

'^  Be9olvaif  That  hereafter,  in  undertaking  new  work,  this  Board  will  give  the 
preference  to  Mission  Stations  which  give  early  promise  of  becoming  self-support- 
ing, and  will  only  extend  aid  to  organized  Parishes  in  exceptional  cases." 

The  appropriations  made  for  the  year  beginning  Jime  Ist,  amount  to  $6,500,  of 
which  $200  are  conditional.  The  Board  ought  to  have  at  least  $7,000  imder  its 
control  for  the  year's  work ;  and  they  hope  some  Conventional  action  may  be 
taken  to  stir  np  the  Parishes  to  the  full  measure  of  their  ability,  in  the  adoption  of 
a  »yfltematic  plan  of  contributions. 

This  report  is  closed,  as  it  is  opened,  with  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  what 
has  already  been  accomplished,  and  with  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  may  both  send  forth  more  laborers  into  the  field,  and  grant  His  servants 
grace  to  give  freely  of  their  ability  to  their  support.  "  There  is  that  scattereth, 
and  yet  increaseth ;  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  but  it  tendeth 
JO  poverty."

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  PITTSBURGH, 

Made  to  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention, 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  repoita^  that  shortly  after  the  last  Annual 
Convention,  it  organized  by  the  electioix  of  Josiah  King  as  President,  and  Malcolm 
Hav  as  Secretary. 

Having  been  notified  of  an  additional  assessment  upon  the  Diocese  of  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  two  dollars  for  the  expenses  of  the.  General  Convention  of  1871, 
mide  under  authority  of  that  Convention,  the  Committee,  on  the  7th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1872,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

*'  Resolved^  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  two  dollars,  required  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  additional  assessment  levied  upon  the  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of  the 
General  Convention,  be  raised,  if  possible,  by  personal  application  to  Churchmen 
of  the  Diocese,  to  obviate  the  necessity  which  will  otherwise  exist,  of  increasing 
the  assessment  upon  the  Parishes  next  year  by  that  amount ;  and  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Committee  be  requested  to  cause  such  application  to  be  made,  and  to  send 
a  draft  for  the  sum  when  obtained,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Greneral  Convention." 

Id  accordance  with  this  resolution,  all  but  ten  dollars  of  the  sum  required  was 
contributed,  as  a  gift  to  the  Diocese,  by  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
the  Bev.  Dr.  Scarborough,  the  Bev.  A.  A.  Kerfoot,  and  Messrs.  Thomas  M. 
Howe  and  Hill  Burgwin,  and  the  assessment  paid.    It  is  hoped  that  this  action  of 
the  Committee  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

In  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  the  a&sessments  for  the  expenses  of  the  last  Con- 
vention, which,  except  in  a  few  cases,  have  been  somewhat  tardily  and  but  partially 
paid,  the  Committee  borrowed  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  bills  for  the  print- 
ing and  distribution  of  the  Journal ;  and  hopes  that  the  assessment  to  be  made  for 
the  carrent  year  will  be  promptly  paid  in  accordance  with  the  Canon,  so  as  to  save 
the  Diocese  from  any  future  embarrassment  caused  by  delay  in  such  matters. 

The  Committee  held  frequent  meetings  during  the  year,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  matters  entrusted  to  its  supervision  and  care ;  and  on  the  2d  day  of  June,  1873, 
audited  and  found  correct  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  of 
the  Episcopal  and  Christmas  Funds.    They  are  herewith  reported. 

On  the  first  day  of  June,  1872,  the  Christmas  Fund  amounted  to  $1,059.22. 
During  the  past  year,  twenty-six  Parishes  have  contributed  to  it  $795.78,  and 
$•525.00  has  been  paid  out  to  its  beneficiarie'^,  leaving  the  Fund,  on  the  first  of 
Jnne,  1873,  $1,330.00,  in  the  hands  of  Joseph  H.  Hill,  the  Treasurer,  bearing 
interest. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  there  has  been  received  during  the  past  year,  for  the  increase  of  the  Epis- 
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copal  Fund,  under  Canon  V,  of  the  Diocese,  from  seven  Farishea,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  six  dollars  and  eighty-four  cents,  which,  added  to  the  sum  reported 
last  year,  makes  the  total  amount  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  two 
hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents.  It  is  hoped  that  hereafter  the 
Parishes  will  more  generally  take  notice  of  this  Canon ;  ito  operation  will  be  found 
not  ufleful  merely  to  the  Diocese,  but  also  and  mainly  to  the  particular  Parishes 
making  offerings  under  it. 

The  Episcopal  Fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $48,368.97  ;  which  amount  in- 
cludes $1,824.43  notes  given  by  subscribers  to  the  Fund  in  settlement  of  their  sub- 
scriptions, and  $2,610.00  contributed  towards  the  purchase  of  the  Bishop's  house 
and  lot)  in  order  to  relieve  him  to  some  extent  from  the  payment  of  rent  It  Ls 
safely  and  prudently  invested  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  and 
is  substantially  unchang^  from  last  year.  The  income  received  during  the  paM 
year  has  been  $2,561.50.  The  Committee  again  urges  the  more  prompt  payment 
of  assessments,  that  the  quarterly  payments  of  salary  to  the  Bishop  may  be  regu- 
larly met  when  due,  without  its  being  requisite  to  procure  temporary  loans  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  them. 

A  schedule  of  assessment  upon  the  Parishes,  of  the  sums  necessary  to  be  raised 
by  assessment  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1874,  has  been  prepared,  and  is  here- 
with reported  to  the  Convention,  as  directed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese. 
The  asseflsment  is  the  same  in  total  amount  as  that  adopted  by  the  last  Convention, 
although  modified  in  a  few  cases  wherein  slight  changes  seemed  necessary  to  a  jti«t 
and  equitable  distribution  of  the  whole  sum  required. 

Owing  to  the  sudden  and  long  illness  of  the  Bishop  and  to  other  causes,  it  wa< 
not  found  practicable  to  have  that  full,  deliberate  and  satisfiictory  consultation 
nfith  him,  which  waA  necessary  to  a  proper  report  and  action  upon  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  found  on  page  31  of  its  Journal.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  subject  of  the  Bishop's  expenses,  referred  to  in  said  resoXn- 
tions,  be  again  referred  to  this,  or  to  a  Special  Committee,  with  instructions  to  re- 
t  fully  to  the  next  Convention.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  beg  leave  to  present  tbi? 
their  Annual  Report  to  the  Convention : 

Jvly  8th,  1872.  They  held  their  first  meeting  in  the  Vestry  Boom  of  Trinitv 
Church,  and  organized  by  the  re-election  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  CVumpton  as  President, 
and  the  Rev.  John  Scarborough,  Secretary. 

The  Canonical  testimonials  of  Wm.  R.  Mackay,  applying  to  be  ordained  Dea- 
con, were  received,  and  the  usual  Certificate  signed  by  all  the  members  present. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Crumpton  and  Hill  Burgwin,  Esq.,  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  suggest  for  adoption  certain  Rales 
and  Regulations  for  dispensing  the  Christmas  Fund  to  aged  and  infirm  ClergynieD, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  V,  adopted  at  the  late  Convention. 

N(yv,  9<A,  1872. — The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  met  this  day  with  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, under  authority  of  Canon  V,  and  the  following  Rules  for  expending  the 
Christmas  Fund  and  its  income,  were  adopted : 

I.  Appropriations  for  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  are  to  be  made 
by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  Either  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  may  originate  such  action. 

II.  Any  change  in  the  amount  or  the  termination  of  its  payment,  mw^t  he  icade 
by  the  same  concurrent  action ;  and  may  be  made  at  any  time  when  it  is  deemeil 
necessary. 

III.  The  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  are  to  revise  the  matters  of  appro- 
priation and  investment,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  at  which 
time  the  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  the  coming  year. 

IV.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  this 
Board  of  Control ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  from  time  to  time  to  inform  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  names  of  beneficiaries,  and  the  several  amounts  granted  to  them. 

Signed  testimonials  recommending  the  Rev.  Chas.  N.  Spalding  for  ordination  to 
the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests.  Also,  recommended  Mr.  Francis  Jiiatthew  Taylor,  of 
Erie,  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  on  the  ground  of  the  extent  of  the  Dioceae,  with  the  following  note  added 
to  the  notice  of  official  action,  t.  e. ; 

"The  sentiment  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  clearly  against  the  principle  of 
Assistant  Bishops,  and  in  favor  of  the  division  of  the  Dioceses,  as  the  safest  method 
of  relief." 

Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  G.  Auer,  as  Missionary  Bishop 
of  Cape  Palmas,  Africa,  and  parts  adjacent. 

Also,  gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hobart  Hare,  as  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  the  Indian  Jurisdiction  of  Niobrara. 
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Apiil  22^,  1873. — A  communication  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio  was  received,  announcing  the  recent  death  of  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  and 
the  following  action  taken  thereupon : 

Baohedy  That  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  by  their 
Secretarf,  send  a  fitting  response  to  the  official  communication  of  the  Sister  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio.  And  also,  that  the  Bev.  Wm.  Preston,  D.  D.,  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  late  Bishop  McUvaine,  as  the  representative 
of  this  Diocese. 

3(r.  George  William  Steitz,  B.  A.,  was  recommended  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

The  testimonials  of  William  James  Miller  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  were 
signed. 

Jvne  5th. — Signed  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Ainslie  Stevenson,  the  Rev. 
Perceval  Beckett  and  the  Rev.  William  R.  Mackay,  for  ordination  to  the  Priest- 
hood. 

Also,  signed  testimonials  of  Joel  Clarke,  recommending  him  for  ordination  as 
Deacon.  < 

Also,  recommending  Mr.  Greorge  Thornton  McCord,  of  Allegheny,  as  a  candi- 
date for  Holy  Orders.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report,  that  they  have 
met  with  considerahle  embarrassment,  which  ha«  only  been  partially  overcome,  in 
their  effort  to  present  a  correct  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese.  The  Parochial  Reports  which  should  have  been  sent  to  the  Bishop  on 
the  fir»t  day  of  June,  are  many  of  them  not  yet  in  ;  and  some  of  those  which  have 
been  handed  in  are  drawn  up  in  so  careless  and  slovenly  a  manner,  that  it  l« 
almost  impossible  to  decipher  their  contents.  From  the  imperfect  data  in  their 
possession,  the  Committee  are  enabled  to  present  the  following  summary  of  Parish 
Ktatistics :

The  exhibit  represents  the  actual  strength  of  the  Diocese,  and,  with  the  exce{.>- 
tion  of  the  number  confirmed,  necessarily  small  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the 
Bishop,  it  not  only  does  not  compare  un&vorably  with  that  of  last  year,  but  on  the 
contrary  affords  evidence  of  healthy  growth. 

The  Parishes  in  the  Oil  Regions  have  suffered  considerably  either  in  the  loss  of 
members,  pecuniary  strength,  or  of  both,  owing  to  the  depression  of  the  oil  market, 
the  price  of  oil  having  fallen  within  the  last  year  at  least  fifty  per  cent.  The 
Parishes  mainly  affected  are  Tidioute,  Titusville,  Bouseville,  Oil  City  and  Frank- 
lin. 

The  Missionary  condition  of  the  Diocese  is  clearly  presented  in  the  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions.  While  the  Diocese  has  not  come  fully  up  to  the  amount 
(110,000,)  which  it  was  proposed  to  raise  this  year,  it  has  made  a  large  and  en- 
couraging advance  in  its  Missionary  collections. 

The  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  one  Parish,  Calvary, 
East  Liberty,  the  Vestry  have  insured  the  life  of  their  Rector.    This  is  commend- 
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ed  as  a  praiseworthy  feature  which  it  would  be  well  for  all  the  Panshes  in  the 
Diocese  to  adopt.  And  in  this  connection,  your  Committee  would  state  for  the 
information  of  our  Parishes  and  Clergy,  that  **The  Corporation  for  the  Belief  of 
the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  ^n 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,"  has,  from  its  peculiar  organization,  speclxd 
claims  upon  their  favorable  notipe.  A  single  payment  made  into  its  treasury  enti- 
tleB  the  iamily  of  a  deceased  Clergyman  to  a  share  in  its  revenues. 

The  Ladies'  Prayer  Book  Society  has  been  doing  a  good  work  during  the  past 
Conventional  year.  It  has  distributed  236  Mission  Services  and  528  Prayer 
Boob.  With  the  exception  of  152  Prayer  Books  sent  to  Bishop  Tuttle,  this  dis- 
tribQtion  has  been  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese.  Thb  Society  needs  and  de- 
-^rres  a  yearly  contribution  from  each  Parish. 

We  have  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  very  marked  spirit  of  harmony  in  counsel 
and  action,  which  at  present  pervades  the  Diocese.  The  Clergy  and  laity,  under 
the  lead  of  their  Bishop,  are  more  than  ever  before  working  as  a  unit.  This  cannot 
bat  be  productive,  under  the  Divine  guidance,  of  future  most  &vorable  results.

lu  the  disbursements  for  Parochial  objects,  under  the  head  of  Alms,  is  included 
the  cost  of  a  lot  in  the  Sewickley  Cemetery,  in  which  to  bury  the  poor  of  the 
Parii4i,  and  aUo  the  entire  expense  of  the  burial  of  one  confirmed  here  several 
years  ago.  Our  Church  has  been  rendered  more  comfortable  and  attractive  than 
ever  by  repairs  and  improvements,  which  were  promptly  paid  for.  As  a  Lenten 
work,  the  ladies  of  St  Stephen's  decided  to  meet  and  sew  for  one  of  our  needy 
Western  Missionaries.  Their  cash  outlay  was  $110,  (reported  above,)  and  the 
value  of  the  box  sent  off,  soon  after  Easter,  was  at  least  $150. 

The  condition  of  the  Parish,  materially  and  spiritually,  is  much  improved. 
The  services  are  well  attended.  The  congregation  has  almost  doubled  since  this 
became  my  cure.  God's  blessing  has  sin^arly  been  meted  out,  and  to  Him 
are  jui<tly  due  all  the  praise  and  honor.  My  Rectorship  closes  with  this  Conven- 
tional year,  owing  to  impaired  health.  Regretfully  I  leave  a  field  which  has  the 
Wrongest  claims  upon  my  affection  and  gratitude.

For  five  months  Lay  Services  and 
Sunday  School  were  sustained  b^  Mr.  John  Wallace  very  acceptably,  and  Mr.  Wal- 
lace deserves  much  credit  for  his  work.

I.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord*8  Sapper  shall  be  administered, 
and  unless  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge,  a  sermon  shall  be  preached 
by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  him ;  and  on  every  day  of  the  session  Morning  Prayer 
shall  be  said. 

II.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or 
of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  his  inability  to  act,  by  the  President  or  senior 
Presbyter  present  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

III.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or,  in  his  absence,  some  other  perron 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  officer  presiding,  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergymen  who  are  declared  by  the  Bishop  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.

Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  Session  of  the  Conventiony  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved^  after  which 
the  Convention  shall  close  with  such  religious  services  as  the  President  maj 
direct. 

XXL  No  standing  rule  of  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or  rescinded, 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  to  that  efiect,  unless  by  an  affirmatiTe  vote  of 
two-thirds. 

"y^TT.  All  questions  of  Order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presiding  Ofiioer,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

XXTTT.  On  all  elections  by  ballot^  where  there  shall  be  a  fcdlure  upon  the  first 
trial  to  elect,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  second  trial,  be  confined  to  the  three 
candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes ;  and  upon  a  fiedlure  to  elect 
upon  the  second  trial,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  third  trial,  be  confined  to  the 
two  candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  upon  the  second  trial.

Wednesday^  June  10th,  A.  D.  1874,  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Ninth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  a  number  of 
Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies  attended  at  Trinity  Church,  Pitts- 
burgh, at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Avery,  Mills  and  Day.  The  Rev.  Henry  S.  Getz 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Warren,  preached  the  Sermon  from  the 
text,  Isaiah  xxvii.  2,  3  — "  In  that  day  sing  ye  unto  her,  A 
vineyard  of  red  wine.  I  the  Lord  do  keep  it ;  I  will  water  it 
pvery  moment;  lest  any  hurt  it,  I  will  keep  it  night  and  day." 

After  the  Sermon,  the  Bishop  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Priests 
the  Rev.  John  P.  Norman,  M.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Joel  Clark.  The

W.  Easter^  Assistant  Secretary. 

Mr.  John  N.  Purviance  presented  the  following  resolutions,  and 
moved  their  adoption : 

(1)  Beaohed,  That  the  Depaties  to  the  Qeneral  Goaveation  fix>m  this  Dioceie 
are  hereby  instructed  to  favor  the  enactment  into  a  Canon  of  the  sabetanoe  of  Sec- 
tion one  and  its  eleven  sabsecdons  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Report 
of  Bishops  Lee,  Willi vns,  Clark,  Odenheimer  and  Kerfoot,  as  found  in  Appendix 
9,  on  pa^  599  and  600  of  the  Journal  of  the  Qeneral  Gonvention  of  1871,  as 
manifesting  to  the  Church  at  large,  that  the  sentiments  of  our  Diocese  weaee  in 
harmony  with  those  of  the  House  of  Bishops  as  expressed  in  the  Pastoral  Letter 
of  October,  1871,  and  that  our  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  may  have  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  wishes  and  sentiments  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsboigh, 
and  the  effect  of  the  influence  as  the  voice  of  this  Diocese  is  entitled  to  in  dealing 
with  questions  of  such  serious  import,  and  which  so  much  disturb  the  harmony 
and  unity  of  the  Church. 

(2)  Ite9olvedf  That  if  it  shall  appear  impracticable  for  the  General  Conventioni 
with  its  numerous  matters  of  routine  business  on  hand,  to  consider  deliberately 
and  to  act  definitely  upon  the  grave  questions  which  unhappily  disturb  the  unity 
of  the  Church,  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  it  is  expedient  and  emi- 
nently called  for  by  existing  circumstances,  that  a  Constitutional  Commission,  con. 
sisting  of  Bishops,  Presbyters  and  Laymen,  be  constituted  by  the  next  General 
Convention,  to  consider  fully  the  subject  matter  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  resolu- 
tion,  and  to  make  report  of  their  work  to  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  in  the  month  of  September,  A.  D.  1875,  if  the  said  Convention  adjourn 
to  that  time^  for  the  special  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Commission,  and 
only  such  other  matters  as  relate  to  or  are  connected  with  the  present  disturbed 
condition  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tolman^  the  resolutions  wera  laid  upon  the 
table. 

Mr.  Hay  presented  the  following  amendment  to  Sec.  4  of  Canon 
Yl,  which  on  his  motion  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
namely : 
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Amend  Sec  4,  Canon  VI,  by  adding  to  the  end  thereof  the  words,  "  or  by  in- 
crease of  the  Bishop's  salary." 

Trinity  Churchy  Rochester^  presented  throagh  its  R^ctor^  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bollard,  a  petition  asking  to  be  released  from  the  payment  oi 
unpaid  assessments  levied  by  the  Clonvention  on  that  Parish  in  the 
years  1871  and  1872.  On  motion,  the  |)etition  was  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  Address,  Dean  Smith  took  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Tolman  then  moved  that  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Ad~ 
dress  relating  to  a  revision  of  the  List  of  Parishes  in  union  with 
the  Convention  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church.     Adopted. 

The  Rev.  W.  G.  W.  Lewis,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Admission  of  Parishes  into  union  with  the  Convention,  presented 
the  following  report :

(1)  A  Committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  take  into  considera- 
tion that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  related  to  a  Diocesan  School  for 
Boys.  The  members  of  the  Committee  are  Messrs.  Golden,  Shoenberger*  Borgwiiif 
Lynch,  By  ram,  Howe,  Souther  and  Neil  son. 

(2)  A  Committee  on  amendment  to  Sec.  6  of  Form  of  Charter  for  Parishes,  re- 
commended by  the  Convention,  was  appointed  to  report  to  this  Convention.  The 
members  of  this  Conmiittee  are  the  Revs.  Messrs.  Taylor,  Spalding  and  Tolman,  and 
Messrs.  Oolden,  Burgwin  and  Souther. 

(3)  The  tLird  matter  of  unfinished  business  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Proper  Religious  Observance  of  the  Centennial  Celebration  of  our  National 
Independence.  The  members  of  this  committee  are  Messrs.  King,  Golden  and 
Shoenberger,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smith,  Getz  and  White.  This  Conuoittee  was 
continued,  to  report  to  this  Convention.

In  the  past  year  the  question  was  brought  before  this  Committee  as  to 
whether  flome  proTision  might  not,  and  ought  not  to,  be  made  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  and  die  Secretary  was  instmcted  to  bring  the  mat- 
ter formally  to  the  attention  of  the  present  Convention  for  sach  action,  if  any,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  In  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Control,  the  Secretary  hereby  commits  the  whole  matter  to  the  members  of  the 
Convention,  without  suggesting  any  plan  of  action.

He  then  moved  that  the  portion  of  tlie  Bishop's  Address  relating 
to  the  same  stibject — tlie  support  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Diocese — be  referred  to  a  committee  of  one 
clergyman  and  two  laymen. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  appointed  as  the  com- 
mittee,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding  and  Messrs.  (jolden  and  Burgwin. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hay,  it  was 

Boohed,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Claims  of  Lay  Deputies  to  Seats  be  dis- 
chaiged  £rom  the  consideration  of  the  assessments  due  from  Trinity  Church,  New 
Haven,  and  that  the  Deputies  of  that  Parish  be  admitted  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gblden,  the  Committee  on  a  Dioeesan  School 
for  Boys,  appointed  at  the  last  ConVentipn,  was  continued,  to  re- 
port to  the  next  Convention  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the 
Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Scarborough,  it  was 

Baoivedf  That  in  the  future  the  names  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Christmas 
Fond  be  not  printed  in  the  Journal,  but  only  the  gro»  amount  distributed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Gtetz,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Proper 
Religious  Observance  of  the  approaching  Centennial  Celebration  of 
oar  National  Independence,  presented  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  which  was  continued  from  the  last  Convention,  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report^  that  though  there 
is  a  peculiar  propriety  in  taking  conventional  action  upon  the  subject,  because  of 
the  fiict  that  this  Diocese  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, in  which  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  was  declared,  the  proposed 
commemoration  has  more  than  a  local  interest,  and  therefore  ought,  by  right, 
to  be  of  a  most  comprehensive  character;  they  therefore  propose  the  following 
re^lution^  for  adoption  by  this  Convention : 
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Resdvedy  That  the  Diooeee  of  Tittaburgh,  in  Gonyention  aaaembled,  do  respect- 
fully memorialize  the  Hoase  of  Bishope,  at  the  Triemiial  Seasion  of  the  General 
Ck>nYention«  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  October  next,  to  recommeodibr 
adoption  by  the  Bishops  in  their  several  Dioceses  a  special  form  of  sendee  to  be 
used  in  the  churches  throughout  the  United  States  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1876, 
in  commemoration  of  the  Centennial  of  our  National  Independence. 

lUKlved^  That  the  Bight  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  be  requested  to  pre- 
sent a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  duly  authenticated,  to  the  said  House  of  Bishops 

The  report  was  aooepted,  and  the  aooompanying  resolations 
adopted. 

Mr.  Getz,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  presented  for  con- 
sideration the  following  modified  Constitution  for  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  this  Diocese : 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ML5SI0NS  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  PITTSBUBOH. 

I. 

The  name  of  this  organisation  shall  be,  "  The  Board  of  Missions  in  the  Di(r 
cese  of  Pittsburgh/' 

II. 
The  object  shall  be  to  extend*the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  limiti  of  said 
Diocese,  by  aiding  existing  Missions  and  planting  new  ones. 

III. 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  ofieio  President,  the 
Deans,  together  with  Clerical  and  Lay  representatives,  to  be  chosen  annually,  ts 
hereinafter  provided,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be 
ex  officio  members  of  the  same. 

IV. 

Sbc.  1.  To  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  Board,  the  Diocese,  on  and  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  divided  into  six  Deaneries,  as  follows : 

1.  The  counties  of  All^heny  and  Beaver  to  form  the  Pittsburgh  Deanery. 

2.  The  counties  of  Butler,  Armstrong  and  Clarion  to  form  the  KittaniuDg 
Deanery. 

3.  The  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford,  Mercer,  Lawrence  and  Venango  to  form 
the  Erie  Deanery. 

4.  The  counties  of  Warren,  McKean,  C^ameron,  Elk,  Jefferscn  and  Forest  to 
form  the  Warren  Deanery. 

5.  The  counties  of  Westmoreland,  Indiana,  Cambria  and  Clearfield  to  form 
the  Johnstown  Deanery. 

6.  The  counties  of  Fayette,  Somerset,  Washington  and  Greene  to  form  the 
Brownsville  Deanery. 

V. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  who  shall  al- 
ways be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  and  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be 
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chosen  at  each  annaal  meeting.  In  the  abeenoe  of  the  Bishop,  or  daring  a  yacancy 
ui  the  Episcopate,  the  Dean  of  Pittsbargh  Deanery  shall  be  President  ad  interim. 

Sbc.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  Missionaries  for  new  and  vacant  sta- 
tions ;  tuib.  nominations  to  be  ratified  by  a  majority  o.  the  members  present  at  the 
meeiing. 

^TC.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board ;  nhall  notify  the  members  of  the  meetings  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  time, 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  or  any  three  members,  shall  call  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasnrer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  collected  for  the 
Board ;  he  shall  deposit  them  Mt  sach  places  as  it  may  direct^  and  disbarae  them 
onJer  the  order  of  the  Board. 

See.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  stipend  of  its  Missions 
and  Missionaries;  but  a  redaction  of  not  less  than  ten  per  cent,  shall  be  ma.ie  an- 
Qoally  after  the  second  year,  unless  sufficient  reason  be  given  for  the  continuance 
of  the  fall  amount ;  in  which  case  thi^rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  Bjard.  Special  appropriations  may  be  received  for  particular  points ;  but 
rach  sums  shall  always  go  to  make  up  the  regular  appropriations  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  tf.  In  all  appropriations  that  are  made  for  new  work  the  Board  will 
give  preference  to  Mission  Stations  wliich  give  early  promise  of  becoming  self- 
rapporting,  and  will  only  extend  aid  to  organized  Parishes  in  exceptional  cases. 

VI. 
The  Bishop  shall  annually  appoint  a  Presbyter  as  Dean  for  each  Deanery — 
the  appointment  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  at  the  next  regular  Convocation 
of  the  Deanery —  to  whom,  acting  for  and  under  the  instruction!!  of  the  Bishop, 
.'hall  be  committed  the  charge  of  the  Missionary  work  within  its  limits.  He  shall 
Aee  that  services  are  rendered  as  far  as  possible,  at  all  organized  Missions  in  his 
Deanery,  visiting  them  personally  at  least  twice  in  each  Diocesan  year,  and  hold 
services  as  opportunity  aifords  at  any  new  point  or  points  where  it  may  be  desira- 
ble to  do  so.  Hts  necewary  travelling  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Boardyto  whom  shall  be  transmitted  the  offerings  leceived  at  each  public 
(icrvice. 

Vll. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  each  Dean- 
ery, at  leant  once  in  three  months,  at  such  a  place  as  the  Bishop  or  Dean  may 
elect;  provided  that  two  or  more  Deaneries  may  hold  a  joint  Convocation  if  they 
90  desire.  At  such  Convocations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Clergyman  within 
the  Deanery  to  attend,  unless  for  just  oanae  he  be  excused  by  the  Bishop  or 
Dean.  Each  Parish  or  Mission  Station  may  be  represented  in  the  Convocation 
by  one  of  its  laymen  chosen  by  the  Minister  from  among  his  oommunicanta. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Deanery  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the 
Board.  For  every  ten  resident  L^lergymen,  a  Deaneiy  may  nominate  one  of  its 
Presbyters  as  a  member  of  the  Board ;  and  any  Deanery  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  lay  representative,  whenever  there  are  twenty  Clergymen  within 
its  limitii.  These  shall  be  nominated  at  the  Convocation  next  before  the  Annual 
Convention,  and  when  confirmed  by  that  body,  shall  constitute  part  of  the  Board 
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of  MiaaionB  of  the  Diocese  as  provided  in  Article  III  of  this  Constitation.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  -^nch  repreaentation  daring  the  Diocesan  year,  the  Dean  shall  have 
power  to  till  the  same.  Lay  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  commonicants  of 
the  Church. 

Ssa  8.  Beports  shall  be  made  by  the  Clergy  at  each  Convocation  of  tiie  con- 
dition of  the  work  under  their  charge,  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Board,  to- 
gether with  any  favorable  new  openings  for  Church  work  within  their  cures;  from 
which  the  Deans  shall  compile  semi-annual  reports  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Board. 

Sec,  4.  Every  vacant  Mission  in  a  Deanery  shall  be  under  the  special  pas- 
toral charge  of  the  Dean  of  the  district. 

Sec.  5.  No  Parish  or  organized  Mission  that  does  not  contribute  quarterly  to 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  stipend  from  the  Board- 

VIII. 

Sisc.  1.  There  shall  be  a  public  Missionary  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the 
Board  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  DiooeBto 
Convention,  at  which  time  the  annual  report  shall  be  read.  Stated  meetings  shall 
be  held  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention,  and  on  the 
tiecond  Wedne^ay  in  December ;  provided,  that  a  meeting  for  a  review  of  the 
work  of  the  year  and  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  (he  annual  report,  shall  be 
held  on  the  Wednesday  before  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  five  of  its  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Pending  discussion  of  the  subject,  on  motion,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
O'Connell,  of  Trinity  Church,  Connellsville,  who  was  not  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Convention,  was  granted  permission  to  ad<ircs9  the  Con- 
vention on  the  subject.  At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  CyConnell's  re- 
marks, on  motion  of  Mr.  Grolden,  the  consideration  of  the  proposed 
Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  made  the  order  of  the 
day  for  to-morrow  morning,  immediately  after  the  elections. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned.

Addresses  on  topics  appropriate  to  the  special  object  of  the  session 
were  then  made  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Mills,  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Alsop,  the 
Bishop,  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding,  Dr.  Scarborough,  and  Malcolm 
Hay,  Esq, 

The  offerings  of  the  congregation  were  then  taken  in  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Mi«ions  of  the  Diocese,  after  which  the  Convention 
adjourned. 


SECOND  DAY— MORNING  SESSION.

THUiiSDAY,  Jane  11th,  1874,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  after  Morn- 
ing Prayer,  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  then  read,  corrected 
and  approved. 

The  Secretary  called  the  list  of  members  absent  during  yester- 
day's session,  when  the  following  answered  to  their  names :

The  Bishop  then  stated  to  the  Convention  that  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Nelson,  a  Missionary  to  China,  was  present.  Thereupon,  on  mo- 
tion of  Rev.  Reese  F.  Alsop,  it  was 

Booked,  That  the  Convention  will  he  glad  to  hear  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nelson  speak 
upon  missionary  work  in  China,  at  8  P.  M.  to-day. 

The  hour  for  elections  arrived,  but  the  printed  ballots  not  having 
been  received,  the  reports  of  Committees  were  called  for. 

The  Rev^  Mr.  Tolman  presented  the  following  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Claims  of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  the  Convention : 

Your  Committee  respeetfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  list  of  Clergy- 
men entitled  to  Beats  in  this  Convention,  as  certified  to  by  the  Bishop,  and  find 
that  all  the  persons  so  named  are  entitled  to  seats ;  and  as  no  other  persons  have 
mtde  claims  to  seats,  they  ask  that  this  list  be  adopted,  and  the  Committee  dif*- 
charged.  (Signed)  M.  A.  TOLMAN» 

GEO.  W.  EASTER, 
8.  D.  DAY. 
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The  list  was  adopted  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Maitin,  now  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Nativity,  Chartiers,  was  reported  as  present  at  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  modified  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Missioas 
was  taken  up  for  consideration,  article  by  article.  Articles  I,  II, 
III,  IV  and  V  were  adopted.  Article  VI  was  under  considera- 
tion, when  the  printed  ballots  having  been  received,  the  order  of 
the  day— elections — was  called  for. 

During  the  distribution  of  the  ballots,  the  Committee  on  Can- 
ons presented  a  report  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment  of  Canon  VI,  Sec.  4,  proposed  by  Mr.  Hay  yesterday, 
namely,  to  add  to  the  end  thereof  the  words  "  or  by  increase  of  the 
Bishop's  salary." 

On  motion,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Burgwin,  from  the  same  Committee,  presented  a  report  re- 
commending the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  Diocese,  in  reference  to  the  qualifications  of  Cleri- 
cal Members  of  the  Convention,  namely,  that  Article  III,  Sec.  2, 
of  the  Constitution,  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words  "ev- 
ery Clergyman  "  the  words  "in  regular  standing,"  and  also,  after 
the  word  "  Diocese,'*  the  words  "  and  personally  resident^therein.'* 

It  was  moved  that  the  report  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  with  instructions  that  they  report  on  the  subject  to  the 
next  Convention. 

The  motion  being  put,  the  Chair  decided  that  it  was  carried.  A 
division  being  called  for,  the  decision  was  sustained  by  a  vote  of 
48  ayes  to  22  nays. 

Mr.  David  B.  Grant  appeared  as  Supplemental  Deputy  in  place 
of  Mr.  James  M.  Bredin,  of  St.  John's  Church,  Franklin.  His 
name  being  called,  he  answered  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Convention  now  proceeded  to  elect  the  officers  to  be  chosen 
by  ballot.  The  Chair  appointed  as  Tellers  of  the  clercial  vote  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Hayden  and  Mackay ;  and  of  the  lay  vote^  Messrs. 
W.  W.  Smith  and  Samuel  Martin.  The  first  ballot  was  then  cast, 
and  while  the  Tellers  were  counting  the  vote,  the  consideration  of 
the  new  Constitution  of  the  Board  of  MissionF  was  resumed. 

Article  VI  was  adopted. 

Article  VH  was  then  taken  up,  and  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Tol- 
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man  was  amended  by  striking  out  of  Sec.  1  the  word  "  three,"  and 
inserting  in  its  place  the  word  "four."  The  article  was  then 
adopted  as  amended. 

Ailiele  VIII  was  then  taken  up.  Jlev.  Mr.  Tolman  moved  to 
amend  it  by  striking  out  "  the  Wednesday  before  the  Convention/'" 
as  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board.  Lost.  The  arti- 
cle was  then  adopted. 

The  Chair  then  put  the  question,  ^' Shall  the  Constitution  be 
adopted  as  a  whole  ?"  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  unani- 
mously. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burgwin,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  Clergymen 
attending  the  annaal  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Souther,  it  was  agreed  to  reconsider  the  sub- 
ject. 

Mr.  Souther  then  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out 
the  words  "  the  annual  meeting,"  and  inserting  the  words  "  the 
two  regular  meetings."     Adopted. 

The  resolution  as  thus  amended  was  then  adopted.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Scarborough,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  that 
part  of  the  Bishop^s  Address  referring  to  the  "  Bishop's  Relief 
Fund/'  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress as  relates  to  the  subject  of  a  Relief  Fund  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Convention,  that  they  have  given  the  subject 
a»  much  of  thought  and  consideration  as  the  brief  time  at  their  disposal  would 
allow. 

They  clearly  see  the  need  of  some  provision  to  meet  a  want  already  long  un- 
provided for. 

As  Chief  Pastor  of  his  flock,  there  are  calls  made  upon  the  Bishop  that  he 
ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  turn  away.  And  besides  the  ordinary  charities  to 
poorf  sick  and  helpless  persons,  he  knows,  as  others  do  not  and  cannot,  the  needs 
of  the  Clergy  who  are  sometimes  in  straitened  circumstances  and  naturally  open

their  grief  to  their  Bishop.  And  it  most  often  be  pain  and  grief  to  him,  not  to  be 
able  to  relieve  sach  cases  at  onoe,  and  with  the  privacy  and  delicacy  which  would 
make  it  a  real  pleasure  both  to  give  and  receive  a  bounty. 

He  cannot  do  this  oat  of  his  salary,  scant  enough  to  meet  the  demands  which 
his  prominent  office  lays  apon  him.  And  unlike  the  Rectors  of.  parishes,  he  has 
no  immediate  constituency  among  the  laity  upon  whom  he  can  depend  for  a  reg- 
ular supply  of  means. 

To  meet  the  want  now  in  this  Diocese  will  be  in  some  measure  a  return  to  a 
right  principle.  The  Bishop  was  formerly  the  guardian  and  dispenser  of  all 
Church  moneys.  And  the  Church  might  do  its  work  even  now  with  leas  of  waste 
if  the  rule  of  a  former  day  were  still  in  force. 

The  Committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  some  provision  should  be  made. 
and  al  onee,  to  meet  the  want  so  long  felt  and  now  so  clearly  brought  before  us. 
They  recommend  therefore  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  which  may, 
if  the  Convention  approve,  be  put  in  the  fonn  of  a  Canon,  and  thus  carry  the 
weight  of  law : 

Heaohedf  That  until  some  permanent  and  adequate  provision  is  made  for  ihe 
Bishop's  Relief  Fund,  by  endowments  or  otherwise,  a  collection  shall  be  made 
in  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  of  the  Diocese  once  a  year  on  the  occasion 
of  the  Bishop's  visitation,  which  shall  be  given  him  in  trust  for  such  uses  as  he 
may  deem  best.

The  Committee  on  the  Sfcite  of  the  Church  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report,  that  no  true 
idea  of  its  condition  can  be  obtained,  when  statistical  information  is  so  defective. 
Many  parochial  reports  are  admirably  and  correctly  made,  while  some  are  exceed- 
ingly deficient  and  carelessly  rendered.  It  is  an  old  story,  which  your  Committee 
find,  on  referring  to  back  Journals,  has  been  often  repeated.  The  only  remedy  is 
a  strict  adherence  to  the  printed  form,  which  ought,  in  every  instance,  to  be  fully 
and  carefully  made  out  A  number  of  reports  have  not  yet  Reached  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  consequently  have  not  been  submitted  to  the  Committee.  So 
^ar  as  your  Committee  is  able  to  judge,  from  the  reports  already  examined,  the 
Diocese  is  in  an  exceedingly  prosperous  condition.  The  complete  statistics  will 
appear  in  the  tabular  statement,  to  be  hereafter  prepared  for  publication  in  the 
JoomaL  Figures  are  not  always  a  reliable  index  of  spiritual  life,  but  where  the 
spiritual  life  has  an  existence,  the  table  of  figures  will  surely  present  an  encour- 
aging exhibit.  The  Committee  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  among  the  fifty-eight 
Paiiahes  in  the  Diocese,  there  are  only  eight  that  own  parsonages,  besides  four,  that 
in  addition  to  \he  salary  pledged,  pay  ths  rent  of  a  house  for  the  minister.  Such  a 
state  of  thimgs  ought  not  to  exist,  as  in  the  opinion  of  your  Coromiteee  its  tenden- 
cy i^  to  unsettle  the  Clergy  in  their  pastoral  relations. 

The  Ladies'  Prayer  Book  Society  presents  a  very  faithful  and  encouraging  re- 
port. At  the  previous  annual  Convention  the  Society  had  on  hand  a  balance  of 
1178.30.  It  has  received'in  donations  during  the  past  Diocesan  year  the  sum  of 
S282.69,  making  the  total  amount  of  available  means  $460.99.  There  have  been 
expended  $267.94,  leaving  on  hand  the  sum  of  $193.05.  Seven  hundred  and  sev- 
enty (770)  Prayer  Books,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  Mission  Services  have 
been  distributed.  The  Committee  trust  that  this  very  useful  organization  will  he 
more  generally  recognized  in  the  future,  by  stated  eontributions  from  every  Parish 
in  the  Diocese.  ^ 

Of  the  Parishes  referred  to  in  the  Bishop's  Address  as  having  but  a  nominal 
existence,  the  Committee  report  that  St.  Paul's,  Dunbar,  has  a  property  which 
shonid  be  carefully  looked  after.  They  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
^nld  inquire  into  the  facts  connected  with  it,  and  secure  it  to  the  Diocese.  The 
Pariah  has  made  no  report  for  a  number  of  years.  St.  Clement's,  Greenville,  has 
^  no  services,  nor  has  it  made  any  report  for  many  years.  The  Committee  re- 
commend that  St.  Paul's,  Dunbar,  and  St.  Clement's,  Greenville,  be  declared  to^lw 
no  longer  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  ask  to  be  continue<1,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  reports, 
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and  having  defeodve  ones  rectified,  so  as  to  prepare  as  accnratelj  as  poadble  the 

tabular  statement  for  the  Jonmal  of  this  Convention.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Scarborough,  it  was 

BaolMd,  That  the  actual  travelling  expenses  to  and  from  this  Convention  be 
pttd  by  the  Treasni«r  of  this  Convention  to  Qeigymen  whose  Parishes  have  paid 
op  in  full  ihmr  assessments  to  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hay,  it  was 

Booked,  That  750  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  be  printed  under 
the  directions  of  the  Secretary  for  the  use  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hayden,  it  was 

Bttohed,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to  pay  the  Sexton 
of  Trinity  Church  the  usual  fee  for  his  services  during  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
TSDtion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  fiurgwin,  it  was 

Betolved,  That  in  the  sense  of  this  Convention  it  is  expedient  and  desirable 
that  some  such  change  be  made  in  the  judicial  system  of  die  Church  as  will  result 
in  the  establiahment  of  a  Court  of  Appeal,  where  questions  involving  doctrine* 
discipline  and  worship  may  be  abjudicated  for  this  Church. 

BiKlved,  That  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  be 
leqaeitde  to  present  this  resolution  to  that  body  for  its  consideration. 

Mr.  Casa  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Whemu,  The  provisions  in  the  Constitution,  Article  IX.  Section  6,  in  regard  to 
Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  G^eneral  Convention  do  not  meet  all  the  contingencies 
that  may  arise, 

BeeoMt,  That  the  said  article  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  con- 
sideration, with  instructions  to  report  on  the  subject  to  the  next  Convention. 

Adopted. 
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The  Tellers  reported  the  fourth  ballot  as  follows  : 

Whole  number  of  Clerical  votes  cast,  25;  necessary  to  a  choice^  13. 
Whole  number  of  Lisj  votes  cast,  23 ;  necessary  to  a  choice,  12.

The  Chair  anuounoed  that  there  was  no  election. 

It  was  then  moved  that  the  balloting  be  dispensed  with.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

A  fifth  ballot  for  a  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention 
was  then  ordered  and  cast. 

It  was  moved  that  the  nei^t  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
meet  in  St.  Paul's  Church ,  Erie. 

Mr.  Burgwin  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  "  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Erie,"  and  inserting  "  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh."  Car- 
ried. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

The  thanks  of  the  Convention  were  tendered  to  the  Rector, 
Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  for  the  use  of  their  build- 
ings for  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

The  Tellers  then  reported  the  fifth  ballot  for  the  remainiug 
Clerical  Deputy  to  the  Greneral  Convention,  and  the  Chair  an- 
nounced that  there  waa  no  election. 

Thereupon  the  Uev.  Dr.  Spalding  withdrew  his  name  as  a  can- 
didate for  Deputy  to  the  Greneral  Convention. 

Then,  on  motion,  further  balloting  was  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Rev.  R.  S.  Smith  was  unanimously  chosen  as  th^  remaining  Dep- 
uty. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Scarborough  then  nominated  the  following  Supple- 
mental Deputies  to  the  General  Convention:

Brethren  Beloved  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity: 

We  meet  now  in  our  Xinth  Annual  Convention.  Mav 
the  Holy  Spirit,  whose  presence  we  have  invoked,  sanctify  us  and 
our  deliberations,  as  we  thus  assemble  with  one  accord  to  confer 
about  the  work  and  interests  of  this  part  of  Christ's  Kingdom  en- 
trusted to  our  care. 

My  first  duty  is  to  thank  God  that  he  has  prolonged  my  life  and 
restored  to  me  strength  to  meet  the  greater  part  of  my  usual  offi- 
cial work,  and  the  more  than  usual  measure  of  official  anxieties  iu 
the  year  past.  Such  thanks  become  this  hour  the  more  clearly,  be- 
cause I  must  record  the  decease  of  three  of  my  brother  Bishops 
since  we  last  met. 

Bishop  Randall,  of  Colorado,  found  m  his  zeal  for  Christ  the 
vigor  that  kept  his  energies  alive  and  fresh  to  the  last  of  his  long 
life  and  of  his  glorious  Missionary  Episcopate.  This  latter  covered 
not  quite  eight  years.  In  that  short  time  he  did  a  work  that  sar- 
passes  in  worth  the  best  accomplishments  of  most  of  our  ordinary 
lives. 

Bishop  Armitage  died  young  in  years  as  well  as  in  office.  His 
Episcopate  of  not  quite  seven  years,  bringing  to  him  many  anxie- 
ties as  well  as  much  toil,  was  eminently  wise,  gentle  and  efficient. 
In  his  death  his  Diocese  was  very  sorely  as  well  as  suddenly  be- 
reaved. May  God,  in  his  mercy,  give  that  Diocese  a  man  as  true 
to  Christ  and  his  Church  as  that  godly  and  patient  Bishop  was ! 
These  two  Bishops  were  my  intimate  personal  friends. 

Bishop  Auer,  of  Africa,  I  knew  mostly,  as  we  all  knew  him,  by 
his  published  records  in  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  He  too,  died  very 
young,  as  men  count  human  years ;  but  had  long  preached  Christ 
in  that  poisonous  climate,  and  so  he  came  by  right  (if  one  may  ever 
so  say)  to  the  Bishoprick  of  Cape  Palmas.  He  held  it  less  than  a 
year ;  and  the  story  of  his  brief  Episcopal  service, — of  that  last 
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(lay  of  his  on  earth,  ordaining  and  confirming  while  the  very  life 
was  ebbing  out,  is  a  story  that  may  well  reassure  the  Church  of  her 
Lord's  presence  working  the  marvels  of  faith  even  now  so  clearly, 
that  no  legend  of  any  age  can  tell  us  of  truer  heroism  and  surer 
i?race.  That  African  Mission  has  cost  this  Church  not  a  little  in 
the  way  of  precious  lives  as  well  as  of  money  ;  but  the  outlay  has 
been  wisely  made,  the  return  in  every  way  has  been  ample.  May  the 
Church  be  moved  now  to  press  on  that  work,  and  all  her  Missions, 
home  and  foreign  alike.  If  her  faith  rise  up  to  her  opportunity, 
God  will  find  her  men  and  means  as  she  needs  them. 

The  changes  in  our  Episcopate  come  rapidly.  Since  my  conse- 
cration here,  eight  and  one-third  years  ago,  thirteen  of  our  Bishops 
have  died ;  and  twenty-six  have  been  consecrated.  The  name  then 
placed  last  on  the  list  is  now  more  than  half-way  up  the  roll.  An 
inside  view  of  things  shows  more  forcibly  than  any  merely  outside 
observation  can  do,  that  such  men  do  not  live  in  easy  dignity,  nor 
die  of  the  rust  of  idleness. 

CLERGYMEN   DECEASED. 

Death  has  also  taken  two  names  from  our  Diocesan  clergy-list 
since  we  met  a  year  ago. 

In  August  last  the  Rev.  William  Adderly  found  rest  from  the 
protracted  and  wasted  sickness  that  had  long  hindered  his  minis- 
terial work.  In  his  earlier  years  Mr.  Adderly  had  wrought  effi- 
ciently in  this  r^ion  and  in  the  Northwest.  As  I  knew  him  he 
toiled  perseveringly  in  a  hard  field  and  had  to  be  content  with 
small  returns,  in  every  way.  He  waited  in  patience  and  calm  faith 
for  his  release. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Starr  Taylor,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Kit- 
tanning,  went  to  his  rest  at  the  close  of  Easter  Day.  He  was  yet 
in  the  early  prime  of  life  and  vigor,  a  man  of  thorough  culture,  of 
marked  intellectual  power,  and  of  great  pastoral  zeal  and  efficiency, 
Mr.  Taylor  came  to  us  from  the  Congregationalist  ministry  four 
years  since,  on  very  intelligent  and  sober  grounds,  and  he  kept  on 
steadily  in  fiiller  and  heartier  growth  in  the  true  apprehension  of 
Church  principles  and  life.  He  found  his  own  spiritual  gain  in  all 
this ;  and  among  his  latest  words  were  some  of  hearty  thanks  for 
the  comfort  he  had  found  in  the  Church  and  her  spiritual  nurture. 
He  had  done  his  Lenten  work  well,  and  his  confirmation  class  were 
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fully  prepared,  when  on  the  eve  of  Palm  Sunday,  his  last  chancel 
service — ^the  Evening  Prayer — -just  ended,  the  &tal  illness,  a  brief 
one,  caine  upon  him.  On  Monday  evening  in  Holy  Week  he 
gave  me  from  his  sick  bed  the  written  list  of  those  he  would  pre- 
sent to  me  for  confirmation,  and  after  service  I  brought  back  to  his 
bedside  the  pleasant  report  of  the  duties  done,  in  which  he  had 
longed  and  expected  to  share.  He  then  seemed  to  be  convalescing,  but 
on  Easter  Eve  a  tel^ram  called  me  to  the  dying  bedside  of  my  dear 
Presbyter.  It  was  a  great  prilvil^  to  be  tl^ere,  and  to  minister  in 
the  comfort  of  the  Grospel  and  in  the  Holy  Supper  to  the  needs  of 
himself,  of  his  &mily,  and  of  his  parishioners.  His  fidth  was  so 
full  and  calm  and  triumphant  then — and,  as  all  testified,  so  it  was 
to  the  last — death  came  without  any  fear.  The  good  pastor's  vies 
tory  confirmed  and  completed  his  godly  teachings.  A  generous 
and  loving  people  and  vestry  comforted  him  on  his  sick  bed,  and 
his  family  in  their  sorrow ;  and  then  they  placed  his  body  rever- 
ently in  the  grave  opened  for  it,  close  by  his  church's  door.  My 
satisfaction  was  great  in  witnessing  and  sharing  their  duty  and  af- 
fection. Their  loss  and  that  of  this  Diocese  was  a  very  real  one. 
No  one  among  us  was  better  fitted  than  this  wise  pastor  to  give 
counsel  in  the  Church's  present  needs.  But  God's  will  is  oar  truest 
interest.  One  chief  secret  of  that  pastoral  success,  told  in  the  near 
view  of  the  end  of  that  stewardship,  I  ought  here  to  record.  It 
was  that  on  each  day  that  pastor  opened  his  Parish  Blister  and  on 
bended  knees  interceded  with  Grod  for  each  one  of  his  flock.  Mav 
all  we,  pastors  of  souls,  copy  such  faith  and  zeal  in  behalf  of  those 
we  are  charged  to  care  for !  In  such  intercession  must  lie  the  joy 
and  success  of  our  work. 

BISHOP  SPATILDING. 

Our  Diocese  has  had  a  high  honor,  but  a  costly  one,  done  to  it 
this  year  in  the  unanimous  election  by  the  House  of  Bishops  of 
one  of  our  Presbyters  as  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Colorado.  We 
all  recognized  the  eminent  fitness  of  the  choice,  and  we  sent  our 
brother  out  from  among  us  with  every  expression  of  confidence  and 
afiection  for  him,  of  rejoicing  for  his  mission,  and  of  regret  for  our 
loss.  But  such  a  diocesan  gift  to  the  Church's  general  work,  I  wa^ 
well  assured,  would  bring  to  us,  if  we  believed  in  the  love  of  the 
Head  of  the  Church,  the  recompense  of  efficient  help  in  the  place 
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of  our  gift.  I  rejoioe  to  say  that  I  see  proof  that  Erie  and  its 
neighborhood  are  to  have  an  immediate  future  of  continued  strength- 
ening and  growth. 

I  here  record  the  fact  that  on  Wednesday,  December  31, 1873,  in 
St  PauFs  Church,  Erie,  the  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spaulding,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  that  Church,  was  consecrated  a  Bishop  (to  be  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Colorado)  by  Bishop  McCoskry,  assisted  by  Bishops  Be- 
dell, Talbot,  Coxe  and  myselC  The  presenters  were  Bishop  Talbot 
and  myself;  and  the  preacher,  Bishop  Coxe,  whose  sermon  on  the 
occasion  was  just  what  such  a  service  in  these  times  called  for.  The 
admirable  order  with  which  the  local  clergy  and  laity  arranged  for 
the  services  and  courtesies  of  the  occasion,  deserves  special  com- 
mendation. The  generous  love  of  the  people  of  St.  PauPs  towards 
their  fitithful  pastor,  as  he  was  thus  going  out  from  their  midst* 
witnessed  beautifully  at  once  to  his  merits,  and  to  their  largeness 
and  warmth  of  heart. 

ANXIETIES. 

But  the  cost  to  us  of  such  a  workman  was  only  one  out  of  the 
many  special  and  unui^l  trials  of  our  faith  this  year.  More  than 
any  previous  year  of  our  eight  and  a-half  years  as  a  Diocese,  has 
this  year  brought  to  you  and  to  your  Bishop  grave  anxieties. 
God  has  mercifiilly  carried  us  through ;  and  I  fully  believe,  that 
the  Diocese  has,  by  his  grace,  risen  up  this  year,  as  perhaps  never 
before,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  day.  The  reports  of  work  and 
of  growth,  of  real  advance,  of  greatly  increased  solidity,  and  of  a 
clearer  apprehension  of  the  right  principles  of  our  Church's  doc- 
trine and  duty^  may  make  us,  to-day,  even  more  sure  than  ever, 
that  God  is  with  us,  and  that  we  are  doing  his  work  under  his  favor. 

The  money  panic  and  the  depression  of  business,  universal  over 
our  whole  land,  were  of  course  felt  here.  Indeed  in  some  respects 
its  effects  in  this  r^on  must  be  peculiarly  severe,  because  our 
great  fiu^tories,  while  they  may  and  do  longer  than  most  other  in- 
terests, resist  such  assaults,  must  yet  yield  if  the  time  of  trial  be 
proIonged,and  when  they  do  succumb,  the  loss  is  the  more  widely  felt. 
Here,  alas,  too,  the  times  have  exposed  frauds  which  Pittsburgh 
had  known  little  of  before.  Beyond  all  this,  our  Diocese  contains 
the  great  Oil  B^ions ;  and  hence  upon  us  has  come,  as  upon  no 
other  r^on  or  Diocese,  the  entirely  peculiar  and  very  disturbing 
trial  of  the  subversion  for  a  time,  of  the  oil  production  and  trade. 
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No  one  who  has  not  seen  the  earlier  Oil  Regions,  as  they  were,  and 
as  they  now  are,  can  conceive  the  change.  Almost  entire  solitude 
reigns  now  where  not  long  ago  there  was  the  throng  of  popula- 
tion and  of  active  work  and  trade.  Business  and  population  move 
off  from  towns,  cities  and  districts ;  and  the  people  and  families 
that  filled  and  maintained  some  of  our  recently  vigorous  churches 
are  gone.  Nor  can  any  one's  foresight  yet  tell  just  what  is  coming 
or  how  soon  the  desired  and  expected  change  of  afi&irs  is  to  be. 
This  crisis  has  brought  out  in  the  Clergy  maintaining  their  work  in 
those  oil  regions  a  self-denying  zeal  and  perseverance  which  we 
ought  to  recognize  as  some  of  the  precious  fruits  of  this  year,  and 
their  frequent  encouragement  has  boen  great  in  the  services  well  at- 
tended, and  in  earnest  souls  seeking  Christ  under  their  ministry. 
The  Diocese  now  ought  to  send  and  maintain  vigorous  itinerant 
Missionaries  in  those  districts  to  care  for  vacant  churches  and  scat- 
tered people  till  brighter  times  come. 

CLERICAL    CHANGES. 

Owing  to  such  causes  there  have  been  several  removals  of  cler- 
gj'-raen  from  the  Diocese,  besides  the  usual  number  of  such  trans- 
fers always  operating.  Thus  ten  (10)  clergymen  have  been  canoni- 
cally  transferred  this  year  to  other  Dioceses.  Two  of  the  ten  had 
been  previously  for  some  time  resident  out  of  the  Diocese ;  add  the 
two  names  removed  by  death,  and  the  one  by  elevation  to  the  Epis- 
copate ;  and,  saddest  by  far,  two  more  by  secession  from  the  Church, 
and  we  have  fifteen  (15)  names  taken  from  our  clergy-roll  during 
the  year.  New  names  enough  have  already  come,  or  are  jast  about 
to  come,  to  make  the  working  force  of  the  Diocese  very  nearly 
what  it  was  at  our  last  Convention.  But  there  is  need  among  us 
all  for  more  zeal  and  prayer ;  and  in  some  cases  for  more  liberal 
salaries  and  for  the  more  prompt  payment  of  ministers'  dues.  The 
laity  can  see  for  themselves  that  if  we  have  efficient  clergymen  in 
the  Diocese,  they  will  be  sought  and  he  won  in  other  Dioceses,  un- 
less equal  maintenance  be  here  given  regularly.  I  see  the  compe- 
tition working  very  distinctly ;  and  for  the  Clergy's  sake  I  rejoice 
to  see  it,  though  it  brings  me  frequent  disappointment  and  perplex- 
ity. I  wish  that  all  the  laymen,  too,  would  see  this  competition. 
At  the  same  time  I  mention  with  honest  pride  in  my  Diocese,  tliat 
the  sum  total  of  clerical  support  now  given  in  this  Diocese  is  nearly 
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three  times  the  whole  amount  paid  eight  years  ago.  But  whether 
this  sum  now  paid  by  nearly  or  quite  twice  the  number  of  Church 
people^  to  twice  the  number  of  workers,  lias  advanced  equally  with 
our  ability,  with  the  increase  of  the  prices  of  living,  and  with  the 
improvements  of  salaries  elsewhere,  is  another  question,  and  one 
that  wise  and  just  laymen  will  ponder. 

In  this  connection,  too,  I  must  explicitly  reprove  the  tendency  to 
be  seen  recently  in  some  cases  among  us,  to  ask  ministers  to  come 
and  preach  ''  trial  sermons  '^  before  vacant  congr^ations.  I  hope 
that  no  church  of  ours  will  hereafter  make  any  such  proposal ;  and 
tliat,  if  made,  it  will  at  once  be  declined  by  any  clergyman.  The 
test  is  needless  and  it  is  delusive.  It  is  easy  by  diligent  inquiry 
to  learn  in  other  ways  enough  about  a  clergyman  to  justify  an  early 
decision.  The  trial  visit  is  almost  sure  to  provoke  criticism  that 
would  probably  never  arise  against  an  elected  pastor,  but  which 
suffices  to  prevent  the  election  of  the  "candidate."  The  ministry 
is  lowered  in  the  eyes  of  the  critical  congregation.  The  vacant 
post  continues  vacant  the  longer ;  and  is  often  the  more  poorly 
filled  at  last.  Nor  is  it  large  churches  with  large  salaries  that  err 
the  most  in  this  way.  It  is  wrong  wherever  it  occurs ;  but  it  is 
peculiarly  surprising  in  some  cases  where  the  narrower  the  income 
the  wider  and  longer  must  be  the  choosing. 

GENERAL  OFFICIAL   DUTIES. 

My  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Colorado.  I  also  sent  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  my 
written  consent  on  May  27th,  to  the  deposition  of  George  David 
Cummins,  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  8,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest. 

In  September  last  I  responded  affirmatively  and  heartily  to  the 
proposal  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  observe  a  Day  of 
Prayer  for  Missions,  as  all  the  Anglican  Churches  had  done  the 
previous  year.  The  gracious  answers  to  those  prayers  have  been 
very  evident. 

On  the  3d  day  of  May  last  I  received  and  duly  recorded  the 
certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  thi,^  Diocese  that  Jos. 
D.  Wilson,  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  had  abandoned  the  Com- 
munion of  this  Church  by  an  open  renunciation  of  the  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  this  Church ;  and  of  this  certificate  and 
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Its  record  notice  was  duly  given  to  the  Presbyter  named.    These 

acts  were  done  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  6,  Title  U,  of  the 

Digest. 

DEPoemoNB. 

On  April  22d,  of  this  year,  in  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh,  and 
in  the  presence  of  four  Presbyters,  I  deposed  from  the  ministry  of 
this  Church,  Benjamin  F.  Brooke,  Presbyter,  in  accordance  with 
Section  1,  Canon  5,  Title  II. 

Fourteen  notices  of  like  sort  from  other  Dioceses  make  the 
record  of  fifteen  depositions  from  the  ministry  for  the  year ;  one 
man  out  of  every  two  hundred  of  our  Clergy.  Does  this  indicate 
better  discipline  than  of  old  in  our  Church  ?  or,  as  I  oflen  hear  it 
said,  does  it  prove  that  the  Bishops  ordain  too  readily?  or,  as  I 
really  think,  do  Presbyters  and  laymen  certify  candidates  too  read- 
ily, expecting  Bishops  to  know  things  that  no  one  feels  bound  to 
tell  them  ?  Whatever  else  it  may  or  may  not  mean,  it  does  wan 
us  to  be  more  diligent,  more  vigilant  over  ourselves,  and  more 
prayerful  for  the  Church. 

VISITATIONS,  ETC. 

Since  the  1st  of  November  last,  when  I  resumed  my  visitations, 
I  have  held  fifty-eight  Confirmations  and  confirmed  five  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  persons.  Bishop  Spaulding  kindly  confirmed  for  me 
in  six  churches,  sixty-five  persons — making  in  all  six  hundred  and 
twenty-three  for  this  report  As  the  Confirmations  reported  a  year 
ago  had  been  much  lessened  by  my  sickness — so  this  report  in- 
cludes part  of  that  previous  year's  ingathering.  The  total  for  the 
two  years  is  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight — giving  each  year 
nearly  the  average  report.  My  set  sermons  have  been  this  year  as 
few  as  I  could  make  them  to  be.  My  addresses  have  been  proba- 
bly more  numerous  than  usual.  My  good  Presbyterp  have  gener- 
ally preached  the  sermons  for  me.  I  have  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  often  and  Baptized  infiints  and  adults  frequently.  The 
ordinations  have  been — ^that  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  White,  Deacon,  to 
the  Priesthood,  in  Trinity  Church,  Meyersdale,  Somerset  oouniy, 
on  the  22d  of  May,  and  of  Rev.  John  P.  Norman,  M.  D.,  and 
Rev.  Joel  Clarke  to-day  in  this  church  and  in  your  presence,  to  the 
same  order.    There  are  now  five  laymen  candidates  for  the  Priest- 
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hood  and  one  for  the  Diaoonate,  and  one  Deacon  preparing  for 
Priest's  orders.  I  have  licensed  twenty-seven  men  as  Lay  Readers 
this  year.  The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Brownsville,  was  insti- 
tuted for  me  by  Dean  Smith.  I  have  consecrated  four  churches. 
Besides  these  several  new  churches  have  been  finished  and  will  be 
consecrated  when  quite  free  from  debt ;  and  several  of  our  older 
chnrches  have  been  renewed  and  beautified  very  becomingly. 

CX>NSECBATIONS  AND  DIOCBSAN  MISSIONS. 

On  November  5th,  Calvary  Church,  Townville,  was  consecrated 
—the  joyous  consummation  of  a  patient  and  self-denying  work  of 
love  and  fiiith.  On  Nov.  17th,  Trinity  Church,  Erie,  the  home  of 
a  vigorous  mission  of  that  name  belonging  to  St.  Paul's  Church — 
witnessing  to  the  last  the  efficiency  of  Bishop  Spaulding's  pastor- 
ship there.  November  25th,  St.  John's  Church,  "West  Brownsville, 
also  the  completion  of  a  missionary  enterprise  prosecuted  with 
zeal  and  energy  for  many  years.  On  May  23d,  Trinity  Church, 
Meyersdale,  Somerset  county,  another  noble  proof  of  the  reality 
and  worth  of  our  Diocesan  Mission  work.  Four  years  ago  this 
Church  was  unknown  in  that  whole  region.  Now  we  have  this 
commodious  church,  a  centre  of  other  missions,  with  its  steady 
coDgr^tion,  thirty  communicants  and  a  good  Sunday  School. 
I  confirmed  fifteen  persons,  and  ordained  the  Missionary  to  the 
Priesthood  at  this  same  visit,  amid  a  flock  that  loves  the  Church 
and  her  Lord  and  His  work  heartily,  drawn  from  a  community 
seemingly  the  most  unlikely  in  advance  to  yield  such  results  to  our 
efforts.  Now  if  such  a  story  of  mission  needs  and  success  could 
only  add  to  its  interest  the  charm  of  a  distance  1,000  or  2,000 
miles  west,  how  would  it  elicit  attention  and  money  which  some 
may  give  more  slowly  when  told  that  less  than  five  hours'  railroad 
travel  will  take  one  to  that  town.  Ought  this  be  so  ?  This  Dio- 
cese abounds  in  such  places,  r^dy  for  our  zeal  and  needing  it 
and  every  year  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  history  tells  such  stories 
of  good  done.  This  work  has  gone  forward  steadily  and  well  • 
and  despite  the  business  trials  of  this  year  we  have  been  able  to 
pay  all  our  missionaries  their  full  dues.  This  happy  report  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  great  increase  in  the  systematic  offerings  of  some  of 
our  congr^ations.  System  makes  liberal  offerings  easier  and  large 
J'esultB  sure.    The  Board  of  Missions  will  lay  before  the  Conven- 
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tion  a  report  which  will  indicate  careful  oversight  in  administering 
the  means  and  plans,  and  give  ample  proof  of  continued  success  in 
most  of  the  field.  I  recommend  heartily  the  enactment  of  the 
amended  Constitution  which  the  Board  asks  for.  The  new  groap- 
iug  of  the  counties  into  six  Deaneries  is  suggested  by  new  &dlities 
in  travel ;  and  the  office  of  Dean  has,  in  the  best  way,  that  of  prac- 
tical use,  grown  to  be  a  very  important  and  efficient  agency  in  oar 
Diocesan  Missionary  work,  as  well  as  a  great  relief  and  help  to  the 
Bishop. 

Our  list  of  parishes  needs  revision.  Some  names  are  on  it  that 
indicate  no  existing  organization.  I  call  your  attention,  also,  to 
the  provisions  of  our  Constitution  r^ulating  membership  in  this 
Convention.  In  this  and  in  most  years,  clergymen,  actoally  non- 
resident, might  come  and  claim  seats  and  votes,  because  their 
names  had  not  been  canonically  taken  from  our  clergy  list. 

The  matter  of  a  Church  school,  so  promptly  considered  by  the 
Convention  at  my  request,  has  not  been  forgotten  or  n^lected.  In- 
quiries have  been  made  with  some  diligence,  but  no  such  prospects 
offered  as  to  justify  the  calling  together  of  the  Committee.  In  the 
confidence  that  the  coming  year  will  make  the  necessaiy  resources 
more  accessible,  and  give  the  Bishop  strength  for  such  special  ef- 
forts, I  ask  the  Convention  to  continue  the  Committee  appointed 
a  year  since.    (Page  17  of  Journal.) 

RELIEF  FUND. 

In  the  Report  on  the  Christmas  Fund  made  by  the  joint  Board 
of  Control — the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee — ^the  import- 
ant suggestion  will  be  made  to  provide  some  means  of  relief  for 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  own  Clergy.  No  such  provision  Ls 
now  attempted  by  this  Diocese.  Something  of  the  sort  ought  to 
be  done ;  and  a  prudent  b^inning  made  now  may  grow  in  time 
into  a  very  valuable  and  righteous  beneficence.  But  no  cler- 
gyman ought  to  trust  to  this  resource  alone.  His  life  ought  to  be 
insured ;  and  I  again  very  urgently  recommend  our  own  Church 
Insurance  Company  of  this  State,  the  Corporation  for  the  Belief 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen.  This  very  year  has 
illustrated  before  my  own  eyes  the  gain,  and  the  loss,  which  such 
prudence  or  its  absence  may  bring  to  a  minister's  &mily,  when  be- 
reaved of  his  support. 
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Such  and  like  thoughts  often  oome  to  'your  Bishop.  The  last 
demand  made  by  the  Church  of  the  man  to  be  consecrated  as  a 
Bishop  is  that  he  undertakes  to  '^  be  merciful  for  Christ^s  sake  to 
poor  and  needy  people  and  to  all  strangers  destitute  of  help."  The 
Church  exacts  that  promise  at  a  moment  when  the  heart  and  con- 
science of  the  man  must  be  intensely  quickened ;  but  she  forgets,  now 
and  among  us,  that  that  promise  comes  down  from  the  times  when 
she  regularly  placed  in  the  Bishop's  hands,  for  such  deeds  of 
mercy,  a  fixed  and  a  large  portion  of  her  offerings.  The  Bishop's 
promise  and  the  solicitations  of  the  poor  and  needy  people,  and  of 
the  strangers,  aye,  of  many  who  are  of  the  Church's  nearest  and 
dearest  ones — destitute  of  help — these  cease  not.  The  result  is  that 
a  Bishop  is  oftentimes  poorer  than  any  parish  priest  in  his  means 
of  beneficence,  and  he  has  to  ask,  and  is  glad  to  ask,  from  Presby- 
ters who  can  spare  some  of  their  communion  alms,  and  from  lay- 
men of  means  and  of  heart,  the  relief  of  some  sore  need  pressed 
on  his  attention.  Often  he  has  to  say  that  he  is  powerless  to  give 
or  to  get  the  help  asked.  More  than  once  in  this  year  past  ha^ 
this  been  my  only  possible  answer.  This  will  not,  I  trust,  be  al- 
ways so  with  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  O  how  heartily  I  blessed 
a  lay  fiiend  who  a  little  while  ago,  unasked,  offered  to  me  to  an- 
swer to  a  kindly  sum,  for  such  needs  as  I  am  sure  to  meet  often ! 
In  naming  this  matter  now,  brethren,  I  only  fulfill  a  duty  that  has 
often  pressed  itself  upon  me  in  preparing  these  Convention  Ad- 
dresses. The  Bishop's  Relief  Fund  might  be  the  revival  of  a 
primitive  custom  that  no  one  would  object  to. 

DEACONESSES. 

The  beginning  in  a  very  modest  way  of  a  Society  and  Home  of 
Deaconesses  is  just  now  one  of  our  ventures  of  faith.  The  recep- 
tion of  the  idea  has,  on  the  whole,  been  quite  encouraging ;  though 
it  is  a  little  surprising  to  find  some  of  our  own  excellent  Church 
people  still  uneasy  about  a  thing  long  since  become  familiar  and 
most  acceptable  to  the  most  cautious  minds  in  the  other  large  cities. 
We  hope  to  allay  anxieties  and  to  win  favor  and  support  by  the 
practical  works  first  b^un  of  Bible  classes  among  men  and  women, 
and  by  deeds  of  almsgiving  among  the  worthy  who  need  it.  I 
cannot  bear  the  thought,  I  do  not  admit  it,  that  our  laity  will  not 
give  the  Sisterhood  and  its  offices  a  fair  and  trustful  trial  and  sup- 
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port.  It  would  be  a  wholesome  and  hopeful  development  in  this 
Diocese  to  make  such  a  joint  enterprise  a  full  success.  The  women 
who  come  among  us^  at  my  request^  to  b^in  this  work,  are  trained 
members  of  the  Bishop  Potter  Memorial  House  at  Philadelphia. 
We  are  to  have  the  chance  to  show  that  we  desire  such  agencies. 
We  surely  need  them.  Already  we  hear  of  some  earnest  women 
among  us  thinking  of  their  own  duty.  Brethren^  this  is  Christ'? 
work.    See  thai  it  be  maintained. 

SCHISM. 

After  ninety  years  of  exemption  from  the  divisions  which  have  been 
so  frequent  among  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  in  our  land,  we, 
too,  had  to  meet  the  painful  &ct  of  a  schism  from  our  Church. 
Faith  can  easily  see  that  the  discipline  coming  thus  upon  us  from 
this  permitted  evil|  may  be  in  many  ways  wholesome  ;  while  our 
just  judgment  is  that  the  schism  itself  is  a  sin  exceedingly  sinful 
and  without  any  excuse.  A  more  causeless  schism  no  Church  his- 
tory can  show.  It  allies  evils  that  ilo  not  exist ;  and  it  devises 
unlawful  remedies  that  can  correct  no  evilS|  but  that  will  beget  very 
many.  Men  will  have  different  opinions  in  religion^  and  honest  men 
may  honestly  and  uprightly  change  their  ecclesiastical  convictions 
and  associations ;  and  such  men  may  and  do  go  through  such  a  cri- 
sis in  their  moral  history  so  truthfullyi  that  we  recognize  and  rev- 
erence their  integrity  of  conscience  and  heart,  though  we  have  to 
deny  the  correctness  of  their  conclusions.  Our  recent  experience 
has  not  been  so  happy.  To  retain  and  use  an  office  of  trust  with 
the  purpose  to  overthrow  the  very  interests  in  furtherance  of  which 
solemn  vows  had  been  given,  and  that  office  sought  and  received ; 
to  charge  upon  a  Church,  whose  innocence  of  such  charges  every 
minister  of  hers  mast  know,  opinions,  doctrines  and  corruptions 
which  may  well  terrify  the  timid  and  uninformed,  and  arouse  the 
enmity  of  other  Bodies  and  of  the  many  who  ever  stand  ready  tx) 
revile  and  destroy  our  Church ;  to  come  so  to  hate  one's  own  mother, 
who  had  nurtured  and  taught  and  honored  her  child,  as  to  be  able 
and  ready  to  hold  up  a  cruel  caricature  of  that  mother,  so  revolt- 
ing that  untaught  children,  that  meant  to  love,  are  driven  to 
loathe  and  abandon  her,  while  those  who  do  know  her,  are  shocked 
at  the  impiety  and  untruth, — ^all  this  tries  one  sorely. 

We  owe  it  to  common  honor  and  morality  and  to  the  preserva- 
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tion  of  the  high  tone  of  our  Church|  to  insist  that  trusts  of  ministry 
in  the  Church  be  held  to  as  strict  an  account  as  is  required  of  the  trusts 
of  secular  interests.  The  plea  of  conscience  in  extenuation  of  the  be- 
trayal or  misuse  of  an  unsurrendered  trust  in  the  Church,  is  worth 
as  much  as  the  like  plea  in  like  case  would  be  worth  in  the  army 
or  navy,  or  in  the  bank  or  other  corporation  where  your  gold  or 
your  stocks  are  invested ;  worth  as  much  and  no  more.  The  &cil- 
ity  with  which  some  laymen  admit  this  plea  in  ecclesiastical  things, 
is  to  me  matter  of  ceaseless  atonishment  and  disapproval.  That  facil- 
ity does  small  honor  to  the  Clergy,  and  large  damage  to  the  Church, 
Ordination  promises  bind  a  man's  honor  and  integrity  as  well  as 
his  conscience ;  and  this  none  the  less,  nay  all  the  more,  because 
those  promises  beget  obligations  some  of  whose  sanctions  lie  beyond 
the  reach  of  human  enforcement. 

As  my  duty  to  one  of  our  parishes,  that  was  directly  disturbed 
by  this  schism,  led  to  my  making  to  that  congregation  a  special 
Visitation  Address,  which  was  afterwards  printed  and  sent  to  the 
clergy  and  many  of  the  laity  of  the  Diocese,  I  need  not  now  speak 
farther  of  the  questions  involved.  But  I  cannot  and  ought  not 
withhold  the  expression  and  record  of  my  high  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  integrity  and  the  prompt  and  persistent  discharge  of  duty, 
which  marked  throughout,  the  course  of  the  Vestry  of  Calvary 
Parish,  Pittsburgh.  No  Church  need  desire  more  faithful  sons,  nor 
any  Bishop  more  hearty  and  efficient  co-workers  than  those  men 
showed  themselves  to  be  in  an  emergency  where  any  indecision 
must  have  wrought  gteat  mischief.  The  happy  result  is  a  Church  with 
its  strength  scarcely,  if  at  all,  touched ;  with  a  new  rector  admirably 
meeting  its  needs,  and  the  whole  parish  moving  forward  with  an 
unity,  intelligence  and  heartiness  unknown  there  for  years. 

DUTIES. 

It  is  due  however  to  the  general  question  that  something  be  said 
as  to  our  du^  just  now.  Not  that  the  schism  has  any  where  yet 
made  any  progress  that  need  at  all  alarm  us ;  nor  that  it  has  any 
special  reason  or  prospect  for  its  life  or  growth.  Its  n^ations  (and 
these  are  its  only  marks)  make  it  a  very  radical  sect,  with  whose 
tone  the  graver  religious  thought  of  our  time  can  have  little  sym- 
pathy ;  and  yet,  it  keeps  in  fragmentary  shapes,  so  many  things  that 
most  recall  and  reproduce  Church  traits,  that  it  will  repel  the  minds 
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that  are  averse  to  such  things.  Still  my  wonder  has  been  that  the 
new  sect  has  not  by  this  time  found  more  than  its  half-score,  or 
fewer,  adherents  among  the  restless  minds  of  our  three  thousand 
ministers.  It  is  not  likely  that  the  future  will  develop  any  more 
rapid  growth.  Any  how,  this  Church  is  an  old,  strong  and  well- 
compacted  Body.  She  has  her  principles  and  institutions  well  de- 
fined and  established.  She  must  go  on  her  own  way  calmly,  and 
count  on  God's  blessing  on  her  adherence  to  Hb  Truth  and  Law. 

But  this  spirit  implies  a  wise  regard  to  the  signs  of  the  times. 
God  entrusts  his  Church  to  men  who  are  to  devote  to  that  service 
their  best  reflection  and  effort.  One  thing  then  that  ought  to  strike 
us  now,  is  the  outspoken  loyalty  to  the  Church  and  her  Prayer 
Book,  her  order  and  her  principles,  which  has  been  so  promptly 
manifested  by  those  very  brethren  whose  sympathy  and  support 
this  schism  expected.  From  no  men  among  us,  more  than  those 
of  moderate  Church  views,  has  the  rally  to  the  dear  old  Church  been 
heartier.  That  was,  indeed,  no  more  than  their  duty ;  but  it  may 
not  be  superfluous  for  some  to  recognize  the  fiujt  of  such  duty  done 
so  well.  Great  increase  ought  at  once  to  come  to  that  spirit  of 
mutual  trust  which  has  of  late  years  been  so  largely  growing 
among  us,  and  then,  there  should  follow  a  ready  spirit  of  mutaal 
conference.  Loyal  men  have  a  right  to  be  heard  patiently  and 
favorably,  if  they  have  anxieties  or  requests  to  present,  on  their 
own  account,  or  on  behalf  of  any  for  whom  they  especially  care. 
Whatever  can  be  rightly  done  to  meet  such  anxieties  or  requests, 
we  ail  ought  to  rejoice  to  do.  Such  men  are  as  rightly  in  this 
Church  and  as  much  entitled  to  her  loving  audience  and  help,  as 
any  of  us  are.  Nor  are  these  new  suggestions,  coming  out  of  any 
recent  events.  All  that  I  wish  to  say  now  might  be  said  in  quota- 
tions  from  my  Convention  Addresses  for  several  years  past.  But 
these  suggestions  are  opportune  now ;  and  this  Church  has  only  to 
develop  yet  more  fully  the  brotherly  confidence  so  much  prevailing 
of  late  years,  to  be  able  to  meet  every  present  need.  And  such  a 
spirit  is  far  nobler  than  policy ;  it  is  equity  warmed  by  love. 

LEaiSLATIOK. 

In  this  same  light,  there  ought  to  be  now,  the  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  answering  to  the  extreme  of  radicalism  now  sloughing  off 
from  one  side,  there  is  the  other  extreme  of  superstition  breeding 
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oorruption  on  the  othei*  side.    Rationalizing  unbelief  is  the  essence 
of  both  evils.    Neither  justifies  the  other ;  but  both  do  exist ;  and 
both  are  fighting  for  recognition  and  position  in  this  Church  as 
matter  of  right ;  and  latitudinarianism,  on  all  sides,  is  telling  us 
that  not  only  toleration  (which  in  not  very  small  measure  may  be 
wise  as  well  as  inevitable),  that  not  only  toleration  is  to  be  conceded, 
but  that  we  must  concede  also  rightful  possession,  nay,  trust  and 
high  office  to  advocates  of  opinions  and  practices  wholly  novel  and 
utterly  alien  to  the  theology  and  life  of  our  Church ;  for  she  holds 
tenaciously  all  the  truths  of  the  Nicene  Creed,  and  rejects  utterly 
and  forever  the  corruptions  from  which  she  purged  herself  in  the 
Anglican  Keformation.     Now  we  have  on  the  one  side  denials  of 
some  of  those    old  truths;  and  on  the  other  side  diligent  and 
bold  proclamations  of  corrupt  doctrines  and  practices.     The  noise 
of  either  party  is  far  greater  than  its  numerical  or  other  strength. 
There  need  be  no  anxiety  if  this  Church  will  see  her  way  now  to 
speak  out  definitely  and  to  act  firmly.     The  legislation  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  past  have  been  entirely  right ;  but  they  have  been 
chiefly  on  the  one  side.     The  time  has  come — not  to  reverse  any 
laws  or  decisions  that  we  have  had,  but  to  provide  some  others,  not 
very  many,  which  we  need ;  and  which  we  would  have  done  more 
wisely  to  provide  before  this.     The  Church's  right  to  control  wor- 
ship and  teaching  will  be  conceded  by  some  men,  only  when  it  is 
exercised.    Such  control  is  her  duty,  and  she  will,  I  cannot  but 
think,  iail  to  fulfill  that  duty,  if  she  stands  any  longer  unable  to 
devise,  or  unwilling  to  enact  laws  that  will  recognize  and  restrain 
transgressions  of  her  doctrine  and  order.     Here  again  I  am  only 
recalling  thoughts  more  than  once  ofiered  to  the  Convention  of  my 
Diocese.    You  all  know,  brethren,  that  I  lend  no  countenance  to 
any  idea  that  the  doctrine  of  the  Prayer  Book  needs,  or  can  admit 
of  any  correction,  or  that  we  who  love  its  words,  can  consent  to 
have  our  present  privil^es  or  uses  changed ;  or  that,  while  we  would 
gladly  give  relief  to  a  brother's  conscience,  that  duty  is  ever  to  be 
made  the  excuse  for  narrowing  the  freedom  of  those  whose  consci- 
ences and  hearts  now  enjoy  the  Prayer  Book  as  it  b,  or  the  excuse 
for  making  doubtful  any  of  the  truths  that  a  fiiithful  Church  never 
can  ignore.    Nor  yet  must  this  Church  narrow  her  wide,  and,  there- 
fore, wise  scope,  for  the  many  men  of  the  many  minds  in  matters 
merely  of  opinion  and  taste.    This  American  Church,  like  this 
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American  Nation^  must  keep  room  and  patience  for  all  sorts  of  bo- 
lieviog  men.  That  is  her  glorious  mission  ;  but  that  very  mission 
requires  that  she  should  show  herself  ready  and  able  to  govern  all, 
to  protect  her  trustful  members'  souls,  and  to  restrain  license  in 
doctrine  and  worship. 

May  we  here  have  the  grace  to  do  our  present  part  in  this  Con- 
vention,  in  love  and  dutifulness. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  desire  here  heartily  to  thank  you,  my  dear  brethren,  for  year 
words  and  messages  of  affection  and  confidence  in  your  meeting  a 
year  ago ;  and  for  the  liberal  deeds  of  some  of  you  that  soon  after- 
wards cheered  me,  in  my  absence  from  home  and  work.  As  I  do 
not  know  their  names,  I  must  thus  express  my  thanks.  I  have 
also  constantly  felt  the  kind  consideration  that  sought  to  lessen  my 
official  labors  during  the  year.  Those  labors  and  cares  have,  in 
spite  of  all  this,  been  neither  few  nor  light.  But  Grod  has  broaght 
you  and  me  thus  &r  through  them  all.  Obeying  now  the  decided 
advice  of  my  physicians,  and  my  own  convictions  of  my  need  of 
such  recruiting,  I  purpose,  Grod  willing,  to  sail  for  Europe  on  the 
27th  of  this  month,  and  to  be  abroad  till  the  opening  of  our  General 
Convention.  May  I  ask  you  then  to  remember  me  and  mine,  in 
your  prayers?  The  visitations  of  the  Diocese  have  been  pretty 
thoroughly  completed.  The  Deans  will  give  active  supervision 
and  help  in  their  several  Deaneries.  I  hope,  by  (rod's  blessing,  to 
come  back  to  my  work  with  full  strength  for  its  demands.  Give 
me  your  prayers,  my  brethren,  in  public  and  private  for  this  end; 
and  for  grace  to  work  more  efficiently  than  ever.  My  constant  in- 
tercessions shall  be  made  for  my  dear  Diocese,  its  Churches  and  its 
Homes.  May  God's  richest  blessings  rest  on  all  of  them ;  and  on 
each  of  you,  brethren  beloved,  in  time  and  eternity.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Thz  Board  of  Missions  in  presenting  their  ninth  Annual  Report  to  the  Conven- 
tion, cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  iact  that  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh  is,  to  a  very 
large  extent,  as  great  a  nussionarj  field  as  many  of  the  early  established  jurisdic- 
tions in  the  far  west.  Though  distance  is  often  needed  to  lend  "  enchantment  to 
tlie  Tiew,"  at  our  very  doors  there  are  works  of  faith  and  labors  of  love  going  on 
which  if  delineated  with  a  careful  touch,  and  tinged  with  a  pardonable  freedom 
of  coloring^  would  make  pictures,  as  much  to  be  valued  for  their  permanent  im- 
pression ux>on  the  heart,  as  admired  for  their  vivid  representation  of  the  actual 
realities  of  Church  life.  In  territorial  extent  the  Diocese  is  not  the  equal  of  any  of 
our  western  fields,  yet  the  palpable  fiict  exists  that  though  it  has  but  17,665  square 
miles,  in  itself  a  district  of  no  mean  comparative  proportions,  there  are  no  less  than 
1,200,000  souls,  a  population  nearly  as  great  as  that  of  all  the  missionary  jurisdictions 
combined,  and  there  are  points  of  as  great  interest^  having  as  urgent  claims  upon 
the  Church  as  any  strictly  missionary  field  in  the  land. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  the  Board,  that  notwithstanding  the  business 
depression  of  the  past  Diocesan  year,  the  work  in  general  has  been  quite  as  suocess- 
fblly  prosecuted  as  hitherto.  Any  hinderance  to  the  work  has  not  been  by  the  lack 
of  zeal  or  deficiency  of  contributions,  but  in  the  scarcity  of  men  specially  fitted  for 
the  peculiarities  of  the  field.  The  fallacy  has  happily  long  since  been  exploded, 
that  a  man  unfitted  in  many  necessary  qualifications  for  the  ordinary  requirements 
of  a  parish,  may  answer  for  a  missionary  life.  While  therefore  the  Board  bears 
cheerful  testimony  to  the  general  character  of  the  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese,  as 
not  lacking  in  adaptedness  to  the  work,  it  is  often  retarded  by  the  inability  to 
secure  a  sufficient  number  of  this  class  to  occupy  all  the  land  needing  cultivation. 
In  the  whole  Diocese,  however,  there  is  not  now  a  county  which  is  unsupplied  with 
the  services  of  the  Church.  This  fact  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  Convoca- 
tional  system,  which  while  relieving  the  Bishop,  to  some  extent  at  least^  from  la- 
bors that  ought  not  to  be  put  upon  him,  gives,  through  the  general  disposition  of 
the  Clergy  in  each  district  to  do  now  and  then  extra-parochial  work,  ministrations 
zX  many  points  where  the  right  men  cannot  be  found  for  direct  supervision.  In 
each  of  the  four  existing  Convocations  much  work  of  this  kind  has  been  done  du- 
ring the  past  year. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  re-arrangement  of 
the  missionary  districts  is  positively  demanded.  Such  a  plan  has  been  already 
agreed  upon  by  the  Board,  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
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It  will  be  submitted  to  the  preaeat  Conrention  for  confirmation.  The  Boud  u 
confident  that  the  proposed  plan  will  tend  to  the  better  derelopment  of  the  work 
throughout  the  Diocese. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  17  Missionaries  emi^oyed,  who  hive 
served  some  48  or  50  points.  At  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  a  balance  of  $791.' 
82  remained  in  the  treasury-.  The  receipts  of  the  past  year  have  been  $5,867.16. 
The  whole  available  amount  Was  $6|658.93.  Of  this  sum  $5,938.62  have  been  ex- 
pended,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $720.38.  It  will  be 
»een  that  the  receipts  have  exceeded  the  previous  year  by  $203.31,  the  expendi* 
tures  by  $784.42.  In  view  of  the  financial  embarrassments  of  the  past  year,  this 
is  a  very  gratifying  result  The  Board  think  that  the  contributions  have  been 
kept  up  mainly  by  the  steady  maintaining  of  a  systematic  plan  in  many  of  the 
parishes,  and  urge  its  adoption  by  all  the  Cleigy  of  the  Diocese.  The  whole 
amount  appropriated  was  $7,200.  Had  it  all  been  needed,  there  would  have  been 
a  deficiency  of  nearly  $1,000,  but  the  Board  has  alwayb  made  ventures  of  £uth  in 
its  annual  appropriations,  and  has  scarcely  ever  been  disappointed  in  results. 
$7,500  have  been  appropriated  for  the  new  year,  some  of  which  may  possibly 
not  be  required,  but  the  Board  hopes  that  not  less  than  this  sum  will  be 
contributed  during  the  year.  The  great  depression  in  the  Oil  Region  will  prob- 
ably continua  for  a  time,  but  the  hope  is  entertained  that  the  missionary  work  in 
that  locality  may  not  be  permanently  impaired.  In  the  heavy  manufacturing  re- 
gions there  is  still  an  unsettled  state  of  things,  but  it  is  fondly  anticipated  a  chsnge 
may  speedily  occur.  Careful  husbanding  of  resources,  and  judicious  expenditores 
will  be  necessary.  The  Board  trust  that  the  character  of  the  Diocese,  in  its  two- 
fold  aspect  of  liberal  donations  and  accomplished  work,  will  be  steadily  maintained' 
The  present  condition  of  the  work  is  as  follows  : 

PUuburgh  CbnvoooUion, — St.  Luke's,  Bloomfield,  has  been  vacated  by  the  removal 
of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Beckett  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  though  a  cleif^- 
man  is  soon  exp<^cted  to  take  charge  of  the  work.  St.  Stephen's,  TemperanceviUe, 
is  at  present  without  nervices,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Caswall  being  absent  in  England.  At 
McKeesport  the  new  church  is  finished,  and  nearly  paid  for.  The  mission  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  Serrices  have  been  held  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Norman  at 
Braddock's  Field  with  much  encouragement.  The  new  church  at  Crafton  was 
opened  for  divine  service  on  the  second  Sunday  in  October,  and  regularly  there- 
after once  each  Sunday  services  have  been  held  by  Dean  Scarborough  and  the 
late  assistant  minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh.  Over  $2,000  have  been 
contributed  to  the  building  fund  by  the  members  of  Trinity  parish.  The  Bev. 
Thomas  W.  Martin,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  will  soon 
take  charge  of  the  parish,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  consecration  of  the  church 
will  soon  take  place. 

KUtanning  Oonvoeation, — A  new  church  building  is  contemplated  for  the  con- 
gregation of  St.  Paul's,  Ohio  township,  in  a  more  desirable  location.  At  this  point, 
at  Rochester,  and  at  Georgetown,  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bollard,  the  work  progresses 
satisfactorily.  At  New  Bi  ighton  the  Church  is  reviving  under  the  vigorous  adminis- 
tration of  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding.  Under  the  direction  of  the  same  Missionary  the 
erection  of  a  church  building  at  Beaver  Falls  is  in  prospect.  Services  at  Freeport 
Armstrong  county,  have  been  kept  up  at  intervals  by  De:m  Hilton.  At  St. 
Michael's,  Wayne  township,  the  severe  illness  of  the  Missionary  necessitates  the 
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temporary  saqpenaioii  of  the  work  there.  Seryices  at  Brady's  Bend  and  Beimerfi- 
buig  are  suspended  for  the  present  in  consequence  of  the  fiulure  of  the  Iron  Workn 
tnd  the  remoTal  of  the  Missionary  for  wniit  of  support 

Erie  C&wdooation.^^ln  the  city  of  Erie  t !ie  work  is  in  a  £ur  condition.    The  Rev. 
W.  H.  Mills  sacoeeding  the  Bishop  of  C  lorado  in  the  Bectorship  of  St.  Paul'p 
Church,  has  so  recently  taken  charge  tha'  he  has  not  had  time  to  do  much  more 
than  glance  at  the  enterprises  so  vigoroir^iy  started  by  his  predecessor,  of  whose    - 
iDd(Nmtable  energy  and  faithful  labors  the  Board  desire  to  record  their  hearty  ap- 
preciation.   At   North-East  the  Bev.  Mr.  Tongue  has  been  much  encouraged. 
Wateribrd  has  been  vacated  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  French.    Ascen- 
non  Chapel,  TitusviUe,  baa  just  now  no  regular  Church  services,  but  the  flourish- 
ing Sunday  School  is  fiiithfoUy  kept  up  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bector  of 
St  Jameses  Church.    Conneautville  is  sufl^ering  from  a  variety  of  unlooked  for 
cahunitieS)  bank  failure,  disastrous  fire,  Sui,    Bev.  Mr.  Miller,  of  Erie,  has  oontin- 
aed  his  services  with  acceptance.    Townville  has  occasional  services  from  Bevs. 
Pordon  and  Lewis.     New  Castle,  Lawrence  county,  is  similarly  served  by  the 
Rector  of  St.  John's,  Sharon.    Sharon,  Mercer  county,  under  the  prudent  and  en . 
eigetic  administration  of  the  B3V.  W.  B.  Mackay,  is  rapidly  developing  into  a 
fint-daai  parish.    Stoneboro',  in  the  same  county,  continues  to  be  visited  by  the  Bev . 
Mr.  Tolman,  Dean  of  the  Erie  Convocation.    Bonseville,  Venango  county,  vacated 
through  the  depression  in  the  oil  trade,  has  had  occasional  services  from  the 
Bevs.  Pxotheroe  and  Tolman.    Tidioute»  Warren  county,  is  still  without  regular 
services.      It  has  been  ministered  to  occasionally  by  the  Bector  of  Warren, 
▼bo,  recently  elected  to  the  Bectorship,  will  give  it  his  supervision.     Smet  . 
por^  McEean  county,  has  had  the  regular  services  of  the  Bev.  C.  F.  Lewis  during 
the  past  year.    There  is  not  much  change  in  its  condition.    Bidgway,  Elk  county, 
has  no  regular  services  at  present    A  p&rsonage  is  to  be  built  during  this  season, 
and  it  is  thought  that  the  parish  will  soon  be  able  to  secure  a  clergyman.    Em- 
porium, Cameron  county,  has  been  doing  well  under  the  Bev.  Joel  Clark.    Shef- 
field, Warren  county,  continues  a  mission  of  Trinity,  Warren.    It  has  been  served 
since  August  last,  on  every  fifth  Sunday  in  the  month,  by  the  Bev.  C.  F.  Lewis,  of 
Smethport,  and  continues  to  have  occasional  week-day,  services  from  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Gets,  of  Warren.     Sugar  Hill,  Jefferson  county,  has  elected  the  Bev.  Mr.  Getz, 
of  Warren,  to  the  Bectorship,  who  has  paid  several  visits  there  during  the  past, 
and  expects  to  give  the  parish  quarterly  visitations  during  the  present  year, 
if  contemplated  railroad  enterprises  are  carried  out^  the  little  parish  may  occupy 
a  more  important  position  in  the  Diocese  very  soon.    The  Bev.  Mr.  Barber  con- 
tinues to  give  the  mission  his  self-denying  regular  ministrations.    Brookville,  in 
the  same  county,  is  an  important  point  for  Church  operations,  and  ought  at  once  to 
be  occupied.    At  a  recent  visit,  the  Bector  of  Warren  found  some  15  communi- 
cants of  the  Church,  who  are  exceedingly  desirous  of  having  regular  services.    An 
effort  will  soon  be  made  to  organise  a  mission  there. 

Brcwn$viUe  ConvooaHon, — Clearfield,  in  Clearfield  county,  is  vacant  The  Bev. 
Mr.  Bafter  has  visited  the  place  and  given  services.  At  Johnstown,  Cambria 
county,  the  new  church  is  finished  and  occupied.  The  iron  trade,  upon  which  the 
whole  neighborhood  depends,  is  in  a  very  depressed  condition.  This  fact,  together 
with  the  death  of  one  of  its  liberal  supporters,  has  somewhat  retarded  the  work, 
but  the  future  is  bright  with  promise,  and  the  Missionary,  the  Bev.  Mr.  BafLer, 
continuing  his  wise  and  judicious  management,  must  soon  reap  the  rich  fruit  of  his

earnest  laboN.  BUiraTille  and  Indiana,  in  Indiana  oantji  will  long  need  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  Board.  Bev.  Mr.  McCandlees  has  worked  there  diligently  and 
faithfully  Greensburg,  in  Westmoreland  oonnty,  continnea  to  have  the  serviceB 
of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Parker  half  the  time,  the  people  being  anable  to  raise  Bofficient  sal- 
ary to  secure  his  fall  serviceB.  GonneUsyille,  in  Fayette  county,  has  riaen  into  new  life 
under  the  vigorous  efforts  of  the  Rev.  T.  O'Gonnell,  who  has  recently  taken  ohajige . 
Several  new  fiimilies  have  been  added  to  the  pariAh,  and  the  whole  salary  ia  now 
provided  for  without  aid  from  the  B^ard.  At  Fountain  Milla,  six  miles  from  Gon- 
nellsville,  a  chapel  is  being  erected,  chiefly  through  the  influence  of  Miyor  Knapp, 
and  the  Bev.  Mr.  0*Gonnell  will  arrange  for  stated  service  there  as  soon  as  it  is 
finished.  The  opening  is  a  very  fiivorable  one.  At  Menallen,  Fayette  oonnty,  the 
services  are  regularly  kept  up  by  Dean  Smith*  and  the  increase,  though  slow,  is 
Bure.  Monongahel&  City  is  gradually  gaining  under  the  prudent  management  of 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Norman.  The  mission  at  Meyersdale,  not  yet  four  yean  old,  is  doing 
well  under  the  care  of  the  Bev.  Thomas  White.  At  his  recent  advancement  to 
the  Priesthood,  the  Church  was  consecrated,  2  adults  were  baptised  and  16  person? 
confirmed.  In  Greene  county  there  have  been  occasional  services  by  Dean  Smith 
and  the  Bev.  H.  £.  Hayden. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  the  following  resolutions  were  severally 
and  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Missions  be  henceforth  considered  a  part  of  the  r^g;alar 
work  of  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  the  Deans  of  the  several  Convocadons  require  from  the  Wardens 
or  other  proper  oflicers  of  the  different  missions  of  the  Diocese  an  account  of  the 
pledges  and  payments  due  quarterly  to  their  ministers'  salaries. 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  cordially  endorse  the  principle  of  associated  labor  io 
the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocesot  and  hereby  pledges  its  hearty  sanction  to 
the  inauguration  of  such  a  plan,  so  soon  as  it  can  be  brought  about  in  any  Deanery 
of  the  Diocese.

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REPORT  OP  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  PITTSBURGH, 

Made  to  the  NkUh  Annual  Cbttoentton. 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  reports^  that  shortly  after  the  last  An- 
Dual  Convention,  it  was  organised  by  the  election  of  Joeiah  King  as  President, 
and  Malcolm  Efj  as  Secretary.  Daring  the  year  the  Committee  met  as  often  w 
was  requisite  for  the  transaction  of  its  business ;  and  on  the  5th  day  of  June,  1874, 
audited  and  found  correct  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  o 
the  Episcopal  and  Christmas  Fundsw    They  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  Christmas  Fund  on  the  1st  of  June,  1873,  amounted  to  $1,330.00;  to 
which,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  added  $980.  29,  leaving  the  Fund,  June  1st, 
1874,  $2,160.29 ;  after  deducting  $150.00  paid  out  to  iU  present  sole  beneficiary. 
There  is  an  increase  to  be  noted  here,  both  in  the  amount  of  ofierings  and  in  the 
number  of  contributing  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations.  Last  year  the  Fund  was 
reported  as  increased  by  $795.78  from  twenty-six  Parishes ;  this  year  it  has  been 
increased  by  $980.29  from  thirty-six  Parishes  and  Missions.  This  small  fond  b  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  bearing  interest,  and  will  be  more  permanently  in- 
vested when  suitable  opportunity  ofifera  should  the  principal  not  be  needed  for 
current  payments.  The  income  to  be  derived  from  the  Fund  wonld  not  hereto- 
fore have  been  of  itself  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it. 

The  aoconnt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  will  show  that  there  has 
been  received  by  him  during  the  year,  towards  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
from  collections  taken  in  three  Parishes  un  ler  the  provision  of  Canon  V  of  the 
Diocese^  the  sum  of  seventy-six  dollars  and  forty -nine  cents,  which  added  to  the 
sum  contributed  up  to  June  1st,  1873,  makes  the  total  amount  received  under  this 
Caaon  to  Jane  Ist,  1874^  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  forty-one  cents 
In  addition  to  this  sum  two  Parishes  have  since  contributed  twenty-five  dollars  and 
eighty-six  cents.  A  few  of  the  Parislies  send  in  their  offerings  fbr  this  purpose  every 
year.  If  o^  could  act  in  thb  matter  as  regularly  and  systematically  as  do  tha  fmr^ 
the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  would  in  a  very  few  years  be  greatly  im- 
proved. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  be  able  to  report  that  one  Parish,  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Blairsville,  has  also  paid  in  the  full  amount  of  the  Ci^italised  Assessment 
ht  the  Bishop's  salary  made  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  one  hundred  and 
sixty-six  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents,  and  has  thus,  under  the  operation  of  Canon 
VI  of  the  Diooese^  discharged  itself  firom  the  payment  of  future  assessments  fbr 
the  Bishop's  salary,  excepting  in  the  contingencies  therein  mentioned. 

The  Episcopal  Fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $48,946.88;  which  amount 
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includes  $1,694.43  notes  given  by  subscriben  in  settlement  of  their  sabscriptiooa, 
and  $2,610.00  contributed  towards  tlie  porchase  of  the  Bishop's  house  and 
grounds,  under  conditions  heretofore  reported.  The  investments  of  the  Fond 
remain  substantially  as  reported  to  the  last  Convention,  and  are  believed  to  be 
judiciously  ani  prudently  made.  The  income  received  doring  the  year  from  the 
Fund  invested  has  been  $2,598.20. 

A  Schedule  of  AMBssment  upon  the  Parishes  of  the  soma  necessary  to  be  raised 
by  assessment,  for  the  year  ending  May  31st,  1876,  is  herewith  snbmitted  lb  the 
action  of  the  Convention.  The  amount  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  salary  is  the 
same  as  that  assessed  last  year ;  but  it  is  necessary  that  the  assenment  for  Conven- 
tion and  Diocesan  expenses  should  be  somewhat  increased.  This  necessity  arises 
mainly  from  the  appropriation  made  for  its  Secretaty  by  the  last  Convention, 
and  from  the  fact  that  thu  year  the  General  Convention  holds  its  triennial  sesiioD, 
and  that  provision  must  now  be  made  for  the  prompt  payment  of  the  share  of  it^ 
expenses  which  will  fall  upon  this  Diocese.  It  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, much  wiser  and  better  to  provide  in  proper  time  for  meeting  our  iner- 
itable  and  honorable  obligations,  rather  than  to  suffer  the  Dieoese  to  become 
involved  in  indebtedness  which  only  grows  larger  and  more  burdensome  by  peat, 
ponement  It  is  hoped  that  thu  assessment  of  one  thousand  dollars  may,  if  agreed 
upon,  be  promptly  paid  over  to  the  Treasorer  of  the  Convention,  thai  he  may  have 
funds  in  his  hands  to  pay  debts  as  they  become  due. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  assessment  upon  some  Parishes  has  been  lesH- 
ened,  and  upon  a  few  has  been  slightly  increased;  but  while  relative  proportions 
have  thus  partially  changed  and  been  modified,  it  is  believed  that  the  justice  of 
the  alterations  made  will  be  readily  and  willingly  recognized,  as  well  ss  the 
sincere  endeavor  of  the  Committee  to  so  distribute  the  whole  assessment  ss  to 
tiecure  as  nearly  as  possible  a  fair  and  equitable  result. 

The  subject  of  the  Bishop's  official  and  extraordinary  expences^  brought  before 
the  Seventh  Annual  Convention,  and  referred  to  this  Committee,  has  engaged  its 
earnest  attention.  While  it  is  true  that  the  salary  which  the  Diocese  contracted 
in  advance  to  pay  to  the  Bishop  it  should  elect  has  been  paid,  and  paid  as  prcanpt- 
ly  as  possible,  it  b  also  true  that  there  are  many  demands  upon  the  Bishop  to  be 
met  out  of  that  salary  which  are  of  such  a  peculiar  and  official  character  ss  to 
render  it  proper  that  the  Diocese  should,  whenever  it  has  the  ability  to  do  s&, 
make  other  provision  for  their  payment.  The  Bishop  u  required  in  the  dis- 
charge  of  his  duty  to  travel  not  only  over  all  thu  Diocese  repeatedly  during  every 
year,  but  also  to  go  outside  his  own  jurisdiction  to  attend  meetings  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  for  other  indispensable  purposes ;  and  the  expense  of  such  travel- 
ling has  of  late  rather  increased  than  diminished.  He  has  also  many  official 
acts  to  perform  which  involve  in  their  due  discharge  expenditures  of  varioos 
kinds  which,  added  together,  in  the  course  of  a  twelvemonth  make  serioas  inrosdfl 
upon  a  salary  which  would  not  be  too  great  merely  to  meet  the  ordinary  ^sd 
simple  expenses  of  a  household. 

These  considerations,  and  some  others  of  a  rimilar  character,  have  brought  the 
Committee  to  the  conclusion  that  whenever  the  financial  affidrs  of  the  Diocese 
are  in  such  condition  as  to  render  it  practicable,  it  would  be  but  right  that  pro' 
vision  should  be  made  for  additional  compensation  to  the  Bishop;  whether  in 
the  form  of  a  diredt  increase  of  salary,  or  by  the  assumption  of  his  official  trayel' 
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ling  and  other  expenseB*  as  might  be  judged  best  hereafter.  Bat  the  Committee 
is  relieved  at  this  time  of  the  datj  of  making  any  reoommendation  on  this  sub- 
ject to  the  Convention,  by  the  request  of  the  Bishop  to  that  effect,  he  suggesting 
hia  willingness  and  choice  to  await  a  more  prosperous  year  than  the  past  has  been 
for  any  relief  to  himsel£  The  Committee  unite  in  the  opinion  that  it  would  not 
be  advisable  to  take  any  action  in  this  matter^now,  lest  promises  might  be  hastily 
made  only  to  remain  unfulfilled,  because,  not  of  unwillingness  but,  of  inability  to 
perform  fully  all  that  the  heart  was  willing  to  offer.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  present  to  the  Ck)nventi(m  the  following 
report  of  their  official  acta  for  the  paat  year  : 

From  July  till  October,  1873,  the  fiiahop  of  the  Diocese  authorized  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  act  aa  "  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  "  during  his  absence. 

During  the  year  they  have  given  consent  to  the  consecration  of  three  Bishops, 
as  follows : 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Paddock,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  D.  D.,  to  be  Assistant  Bishop  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  Rev.  John  F.  Spanlding,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
of  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Sui,  They  also  gave  consent  to  the  election  of  an 
Asustant  Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of  Miasiarippi,  on  aooount  of  **  the  Extent  of  Terri- 
tory." 

They  have  recommended  to  the  Bishop  cne  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr. 
Thomas  J.  Chapman. 

They  have  recommended  for  Priest's  Orders,  and  signed  testimoniab  for  the 
following  persons : 

The  Rev.  Joel  Clark,  Deacon ;  The  Rev.  Thomas  White,  Deacon ;  The  Rev. 
John  P.  Korman,  Deacon. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Brooke,  D.  D.,  aa  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  waa  accepted  on  the  27th  day  of  February,  1874.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee sent  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  following  communication :

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh : 
The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Canon 
VI,  Htle  n,  of  the  Digest,  do  hereby  certify  you,  that  the  Rev.  Joseph  D.  Wil- 
son, a  Presbyter,  and  late  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  East  Liberty,  in  this  Diocese 
has,  without  availing  himself  of  the  provisions  of  Canon  V  of  the  same  Title, 
abandoned  the  communion  of  this  Church  by  an  open  renunciation  of  the  doctrine, 
(discipline  and  worship  of  this  Church. 

In  testimony  whereo(  we,  a  minority  of  the  said  Standing  Committee,  have 
hereunto  set  our  hands  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  held  this  27th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four.

REMARKS. 

This  Parish  and  that  at  Georgetown  are  probably  the  oldest  in  the  Diocese.  But 
when  the  present  Missionary  took  charge,  the  entire  work  manifested  only  decay 
and  confufiion^  Nearly  all  tiie  children  of  our  former  Church  families  have  been 
led  into  other  religious  societies  and  know  scarcely  anythinff  of  the  Church's  ways. 
The  frame  building  erected  in  1819  still  stands,  and,  thougn  it  is  gradually  hXuDg 
to  pieces,  is  the  only  place  of  worship  possessed  l^  the  oongregation.  An  attempt 
was  made  to  build  a  new  Church  near  the  site  of  the  old,  but  at  the  time  of  Ber. 
Mr.  Adderly's  resignation,  only  the  framework  had  been  erected  and  the  work 
had  ceased.  The  present  Missionary  ende?vored  to  finish  the  building  begun  under 
Mr.  Adderly,  but  it  could  not  be  done.  The  Missionary  soon  perceived  that  a 
Church  so  un&vorably  located,  even  if  complete,  could  never  prosper,  and  im- 
mediately proposed  building  at  Fairview.  This  the  vestry  have  determined  on. 
This  arrangement  will  enable  a  Clergyman  to  officiate  in  both  Fairview  and  Qeorge- 
town  on  the  same  day.  At  present,  services  are  held  every  alternate  Sunday  in  a 
Kchoolroom  at  Fairview.  The  room  is  always  well  filled.  A  cabinet  oigan  has 
been  procured,  but  not  yet  paid  for.

REMARKS. 


Of  the  total  Parochial,  $366.20  was  raised  by  the  Church  Quild. 

The  indebtedness  is  somewhat  increased,  due  in  part  to  removals  from  the 
Parish.  A  system  of  special  pledp^  has  been  inaugurated,  by  which  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  liquidate  a  large  portion  of— perhaps,  entirely  extinguish -the  debt 
during  the  current  diocesan  year. 

At  about  one  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  10th  of  May,  our  beautiful  Church 
building  very  narrowly  escaped  destruction  by  fire.  A  number  of  buildings  in  the 
same  block  were  consumed,  and  the  Church  seriously  damaged.  The  loss  is  en- 
tirely covered  by  insurance,  and  repairs  are  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
We  hope  to  re-occupy  it  about  the  1st  prox.  In  the  meantime  we  have  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  the  Baptist  place  of  worship,  kindly  loaned  for  our  services,  which  are 
maintained  as  usual.

HEMABKS. 

Our  new  Church  wajs  opened  for  Divine  service  on  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  • 
Day  (May  17th).  Services  were  at  8  and  10.30  A.  M.,  3  and  7.30  P.  M.,  besides 
Sunday  School  at  9.16  A.  M.  The  Rev.  William  McCandless  assisted  at  the  even- 
ing service  and  preached.  The  collection  during  the  day  amounted  to  $261  and  a 
window  for  the  West  End.  1  do  not  know  yet  what  the  window  will  cost,  probably 
$300. 

The  lowering  of  the  wages  last  fall  and  the  strike  this  spring,  have  cut  off  pretty 
nearly  all  our  resources  at  the  present,  the  town  depending  entirely  upon  the  roll- 
ing mill. '  We  are  looking  forward  to  an  easing  up  of  mone^,  but  that  will  not 
(.'<^me  until  there  is  a  greater  demand  for  rails  and  a  better  price  paid. 

The  two  Sundays  1  was  absent  from  here,  I  spent  in  Clearfield ;  I  also  gave 
Clearfield  one  week-day  service.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  at  each 
visit,  about  seventeen  persons  receiving.  The  congregation  averaged  fifty.  There 
is  a  vigorous  Sunday  School  kept  up  by  a  lady  communicant.  It  appears  to  me 
that  all  that  can  be  done  at  present  for  Clearfield  is  ^n  occasional  visit.  I  have 
promised  to  visit  Morrisdale  this  month,  holding  services  at  Phlllipsburg,  morn- 
ing and  evening,  and  at  Morrisdale  in  the  afternoon,  the  minister  at  Phillipsburg 
giving  services  on  that  day  at  Clearfield.  As  I  have  not  visited  Morrisdale,  I  can- 
not aay  much  about  it.

I. 
The  name  of  this  oigaQizatioB  shall  be, "  The  Board  of  Miraiona  in  the  Diocew 
of  Pittsburgh." 

n. 

The  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  of  said 
Diocese,  hj  aiding  existing  Missions,  and  planting  new  ones. 

in. 

The  Beard  shall  oonsist  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ez^ffldo  President,  the 

Deans,  together  with  clerical  and  laj  representatives,  to  be  chosen  annually,  t» 

hereinafter  proyided,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be 

ex-offido  members  of  the  same. 

IV. 

8kg.  1.  To  cany  out  the  objects  of  this  Board,  the  Diocese,  on  and  after  the 

adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  divided  into  six  Deaneries,  as  follows : 

1.  The  counties  of  Allegheny  and  Beaver  to  form  the  Pittsburgh  Deanery. 

2.  The  counties  of  Butler,  Armstrong  and  Clarion  to  form  the  Kittanning 
Deanery. 

3.  The  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford,  Mercer,  Lawrence  and  Venango  to  form  the 
Erie  Deanery. 

4.  The  counties  of  Warren,  McKean,  Cameron,  Elk,  Jefferson  and  Forest  to 
form  the  Warren  Deanery. 

5.  The  counties  of  Westmoreland,  Indiana,  Cambria  and  Clearfield  to  form  the 
Johnstown  Deanery. 

6.  The  countieB  of  Fayette,  Somerset,  Washington  and  Greene  to  form  the 

Brownsville  Deanery. 

V. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  who  shall  always 
be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  and  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  chosen 
at  each  annual  meeting.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  during  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  the  Dean  of  Pittsburgh  Deanery  shall  be  President  ad  interun. 

Sbo.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  Missionaries  for  new  and  vacant  sta- 
tions ;  such  nominations  to  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at 
the  meeting. 

Sbo.  8.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board; 
shall  notify  the  members  of  the  meetings  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  time,  and  at 
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the  request  of  the  Biflhop,  or  any  three  memberB,  shall  call  special  meetingB  of 
the  Board. 

Sxc.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  monejB  collected  for  the  Board . 
he  shall  deposit  them  at  sach  places  as  it  may  direct,  and  disburse  them  under  the 
order  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  stipend  of  its  Missions  and 
MJBsionaries ;  but  a  reduction  of  not  less  than  ten  per  cent,  shall  be  made  annu- 
ally after  the  second  year,  unless  sufficient  reason  be  given  for  the  continuance  of 
the  full  amount ;  in  which  case  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  Board.  Special  appropriations  may  be  received  for  particular  points ;  but 
^mch  sums  shall  always  go  to  make  up  the  regular  appropriations  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  In  all  appropriations  that  are  made  for  new  work  the  Board  will  give 
preference  to  Mission  Stations  which  give  early  promise  of  becoming  self-support. 
ing,  and  will  only  extend  aid  to  organized  Parishes  in  exceptional  cases. 

VI. 

The  Bishop  shall  annually  appoint  a  Presbyter  as  Dean  for  each  Deanery— the 
appointment  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  at  the  next  regular  Convocation  of 
the  Deanery— to  whom,  acting  for  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  Bishop,  shall 
be  committed  the  charge  of  the  Missionary  work  within  its  limits.  He  shall  see 
that  services  are  rendered  as  far  as  possible,  at  all  organized  Missions  in  his  Dean- 
ery, visiting  them  personally  at  least  twice  in  each  Diocesan  year,  and  hold  servioes 
as  opportunity  afibrds  at  any  new  point  or  points  where  it  may  be  desirable  to  do 
'^.  His  necessary  travelling  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board, 
to  whom  shall  be  transmitted  the  offerings  received  at  each  public  service. 

vn. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  each  Deanery 
at  least  once  in  four  nwnths,  at  such  a  place  as  the  Bishop  or  Dean  may  elect  • 
provided  that  two  or  more  Deaneries  may  hold  a  joint  Convocation  if  they  so  desire. 
At  such  Convocations  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Clergyman  within  the  Deanery 
to  attend,  unless  for  just  cause  he  be  excused  by  the  Bishop  or  Dean.  Each  Parish 
or  Mission  Station  may  be  represented  in  the  Convocation  by  one  of  its  laymen 
chosen  by  the  Minister  from  among  hLs  communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Deanery  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  Board. 
For  every  ten  resident  Clergymen,  a  Deanery  may  nominate  one  of  its  Presbyters 
as  a  member  of  the  Board ;  and  any  Deanery  shall  also  be  entitled  to  an  additional 
lay  representative,  whenever  there  are  twenty  Clergymen  within  its  limits.  These 
nhall  be  nominated  at  the  Convocation  next  before  the  Annual  Convention,  and 
when  confirmed  by  that  body,  shall  constitute  part  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese  as  provided  in  Article  III  of  this  Constitution.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
j<uch  representation  during  the  Diocesan  year,  the  Dean  shall  have  power  to  fill 
the  same.    Lay  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  Reports  shall  be  made  by  the  Clergy  at  each  Convocation  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  work  under  their  charge,  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Board,  together 
with  any  favorable  new  openings  for  Church  v/ork  within  their  cures;  from  which 
the  Deans  shall  compile  semi-annual  reports  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Every  vacant  Mission  in  a  Deanery  shall  be  under  the  special  pastoral 
charge  of  the  Dean  of  the  district. 
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Sbc.  5.  No  pariah  or  organized  Mission  that  does  not  contribute  quarterly  to 
the  Diocesan  Miasionarj  Fund,  ehall  be  entitled  to  a  stipend  Ifrom  the  Board. 

vni. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  public  Misnonary  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the 
Board,  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  DiocesaD 
Ck>nYention,  at  which  time  the  annual  report  shall  be  read.  Stated  meetings  shall 
be  held  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention,  and  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  December ;  provided,  that  a  meeting  for  a  review  of  the 
work  of  the  year  and  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  annual  report,  shall  be 
held  on  the  Wednesday  before  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sbc.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  five  of  its  members  shall  constitute  a

L  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  he  administered, 
and  anlesB  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge,  a  sermon  shall  be  preached 
by  a  Presbvter  appointed  by  him ;  and  on  every  day  of  the  session  Morning  Prayer 
iihall  be  said. 

II.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  his  inability  to  act,  by  the  President  or  senior 
Presbyter  present  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

III.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or,  in  his  absence,  some  other  person 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  officer  presiding,  shall  tlien  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergymen  who  are  declared  by  the  Bishop  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 
He  shall  also,  having  previously  made  a  list  thereof,  call  the  names  of  all  the  Lay 
Deputies  claiming  to  represent  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, who  shall  have  fumished  him  with  certificates,  in  due  form,  of  their  election 
to  this  Convention.

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

5.  On  Canons,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

VI.  Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  these  Committees,  matter  properly 
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referable  to  them  may  then  be  presented  for  reference;  and  a  report  from  either 
of  the  first  two  Committees  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

VII.  Reports  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  to  be  presented  and  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table  without  debate. 

VIII.  Motions,  Notices  and  Resolutions,  not  giving  rise  to  debate,  shall  then 
be  in  order.

FIRST  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  9th,  1875,  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Tenth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh,  a  number  of 
Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies  attended  at  Trinity  Church,  Pitts- 
burgh, at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Avery,  Getz  and  Mills.  The  Kev.  Geo.  C.  Rafter, 
the  Dean  of  Johnstown,  preached  the  Sermon  from  the  text, 
1  Cor.  iii.

Withont  entering  fully  into  the  reasons  which  have  brought  us  to  this  condu- 
siouy  and  without  discussing  the  many  points  which  may  be  presented  as  touching 
the  question  both  as  regards  principle  and  expediency,  we  de^m  it  sufficient  to 
say,  that  we  see  no  controlling  reason  why  a  congregation  of  the  Church  about  to 
form  a  parish  organization  for  purposes  of  civil  incorporation,  shall  not  be  al- 
lowed, if  they  so  desire,  to  discard  that  principle  in  the  present  Form  of  Charter 
which  restricts  the  right  of  franchise  to  contributing  members,  and  in  place  there- 
of to  grant  such  right  to  all  members  of  the  Parish  who  acknowledge  the  author- 
ity of  the  Church,  and  by  their  outward  act  and  confession  enrol  themsdves  as 
her  faithful  children.

Sixlh,    The  Vestry  of  the  Church  shall  consist  of Laymen,  commnmctots 

of  the  Charch,  and  citizens  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  within  the  limits  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pittsburgh.  They  shall  continue  in  office  one  year  and  until  others 
be  chosen,  and  the  election  of  said  Vestrymen  shall  be  made  every  year  on  Easter 
Monday  by  the  adult  communicants  of  the  Church  whose  names  appear  as  each  on 
the  Parish  Begister,  and  such  other  adult  baptized  members  of  said  Church  as 
shall  appear  by  the  Vestry  books  to  have  paid  at  least  six  months  immediately 
preceding  the  time  of  such  election,  for  a  pew  or  sitting  in  said  Church,  or  (in  case 
of  a  free  Church)  who  shall  have  been  recognized  and  registered  one  month  be- 
fore thA  I'ay  of  election  by  the  Bector  or  Wardens  thereof^as  usual  attendants  apon 
the  servioes  of  the  same,  and  contributors  to  the  said  Church  for  six  months 
previously. 

Provided,  That  in  case  of  failure  to  elect  a  Vestry  on  that  day,  the  corporation 
shall  not  on  that  account  be  dissolved ;  but  the  election  may  be  held  on  some  other 
day,  in  such  manner  as  the  By-Laws  may  prescribe ;  and  any  vacancy  in  the 
Vestry  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

Mr.  Shaler  moved  that  the  matter  be  indefinitely  postponed.

WhereaSf  The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether,  under  a  strict  interpreta- 
tion of  Sec.  6  of  the  Form  of  Charter  for  a  Parisli  recommended  for  use  bj  the  Con- 
vention, non-communicants  have  a  right  to  vote  for  the  vestrymen ;  therefore, 

Reaohed,  That  the  said  Form  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons,  to  report 
to  the  next  Convention  whether  any  change  in  the  phn^eolog;/  b^  neoessaiy  to 
express  the  mind  of  the  Cooye^tion  on  the  subject, 
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The  Committee  on  Canons,  continued  at  the  last  Convention, 
presented  the  following  Report : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  report  to  tJiin 
ConventioQ  upon  certidn  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  reflpectfnllj 
report,  that  they  have  examined  the  matters  committed  to  them,  and  woald  submit 
And  recommend  the  following  alterations  of  the  Constitution  for  the  approval  of  the 
Convention :  (1)  That  Art.  III.,  Sec.  2,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  clergyman  in  regular  standing,  who  shall  have  been  canonically  and 
actually  resident  in  this  Diocese,  engaged  in  the  parochial,  missionary  or  educational 
work  of  the  Church,  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  for  three 
months  preceding  any  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  such  Con- 
vention in  all  cases  except  that  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  in  which  case  the  quali- 
fications necessary  to  vote  shall  be  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Art.  XIL  of  this 
Constitution. 

Provided,  that  no  clergyman  so  qualified  shall  lose  his  right  to  a  seat  and  vote 
by  reason  of  sickness  or  old  age. 

(2.)  Also,  that  Article  IX.,  Sec.  4,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
words :  "  with  priority  of  right  in  rotation,  according  to  the  number  of  votes  re- 
spectively." 

(3.)  And  that  Sec.  5  of  the  same  article  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after 
tbe  words,  *' perform  its  duties,"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following:  '^  In  de- 
fault of  which  the  Bishop  shall  notify  according  to  priority  of  right,  as  aforesaid, 
BO  many  of  the  supplemental  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  to  insure  a  full  repre- 
sentation of  the  Diocese.  Provided,  that  in  case  of  any  supplemental  Deputies'  hav- 
ing had  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  Bishop  shall  elect  which  of  them  to  notify 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  person  so  notified  by  the  Bishop  shall  havd  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Whereupon  it  was  moved  that  the  Convention  approve  the 
Alterations  of  the  Constitution  recommended  by  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Hay  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  alterations  by  leaving 
out  of  the  first,  the  words  "  in  regular  standing." 

A  division  being  called  for,  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  ^then  recurred  on  the  alterations  proposed  by  the 
Committee.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  bie  and  are  hereby  given  to  the 
Clergy  and  Church  people  of  Pittsburgh,  for  the  generous  hospitality  extended  to 
its  members ;  also,  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  for  the 
use  of  their  Church  and  Chapel  during  the  Session  of  the  Convention  ;  also  to  the 
organist  and  choir  of  Trinity  Church,  for  their  kind  assistance  at  the  opeomg 
service. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Micou  presented  the  following  Reporf  of  the 
Committee  on  Sunday  School  Convocations : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  found  it  impossible  to  give  the 
subject  committed  to  them  the  full  discussion  and  attention  which  its  practical  im- 
portance deserves,  during  the  present  Session  of  the  Convention,  and  therefore 
respectfully  ask  to  be  continued  in  order  to  report  to  the  next  Convention.

My  Beloved  Brethben  op  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  have  already ,  in  solemn  servioe,  asked  the  help  and 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Spirit^  in  this,  our  Tenth  Annual  Convention 
of  this  Diocese.  Let  each  of  us  continue  our  prayers  to  that 
Heavenly  Guide,  that  He  may  give  us  Light  and  Peace  in  our 
ooDsaltations  and  decisions,  that  hearty  and  honest  words  of  mutual 
love  and  confidence  may  mark  our  meeting.  The  Diocese  is  eui- 
tirely  at.  peace.  It  has  shown  a  life  and  vigor  during  the  year,  at 
the  least  equal  to  the  average  of  other  years.  The  Church  has  un- 
avoidably felt  the  continued  disarrangement  of  our  great  secular 
enterprises  of  production  and  commerce.  The  ability  of  our  best 
givers  has  been  restrained,  some  good  enterprises  of  the  Church 
have  been  checked  or  postponed  for  the  lack  of  means.  I  fear,  nay 
I  know,  that  some  of  our  good  workers  have  suffered  delays  or 
loss  of  income,  where  all  the  dues  were  absolutely  needed ;  and 
sometimes  where  a  larger  part  or  the  whole  of  them  might  have 
been  paid  if  the  parish  or  mission  agencies  and  duties  had  been 
better  fulfilled.  Some  of  these  sufferings  have  been  lessened  by 
beneficences  done  in  courteous  privacy.  Our  missionaries  have 
been  fully  paid  what  the  Diocesan  Boai*d  promised  a  year  ago,  and 
the  treasurer  will  report  the  treasury  out  of  debt.  The  confirma- 
tions have  eouseeded  by  fully  one-fourth  the  average  number  of 
previous  years.  I  tm^  that  other  statistics,  when  fully  ascer- 
tained, will  justify  this  dieeribl  view  of  our  year  past  I  think  it 
has  been^  as  a  whole,  a  more  than  usually  good  year  in  spiritual 
life  and  fruits  fior  the  Diocese.  May  God  make  any  such  gains 
feal  and  abiding ! 

I  have^  also,  my  own  special  and  pleasant  duty  of  thanksgiving 
to  Grod  and  to  you,  my  dear  brethren.    He  prompted  your  loving 
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words  and  deeds  a  year  ago ;  and  these  sent  me  off  in  cheerfulness 
and  hope  on  the  long  journey  of  which  I  feel  the  benefit  more  and 
more  now,  every  day,  in  my  greatly  increased  health  and  vigor. 
My  enjoyment  and  profit  in  that  journey  >vas  very  great;  even 
more  than  my  anticipations.  My  daily  recollections  of  uiy  Dio- 
cese, and  of  the  kind  and  trustful  friends  and  co-workers  in  it, 
made  the  change  of  scene  and  thought  all  the  more  effective  in  re- 
invigorating  body  and  mind.  I  was  just  one  hundred  days  out  of 
this  country.  The  eight  months  since  my  return  have  been  ver}- 
full  of  o£Gioial  care  and  work  in  both  our  general  and  diocesan  con- 
cerns ;  but  I  feel  more  equal  to  the  demands  of  my  office  than  for 
several  years  past.  May  more  grace  be  given  me,  and  be  better 
used ! 

Later  in  this  address  I  will  speak  of  some  important  topics  sug- 
gested by  that  journey  abroad,  and  by  the  General  Convention  in 
October  last.  Let  other  matters,  those  nearer  home,  be  first  con- 
sidered. 

The  Standing  Committee  was  duly  authorized  (Canon  13  :  §  xiii^ 
Tit.  I)  to  act  as  the  ecclesiastic.;l  authority  of  the  Diocese  during 
the  Bishop's  absence;  and  I  desire  now  to  thank  them  for  that 
kindly  service  so  faithfully  rendered  and  reported  to  me.  I  have 
several  times  personally  met  the  committee  for  advice,  or  joint 
counsel,  and  always  with  great  comfort  and  profit. 

BISHOPS    DECEASED. 

The  review  of  the  year  bids  us  remember  those  whom  Go<l  has 
called  away  from  the  earthly  ministry  of  His  Church.  Bishop 
Whitehouse,  of  Illinois,   Bishop   Henry  W.  Lee,  of  Iowa,  and 

ishop  Payne,  for  twenty  years  our  Missionary  Bishop  in  Africa, 
passed  from  among  us  in  the  order  named,  in  August,  September 
und  October  last.  They  were  all  men  of  real  self-devotion  and  efii- 
ciency ;  of  very  different  kinds  of  ability  ;  but  all  men  of  mark  and 
worthy  of  remembrance.  Bishop  Lee's  episcopate  of  twenty  yeaib 
was  the  latest  and  shortest  of  those  three  episcopates ;  yet  since  his 
consecration  in  October,  1854,  fifty-one  Bishops  have  been  added 
to  our  American  line.  Ten  of  earlier  consecration  than  Bishop 
Lee's,  yet  live  and  work  among  us.  The  whole  number  of  our 
Bishops  is  now  fifty-six ;  with  five  vacant  bishoprics,  three  Domestic 
and  two  Foreign,  which  we  hope  soon  to  see  well  filled.     It  is  a  sad 
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and  not  creditable  &ct,  that  thus  far  no  search  finds  out  the  man  fit 
and  ready  to  take  the  charge  of  our  Church's  work  in  Africa^  held 
by  Bishop  Payne  for  twenty  years,  and  by  his  successor,  Bishop 
Auer,  for  just  one. 

CLERGY  DECEASED. 

Three  of  those  on  our  Diocesan  Clergy  List  a  year  ago,  have 
gone  to  their  rest  since  we  last  met.  The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Lewis, 
one  of  our  missionaries  in  the  Northeastern  Counties,  died  on 
September  14th  last.  Mr.  Lewis  had  been  scarcely  one  year  in 
the  Diocese,  and  was  but  little  known  among  us.  Ill  health  im- 
paired his  vigor  even  more  than  years  did ;  but  h&  zeal  and  in- 
dustry were  recognized  among  the  people  of  his  special  missionary 
charges,  and  his  unexpected  decease  moved  the  hearty  sympathy 
of  us  all. 

The  Rev.  D.  C.  James  we  all  knew  and  loved  for  many  years. 
He  entered  the  ministry  late,  and  with  limited  culture  ;  but  his 
active  mind  and  high  tone  made  his  place  among  us  always  one  of 
great  and  cordial  regard.  He  had  a  hard  field  to  work  in,  but 
he  never  spared  himself.  Very  severe  sorrows  and  broken  health 
marked  the  close  of  his  life  and  ministry.  We  had  for  some  time 
expected  his  departure,  and  when  the  Rest  came  (September  19th, 
1874),  his  gain  was  the  chief  thought  of  his  bishop  and  fellow 
presbyters ;  but  we  all  miss  so  strongly  marked,  so  loving  and 
pure-hearted  a  man  from  among  us. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Preston,  D.  D.,  had  been  canonically  transferred 
to  another  Diocese,  but  a  few  months  before  his  decease,  in  Bedford, 
Pa.,  on  the  25th  of  April,  just  past.  Here  we  all  knew  him ;  and 
his  record  in  this  year's  Journal  of  our  Diocese  comes  as  a  matter  of 
right,  though  his  name  had  been  entered  on  the  roll  of  another 
jurisdiction.  The  far  greater  part  of  his  long  ministry  of  forty-six 
years  and  a  half  was  spent  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  in  this  city. 
His  industry  and  persistence  in  his  work,  his  clear  mind  and  his 
warm  heart,  his  cheerfulness  of  spirit  and  his  quick  pastoral  sym- 
pathies, merited  and  won  the  general  and  hearty  respect  of  our 
community  and  the  loving  friendship  of  many  in  and  out  of  his 
own  flock,  as  his  obsequies  in  his  old  parish  churdi  here  gave 
ample  proof. 

Of  the  thirty-three  Clergy  whom  I  found  on  the  list  of  the 
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Diooeee^  in  1866,  only  eigHt  are  now  with  us ;  seventeen  are  in 
other  dioceses,  and  eight  are  in  their  graves.  So  rapid  are  the 
changes  wrought  in  a  few  years  I  How  soon,  one  way-or  another, 
do  the  places  that  have  known  ns  come  to  know  us  no  more !  How 
urgent  the  call  to  do  well  our  day's  work  now  wherever  we  may 
be !  Opportunities  pass  away  even  before  life  ends.  As  I  go  my 
rounds  now,  I  find  mjrself  often  missing  old  ftoes  and  old  ties. 
Bat  one  sees  the  same  good  work  moving  fbrward,  though  it  some- 
times  seems  to  be  already  laying  up  its  memories  and  fiist  changing 
its  agencies.  To  such  a  w^rk  no  man  is  indispensable,  nor  even 
very  important,  for  it  isGod'a  work ;  but  for  that;  very  reason  no 
one  of  us  should  do  it  slightly  or  grow  weary  or  impatient  in  it ; 
or  let  it  take  any  loss  or  ha^m  from  our  part  of  it. 

TBAN8FEB8,  ^fcC.  OF  CLEBQY. 

Eleven  namea  have  been  removed  from  oujr  Diocesan  Clergy 
List  in  the  year ;  two  by  death,  seven  by  transfer  to  other  dio- 
ceses, one  by  deposition,  and  one  by  consecration  to  the  Episcopate : 
the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Lewis  and  Rev;  D.  C.  James  by  death ;  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Preston,  D.  D.,  by  transfer  to  Central  Pennsylvania 
(Nov.  14,  1874),  only  three  and  a  half  months  before  his  decease 
(AiNrtl  25,  1876) ;  Rev.  Messrs.  S.  J.  Froneh,  by  transfer  to 
Illinois  (July  28,  1874) ;  Marcus  A.  Tolman>  to  Central  Penn- 
sylvania (Sept.  1,  1874) ;  Thos.  L.  Bellam  ud  Wm^R.  Maekay, 
to  Colorado  (Sept.  1,  1874);  Robert  W.  Grange,  to  Ohio  (Dec 
10, 1874) ;  and  C.  C.  Parker,  to  Pennsylvania  (March  25, 1875). 
The  Rev.  Joseph  D.  Wilson,  Presbyter,  was  duly  deposed  from 
the  ministry  on  Deo.  9>  1874,  in  Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh, 
under  Canon  6,  Title  II,  of  the  Digest 

-  In  this  record  of  transfers,  it  is  due  to  the  Rev.  M.<A*  Tolman, 
that  as  his  Bishop,  I  here  give  testimony  to  his  long,  fidthfiil  and 
efficient  help,  and  bis  loving  and  cheering  support  in  my  <  duties. 
His  dilig^ce^  discretion  and  unselfishness  in  our  Diocesan  mission- 
ary work,  as  well  as  in  his  parish,  his  careful  editorship  of  our 
useiuMittle  missiooaiy  paper,  his  thoroughness  in  every  duty  as^ 
signed  him,  his  quick  sympathies  and  entire  candor,  made  him  a 
Presbyter  of  rw^e  worth  to  this  Diocese  and  its  Bishop. 

But  the  one  other  removal,  that  of  the  Rev.  John  Scarboroagh, 
D.  D.,  consecrated  Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  Feb.  2,  1876,  most 
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elioit  my  most  earneBt  testimony.  You  all  so  well  know  this 
brother  and  «o  heartily  regretted  our  loss  in  his  removal^  that  I 
need  only  place  on  reoord  that  his  seven  years'  work  among  us  as 
rector  of  our  most  prominent  parish,  which,  under  his  eneigetie 
pastorship,  so  nobly  developed  its  own  growth  and  its  power  to 
diffuse  life  and  vigor  about  it;  his  efficiency  as  Dean  of  our  Central 
Deanery ;  his  addve,  prompt,  unselfish  promotion  of  our  missions 
and  eharities  and  every  good  enterprise,  and  his  untiring  sym-» 
patfay,  made  him  second  to  no  one  in  our  Diocesan  history  thus 
far.  How  ably  and  lovingly  he  aided  me  always,  but  chiefly  of 
hte  years  during  my  siekness  and  absence,  none  can  measure  so 
well  aa  I  do.  We  fil  know  how  wise  a  choice  his  Diocese  made ; 
asd  «ttr  prayers  for  his  success  are  uttered  with  strong  confidence 
and  love. 

And'  now,  that  the  CSiuroh  has  so  highly  honored  our  Diocese^ 
twice  in  a  twdvemonth,  by  finding  two  excellent  Biahope  among 
our  fifty  Clergy,  I  hope  she  will  let  us  alone  fi»>  a  good  while  to 
come,  and  permit  my  good  Presbyters  to  work  on  quietly,  imdis- 
torbed  by  any  apprehensions  of  like  special  peril .  We  have  given 
oar  share. 

We  have  had  added  by  transfer  eleven  Presbyters  and  one  Dea- 
con: The  £ev.  Messrs.  T.  0*Counell,  Thos.  W,  Martin,  Bernard 
Schulte,  A.  B.  Putnam,  Chas.H.  Kellogg,  B..  W.  Mioou,  Hermaa 
a  Wood,  Samuel  H-.HUlard,  Wm.  F-  Floyd,  William  A.  Hiteh-» 
eock  and  Bobert  Meech,  Presbyters,  and  Charles  H.  Newman^ 
Deacon.  •  When  two  others,  candidates,  and  soon  to  be  ordained, 
and  a  Presbyter,  who  has  accepted  a  vacant  Parish,  shall  be  added 
to  our  list,  we  shall  have  fifteen  Clergymen  added.  fi)r  the  eleven 
removed. 

I  hav«  ordained,  this  year,  one  Priest,  the  Bev.  William  James 
MiUer,  iaSt  Peter's  Chtttcb,  Pittsburgh,  on  Wednesday  in  Ember 
week,  December  16, 1874 ;  and  one  Deacon,  Hugh  Quail  Miller^ 
in  Trinity  Church,  Pittsbui^h,  this  morning,  in  your  presence^ 

We  have  to-day  fiveunordained  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  two 
postulants.  fi>r  the  ministry.  When  the  two  of  the  five  candidates) 
soon  to  be  ordained,  shall  be  put  on  our  Clergy  list,  we  shall  have 
then  only  two  candidates  for  Priests'  orders,  and  one  for  the  DiaoK 
onate.  This  is  a  sad  confession  for  this  Diocese.  It  may  not  tell 
of  any  one's  mi;  but  f^any  one  be  at  fault,  the  Bishop  and  Olei^ 
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cannot  be  quite  blameless  that  there  are  not  more  of  oar  young 
men  seeking  the  ministry;  while  the  like  lack  of  duty  and  of  love 
to  Christ  must  be  also  in  our  homes,  and  in  the  hearts  of  &ther8 
and  mothers  in  those  homes.    May  God  forgive  and  quicken  us  all! 

CONVOCATIONS. 

The  Convocations  of  our  Deaneries  have  met  with  due  frequen- 
cy,  and  their  meetings  have  generally  been  very  earnest  and  useibl. 
If  the  Clergy,  and  if  always,  as  it  is  now  muoh  of);ener  the  fact 
than  formerly,  some  of  our  earnest  laity  will  come  with  the  Clergy, 
in  the  spirit  of  serious  prayer  and  of  deep,  grave  purpose,  to  those 
meetings,  we  will  find  in  them  an  effective  agency  for  warmer  life 
as  well  as  for  active  mission  work.  This  very  topic  of  the  increase 
of  ministers  in  numbers  and  in  zeal,  has  been  earnestly  discussed 
in  most  of  our  meetings  this  year.  So,  also,  the  Sunday  School^ 
what  it  is,  what  it  ought  to  be  and  can  be  made  to  be,  has  been 
very  frequently  considered,  and  out  of  one  such  discussion  came 
the  resolve  to  bring  this  question  before  this  Convention,  with  a 
practical  suggestion,  which  I  hope  will  be  attentively  regarded 
here. 

VISITATIONS, 

I  have  held  forty-eight  confirmations,  and  confirmed  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  persons,  twenty-two  of  these  in  Steuben ville, 
Ohio,  and  one  in  Geneva,  Switzerland ;  the  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
one — ^in  this  Diocese — is  a  number  largely  exceeding  our  yearly 
average  so  &r. 

I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  thirty-three  times 
(six  of  these  in  private  to  the  sick).  I  have  baptized  twenty  in- 
fants and  two  adults.  I  have  visited  and  catechized  Sunday 
Schools  twenty  times ;  have  preached  eighty-eight  sermons,  and 
made  sixty- four  addresses.  As  often  as  occasion  has  offered,  I  have 
ministered  in  private  pastoral  duty  to  the  sick  and  bereaved ;  and 
have  read  the  burial  service  three  times. 

I  have  visited  (many  of  them  more  than  once)  forty-seven  Pa- 
rishes and  fifteen  established  Missions.  There  remain  yet  ten 
Parishes  and  six  organized  Missions  to  be  visited  in  the  Summer 
and  Autumn ;  and  there  are  besides  these  some  eight  or  ten  smaller 
Missions  less  fully  and  frequently  served  by  us ;  making  in  all 
about  eighty-five  to  ninety  places  in  this  Diocese  in  which  we  have 
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now  to  minister.  Such  a  summary  shows  that  the  Diocese  has  in 
nine  years  added  about  two  thirds  to  the  number  of  its  Parishes, 
and  in  the  same  proportion  to  its  list  of  Clergy ;  and  more  than 
doubled  the  number  of  its  Missions  and  of  its  Communicants. 

The  church  buildings  nine  years  ago  were  thirty-five  in  num- 
ber. Of  these^  six  have  since  then  been  entirely  rebuilt;  ten  have 
been  enlarged  or  renovated ;  and  twenty-nine  new  church  edifices 
have  been  added.  Church  room  has  thus  been  more  than  doubled. 
Six  parsonages  have  been  added  to  the  three  then  in  the  Diocese ; 
there  are  nine  now.  Our  progress  sometimes  seems  too  slow^  and 
our  deficiencies  might  well  account  for  any  such  result;  but  it  would 
be  untruthful  in  us,  as  well  as  ungrateful  to  God  for  His  grace  and 
blessing,  not  to  recognize  such  fruits ;  to  take  hope  from  them,  and 
to  give  Him  thanks  and  all  praise. 

Within  the  year  past  two  very  commodious  and  becoming  new 
churches  have  been  completed  in  this  county  (of  Allegheny),  the 
Church  of  the  Nativity,  Crafton,  and  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Verona. 
Both  of  these  churches — ^now  in  active  and  promising  use — have 
owed  much  to  the  liberality  of  the  men  who  are  now  busy  in  zeal- 
ous lay  work  among  their  congregations.  It  is  encouraging  to  see 
such  churches  called  for  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  large  cities , 
and  it  is  a  most  hopeful  sign  when  devout  laymen  give  means  and 
their  own  pious  co-operation  to  erect  the  House  and  then  to  fill  it 
with  worshippers. 

The  corner-stone  of  one  church,  St  Mary's  Church,  Beaver 
Falls,  Beaver  County,  was  laid  by  Dean  Scarborough,  in  August 
last.  The  zealous  energy  of  the  missionary  is  doing  a  noble  work 
there  and  in  that  vicinity,  not.  only  in  building  this  beautiful 
church,  and  having  it  paid  for  as  it  goes  on  (the  only  right  rule 
for  all  such  enterprisesj,  but  by  a  pastorship  Aat  is  gathering  in 
many  living  stones  to  make  up  the  true  building  for  whose  sake 
alone  any  such  material  work  is  worth  the  doing. 

Our  laborious  Missionary  in  another  part  of  the  same  county, 
has,  with  untiring  toil,  had  erected  in  a  new  and  more  eligible  lo^ 
cation,  a  neat,  inexpensive  church  edifice,  to  take  the  place  of  the 
tottering,  bam-like  old  St.  Paul's.  I  heartily  wish  that  the  debt 
yet  on  the  new  church  (about  $700)  were  paid.  St.  Mark's,  Johns- 
town, has  a  considerable  debt  on  it  yet,  that  ought  to  be  removed. 
The  work  there  merits  ample  aid.     Ministers  and  people  should 
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press  on  eagerly  to  have  every  such  debt  cancelled^  and  their 
churches  duly  consecrated  to  God. 

THE  CONSECRATIOK  OF  CHUBGHBS,  AC. 

The  instinct  of  the  renovated  Christian  heart  adopts  at  once  the 
principle  that  the  Hooses  where  we  meet  our  God  in  Jesus  CIuiBt, 
should^  with  aa  little  delay  aa  possible^  be  given  and  hallowed  to 
Grod'a  ownership  and  use.  To  the  spirit  filled  with  the  lessons  and 
influences  of  the  Scriptures,  Old  Testament  and  New  Testament,  of 
prophets  and  evangelists,  and  of  the  Head  of  all,  Jesus  Christ- 
lessons  and  influences  filling,  too,  the  Prayer  Book  and  every  Prayir 
Book  Churchman — ^to  such  a  q^irit  it  will  be  constant  denial  of  the 
just  craving  of  the  devout  heart  to  have  to  worship  in  ao  unoense- 
crated  House.  If  this  denial  be  compulsory,  because  debt  to  man, 
beyond  the  congregation's  power  to  cancel,  makes  the  ehuroh's  con- 
secration impossible  for  the  time,  thef^  the  conscience  may  be  ac- 
quitted ;  but  the  devout  heart  should  turn  its  craving,  into  ftsj& 
for  the  quick  arrival  of  the  Consecration  Day.  Mj  ezhortatioa  is 
not  superfluous.  There  are  ten  churches  now  in  thia  Diocese  on- 
consecrated,  besides  four  mission  chapels,  that  may  be  temporarily 
put  to  hallowed  uses.  The  churches  are  meant  for  permanent  use 
as  Houses  of  God.  DeUy  in  their  consecn^on  is  excusable,  only 
where  there  is  debt,  and  while  it  really  is  beyond  the  power  of  the 
minister  and  people  to  have  that  debt  cancelled.  Of  course  eveiy 
correct  principle  and  instinct  require  that  the  consecration  come  at 
once,  as  soon  as  the  House  is  so  fireed.  Several  of  the  churches  re- 
ferred to  will  now  be  soon  thus  macbxeady  for  consecration.  I  call 
upon  the  ministers  and  wardens  in  eray  caae  to  bring  home  this 
principle  and  duty  to  the  consciences  and  hearts  of  thair  pecqile  for 
as  prompt  action  as  may  be  possible.  I  know  well  that  the  venr 
increase  in  the  number  of  new  chnrohes  will  be  reproducing  such 
cases  of  delay.  Only  let  the  lessons  and  ref  nirements  of  the 
Prayer.  Book  in  this  matter  be  kept  in  mind  for  prompt  obedience 
in  every  case. 

I  have  licensed  thirty .  Lay  Readers  this  year.  Many  of 
them  are  doing  excellent  work.  There  might  be  a  vast  increase  of 
this  work  if  more  of  our  competent  and  godly  laymen  would  under- 
take so  easy  and  so  pious  a  duty ;  and  if  the  people  would  more  ex- 
pre!5sly  encourage  such  laymen  by  distinct  assurances  of  satisftction, 
and  especially,  by  diligent  attendance  on  the  lay  services. 
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My  onlj  pastoral  letters  this  year  have  been  the  brief  but  very 
necessary  and  practical  ones  reminding  Clergy  and  people  of  their 
duty  to  send  in  offerings  to  our  missions  and  charities.  These  ap- 
peals have  probably  helped  to  keep  the  Diocese  up  near  to  its  dnt}' 
daring  a  year  when  such  benefactions  were  apt  to  diminish  too 
much. 

The  system  initiated  by  the  last  Convention,  of  calling  fi)r  offer- 
ings from  congr^ations  at  the  Bishop's  Visitations/  fbr  a  Fund  for 
the  Bishop's  distribution  in  relief  of  the  matiy  cases  of  need  which 
his  office  brings  to  his  knowledge,  hais  been  set  at  work  this  Springi 
and  it  has  already  enabled  him  to  meet  some  urgent  needs  that 
otherwise  might  have  appealed  to  him  in  vain. 

I  spoke  a  year  ago  of  the  hopeful  promise  of  the  establishment 
of  Deaconesses  and  their  work  among  us.  I  wish  here  to  thank 
the  clergy  and  laity  who  gave  their  hearty  and  liberal  oo-opera- 
tion ;  and  to  say  that  the  postponement  of  the  work,  so  well  begun, 
was  not  due  to  any  fiiilure  of  encouragement  or  of  support.  I  still 
hope  for  such  agencies  among  us. 

The  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  has  held  its  r^ular  meetings, 
giving  foil  and  careful  consideration  to  this  work  of  ohief  moment 
to  us.  The  six  Deans,  in  their  six  deaneries,  have  most  zealously 
and  usefully  supervised  and  promoted  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
work.  The  organization  is  very  simple,  very  real  and  very  effectr 
ive.  To  me  it  brings  assistance  that  now  I  could  not  dispense 
with. 

I  have  received  notices  and  made  record  of  the  depositions  in 
other  Dioceses  of  seventeen  clergymen.  The  one  like  act  of  disci- 
pline in  this  Diocese  makes  the  number  in  all,  eighteen  for  the 
year.  In  some  aspects  the  &ct  is  sad ;  in  others  it  is  a  hopefoi 
sign.  It  indicates  discipline ;  and  no  Church  can  continue  pure 
without  discipl  ine. 

Our  own  home  and  diocesan  institutions,  not  unimportant  in 
themselves,  become  to  us  the  more  important  because  they  are,  as 
yet,  neither  many  nor  strong. 

First  among  them  is  our  Church  Home  in  this  city,  for  our 
aged  and  needy  Churchwomen  and  for  our  orphan  children.  Under 
the  persevering  nurture  of  its  efficient  Directresses,  the  Home  has 
gone  on  doing  its  good  work,  with,  for  this  year,  unusually  scanty 
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means.  It  merits  iDcrease  of  means  and  fiioilities.  No  where  can 
any  one  among  us  bestow  gifts  more  wisely  or  beneficently. 

The  Episcopal  QIassical  Academy  for  boys  in  this  city,  thoagh 
very  much  interrupted  this  year,  is  to  go  on  in  September  next 
with  very  complete  provision  for  e£Gicienqr  and  permanence. 

The  Bishop  Bowman  Institute  for  girls,  has  grown  steadilj, 
winning  a  noble  success.  Its  Trustees  have,  therefore,  in  order  to 
meet  its  growing  demand  for  working  room,  ventured  to  bay  an 
elegant  and  ample  house  (corner  of  Penn  avenue  and  Fourth 
street)  for  the  Institute.  The  Church  Guild  having  gradually  found 
most  of  its  special  objects  fulfilled  by  other  agencie^^  has  turned  its 
valuable  property  into  an  educational  fund  as  part  purchase  of  this 
new  house  for  the  Institute.  The  balance  remaining  to  be  paid 
is  large  enough  to  demand  the  active  exertions  of  the  Trustees  and 
the  liberal  contributions  of  intelligent  Churchmen  for  years  to  come) 
to  consummate  so  useful  and  needful  an  enterprise.  A  good  and 
sober  step  forward  has  been  made. 

EXTRA-DIOCESAN  DTTTIES. 

My  official  duties  —  in  matters  extra-diocesan — ^have  been,  dar- 
ing the  month  of  October  given  to  the  G^eral  Convention,  my 
meeting  once  with  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Philadelphia 
Divinity  School,  on  October  12th ;  receiving,  with  the  permission 
of  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  a  Churchwoman  into  full  membership 
with  the  sisterhood  in  St  Luke's  Hospital,  New  York;  and  on 
November  4th,  meeting  in  New  York  with  the  Commission  named 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  matter  of  the  *^  Church  of  Jesos " 
in  Mexico,  a  movement  very  remarkable  in  its  b^innings,  and 
which  if  rightly  guided  and  controlled  now,  may  prove  to  be  one  of 
the  most  healthful  and  effective  reformation  movements  of  this 
century. 

On  December  29th  I  confirmed  22  persons  in  Steubenville,  Ohio. 

On  December  21st  I  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration 
of  Bishop  Scarborough  of  New  Jersey ;  on  January  22d  to  that 
of  Bishop  Gillespie  of  Western  Michigan,  and  on  April  6th  to 
that  of  Bishop  Jaggar  of  Southern  Ohio. 

On  November  8th,  the  23d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  united  in 
the  imposition  of  Hands,  in  the  consecration  of  James  Theodore 
Holly,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
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Hayti,  Bishops  Smith,  Lee,  Potter,  Coze  and  Stevens  being  the 
other  consecrators.  The  event  was  very  significant  and  important. 
It  completed  the  organization  of  the  Church  in  Hajti,  an  indepen- 
dent, daughter  Church  of  men  of  African  descent,  with  a  Bishop 
of  theirown  race.  The  Haytien  Church  is  bound  to  our  own  by 
solemn  covenant,  which  explicitly  defines  and  guarantees  the  Scrip- 
tural, Catholic  faith,  worship  and  order  of  the  young  Church ;  pro- 
vides ce-operative  control  while  this  may  be  needed ;  and  with  it, 
of  course,  there  will  go  miasicMiaTy  aid  and  sustenance.  Witness 
was  thus,  also,  incidentally  borne  to  the  &ct,  that  the  fullest  com- 
mission in  Christ's  ministry,  as  well  as  His  saving  word  and  ordi- 
nances, may  in  this  age  and  land,  as  in  all  others,  be  given  to  men 
of  every  race. 

On  February  2d,  the  Festival  of  the  Presentation,  of  this  year, 
in  St  Mary's  Church,  Burlington,  N.  J.,  I  preached  the  sermon 
at  the  consecration  of  Bev.  John  Scarborough,  t).  D.,  as  Bishop  of 
New  Jersey.  The  Consecrator  was  Bishop  Potter,  of  New  York, 
and  the  Bishops  uniting  in  the  imposition  of  hands  were  the  Bish- 
ops of  Pennsylvania,  Pittsburgh,  Long  Island,  Albany,  Central 
Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts. 

While  abroad  (besides  services  and  addresses  on  ship-board), 
when  in  England,  I  addressed, a  village  Sunday  school,  preached 
twice  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  twice  in  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Lambeth,  London ;  preached  once  in  Westminster  Abbq^, 
and  on  St.  Bartholomew's  Day,  August  24th,  1874,  in  the  same 
venerable  Temple,  I  took  part  in  the  Consecration  of  two  Bishops 
of  the  Church  of  England, — ^the  Bev.  Basil  Jones,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  of  St  David's,  and  the  Bev.  Edward  Steere,  D.  D.,  as  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  in  Central  Afirica.  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury , 
by  whose  courteous  invitation  I  was  present  to  participate  in  the 
services  and  in  the  imposition  of  Hands,  was  the  Coiyiecrator,  and 
the  Bishops  of  London,  Rochester,  and  St.  Asaph's,  and  myself, 
the  assisting  Bishops. 

In  Geneva,  in  Switzerland,  I  preached,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  and  confirmed  one  person,  the  son  of  the  Bector  of  our 
Church  there. 

THE  GENERAL  OONVEMTIQN. 

The  General  Conyention  of  October  last  had  a  significance  of  its 
own, — equal  fiiUy  to  the  average  influence  of  these  great  Triennial 
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Coanofls.  Eminently  peaceful  and  xmited^  it  was  yet  outspdcen 
in  its  wholesome  ntteranoes,  and  its  decisive  actions.  It  guarded 
wisely  and  jnstly  the  soundness  of  doctrine  in  onr  Episcopate  bjr 
proceedings  whioh  at  once  illustrated  and  established  the  duty,  and 
therefore  the  right,  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General  Con- 
vention— as  die  Standing  Committees  have  since  done  for  Diooem 
^iO  represented  in  intervals  of  the  triennial  Conventions — to  give  or 
to  withheld  confirmation  of  m  election  to  the  Episcopate.  The 
Bishops  have,  of  course/the*  doty -and  righti  in  virtue  of  dieir  of- 
fice, of  the  final  deeisios  of  6uch< questions;  but  this  National 
Chnrdi  ba»  been  guided- tasee^and  provide  for  her  own  needs  in 
this  and  in  other  mattery  by  a  free  «nd  wisely  arranged  system  of 
her  own.  Primitive  'principles  are  maintained ;  but  die  accidental 
things  of  earlier  days  or  of  -other  lands  and  peoples^  are  m>t'to  be 
petrified* into  divine  obligations  for  all  times  and  lands.  The 
Catholic  Churchy'  here  and  isrw,  nrast  make  free,  active,  firenb  ose 
of  her  limbs  and  wits,  if  she  will  meet  the  needs  of  men  in  aad 
about  her.  Men  may  enter  her  office^  or  rise  higher  in  them, 
when  those  whose  judgment  the  Church  asks  can  fully  believe  saoh 
admission  or  advancement  to  be  right  and  edifying.  The  portals 
of  each  of  the  sacred  orders  must  be  <»refully  guarded ;  for  onoe 
inside,  the  minister  is  not  brought  to  discipline  easily  or  qmetlj. 
A  man  may  be  not  only  tolerable,  but  usefiil  where-he  is,  while  he 
might  become  intolerable  and  very  damaging  somewhere  else,  high- 
er up  in  oflice.  Neoeesify  or  legal  right  may  keep  and  protect  a 
member  or  an  officer  where  he  is,  in  foee  of  facts  which  are  ample 
reasons  iBgainst  further  promotion.  Thesafiegaardsof  afreeClHirch 
like  ours,  n^ust  be  found  chiefly  at  the  entrance  doors  to  her  sacred 
offices. 

The  fuller  provision  in  our  Canon  Law  for  the  protection 
of  our  Ritual  was  wise,  sufficient  and  very  expressive.  Capable 
of  being  made  efficient — if  need  be,  its  moral  power  is  the  great 
thing  gained.  The  meaning  and  purpose  of  our  Church,  her  real 
mind  on  certain  matters,  were  made  clear.  In  most  good  men— 
and  all  of  us  wish  to  be  such--^bedience  is  a  prime  duty,  and  not 
a  very  difficult  virtue.  A  distinct  word  is  enough  for  the  obedient 
The  wilful  soon  find  themselves  isolated  and  vrithout  influecoe. 
Technically,  the  sanction  of  a  law  is  the  penalty  of  its  infraction. 
To  the  godl^,  right-minded  man  the  law  is  made  holy  by  his 
cheerful  recognition  of  the  sacred  authority  which  enacts  it 
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The  House  of  BishopA,  after  nnusaally  fall  disoassioii,  proposed 
ftur  the  concorrenoe  of  the  House  of  Deputies  some  canonical  safe- 
guards for  the  marriage  relation^  which  I  deeply  regret  that  the 
latter  House  £d  not  find  time  to  consider.  The  laws  and  customs 
of  dLfiofoe,  and  of  the  marriage  (so  called)  of  persons  divorced,  or 
withiD theforbidden degrees^  are  more  or  less,  in  all  parts  of  our 
oountryy  unehristian,  unsoriptuTal.  The  Chureh  is  recreant  to 
ber^utj^God^  and  to  her  own  members,  and  to  this  Nation,  in 
net  enacting  Christ's  laws  on  this  essential  matter.  When  the 
Journal  of  the  General  Oonvention  is  published,  I  hope  that 
eles^men  aadilaymen  will  read  ^the  proceedingR  of  theur  Ksfaope 
oodusipoint.  This*  will' help  to  enlighten  you  all  about  duty 
now,  what  is  tight  and  wrong,  what  ought  now  to  be  condemned 
and  ayoided^  and  what  is,  I  beKeve,  quite  sure  to  become  part  of 
our  Qtnon  Law  at  some  early  day. 

Some  important  proposals  as  to  changes  of  our  laws,  Oonstitu* 
tional  and  other,  will  he  made  known  to  the  Dioceses. 

Of  oousse,  the  greater  part  of  the  good  aimed  at  and  accomplished 
in  our  General  OoDvention,  rq;arded  the  work -of  saying  and 
sanotifyiBg  souls.  Iaws  and  projects,  everything  done  in  Geu- 
ecal  or  Diocesan  Conventions,  ought  to  have  this  in  view.  And 
no  one  can  have  any  Air  idea  of  the  real  mind  of  either  House  of 
oar  General  Conventioni  who  does  not  dee  that  leve  of  the  Saviour 
and  ^f  the  work  He  gives  us  the  privilege<to  share  with  Him  and 
to  doi  fmr  Hin^,  is  the  inner  life  and  the  real  power  of  the  men  of 
every  order  whom  the  Holy  G4ioet  convenes  and  sanctifies  in  those 
honest  and  loving  councils  of  the  Church. 

The  increase  of  the  nundber  of  our  Dioceses  and  of  our  Mission- 
ary^JurisdictionSi  the  earnest  effort  made  to  find  out  the  right 
men. for  the  new<  tasks^andthe  long  and  full  discussions  about  our 
Mismn^  of  every  sor^  gave  to  any  candid  observer  instance  and 
proof  of  the  pnwtical  seal  and  foresight  of  Hhe  Churdi  in  the  task 
given  her  by  her  Lord. 

THE  INGPPt£43^  OF  CUB  MINISTBY.

cfaills  self-devotion^  and  benumbs  the  heart  that  ought  from 
love  to  Christ  ofler  the  son,  or  one's  self,  to  His  seryice ;  or  that 
would  more  freely  give  the  money  that  might  make  the  pastor's 
life  less  trying  than  insufficient  maintenanoe  does  now  make  that 
life  to  be  to  too  many  ministers.  Some  men  stint  their  pastor,  and 
then  prudently  advise  their  sons  to  keep  clear  of  such  an  ill-paid 
calling ;  or  they  make  the  office  by  thmr  bearing  towards  it  seem 
less  honorable  in  men's  eyes ;  or  they  make  it  become  a  needlessly 
severe  tax  on  the  patience,  or  the  manly  pride  of  the  clergyman,  by 
apathy,  or  by  opposition ;  some  even  try  to  bring  the  ministry  into 
market,  in  a  vacant  [dace,  for  trial,  refusal  or  purchase,  after  exhi- 
bition ;  and  some  think  it  a  light  matter  to  unsettle  the  minister, 
if  it  can  be  done,  whenever  their  entire  satisfiu^on  is  disturbed. 
Brethren  of  the  Laity,  many  of  you  need  to  take  higher,  deeper, 
holier  views  of  this  office  of  Christ,  sent  by  Himself  among  yon. 
It  is  committed  to  men  like  yourselves ;  and,  therefore  your  min- 
isters, the  best  of  them,  will  be  very  fiur  short  of  perfection ;  though 
probably  as  good,  discreet  and  patient  as  the  most  of  you  are;  and 
often  meriting  such  epithets  at  least  as  much  as  their  critics  do. 

But  here  among  ns,  in  this  Diocese,  tiie  needful  supply  of  choice 
men  entering  our  ministry  and  vindicating  its  real  dignity,  will 
come  only  when  more  of  the  sons  of  our  men  of  means  give  thdr 
early  years  to  classical  culture ;  and  so,  that  dass  of  youths  will 
increase  among  us,  out  of  which^  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  cor 
ministry  must  be  drawn.  This  will  come  to  pass  some  day  or 
other,  when  our  own  Diocesan  School  of  high  grade  shall  arise  to 
win  more  of  your  sons  to  such  preliminary  studies  in  early  life. 

But  there  is  a  yet  deeper  need ;  our  need,  my  fieverend  Breth- 
ren, of  a  heartier  conviction  that  our  office  is  indeed  a  high  trost 
from  Qod.  I  have  given  much  serious  thought  to  this  question : 
''Why  have  we  so  few  postulants  for  the  ministry?"  My  conda- 
sion  strengthens  daily  : — the  ministers  we  have  are  not  themsdves 
eamestiy  enough  absorbed  in  their  work.  They  need — ^we  all 
need — the  live  coal  taken  from  the  altar,  and  laid  upon  the  mouth, 
and  on  the  heart  out  of  whose  abundance  only  can  the  mouth  speak* 
Such  a  fire  in  the  heart  would  make  ministers  glow  with  an  enthu- 
siasm that  would  catch  and  kindle  young  hearts  about  them.  Such 
enthusiasm  in  the  high  calling  of  winning  souls  to  Christ  and  earn- 
ing bright  jewels  for  the  crown  He  ¥rill  give,  would  fill  the  first 
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vowB  of  the  young  minister  with  a  love  and  a  resolve  that  would 
last  longer,  sink  deeper,  and  greatly  lessen  the  self-seeking  ohoos- 
bgs  of  places  and  prospects ;  it  would  put  aside  these  countings 
and  weighings  of  the  taxes  on  one's  patienoei  pride  or  merited  in- 
oome,  that  engage  too  much  of  some  ministers'  thoughts  and  words 
now-A-days.  Such  enthusiasm  would  delight  itself  in  present,  even 
though  it  be  seemingly  unobserved  work ;  it  would  chase  away  the 
little  restless  ambition  that  flutters  after  a  future,  which  is  more 
likely,  after  all,  to  be  the  lot  of  the  restftil  worker.  Such  godly 
enthosiasm  in  the  soul  which  knows  and  values  her  own  peace  and 
life  with  Christ,  and  therefore  yearns  to  show  to  other  souls  the 
same  path  of  joy — such  enthusiasm  in  the  minister  makes  his  min- 
istry its  own  daily  reward.  It  speaks,  too,  to  noble  young  souls 
around  in  tones  that  thrill  them  with  the  reality  of  the  appeal* 
It  wins  such  young  souls  to  the  work  that  is  felt  by  the  doer,  and 
90  seen  by  the  observers,  to  be  the  best  honor  and  joy  of  any  man 
that  is  equal  to  it  Such  enthusiasm  wins,  or  extorts,  from  laymen, 
honor,  co-operation  and  generous  justice  in  respect  and  maintenance; 
—from  the  laymen,  I  m^an,  that  have,  as  most  do  have,  real  souls 
to  understand  sttch  enthusiasm.  Here,  my  Brethren  in  this  holy 
ministry, — here  is  the  greatest  lack ;Uis  in oursdves.  Laymen  sin 
when  they  make  our  work  needlessly  hard ;  but  hardness  never 
frightened  any  true  soldier.  The  soldier  whose  mind  and  speech  are 
busied  much  with  the  hard  things  of  his  calling,  wins  few  recruits 
to  a  service  that  will  be  judged  by  his  cold  zeal.  It  is  not,  indeed, 
m  man  to  be  insensible  to  such  costs ;  but  it  is  of  Christ  to  lift 
the  true  soldier  above  them.  The  best  sermon  and  appeal  for  the 
increase  of  our  ministry,  is  the  life  of  the  minister  whose  soul  is 
in  his  work.  Such  a  man,  even  though  of  otherwise  humble  meas- 
urement, may  utter  this  appeal  effectively ;  and  any  man's  pastor- 
ship, no  matter  how  notorious  it  or  he  may  be,  that  does  not  daily 
so  speak  to  all,  is  a  &ilure  from  beginning  to  end. 

Let  us  pray  the  Holy  Ohost  to  reawaken  our  own  spirits,  my 
Beverend  Brethren,  to  see  and  know  ourselves  as  men  lost  once  as 
sinners,  but  now,  in  truth,  in  deed,  pardoned  by  mercy  and  sancti- 
fied by  grace ;  and  then,  called  of  God  and  set  apart  to  a  holy  work 
that  is  daily  carrying  each  one  of  us  nearer  to  his  great  reward,  or 
to  his  sure  condemnation.  Then,  we  shall  have  fresh  supplies  to 
our  ministry,  abundant  and  of  the  true  sort.    Qood  men  and  able 
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ones  will  throng  our  ministry,  when  thejr  see  its  zeal  kindling  oor 
own  hearts  more. 

THE  BEPASLXTE  USE  OF  SERVIOES. 

A  joint  resolution  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Convention 
demands  notice  here,  for  it  seems  likely  to  be  fflisandetfiftood  and 
misapplied.    It  reads  thus  i 

BenMedf  That  it  li  the  sense  of  this  OonTention  that  nolhmg  Sn  the  preiefit 
Order  of  GommoD  Pnqrer  prohibito  the  sepftrmtioiv  whea  desixttUe,  of  the  Hom- 
ing Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Sap- 
per, into  distinct  senrioes,  which  may  be  used  independently  of  each  other,  sod 
either  of  them  without  the  others.  Provided,  that,  when  nsed  together,  they  be 
used  in  the  same  order  tm  that  in  which  they  have  oonimoniy  been 'used  and  in 
which  they  stand  in  the  Book  of  CSonunon  Prayer* 

It  had  not  a  little  surprised  me  to  hear  that  this  Resolution  has 
been  taken  by  some^ — very  orderly  m^n  too,  to  mean,  not  what  it 
says,— that  the  three  distinct  elements  in  a  ftll  Morning  Service 
for  a  Sunday  or  other  Holy  Day,  the  Morning^  Ptnyer,  the  Litany 
and  the  Oommunion  office,  may  be  said  separately,  at  diflkrent 
hours  of  die  Sunday  or  Holy  Day ;  but  that  any  one,  or  indeed, 
every  one  of  the  three  parts  may  be  omitted.  Now  sqxxfation,  or 
independent  use,  canuot  mean  omission.  The  separation,  the  inde- 
pendent tise  of  these  parts  of  our  fliU  service,  may  often  be  very 
desirable,  expedient  and  edifying.  The  omission  of  any  of  these 
parts  can  never  be  lawful.  Of  course,  absolute  necessity  or  impos- 
sibility may  set  aside  any  positive  law.  Extreme  cases  are  not  con- 
templated. But  to  omit  any  of  these  parts  wholly  from  the  services 
of  the  Sunday  or  other  Holy  Day  cannot  be  right,  even  thotigh  it 
be  done  with  a  view  to  shorten  the  time  when  the  day  is  warm,  or 
the  people  in  a  hurry  to  celtch  the  railroad  train,  or  the  choir 
wants  long  space  for  extraordinary  music  (often,  abs  I  more  extra- 
ordinary than  devotional);  or  that  hymns  and  anthems  may  be  sung 
before,  amid  and  afi«r  the  Prayer  Book  appointments,  or  that  time 
may  be  saved  for  other  extra-rubrical  doings  or  for  a  full  long  ser- 
mon, I  earnestly  counsel  you,  Brethren,  to  admit  no  such  viola- 
tions of  duty  and  law  among  us.  This  is  not  the  meaning  of  that 
joint  resolution.  I  know  that  it  was  not  so  understood  in  the  House 
of  Bishops ;  and  the  House  of  Deputies  must  have  strangely  for- 
gotten for  the  nonce,  its  characteristic  reverence  for  our  order  and 
edification,  to  have  entertained  any  such  idea,  as  the  real  sense  of 
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our  laws.  The  Canon  (20  of  Tit.  I),  while  it  received  valuable 
additional  clauses  protecting  the  purity  of  our  services,  retains  un- 
changed its  distinct  injunctions,  just  as  they  have  been  since  1789. 
Those  injunctions  require  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book  as  established 
bv  this  Church.  So,  too,  the  rubrics  of  the  Communion  office  are 
clear  and  mandatory.  On  Sundays  and  other  Holy  Days  we  must 
use  the  Ante-Communion  Service,  even  though  there  be  no  sermon 
nor  Communion.  This  is  the  law.  One  General  Convention  can 
repeal  the  Canon;  and  two  successive  General  Conventions  might 
concur  to  repeal  the  Rubric ;  but  no  "  resolution  "  declaring  the 
sense  of  any  Convention  can  impair  the  force  of  either  Canon  or 
Rubric. 

Both  Houses  of  our  recent  General  Convention,  of  course,  knew 
this  very  well.  They  could  have  no  thought  of  such  an  interpre- 
tation of  their  words.  The  design  was  to  say  expressly  what  most 
knew,  and  many  had  long  practised,  while  not  a  few  still  doubted 
it — ^that  it  is  right  and  always  has  been  lawful  to  have  the  Morn- 
ing Prayer  at  some  early  hour  of  the  Sunday  or  Holy  Day,  using 
the  Litany  then,  or  at  a  later  hour,  or  just  before  the  Communion 
Service.  And,  on  some  Sundays  or  other  Holy  Days,  when  edifi- 
cation requires  it,  it  is  allowable,  because  not  contradicting  the 
words  nor  the  necessary  sense  of  the  Rubric  before  the  Litany^  to 
use  this  full  supplication,  by  itself,  in  the  afternoon.  So,  too,  on 
any  common  day,  a  separate  service  may  be  made  at  any  hour  of 
any  one  of  these  three  parts.*  By  such  safe  use  of  our  actual  lib- 
erty, frequent,  short  services  may  be  had  during  the  week ;  and  we 
may  prevent  the  too  great  length  of  the  chief  service  of  the  Sunday 
or  Holy  Day,  which  our  indolence,  or  convenience,  or  necessity 
now  postpones  till  10 J  or  11  o'clock  ;  a  bright  9  o'clock  Sunday 
School  service  once  a  month  on  the  usual  Communion  Sunday  may 
train  our  Sunday  School  children  in  the  use  of  their  Prayer  Books; 
while  the  one  or  two  of  the  three  parts  kept  for  the  later  hour,  may 
on  that  (usual  monthly)  Communion  Sunday,  make  a  complete 
service  for  the  later  congr^ations. 

*  Not  superseding,  nor  excluding  the  fiill  and  regular  use  of  ail  the  services 
on  the  Sunday  or  other  Holy  Day— as  is  done  sometimes,  when,  e.  ^.,  the  "  Early 
Celebration"  of  the  Lord's  Supper(a  very  kindly  and  pious  arrangement  for  those 
who  desire  it,  and  for  those  who  cannot  come  to  the  later  administration),  is 
wrongly  made  the  reason  for  robbing  the  regular  large  congregation  of  the  Epistle 
and  Grospel  for  the  day. 
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But  if  the  time  so  reserved  is  to  be  given  to  arbitrary  prefixes, 
interludes  and  affixes  to  the  Prayer  Book  requirements,  and  to 
prolonged  musical  services,  no  time  is  saved;  and  this  Church  and 
her  devotions  are  going  to  lose  sadly  and  grievously  by  any  sach 
progress.  The  invasions  of  our  sanctuaries  and  of  the  holiest 
hours  of  our  most  sacred  Festivals  by  performances  to  ear  and  to 
eye  that  draw  the  indevout  throng  and  break  up  the  quiet  and  de- 
votion of  the  r^ular  worshipperSi  is  an  evil  no  longer  future.  Its 
continuance  amongst  us  would  be  a  sin.  The  line  between  the 
genuine  and  the  meretricious  in  these  sacred  acts  is  not  easily  de- 
finable by  any  one ;  but  all  the  more  for  that  should  eveiy  one 
dread  the  peril  of  the  hurtful  transgression  of  that  line. 

Now  no  one  remembers  more  than  I  would  wish  to  do,  that 
in  the  lawful  use  of  our  Prayer  Book,  in  a  wise  adaptation  of  its 
provisions  to  the  needs  of  our  American  congr^ations,  the  liberties 
we  have  may  seem  to  some  of  us  departures  from  law.  Still  there 
is  ^^Lav/'—  interpreted  by  sacred  and  salutary  custom.  Individual 
ideas  or  convictions  as  to  what  would  be  profitable  or  attractive, 
do  not  annul  law.  No  minister  of  any  order  can  do  it ;  so  as,  at  his 
discretion,  to  omit  or  to  use  any  of  our  services.  We  are  all  "  under 
law;''  and  I  speak  thus  expressly  not  because  I  know  of  any  one 
among  us  that  means  to  be  lawless — but  because  the  b^innings  of 
mistakes  that  would  grow  to  grave  irregularities,  have  suggested 
to  me  the  need  of  such  caution  in  good  time.  I  desire  my  Clergy 
and  People  to  regard  these  suggestions  as  the  counsels  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese. 

THE  bishop's  visit  TO  EUBOPE. 

This  Annual  Address  would  be  an  incomplete  record  of  the  year 
were  it  not  to  make  distinct  reference  to  things  that  lent,  in  my 
own  view  at  least,  some  peculiar  interest  and  perhaps  value  to  my 
journey  abroad.  Undertaken  solely  for  health,  that  journey 
brought  to  me  some  useful  duties  of  which  I  have  on  several  oc- 
casions and  in  difierent  parts  of  my  Diocese  given  some  outline  in  a 
special  Address. 

I  desire  here  to  make  record  and  acknowledgment  olf  the  very 
great  kindness  and  cordiality  that  met  me  in  England,  in  the 
Church,  and  in  several  Homes  whose  warm  welcome  made  my 
visit  seem  truly  a  sojourn  among  very  near  firiends.    Among  the 
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aumy  who  thus  weloomed  me  and  those  with  me,  I  may  name  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Bishop  of  Winchester,  sinoe  my 
last  summer's  intercourse  with  them  became  also  promotive  of 
some  measures  of  moment  to  our  kindred  Churches.  Record  has 
already  been  made  of  my  part  in  the  consecration  of  two  Bishops 
of  the  Church  of  England  in  its  historic  old  Abbey,  thus  bringing 
the  line  of  our  American  succession  again  into  contact  with  the 
English  line  from  which  ours  had  come  out  nearly  ninety  years 
before.  But  more  important  were  the  conferences  on  several  mat- 
ters where  mutual  understanding  and  co-operation  are  very  de- 
sirable. 

LETTEB8  OOMM£NDATOBY. 

One  such  matter  was  the  need  of  a  system  of  Letters  Commenda- 
tory for  Church  people  migrating  to  new  homes ;  a  need  peculiarly 
urgent  where  the  migration  of  the  old  country  Church  folk  is  into 
our  country— -so  strange  to  them,  so  extensive  and  so  little  known ; 
and  in  which  their  own  home  Church  cannot  any  longer  meet  their 
eye,  in  eveiy  town  and  hamlet  Such  ^*  Letters''  must,  too,  be  ac- 
companied by  lessons  to  the  emigrants  as  to  this  identity  of  our 
Churches,  and  the  duty  of  members  to  seek  in  any  migration, 
communion  at  altars  akin  to  those  at  home.  The  Archbishop 
entered  very  heartily  into  this  matter  (of  course,  not  then,  a  new 
idea  or  eflbrt),  and  measures  are  in  progress  that  most  tend  to  save 
to  the  Church  many,  who  as  things  have  generally  gone,  drift 
away  firom  her  communion  when  thqr  emigrate  to  our  country  fiom 
their  earlier  homes. 

AKOTHEB    LAHBErrH  OONFERENCB. 

The  other  matter  to  be  named  now,  is  the  proposed  secend  Con- 
ference of  the  Bishops  of  our  Churches  at  Lambeth,  like  the  useful 
meeting  of  1867.  Conversations  in  England,  and  correspondence 
since  then  with  the  Archbishop,  have  concurred  with  other  'cfiforts 
and  influences  to  promote  this  project  of  such  a  Conference  of  our 
Bishops  from  all  over  the  world — ^ten  years  after  the  first  one. 
Nearly  all  of  the  American  Bishops  assembled  in  October  last,  ex- 
pressed their  desire  for  such  a  second  meeting,  on  the  assurance 
given  to  them  of  the  hearty  sympathy  of  their  own  Clergy  and  Laity. 
I  have  recently  had  word  in  a  letter  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury that  his  formal  response  to  the  communication  from  our 
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Bishops  will  soon  be  made ;  and  after  consultation  the  precipe  time 

in  1877  will  be  named  for  the  Conference. 

» 

THE  OLD  CATHOLIC  C0KGREB8. 

The  Old  Catholic  movement  on  the  Continent  also  enforced  mv 
attention  to  it.  flamest  invitations  from  its  leaders^  sent  through 
some  of  our  Clergy  resident  and  officiating  in  Europe,  proposed  to 
me  unexpectedly  a  duty  which  I  met  at  the  cost  of  some  other 
plans.  Our  own  Presiding  Bishop  also  wrote  to  me  urging  my 
attendance  at  the  Old  Catholic  Congress  at  Freiburg,  in  Germany, 
the  second  week  in  September  last,  and  at  Dr.  Von  Dollinger's 
Conference,  in  Bonn,  the  week  after.  The  Address  made  in  several 
churches  of  the  Diocese  some  months  ago,  may  free  me  ftom  the 
duty  of  any  detail  now.  It  need  only  be  said,  that  in  the  Congress 
at  Freiburg,  we  saw  a  sober,  believing  reformation  in  religious 
doctrine  and  discipline,  concurring  with  manly  patriotism  and  love 
of  country,  in  throwing  off  bondage  to  spiritual  error  and  oppression. 
The  struggle^Aere  is  to  break  off  chains  from  intellect  and  conscience, 
and  from  freedom,  civil  and  religious.  The  lesson  to  us  here^  is  to  see 
to  it  in  time,  that  the  like  chains  be  not  wrought  craftily,  and  fiistened 
on  US  and  our  children.  No  wise  man  will  overlook  the  peril. 
American  forges  may  be  worked  by  foreign  muscle  and  skill,  in 
this  sense  as  in  others ;  and  in  this  age  and  land  of  ours,  even  faster 
than  in  other  and  older  ones,  the  man&cles  supposed  to  be  discarded 
and  renounced,  might  be  reproduced  and  locked,  before  Ameri- 
cans wake  up. 

THE  OONFEBENCE  AT  BONN. 

The  Conference  in  Bonn,  was  the  meeting  of  godly,  intelligent 
men,  not  under  Romish,  Tridentine  thraldom,  but  true  to  primitive 
Catholic  order  and  creeds,  to  discover  by  vigilant,  kindly  confer- 
ences how  far  the  Churches  we  belonged  to,  could  agree  in  ntte^ 
ances  on  the  great  truths  and  principles  of  the  Gospel ;  and  especially 
on  those  which  Romanism  had  corrupted.  Our  venerable  leader 
there  is  by  universal  concession  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest,  if 
not  the  very  ablest,  of  the  theologians  of  our  day.  The  "  agree- 
ments" (as  was  the  phrase  used)  covered  a  width  of  doctrinal 
ground,  greater  than  the  most  sanguine  had  hoped  for.  The  in- 
quiry was  for  genuine,  intelligent  agreement, — ^for  ground  fairly 
and  really  common — ^between  the  old  Catholics,  the  Greeks,  and 
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the  Anglican  Churchmen  of  England  and  America.  Staunch  Lu- 
therans^ too,  were  there,  and  in  hearty  sympathy ;  but  with  gen- 
erous wisdom,  they  left,  for  the  most  part,  the  questions  to  the  test 
of  the  responses  made  in  behalf  of  the  old  historic  Churches.  The 
questions  bore  on  most  of  the  points  where  Rome  has  corrupted 
the  Gospel  in  spite  of  the  protests  of  real  Catholic  truth.  The 
answers  prove  that,  but  for  Romanism,  with  its  false  dogmas  and 
lawless  barriers,  the  hope  of  inter-communion  among  the  old  his- 
toric Churches  might  become  practicable.  And  it  was  most  impres- 
sive and  most  cheering  to  us  Anglican  Churchmen,  American  and 
English  alike,  to  see  the  principles  and  main  results  of  our  Refor- 
mation, as  exhibited  and  preserved  for  more  than  three  centuries 
in  our  Prayer  Book,  thoroughly  reasserted  by  able  men  now,  of 
other  races  and  antecedents,  coming  up,  as  these  men  did,  to  the 
search  for  the  truth,  on  principles  at  once  free  and  conservative, 
scriptural,  primitive  and  historic.  Such  principles  (one  saw)  could 
leave  no  standing  ground  for  the  revolutionists  who  would  now 
still  further  expurgate  our  Prayer  Book ;  nor  any  excuse  for  the 
men  of  opposite  tendencies  who  crave  to  re-introduce  among  us 
some  of  those  very  corruptions  in  doctrine,  discipline  or  worship, 
from  which  I  heard  those  wise  and  good  men  say  so  earnestly  that 
they  thanked  Grod  they  had  escaped. 

OUB  EUROPEAN  CHUBCHES. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  meet  not  only  these  men  of  other  nations, 
but  our  own  Clergy,  settled  in  several  great  centres  in  pastorships 
for  the  American  sojourners  in  Europe.  I  wish  not  only  to  thank 
these  brethren  for  many  courtesies,  but  still  more  to  bear  testimony 
to  the  great  importance  and  efficiency  of  their  parocliial  work. 
Many  travellers  are  prone  to  forget  God  and  religious  duty,  in 
their  absence  from  home  and  its  helps.  Devout  travellers  long  for 
and  need  their  home  religion.  Many  Americans,  who  do  not  come 
to  our  services  here,  yet  when  abroad  take  to  the  Prayer  Book,  as 
somehow  the  use  and  right  of  their  nation  and  language.  Many 
of  our  young  people,  sent  to  Europe  for  education  as  well  as  for 
travel,  greatly  lack  pastoral  care.  /  There  are  therefore  many  and 
excellent  reasons  for  these  continental  European  parishes  of  ours. 
The  work  done  is  real  and  faithful.  Let  trustful  l^islation  from 
our  General  Convention ;  diligent  attendance  amd  ample  dues  paid 
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by  travellers ;  and  a  gtnerous  fartheranoe  among  us  of  wise  plans, 
enoourage  such  enterprises.  May  Grod  make  us  and  oar  Cfaarch 
true  witnesses  of  His,  wherever  we  go  I 

And  now^  Brethren,  asking  your  pardon  for  this  unduly  loDg 
Address^  and  commending  you  all  now  to  the  Holy  Spirit's  gaid- 
anocy  I  call  you  to  the  work  for  which  we  meet  God's  blessing 
be  upon  you  all !

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

As  THS  Board  of  Munoiis  has  now  doeed  its  first  year  under  the  new  Constitu 
tion,  it  may  be  well  to  refer  to  the  principal  feature  in  its  organisation.  To 
prosecute  its  missionarj  work  the  Diocese  is  divided  into  six  Deaneries ;  namely, 
the  Pittsburgh,  the  Kittanning,  the  Erie,  the  Warren,  the  Johnstown,  and  the 
Brownsville  Deaneries.  Besides  the  Bishop  and  the  six  Deans,  the  Board  is  com- 
posed of  clerical  and  lay  representatives  from  each  Deanery,  the  number  depend- 
ing upon  its  relative  strength.  The  division  of  the  Diocese  into  Deaneries  is  a 
stronger  and  more  effective  organization  than  the  old  convocational  system.  It 
has  tiie  advantage  of  fixing  the  responsibility  for  the  missionary  work  of  each 
Deanery,  under  the  Bishop,  upon  the  Dean,  making  it  individual  and  personal,  and 
so  saving  it  from  loss  by  dividing  it  among  a  number.  The  representation,  in  the 
Board,  of  each  Deanery,  according  to  its  strength,  by  clerical  and  lay  members  bsK 
a  tendency  to  stimulate  growth.  If  the  lay  members  of  the  Board  would  attend 
the  convocations  in  each  Deanery,  their  presence  and  counsel  would  give  mach 
encouragement  and  efficiency. 

The  whole  amount  contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions  the  past  year  has  been 
$5,894.81 »  and  has  been  expended  in  assisting  more  than  forty  parishes  and  stations- 
The  details  of  contributions  and  expenditures  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's  Be- 
port*  The  year  began  with  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  a  little  more  than  $700, 
and  has  closed  without  debt,  but  with  nothing  over.  When  taking  into  the  account 
the  severe  business  trials  of  the  past  year,  and  the  greatly  diminished  power  of 
giving  bjr  those  who  love  to  give,  and  the  very  large  demands  called  for  in  aiding 
the  poor,  we  record  the  feet  that  the  year  closes  without  debt,  with  much  thank- 
fulness. 

The  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  is  for  the  most  part  encouraging,  showing 
a  steady  and  gradual  growth,  as  the  result  of  firm,  persevering,  feithful  labor. 
Without  entering  into  details,  we  present  a  view  of  the  work  in  some  of  its  aspects. 

The  grouping  of  stations  so  as  best  to  provide  for  the  income  of  the  missionarj, 
and  make  the  work  at  each  station  the  most  effective,  occasions  much  anziou? 
planning.  The  frequent  changes  of  the  missionaries,  not  always,  and  perhaps  not 
generally,  for  their  good,  certainly  not  for  the  good  of  their  work ;  and  their  desire 
often  to  alter  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Board,  are  a  source  of  much  trouble. 
A  further  hindranoe  is  the  unwillingness  of  the  people  to  be  contented  with  such

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services  of  a  misBionary  as  they  are  able  to  pay  for.  Each  station  oonsiders  it  all 
essential  that  it  should  have  the  whole  time  of  a  missionary,  ahhongh  contribn- 
ting  bat  a  small  amoant  to  his  support.  It  is  not  a  good  principle  to  help  so  much 
as  to  weaken  effort,  but  only  so  much  as  will  serve  to  stimulate  the  uttermost  endea- 
yors  on  the  part  of  those  receiving  aid.  The  laborn  and  anxieties  of  the  Board 
would  be  greatly  lessened  could  each  station  make  itself  satisfied  with  assistance  in 
proportion  to  its  own  endeavors ;  and  the  station  itself  would  experience  a  much 
more  healthful  growth. 

A  missionary  station  need  not  be  looking  forward  to  become  self-fiupporting  in  a 
short  time,  to  entitle  it  to  assistance,  although  such  result  is  gratifying.  Some 
stations  will  always  be  missionary  ground.  It  will  be  our  duty  to  minister  to  the 
few  souls,  in  such  places,  who  look  to  our  Church  for  spiritual  sustenance.  Very, 
few  places  where  our  missionaries  are  laboring  have  people  of  wealth,  but  are  com- 
posed almost  wholly  of  those  who  have  not  even  a  competence.  The  work  of  the 
Board  in  helping  to  sustain  the  self-denying  and  laborious  pastors,  who,  for  the 
love  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour,  are  willing  to  look  after  and  care  for  these  scat- 
tered sheep,  is  full  of  peculiar  interest  and  satisfaction.  The  returns  from  these 
bumble  places  may  sometimes  seem  not  to  warrant  the  expense  of  maintaining 
them.  But  these  few  and  poor  souls  are  estimated  by  God  as  of  great  value ;  the 
jonng  may  be  receiving  good  impressions  from  the  ministrations  of  the  Word ; 
worldliness  snd  infidelity  are  restrained ;  out  of  the  few  some  one  may  be  found 
who  will  grow  up  to  be  an  acceptable  minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  These  places  can- 
not be  abandoned ;  and  they  will  bring  their  reward  in  the  great  day  of  account. 

Occasionally  assistance  is  asked  by  those  who  are  abundantly  able,  if  they  had 
the  will,  to  Bupuort  a  pastor.  These  calls  for  assistance  are  especially  hard  to 
answer ;  but,  nevertheless,  the  duty  is  plain.  We  do  our  part  in  extending  the 
Privileges  of  the  Church,  trusting  in  fidth  that  Ood  will  bless  them  to  the  conver- 
sion of  those  who,  although  able  themselves  to  maintain  a  pastor,  yet  care  so  little 
for  these  privileges  nnd  their  own  souls  as  to  be  willing  to  be  ministered  unto  at  the 
expense  of  others.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Board  has«  with  extreme  reluctance,  for 
the  want  of  means,  been  obliged  to  decline  assistance  to  places  where  the  people  are 
lealouB,  and  do  all  in  their  power  to  help  themselves.  To  be  unable  to  take  advan- 
tage of  all  the  opportunities  presented  is  a  trial  of  fiiith  and  patience ;  but  the  limits 
of  our  assistance  set  by  the  Church,  in  her  gifls,  cannot  be  passed.  The  large 
amount  of  missionary  work  cheerfully  done  by  rectors  of  parishes  in  their  neigh- 
borhoods, not  appearing  in  the  statistics  of  the  Board,  ought  to  be  mentioned. 

As  the  business  depression  still  continues,  the  Board  has  felt  obliged  to  provide 
against  debt  for  the  coming  year.  The  amount  of  contributions  for  the  past  year 
ham  been  taken  a.4  the  basis  of  the  appropriations  for  the  present  year.  But  as 
there  is  no  surplus  in  the  Treasury,  as  last  year,  to  supplement  the  contributions,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  provide  against  any  deficiency  which  may  arise.  The  same 
amounts  have  been  ftppropriated  to  the  missionaries  as  last  year,  but  tha  Board 
has  pledged  itself  to  pay  only  five  sixths  of  the  amounts  appropriated  in  quarterly 
instalments.  The  remaining  one-sixth  will  afterwards  be  paid,  provided  the  ofiferings 
Of  the  Church  are  sufiftsient  for  the  purpose.  We  sincerely  hope  the  self-denial  will 
not  all  come  on  the  missionaries,  whose  scanty  salaries  will  not  bear  diminution,  but 
that  the  offerings  of  the  Church,  the  tokens  of  the  self-denials  of  all  the  members, 
will  come  in  so  largely  as  to  pay  the  salaries  in  full  of  the  amount  appropriated. 
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REPORT  OP   THE   FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  reBpectfally  reports,  that  its  organization  daring  the 
past  year  has  remained  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year ;  and  that  tdnce  the  last 
Convention  it  has  met  as  often  as  was  necessary  for  the  proper  transaction  of  its 
business.  On  the  4th  day  of  June,  1875,  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  and  of  the  Episcopal  and  Christmas  Funds  were  audited  and  found 
correct ;  and  are  herewith  presented. 

The  Christmas  Fund  on  the  Ist  day  of  June,  1874,  amounted  to  $2,160.29;  to 
which  has  been  added  during  the  year  just  closed,  the  sum  of  $1,049.71,  making  a 
total  of  $3,210.00 ;  out  of  which  has  been  paid  during  the  year,  to  four  benefi- 
ciaries, the  sum  of  $725.00,  leaving  the  fund  on  the  1st  of  June,  1875,  $2,485,00. 
The  number  of  parishes  and  missions  contributing  to  this  fund  has  been  thirty-six ; 
the  same  number  as  last  year.  The  number  of  those  who  have  been  aided  through 
this  kind  agency  of  the  Cliurch,  it  will  be  observed,  has  much  increased. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  will  show  that  six  parishes 
have  this  year  made  offerings  for  the  increase  of  the  fund,  under  Ihe  provisiom  of 
Canon  Y.  of  the  Diocese,  amounting  to  seventy-six  dollars  and  seventy-six  cent^ 
which  is  just  about  the  same  amount  as  was  received  last  year  from  three  parisbea. 
These  offerings  added  to  those  heretofore  made  make  the  total  sum  received  under 
this  Canon  to  the  1st  of  June  instant,  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollara  and 
seventeen  cents. 

In  June  of  last  year,  St  Stephen's  Parish,  Sewickley,  by  the  liberality  of  two 
of  its  members,  was  enabled  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  its  capitalized  assessment 
for  the  Bishop's  salary  made  by  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention,  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  has  thus,  under  the  operation  of  Canon  YL,  relieved  and  dis- 
charged itself  from  the  payment  of  future  assessments  for  that  object,  excepting  as 
provided  in  said  Canon.  This  is  the  second  parish  (St  Peter's,  Blairsville^  being 
the  other)  which  has  thus  acted.  It  will  be  understood  that  these  payments  oper- 
ate to  the  benefit  only  of  the  parishes  making  them ;  and  while  their  names  are 
still  included  in  the  schedule  of  assessment  for  Bishop's  salary,  it  is  only  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  and  maintaining  an  equality  of  assessment,  and  for  the  sake 
of  convenience. 

The  Episcopal  Fund  now  amounts,  in  gross,  to  $51,228.64,  which  amount,  a^ 
heretofore,  includes  $1,694.43,  notes  given  by  subscribers  in  settlement  of  their 
subscriptions,  and  $2,610.00  given  towards  the  purchase  of  t^e  Bishop's  house  and 
grounds,  and  which  produces  no  income.  The  investment  of  the  fund  remains 
substantially  as  at  this  time  last  year,  and  is  in  a  safe  and  satisfiu^tory  con- 
dition. The  income  derived  during  the  year  from  the  fund  invested,  has  been 
$2,708.20. 
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The  adiedale  of  assesBoaent  upon  the  parighes  of  the  sum  neceeeary  to  he  raised 
by  aaaenmeDt  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1876,  required  to  he  prepared  and  re- 
ported hy  this  Committee,  is  herewith  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Convention. 
The  total  amount  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  less  than  the  assessment  made 
bj  the  last  Convention ;  but  while  the  danger  to  our  Diocesan  credit  of  assessing 
too  fimall  a  sum  than  may,  possibly,  be  required,  is  felt  and  recognized,  the  anxiety 
of  the  Committee  to  keep  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Diocese  within  a  close 
limit,  as  far  as  might  properly  be  done,  has  induced  it  to  report  the  smallest  sum 
which  will  be  sufficient,  without  any  extraordinary  demands,  for  the  payment  of 
the  necessary  expenpes  of  the  current  year ;  in  the  confident  hope  that  the  dififerent 
parishes  will  promptly  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  its  present  session,  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  that 
bodj,  in  order  that  he  may  be  in  funds  to  meet  its  obligations  as  they  become  due. 
The  assessment  reported  for  the  Bishop's  salary  is  the  same  as  that  made  last 
year. 

There  are  a  number  of  parishes  or  mission  stations  in  the  Diocese  which  are 
quite  as  well  able  to  contribute  towards  the  payment  of  the  common  expenses  of 
the  Diocese  as  any  others,  but  which  have  failed  to  do  so,  because  not  formally  as- 
sessed for  the  purpose.  The  Committee  is  authorized  to  report  a  schedule  of  assess- 
ment only  upon  the  parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention ;  those  which  form  a 
part  of  the  body  for  which  the  Committee  acts ;  but  the  obligations  of  honor  and 
Christian  duty  to  support  and  uphold  the  organization  of  the  Church,  is  certainly 
not  less  binding  upon  those  of  its  members  who  (hare  equally  in  all  the  benefits  of 
its  existence  and  administrations,  but  who  happen  not  yet  to  be  drawn  into  technical 
union  with  the  Convention,  than  it  is  upon  those  who  are  already  in  the  full  per* 
formanoe  of  all  the  dutiful  labor  which  Conventional  action  requires  to  be  done ; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  mention  of  the  subject  may  be  sufficient  to  arrest  the  at- 
tention of  those  concerned,  and  aid  in  producing  a  more  general  feeling  of  common 
iaterest  in  all  the  afiairs  of  the  Diocese  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  embraced 
within  it0  borders.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Ck>mmittee  of  the  Diocese  present  to  the  Convention  the  follow- 
ing report  of  their  official  ifcts  daring  the  past  year  : 

They  organized  on  Joly  2d  by  electing  the  Be7.  Dr.  Crumpton  chairmaOi  and 
the  Rev.  R.  J.  Coster,  secretary. 

From  July  till  October  they  acted  aa  the  Eccleaiaatical  Authority  of  the  Diocese^ 
by  the  authority  of  the  Bishopi  during  his  absence. 

They  have  given  consent  to  the  consecration  of  three  Bishopf,  as  follows : 

The  Rev.  John  Scarborough,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Underwood  Dudley,  D.  D.»  to  be  Assistant  Bishop  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

The  Rev.  George  Kormandie  Gillespie,  to  be  Bishop  of  Western  Michigan. 

They  have  refused  to  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  A. 
Jagger,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ;  and  of  the  Rey.  James  DeEoven, 
D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Illinois. 

They  have  recommended  to  the  Bishop,  for  Priest's  Orders,  Rev*  William 
James  Miller,  Deacon ;  and  for  Deacon's  Orders,  Mr.  Hugh  Quail  Miller. 

August  21st,  they  designated  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding  as  a  Clerical  Deputy  to 
the  General  Convention,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  M.  A.  Tolman,  removed  from 
the  Diocese. 

In  December  they  gave  consent  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Pittsbuigh,  to  borrow  $1,000,  by  mortgage  on  their  church  property,  to 
pay  off  their  indebtedness ;  and  in  March,  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St 
John's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  to  borrow  $2,000  to  pay  their  indebtedneas ;  and  to  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Pittsburgh,  to  borrow  $2,600  to  build  a  rectory. 

They  consented,  on  February  17th,  to  the  transfer  of  the  property  of  the  Church 
Guild  of  Pittsburgh  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  held  by  said  trustees  as  a 
fund  for  educational  purposes. 

They  elected,  on  the  same  day,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding  to  fill  the  vacancy  in 
their  own  body,  caused  by  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scarborough  as  Bishop 
of  New  Jersey. 

They  appointed,  March  6th,  the  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.,  to  fill  a  vacancy 
in  the  Committee  on  Canons ;  and  the  Rev.  Henry  S.  Getz  and  the  Rev.  Geoi^ 
C.  Rafter  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Committee  on  an  Alternate  Form  of  Section  6 
in  Form  of  Charter  for  Parishes.

PreaidenL 
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REPORT  OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE 

CHURCH. 


The  Committee  desireB  to  note»  fint^  the  ontisual  promptnen  with  which  the 
parochial  reports  have  been  sent  in  this  year,  and  the  greater  fdlness  and  aoca- 
racy  with  which  they  have  generally  been  made  up.  There  is  etill  much  left, 
however,  to  be  desired  of  the  clergy  in  these  respects. 

There  are  also  two  pr  thrde  changes  needed  in  the  headings  and  footings  of  the 
Manks  for  reports,  which  will  give  greater  convenience  in  tabulating  them. 

The  Committee  has  been  able  to  tabulate  the  statistics  of  all  the  parishes  ud 
mission  stations  (with  the  exception  of  half  a  dozen  vacant  or  not  reported),  acd  (o 
present,  altogether,  a  very  encouraging  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese. 

The  present  number  of  communicants,  viz.,  4,626,  is  larger  by  over  400  than 
ost  year's. 

The  number  of  baptisms,  viz.,  1,073,  Ib  larger  by  236  than  during  the  preced- 
ing year. 

The  number  of  persons  confirmed,  viz.,  553,  although  nominally  leas  by  132  thin 
that  of  the  previous  year,  is  actually  greater  by  nearly  one-third,  as  the  number  re- 
ported at  the  last  Convention  embraced  a  year  and  two«thirds. 

The  present  number  of  Sunday  School  teachers,  viz.,  566,  shows  an  increase  of 
21  over  last  year's ;  and  the  present  number  of  scholars,  viz.,  5,276,  an  increase 
of  442. 

The  whole  amount  of  ofierings  for  parochial  objects,  viz.,  about  $116,000,  is 
less  by  $1,300  than  last  year.  The  total  of  offerings  for  Diocesan  work,  vis., 
about  $18,000,  is  greater  by  nearly  $3,000  than  last  year.  The  total  of  offerings 
for  extra- Diocesan  objects,  viz.,  about  $9,500,  falls  behind  last  year's  amount  aboat 
$5,000.  The  grand  total  of  offerings,  viz.,  about  $143,000,  is,  however,  less  by 
nearly  $7,000  than  that  of  last  year. 

While,  therefore,  the  decrease  <^  ofierings  for  parochial  and  general  objects  is 
hardly  so  great  as  might  have  been  justly  feared  from  the  recent  financial  depra- 
sion  throughout  the  country,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  note  the  very  decided  in- 
crease, especially  under  such  circumstances,  of  the  offerings  for  Diocesan  objects, 
as  indicative  of  the  growing  interest  of  our  people  in  this  department  of  Churdi 
work. 

While  the  figures  given  above,  show,  also,  the  generally  increased  activity  in 
the  spiritual  life  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  cannot  help  noting  particalarlj 
the  large  addition  of  scholars  to  the  Sunday-Schools,  and  the  many  instances  of 
charitable  work  reported,  which  cannot  be  tabulated,  together  with  llie  number  of 
lay  readers  rendering  service,  as  altogether  showing  the  value  and  increase  of  laj 
co-operation  in  Christian  work.  The  large  amount  of  extra-parochial  work  done 
\yy  rcvtors,  and  the  many  repairs  and  improvements  in  church  property,  seem  also 
worthy  of  notice.  The  remarks  appended  to  the  reports  have  generally  a  very 
hopeful  tone.

REMABKS. 

The  hard  timcH  has  affected  considerably  the  financial  resources  and  colleciions 
of  the  Parish.  Still,  it  will  be  seen,  much  has  been  accomplished,  and,  consider- 
ing tlie  times,  unusual  liberality  has  been  extendi  in  idl  directions  of  Church  work. 

There  has  been  by  the  Divine  blessing,  a  marked  increase  in  zeal,  deyotioa  and 
attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  Church. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  raised  $540  during  the  year  towards  defray ing  ex- 
penses. 

The  Relief  Society  furnished  aid  to  38  families,  meeting  for  that  purpose  once  a 
week,  on  Thursdays.  Besides  money  and  provisions  furnished,  there  were  given 
out  135  suits  and  other  articles  of  clothing,  amounting  to  at  least  $300i  which 
would  make  the  contributions  for  the  poor  during  the  winter  nearly  $900.  The 
ladies  deserve  all  praise  for  their  zeal  and  efficiency. 

A  strong  choir  has  been  regularly  trained  by  the  Rector  every  week,  and  has 
rendered  faithful  and  efficient  service  on  week  days  and  during  Lent. 

For  the  unity  of  the  Parish  and  work  accomplished,  we  devoutly  return  til 
thanks  to  the  Blessed  Spirit  of  God,  who  "  maketh  men  to  be  of  one  mind  in  a 
house."

This  Parish,  of  which  I  took  charg^  about  the  middle  of  January  last,  I  found 
in  a  not  verv  prosperous  condition.  No  regular  services  had  been  held 
here  for  more  than  a  year  previous  to  that  time,  in  consequence  of  which  the  con* 
gregation  had  become  very  much  scattered,  and  some  of  the  younger  member? 
disnosed  to  wander  into  strange  folds. 

But  the  clouds  begin  to  disperse,  and  the  light  to  break  in  upon  us  again,  and 
from  present  orospects  I  feel  much  encouraf^  in  my  labors.  For  several  year^ 
no  Sunday  Scnool  has  been  held  in  this  Parish,  and,  as  yet,  I  have  made  no  efibrt 
to  re-eAtablish  one,  there  being  no  place  to  hold  it  in  except  the  Church  ;  and  ss 
there  are  several  improvements  which  I  am  anxious  to  have  made  in  the  Church, 
I  thought  it  better  to  make  no  effort  to  begin  our  Sunday  School  till  these  im- 
provements are  finished,  which,  I  hope,  will  soon  be  the  case.  ICtherto,  we  have 
had  no  vestry  room  at  St  Michael's ;  one  is  now  erected,  and  the  other  imnreve- 
ments,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  soon  be  completed.  The  ladies  of  the  Parish  are 
endeavoring  to  collect  money  to  purchase  carpets  for  the  Church  and  vestry  room, 
and,  in  a  short  time,  we  hope,  St.  Michael's,  Wayne  Township,  will  present  a  more 
church-like  appearance  than  it  has  yet  done.

There  can  be  no  salary  definitely 
pledged,  the  few  who  are  communicants  give  as  they  are  able.  The  $45  paid  on 
orpan  was  given  by  Gen.  Howe  and  Gen.  Cass.  The  actual  amount  of  money 
raised  in  twelve  months  was,  salary,  $36.06 ;  Diocesan  Missions,  $4.20 ;  total,

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  that  our  Church  has  ooet  nearlj  S2,000.  The 
Advanoement  Society  Las  pledged  the  last  $250  needed,  and  this  redaoes  our  in- 
debtedness to  the  sum  of  $690.  We  have  neither  bell,  font,  nor  surplice,  bat  we 
have  a  beautiful  Church,  well  lighted  and  thoroughly  heated.  April  18,  we  hdd 
our  first  service.  For  six  menus  previous  I  had  held  no  service,  having  no  place 
where  I  could  officiate. 

I  cannot  see  how,  in  1872,  there  could  have  been  reported  as  belonging  to  this 
Pariili,  84  ^milies  and  47  Communicants.  There  seldom  assembled  more  than 
twelve  persons  in  the  old  edifice.  Where  the  new  Church  is  located  there  is  a 
settlement  numbering  some  25  houses.  A  Sundav  School  has  never  been  held 
here,  and  there  is  much  to  be  done  for  the  spiritual  well-being  of  the  community. 
The  work  of  the  Clergyman  is,  owing  to  the  dbtances  to  be  travelled  on  foot, 
very  laborious.

We  are  now  making  vifforous 
efforts  to  relieve  the  Vestry  as  much  as  possible  from  the  burden  which  Viey  so 
cheerfully  undertook,  and  li'ope  by  the  end  of  the  ;^ear  to  have  this  debt  entirely 
wiped  out  We  also  intend  to  do  our  utmost  to  raise  the  debt  of  $l,(KHi,  which 
still  hangs  over  the  Parsonage ;  but  we  cannot  expect  to  accomplish  all  this  with- 
out some  exterior  aid.  I  should  have  als^o  mentioned  that  $100  have  been  raised 
for  our  Sunday  School  Library. 

In  addition  to  my  char]^  at  GonneUsville,  I  have  held  afternoon  services  twice 
a  month  at  Fountain  Mills,  with  encouraging  success.  A  new  Church  has  been 
built  there  during  the  ^t  year,  by  Mi^or  Knap,  and  a  Sunday  School  has  been 
orsanized,  which  is  doing  well  uider  his  efficient  superintendence.  I  have  also 
hdd  occasional  week  day  services  at  Dunbar  During  one  of  my  visits,  I  bap- 
tized 5  children  and  1  adult,  and  4  of  the  candidates  confirmed  during  the  recent 
virit  of  the  Bishop  ware  from  this  place.

I  retained  my  charge  of  this  Parish  up  to  the  3d  of  January,  1875,  holding  two 
eei vices  and  delivering  two  sermons  on  each  alternate  Sunday.    The  congregation 
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is  small  and  not  very  prosperous.  The  Sunday  School  is  also  yery  small,  and  u 
kept  up  by  two  or  three  of  the  faithful,  who  still  love  the  Church  and  seek  her 
peace  and  prosperity.  The  amount  of  salary  received  was  $95.  Other  moneys 
were  raised,  but  what  disposition  was  made  of  them  by  the  Ti«»isurer,  I  cannot 
tell.  Since  my  resignation,  I  have  atteuded  two  funerals  and  visited  other  sick 
persons. 


REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  ERIE. 

My  Dear  Bishop-j-I  had  intended  to  have  ziven  you  a  full  report  of  the 
missionary  work  in  this  Convocation,  but  am  unable  to  do  so,  as  I  coula  not  obtain 
reports  from  the  Clergy.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Putnam  has  sent  a  very  excellent  report 
of  Stoneboro'  Mission,  which  I  enclose  to  you  as  much  better  than  any  I  could 
make.    From  the  means  within  my  reach,  I  gather  the  following  information : 

ERIE  COUNTY. 

ST.  John's,  kbie. 

One  year  agoi  it  was  a  question  with  this  Parish,  whether  it  should  live  or  die. 
But  by  earnest  work  and  great  self-denial  on  the  part  of  its  people,  it  has  been 
maintained  without  help  for  the  past  year.  The  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hillard 
has  been  very  acceptable ;  the  old  troubles  have,  in  a  great  measure,  auieted  down, 
and  the  people  are  united ;  the  congregations  have  increased :  a  nopeful  spirit 
pervades  the  Parish,  and  its  prospects  are  now  encouraging.  It  will,  however, 
take  a  few  years  to  place  the  Parish  on  a  strong  and  permanent  ba^is.  A  little  as- 
sistance now  would  greatly  encourage  the  people,  would  be  most  worthily  be- 
stowed, and  would  tend  greatly  towards  hastening  the  growth  of  the  Parish. 

CROSS  AND  CROWN,   EBIB. 

The  work  of  this  Parish  is  going  on  pronperously.  The  year  closes  without 
debt,  notwithstanding  the  hard  times,  which  have  been  severely  felt.  The  oongre- 
eation  shows  a  steady  increase,  several  families  having  been  gaithered  in.  The  San* 
day  School  is  very  prosperous,  having  on  its  list  S^  names,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  240.  The  room  for  the  Infant  Class  has  been  enlarged  to  double  its 
former  capacity,  at  a  cost  of  $350.  During  the  summer  large  improvements  and 
repairs  upon  the  Church  will  be  necessary,  at  a  probable  cost  of  S800.  Under  these 
circumstances,  tlie  Parish  will  need  the  continuance  of  the  appropriation  by  the 
Board.  The  Parish,  in  ev^rj  department  of  work,  shows  grtat  vigor,  under  the 
faithful  and  energetic  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Schulte. 

TRINITY  MISSION,   ERIE. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  trial.  Trinity  Chapel  was  very  badlv  damaged 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  a  violent  hurricane,  and  was  repaired  at  quite  t 
large  cost,  in  January  last,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller  resigned  the  charge  of  this 
Mission  to  become  the  Rector  of  Qrace  Church,  Ridgway.  Mr.  Miller  did  a 
faithful  and  excellent  work,  and  was  greatly  beloved  by  its  people,  who  felt  bis 
removal  very  deeply.  The  Rev.  C.  H.  Newman  suoceeded  to  the  charge,  but  after 
a  few  months'  labor,  finds  himself  obliged,  on  account  of  ill-health,  to  resign.  Not- 
withstanding these  discouragements,  ue  Mission  continues  in  a  good  condition, 
and  begins  to  assume  a  more  settled  and  permanent  attitude,  and  depend  more  on 
its  own  resources. 
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GRACE  MISSION  HOUSE,  EBIE. 

During  the  past  year  a  very  BubBtaiitial  and  excellent  house  has  been  built  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Mission,  on  a  lot  valued  at  $1,500,  and  generously  donated  by 
the  Reeii  Estate.  The  value  of  the  whole  property  is  about  $4.500»  of  which  only 
about  $400  remains  unpaid.  This  Mission  is  never  expected  to  develop  into  a 
Parish,  but  to  be  the  centre  of  a  charitable  work  among  the  poor,  the  sick,  the 
aged,  and  the  destitute  of  this  citv.  The  Chapel,  and  rooms  for  Mothers'  Meetings 
and  Bible  Classes,  are  now  provided,  and  as  soon  as  Providence  opens  the  way  the 
further  plans  will  be  executed.  The  Mission  is  very  vigorous,  and  is  doing  an 
excellent  work  among  the  people  of  its  neighborhood.  Those  en^a^ed  in  carrying 
on  this  Mipsion  work  with  earnest  hearts  and  willing  hands,  and  it  is  delightful  to 
co-operate  with  them. 

MISSION  OF  THE  HOLY  CB088,  NORTH  EAST. 

Since  the  Bev.  Mr.  Tongue  left  this  Mission  in  September  last,  there  have  been 
no  regular  services.  The  people  earnestly  sought  to  obtain  a  Missionary,  but  could 
not  succeed.  A  Sunday  School  was  organized  during  the  winter  by  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Schulte,  who,  with  the  rest  of  the  Clergy  of  Erie,  has  held  occasional  week- 
day services.  The  Bev.  C.  H.  Newman  has  now  consented  to  take  charge  of 
the  Mission  for  the  present,  and  the  people  are  greatly  encouraged.  North 
East  is  a  very  pleasant  and  thriving  village,  the  living  is  remarkably  cheap,  the 
Church  people  are  energetic. and  earnest,  and  wiUi  the  blessing  of  Gk>d  upon 
faithful  labor,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  in  a  short  time  a  vigorous  Parish 
might  be  established. 

GRACE  MISSION,  MILES  OROVB. 

The  Bev.  Mr.  Tongue  still  continues  in  charge  of  this  Mission.  There  is  noth- 
ing to  report  except  that  the  work  is  goin^  on  favorablvy  as  hitherto.  The  Mis- 
sionary also  holds  services  at  Girard,  a  village  a  short  distance  from  Miles  Grove, 
and  reports  good  progress.

The  congregations 
nearly  fill  the  Church ;  the  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations  is  Targe,  and 
the  people  are  in  earnest. 

ST.  Matthew's  mission,  union  city. 

This  Mission  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Tongue,  who  is  able  to  give  to 
it  only  occasional  week-day  services.  The  worship  is  conducted  in  private  houses, 
as  there  is  no  Church  edifice  at  the  command  of  the  few  people  here.  The  Mission 
cannot  be  vigorously  worked  without  a  church  building  m  which  to  ^ther  a  con- 
n^gatfoD.  Negotiations  arejn  progress  for  the  purchase  of  the  old  Presbyterian 
Meeting  House,  which  is  centrally  located,  and  their  success  depends  upon  whether 
the  sum  required  to  be  paid  down  can  be  raised.  Union  City  is  a  growing  and 
important  place.  Our  Church  should  be  represented  there,  both  to  care  for  the 
few  people  already  belonging  to  her,  and  to  provide  for  future  needs.

The  troubles  in  the  bank^  the  severe  fire,  and  other  tri^  have  greatlv  reduced 
the  financial  ability  of  Trinity  Parish.

REMAKK8. 

Services  are  held  regularly  every  two  weeks.  They  are  well  attended,  and  the 
Divine  blessing  surely  rests  upon  them,  which  is  cause  of  great  encouragement  to 
all  interested. 

It  is  now  nearly  seven  years  since  the  first  Church  service  in  Stoneboro*  was  held. 
On  August  25th.  1868,  Rev.  Mr.  Tolman,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Franklin,  officiated, 
the  only  place  lor  service  being  a  room  in  the  '*  Lake  House."  From  that' date 
until  1872,  Mr.  Tolman  suppli^  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  people  as  best  hecould, 
giving  them  a  week-day  service  once  in  a  while ;  the  Bishop .  visiting  tlie  place 
once  in  1869  and  twice  in  1871.  In  1872  the  point  was  adopted  as  a  station  of  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  and  Rev.  William  Bollard,  of  Conneautville,  ap- 
pointed Mi«>8ionar^  in  charge,  to  hold  services  once  on  Sunday  in  each  montti. 
Mr.  Bollaid's  ministry  was  attended  with  good  success,  but  he  removed  to  another 
field  after  having  served  the  Church  here  a  little  over  a  vear,  and  again  the  work 
fell  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Tolman.  It  remained  under  his  charge  until  he  left  the 
Diocese  last  August.  During  the  autumn,  Rev.  Thomas  O.  Tongue  spent  two  Sun- 
days at  the  Mission,  and  served  the  people  much  to  their  satisfaction.  Late  in  the 
winter  the  work  was  placed  in  my  hands,  and  I  held  services  in  Stoneboro'  for  the 
first  time  on  the  evening  of  February  8th. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Mission  it  has  been  an  encouraging  field. 

There  must  be  at  least  20  or  30  families  whom  we  can  claim  an  belonging  to 
the  Church,  members  of  them  having  been  baptized  and  confirmed  in  this  country 
or  in  the  Mother  Church  of  England,  but  they  are  cliiefly  among  the  miners. 

104  have  been  baptized  at  St.  Mark's  since  the  last  Convention  Report.  13 
since  February  1st  last.  8  persons  have  been  confirmed  by  Bishop  Kerfoot,  2  of 
them  on  Monday  of  Whitsun-week,  1875.  The  number  of  Communicants  I 
cannot  give  with  certainty,  but  at  the  time  of  the  last  administration  of  tlie  Holy 
Communion,  VVhitsun-Tuesday,  15  partook. 

The  Bishop's  visitation  was  full  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  all  connected  with  the 
Mission,  and  they  will  long  remember  his  words  of  advice  and  cheer. 

One  serious  difficulty  which  has  been  in  the  way  of  Church  work  in  Stoneboro' 
from  the  beginning,  has  been  the  need  of  a  Ciiurch  building  where  the  service 
cculd  be  conducted  in  a  proper  way,  and  where  Church  doctrine  could  be  taught 
without  giving  ofience,  or  rendering  us  liable  to  a  charge  of  discourtesy.  The 
prospect  now  is  that  during  this  season  a  lot  will  be  secured  and  something  done 
towards  the  erection  of  a  Church.  The  people  are  so  poor  that  it  would  be  impoaai- 
ble  for  them  to  think  of  doing  this  alone,  and  they  must  have  considerable  help 
from  outside  if  they  succeed  in  the  undertaking. 

In  the  meantime  we  must  work  for  the  Lord  and  His  Church  in  tlie  best  way 
we  can,  until  He  helps  us  to  a  **  more  excellent  way." 
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.  REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  WARREN. 

The  Warren  Deanery  embraces  the  counties  of  Warren,  McKean,  Cameron, 
Elk,  Jefferson,  and  Forest,  with  a  population  of  71 ,149,  and  has  4,176  square  miles. 
It  is  territorially  the  largest,  but  in  population  the  smallest  of  the  six  Deaneries 
in  the  Diocese  Within  its  limits  are  five  organized  Parishes,  one  of  which  only 
is  self-supporting,  and  one  organized  and  two  unorganized  Missions. 

The  clerical  force  at  present  at  work  in  the  Deanery  consists  of  three  Presby- 
ters and  one  Deacon.    Tnere  is  besides,  one  licensed  Lay  Reader. 

Trinity,  Warren,  is  the  one  self-supporting  Parish  referred  to. 

Little  change  can  be  reported  in  the  Parish  of  Tidioute.  liie  Dean  is  Rector, 
and  gives  it  as  much  personal  supervision  as  his  immediate  duties  permit.  Dr. 
J.  O.  Qilchrist  is  the  licensed  lij  Rcndrr.  He  maintains  regular  Sunday  ser- 
vices, and  snperintends  an  interesting  Sniid.ty  School.  The  Dean  viriitsthe'  Par 
ish  at  appointed  times,  officiating  in  the  Church,  and  rendering  every  clerical 
service  absolutely  required.  There  is  a  fine  opening  for  Church  work  at  this 
point,  which  it  is  desirable  to  fully  occupy  at  the  earliest  possible  period. 

The  Mission  at  Sheffield  remains  in  statu  quo.  It  is  not  expedient  at  present  to 
make  any  renewed  effort  there. 

In  Forest  county  no  services  have  been  attempted.  The  time  moy  speedily  ar- 
rive when  some  movement  there  will  become  desirable. 

Ridgway,  Elk  county,  has  now  the  acceptable  services  of  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Miller. 
Under  his  active  labors,  the  Parish  is  manifesting  renewed  zeal,  and  promises  a 
very  huccesaful  future.  The  Rectory  has  been  completed  and  will  soon  be  occu- 
pied. The  total  cost  will  reach  about  $3,000,  exclusive  of  the  lot,  which  is  a  part 
of  the  original  siound  deeded  to  the  Corporation.  The  Corporation  is  not  obli- 
gated for  a  single  dollar  in  the  erection  oi  the  Rectory. 

At  Sugar  Hiil,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Barber,  Deacon,  continues  his  regular  services. 
The  Parish  is  not  increasing.  Removals  and  other  causes  have  tended  to  weaken 
It.  If  this  point  could  have  regular  visits  from  a  Presbyier,  it  would  be  much 
benefited.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Rector  of  Ridgway  will  be  able  to  help  in  this 
respect. 

No  recent  visit  has  been  made  to  Brookville.  It  is  the  county  seat  of  Jefferson 
county,  with  a  population  of  some  5,000.  We  have  about  20  Communicants  there. 
There  ou^ht  to  be  a  Missionary  sent  to  this  point,  and  the  sooner  the  better,  who 
should  give  services  also  to  Keynoldsville  m  the  same  county,  whither  a  newly 
opened  coal  field  is  now  drawing  a  laive  population. 

The  Rev.  Joel  Clarke  is  still  in  charge  of  Emporium.  His  i^ervices  are  very 
acceptable,  but  the  Parish  has  been  much  depressed  by  the  hard  times. 

Never  before  since  the  Mission  has  been  established  at  Sraethport,  McKeaif 
county,  has  the  field  been  more  promising  than  now.  The  new  branch  railroad 
from  Larrabee's  Station,  on  the  B.,  N.  Y.  ^  P.  R.  R.,  is  now  completed  to  the 
coal  field  at  Bunker  Hill.  It  runs  within  a  mile  of  Sroethport,  and  is  destined  to 
work  an  entire  change  in  the  future  of  this  charming  little  town.  The  Church 
people  there  are  pleading  for  the  services  with  some  degree  of  regularity,  and 
are  willing  and  ready  to  contribute  liberally  to  sustain  them.  The  Deaxi,  at  his 
recent  vi^it  to  Emporium  and  Smethport,  has,  after  conference  with  the  Vestry 
of  the  former  place,  arranged  a  union  of  these  two  places,  under  the  Rev.  Juel 
Clarke,  who  is  to  divide  his  time  equally  between  them,  continuing  to  reside  at 
Emporium.  The  Smethport  people  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the  arrange- 
ment, and  feel  much  encouraged.  It  is  thought  that  it  will  soon  become  prac- 
ticable to  erect  a  Church  edifice  at  Smethport. 

At  Farmers'  Valley,  some  five  milerf  from  Smethport,  there  are  Church  people 
who  are  exceedingly  anxious  for  the  services.     Rev.  Mr.  Clarke  can  give  a  third 
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seryioe  there  when  he  goes  to  Smethport.   The  people  will  gladly  contribute  to  his 
sapport

BXMARKS. 

This  report  Is  partly  Incladed  in  that  of  St.  John's  Parish.  ServioeSi  held 
usually  in  Qreenfield,  were  begun  at  this  Mission  last  fall,  and  have  been  continued 
every  seoond  and  fourth  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  place 
of  worship.  The  attendance  is  very  good  and  the  responses  excellent  There 
being  no  hall  or  suitable  place  in  Califomia,  services  are  held  in  Greenfield  from 
necessity.

Ai  Amended  in  Convention,  June  12th,  1874, 


I. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be,  **  The  Board  of  MisBions  in  the  Diocese 
of  PittBbnrgh." 

n. 

The  object  shall  be  to  extend  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  of  said 
Diocese,  by  aiding  existing  Missions,  and  planting  new  ones. 

m. 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex-offido  President,  the 
Deans,  together  with  clerical  and  lay  representatiyes,  to  be  chosen  annually,  as 
her^nafter  provided,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be 
exHffido  members  of  the  same. 

IV. 

Sxa  1.  To  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  Board,  the  Diocese,  on  and  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  divided  into  six  Deaneries,  as  follows : 

1.  The  counties  of  Allegheny  and  Beaver  to  form  the  Pittsburgh  Deanery. 

2.  The  counties  of  Butler,  Armstrong  and  Clarion  to  form  the  Kittanning 
Deanery. 

3.  The  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford,  Mercer,  Lawrence  and  Venango  to  form  the 
Erie  Deanery. 

4.  The  counties  of  Warren,  McKean,  Cameron,  Elk,  Jeflferaon  and  Forest  to 
form  the  Warren  Deanery. 

5.  The  counties  of  Westmoreland,  Indiana,  Cambria  and  Clearfield  to  form  the 
Johnstown  Deanery. 

6.  The  counties  of  Fayette,  Somerset,  Washington  and  Greene  to  form  the 
Brownsville  Deanery. 

V. 

Sbc.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President,  who  shall  always 
be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  and  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  chosen 
at  each  annual  meeting.  In'the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  during  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  the  Dean  of  Pittsburgh  Deanery  shall  be  President  ad  tniertm. 
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Sec.  2  The  Bishop  shall  nominate  all  Miflsionaries  ff)r  new  and  vacant  eta- 
lions ;  sucli  nominations  to  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  the 
meeting. 

Ssa  3  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board ; 
shall  notify  the  members  of  the  meetings  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  time,  and  at 
the  reqnest  of  the  Bishop,  or  any  three  members,  shall  call  special  meetings  of 
the  Board. 

Sxc.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  chaige  of  all  moneys  collected  for  the  Board ; 
he  shall  deposit  them  at  sach  places  as  it  may  direct,  and  disborse  them  under  th^ 
order  of  the  Board. 

Ssc.  5.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  stipend  of  its  Missions  and 
Missionaries ;  but  a  reduction  of  not  less  than  ten  per  cent  shall  be  made  anna- 
ally  after  the  second  year,  unless  sufficient  reason  be  given  for  the  continuance  of 
the  full  amount ;  in  which  case  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  minority  of  the 
whole  Board.  Special  appropriations  may  be  received  for  particular  points ;  but 
such  sums  shall  always  go  to  make  up  the  regular  appropriations  of  the  Board. 

Ssc.  6.  In  all  appropriations  that  are  made  for  new  work  the  Board  will  give 
preference  to  Mission  Stations  which  give  early  promise  of  becoming  self-fiupport- 
ing,  and  will  only  extend  aid  to  organized  Parishes  in  exceptional  cases. 

VL 

The  Bishop  shall  annually  appoint  a  Presbyter  as  Dean  for  each  Deanery — the 
appointment  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  at  the  next  regular  Convocation  of 
the  Deanery — to  whom,  acting  for  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  Bishop,  shall 
be  committed  the  chaige  of  the  Missionary  work  within  its  limits.  He  shall  see 
that  services  are  rendered  as  far  as  possible,  at  all  organized  Mianons  in  his  Dean- 
ery, visiting  them  personally  at  least  twice  in  each  Diocesan  year,  and  hold  services 
as  opportunity  afibrds  at  any  new  point  or  points  where  it  may  be  desirable  to  do 
so.  His  necessary  travelling  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board* 
to  whom  shall  be  transmitted  the  offerings  received  at  each  public  service. 

VII. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  laity  of  each  Deanery 
at  least  once  in  four  months,  at  such  a  place  as  the  Bishop  or  Dean  may  elect ; 
provided  that  two  or  more  Deaneries  may  hold  a  joint  Convocation  if  they  so  deaire> 
At  such  Convocation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Clergyman  within  the  Deanery 
to  attend,  unless  for  just  cause  he  be  excused  by  the  Bishop  or  Dean.  Each  Pariah 
or  Mission  Station  may  be  represented  in  the  Convocation  by  one  of  its  laymen 
chosen  by  the  Minister  from  among  hb  communicants. 

Sbo.  2.  Each  Deanery  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representaUve  in  the  Board. 
For  every  ten  resident  Clergymen,  a  Deanery  may  nominate  one  of  its  PiresbyteFB 
as  a  member  of  the  Board ;  and  any  Deanery  shall  also  be  entitled  to  an  additional 
lay  representative,  whenever  there  are  twenty  Clergymen  within  its  limits.  These 
shall  be  nominated  at  the  Convocation  next  before  the  Annual  Convention,  and 
when  confirmed  by  that  body,  shall  constitute  part  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  as  provided  in  Article  III.  of  this  Constitution.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
such  representation  during  the  Diocesan  year,  the  Dean  shall  have  power  to  fill 
the  same.    Lay  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 
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Sec.  3.  Beporto  shall  be  made  by  the  Clergy  at  each  Convocation  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  work  under  their  chaige,  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Board,  together 
with  any  favorable  new  openings  for  Church  work  within  their  cures ;  from  which 
the  Deans  shall  compile  semi-annual  reports  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  Every  vacant  Mission  in  the  Deanery  shall  be  under  the  special  pasto- 
ral charge  of  the  Dean  of  the  district. 

Sec.  6.  No  Parish  or  organized  Mission  that  does  not  contribute  quarterly  to 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  stipend  from  the  Board. 

VIU. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  public  Missionary  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the 
Board,  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Diocesan 
Convention,  at  which  time  the  annual  report  shall  be  read.  Stated  meetings  shall 
be  held  immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention,  and  on  the 
second  Wednesday  in  December ;  provided,  that  a  meeting  for  a  review  of  the 
work  of  the  year,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  annual  report,  shall  be 
held  on  the  Wednesday  before  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  At  ail  meetings  of  the  Board  five  of  iti  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION  OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  PITTSBURGH. 


I.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention  the  Lord's  Sapper  shall  he  administered, 
and  nnless  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge^  a  sermon  shall  be  preached 
by  a  Presbyter  appointed  by  him ;  and  on  every  day  of  the  sesnon  Morning  Prayer 
shall  be  said. 

n.  On  the  first  day  of  the  session,  Divine  Service  being  ended,  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in.  the  Episcopate, 
or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  or  his  inability  to  act,  by  the  Preddent  or  senior 
Presbyter  present  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

IIL  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  or,  in  his  absence,  some  other  person 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  officer  presiding,  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the 
Clergymen  who  are  declared  by  the  Bishop  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 
He  shall  also,  having  previously  made  a  list  thereof,  call  the  names  of  all  the  Lay 
Deputies  claiming  to  represent  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  at  the  last  Con- 
vention, who  shall  have  famished  him  with  certificates,  in  due  form,  of  thdr  election 
to  this  Convention.  And  the  list  of  names  thus  made  by  him  shall  be  prima  Jade 
evidence  of  a  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  then,  if  necevary,  proceed  to  elect  a  Preudent  pro  tsmpore 
from  the  Presbyters  present. 

IV.  The  Convention  having  been  thos  organised,  the  first  basiness  thereafter 
shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary.  The  Secretary  may  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary. 

V.  Hie  President  shall  then  appoint  the  following  Begalar  Committees: 

1.  On  the  Claims  of  Clergymen  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of  three 
Clergymen. 

2.  On  the  Claims  of  Lay  Deputies  to  Seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
three  Laymen. 

8.  On  the  Admiadon  of  Parishes  into  Union  with  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

4.  On  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

5.  On  Canons,  to  consist  of  one  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

6.  On  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 
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VI.  Immediately  after  the  appointmSnt  of  these  Committees^  matter  properly 
leferrihie  to  them  may  then  be  presented  for  reference;  and  a  report  from  either 
of  the  first  two  Committees  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Vn.  Beports  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  to  be  presented  and  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table  without  debate. 

VIII.  Motions,  Notices  and  Besolutions,  not  giving  rise  to  debate,  shall  then 
be  in  order. 

IX.  The  election  of  the  yarious  officers  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  Nominations  shall  be  made  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session 
of  the  Convention ;  tickets  shall  be  printed  with  all  the  names  proposed,  and  the 
election  shall  take  place  on  the  following  day, — ^the  voting  to  be  by  erasing  the 
names  of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote ;  but  the  Supplemental 
Deputies  to  the  Qeneral  Convention  (Constit.)  Art.  IX.,  Sec.  4,)  shall  not  be 
nominated,  nor  voted  for,  till  the  election  of  the  Deputies  shall  have  been 
completed. 

X.  On  the  second  and  every  succeeding  day  during  the  sitting  of  the  Conven- 
tion, after  Daily  Morning  Prayer,  the  order  of  business,  which  shall  not  be  de- 
parted from  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  shall  be 
as  follows: 

1.  The  reading,  correcting  and  approving  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 
2   Galling  the  names  of  absent  members,  and  entering  in  the  journal  those  who 
appear. 

3.  Unfinished  elections. 

4.  Beports  from  the  Regular  Committees  of  the  Convention. 

6.  Beports  from  Special  Committees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  appomted. 
*6.  Unfinished  Business. 

7.  Notices,  Besoiutions  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

XI.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded ;  and  when  sec- 
onded, it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  it  is  voted  on ;  and  every  motion, 
when  required,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

XIII.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

XIV.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made,  except 
to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postp«me  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  com- 
mit, or  to  amend ;  and  the  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
here  stated.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  decided  without 
debate. 

XV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XVI.  On  a  question  being  put  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the 
sound  of  voices  for  or  against  it ;  but  any  member  may  require  a  count  of  the 
votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair ;  or  any  three 
votes  may,  previoas  to  a  decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be  taken, 
which  shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  clerical  members,  and  the  Parishes 
represented,  and  all  votes  by  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

XVII.  A  question  once  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same  ses- 
sion without  an  affirmative  vote  of  two- thirds,  nor  without  the  motion  for  that 
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purpose  being  made  by  one  of  a  majori^  on  the  prior  decision ;  nor  ahail  any 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XVIII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  the  Convention  shall  meet  fbr  Morning 
Prayer  at  9  o'clock,  immediately  after  which  it  shall  proceed  to  bosineaB ;  take  a 
recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  and  adjourn  for  the  day  at  6^  o'clock, 
P.  M. :  Provided,  That  the  House  shall  not  at  any  time  be  considered  as  adjourned, 
without  a  vote  to  that  effect 

XIX.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  shall  prepare  and  present  to 
the  Convention,  before  its  final  adjournment,  a  condensed  report  and  tabular  state, 
ment  of  the  State  of  Uie  Church  within  the  Diocese,  to  be  published  with  the 
Journal.  And  for  this  purpose,  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address,  and  all  Parochial 
Reports,  shall  be  referred  to  this  Committee :  Providedf  nevertheless,  that  such 
reference  shall  not  prevent  the  referring  of  any  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  to  a 
Special  Committee. 

XX.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved,  after  which 
the  Convention  shall  close  with  such  religious  services  as  the  President  may 
direct. 

XXI.  No  standing  rule  of  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or  rescinded, 
without  one  day's  previous  notice  to  that  effect,  unless  by  an  affirmative  vote  of 
two- thirds. 

XXII.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  presiding  officer,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 

XXIII.  On  all  elections  by  ballot*  where  there  shall  be  a  failure  upon  the  first 
trial  to  elect,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  second  trial,  be  confined  to  the  three 
candidates  who  received  the  largest  number  of  votes ;  and  upon  a  fiulure  to  elect 
upon  the  second  trial,  the  balloting  shall,  upon  the  third  trial,  be  confined  to  the 
two  candidates  who  received  the  laigest  number  of  votes  upon  the  second  trial.
